Xhb pal'lifop^iit that ver indicted one the 2S of 
Januarij, this zeire, to be^ the 10 of Appiyle ther- 
after, in A° 1604, was prorougeud till the 24 day of 
the said monuthe first, and then wntQl the 18 of 
Junij ; and at last ordtmid, by proclamatioiie, to be 
boldin at Perthe> tha Sd day of Julay, this same 
zeire. 

The 12 of Marche, this zeire, seoine of the Mack- 
gregor and Anoestraoges ver hangett at the crosse 
of Edinbmghe. 

In Julay, this zeire, the plange of pestilence raged 
extremley in maney pairts of the kingdome.

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The 10 of September, this same zeire, Naper^ 
Laird of Merchistone, generall of the cmizie housse^ 
went to London, to treat with the Englishe com- 
missioners anent the conzie, quho, to the grate 
amazement of the Englishe, caried hes bussines with 
a grate deall of dexteritey and skill ; and hauing 
concludit the bussines he went for, he returned 
home in December theraften 

In October, this zeir, the haill magistrats of Edin- 
brughe wer chosen and elected by wertew of hes 
Maiesdes emnmissione, qi^earin the persons to be 
elected was named. 

The trettey of the vnione of both kingdomes was 
sett a footte by his Maiestie this zeire, and for that 
e£Pecte the Earle of Dumfermling, Lord Chanceler, 
tooke hes jomey to London, in Octob^, this zeire ; 
bot the trettey being delayed, and the poynt aggried 
one, he retumid. 

Hes Ma^'% by proclamatione of the last of Octo^ 
ber, inhibit the ministers to assemble themselues to> 
gider, without his expresse warrant, wnder the pains- 
contained in the actes of parliament. 

The parliament haldin by hes Maiestie and estaits. 
of England at Westminster, wes ccmtinewed till the 
7 of Julay this zeire, and then prorouged till the 7 
ef Februarij folloning. 

The 12 of Junij, this zeire, S^ Thomas Smythe, 
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Aldennaii of London, was by K. James sent ambas- 
sador to the Emperour of Russia. 

Sunday the 5 of Agust,'this zeire, a lionesse in 
the Tower of London brought fourthe a lions 
whelpe, wich liued only till the nixt day. 

About tixe begning of this summer, ther arriued 
at London, commissioners from the King of Spaine, 
and the Archduckes, to treatte of a peace ; viz. from 
Spaine came, 

Johne de Velasco, Constable of Castile ; 

Johne Baptiste de Tassis, Earle of Willa Me- 

diana; 
Alexander Rouidius, Professor of the Law, and 
Senator of Millane. 
From the Archdukes came, 

Charles, Prince and Counte of Aremberge ; 
Johne Richardot, knight, President of the Cotm- 

saill of Estait ; 
Ludouick Verreiken, Principall Secretarey of 
^Estait. 
For hes Maiestie of Grate Brittane mett, 

Thomas, Earle of Dorsett, Lord Thesaurer of 

England ; 
Charles, Earle of Nottinghame, Lord Admirall 

of England ; 
Henrey, Earle of Northampton ; 
Robert, Viscount Cranbume, Principall Secre- 
tarey of Estait 
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This trettey waft cimdudk at London, the 18 day 
of Agust, this zeire, and drawin vpe in 84 artickells^ 
wich were s«ignnd and subscriued by all the com- 
missionersy and then soleody proclamed at Chepe- 
syde Crosse by the herauldes. EQs Maiestie did so^ 
lemly sueare and subscriue this leauge, one Sunday 
the 19 day of this same moonthe, in his chapell at 
WhytehaU^ 

The 24 day of October, this zeire, K. James waa 
solemly proclaimed by the herauldes, at all the pub- 
licise places of the citties of London and Westmin- 
ster, King of Grate Brittaine, France and Irland, 
Defender of the Faithe* 

The 16 day of Nouember^ the commissioners for 
the standard of coyne of .both nations, hauing con- 
ciudit a prodamatione, wich issewed from them this 
day, of certaine new pices of coyne, both of gold 
and siluer, with the trew walluatione and weights of 
them, according to the mint of both nations, Scot- 
land and EnglandL 

1605; 
Fryday, the 4 of Januarij this zeire, 1605, Charles,- 
Puck of Albaney, being aged foure zeirs, second 
sone to K. James, the first monarche of Grate Brit- 
tane, with his knights of the Bathe, wer lodget at 
Whytehall ; and one Sunday, the 5 day> they wer 
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knighted, Bnd he created with .grate solemtey^ Dncke. 
of Zoiice. 

The 26'of Febrvmry, diis^Edre, ike lionesse in the 
Touer, that had brought fxirthe-a^helpe in the for- 
mer zeire, broughte fburthe ane other mow; bot it 
deyed also within 16 dayes iherafter. 

Thie plauge of pestil^ice raged most fearfully 
AroUghe fdl Ikigland, this zeire, so that ther deyed 
of the same in London, in one weeke, 3094 persons. 
' The '4 of ^Marche, -this zeire, Alexander Settone, 
Lord Fyuie, waa creatted Earie of Dumfermlinge ; 
Alexander, Lord Home, was created Earle of 
Home; and James, Lord Drumond, was creatted 
Earle of Perthe, with grate solemitey. Eache of 
them had 4 knights. 

This same day, lykwayes, the new coyne was pro- 
claimid to haue passage as in L<mdoin, in Nouemr* 
ber the preceding zehre. 

One the 4 day <^ this same mounthe, by his Ma- 
iesties especiall comissione, Alexander, Earle of 
Dumfermling, Lord Chanceler of Scotland, in the 
oounsell chamber, solemly knighted the Laixds of

Nisbet, and 
'Oedeon Murray. 
The 25 of Marche, Charles, Earle of Notting- 
hame, Lord Admiral) of EIngland, being accompa- 
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nied and attendit with one earle, three lordes, and 
30 knights, forbay gentlemen of qualitey, one he^ 
rauld, and 2 doctors of phisicke, was sent by K^ 
James ambassador to Spaine, to take the Spanishe 
Kings othe, for obseruatione pf leauge laidy oon* 
cludit at London by hes onnmissioners $ and for th^ 
same effecte, one the 19 of Appryle, this zeire, Ed<*> 
uard, Earle of Hartdfurd, was by his Maiesty sent 
ambassador to the Archduckes, Albertus and Isa^ 
bella, to Bruxells, accompam^d with t|ia lordes and 
16 knightes, and a grate maney g^tlqinen of notc^ 
and qualitey. 

The 8 of Appryle, this zeire, ihe Queine wa$ 
brought to bed of a daughter, at Greinewitchey 
aboute 12 a dockeat night; for ioyquherdf ringing 
of bells, shotting of canons, jand bonefyres vfer in 
London the day foUouing; 

K. James keipt S. George feast at Greinwitchey 
ibis zeire, quher the gentlemen and wthers that of 
longe cpntinuance had wssed to attend the Lordes^ 
in honor of that sendee, in ther gold chaines, and 
iiueries, wer now quhoUy qmittfed, and the Kings 
gaurd conunandit to supply ther places. Bot the 
subsequent zeire, blew cottes, chains of gold, and 
fethers, begane againe to Qpurishe, and euer since 
hath continwed according tp thp fmci^nf custome of 
that order ; and, at this fea^te, the King made tua 
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new Knigbts of the Garter, tiz. Vlrickitts, Ducke 
of Sleswick, the Queiiis brother, and Henrey How- 
ard, Earle of Nortbamptone. 

One -Saterday the 4 of Maij, thisjseure, ia the 
haU of Greinwitcfae, being ordred>for that 4K»lemi 
Ma Biaisty created 

Thomas^ Lord Bni^^y, Earie of Excester ; 
Philipe Herbert, Earle of Montgomerey ; 
Robert Sidney, Lord Penhurste, Wiscoimt Les- 
lie ; 
^Sr Johne Stanhope, Xord Harringtone ; 
«Sr George Carew, Lord Cloptone; 
Thomas Arrandaill, Lord Arrandaill of War^ 

der; 
William Cau^ididie^ Lord Cauendishe of HEard- 
wicke. 
One Smidfrjr, his Maiesties second daughter was 
christned, and named Marey. 

The 17 day of Jonij, a combat betuix the Lairdes 
of Edzell and Pittanow, one the Heighe Streite of 
Edinfarughe; the fight lasted from 9 in the night 
till almost 2 in the morning, befor they wer separat- 
od. In this fight diners wer hurte, and one only 
killed; they wer sumond to compeire befor the 
Lordes of hes Maiesties priuey connsaill, and wer 
bothe of them committed to prissone, 

Saterday, 1 Junij, this zeire, Vllrick, Duck of 
Sleswicke, accompanied with the Kings Maiestie, 
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Prince Henrey, and diners of the nobilitey^ went to 
Rochester, quher the said Dncke tooke shijHnng 
for Denmarke, 

The 22 of the mounth of Junij, this zeire, hes 
Maiestie, by his proclasnatione, conunandit all 
dukes, marquisses, earles, visoounts, lordes, to 
produce ther euidences and patents of creatione be- 
for certaine commissioners, at Edinbrughe, to the 
effecte that all such contrawersies as had formeriy 
arrissin anent places of precedencey, might be re* 
conceilled and takin away ; and eurey one to haue 
that place dew to him, both in parliament and other- 
wayes. As also, that all the saids iordes compeir 
the 1 day of Nouember nixt, and ther, befor the 
saids commissioners, prx>duce (as said is) ; as also, 
that each nobleman within the kingdome of Scot- 
land, agwlst the first parliament, be prowydit with 
robes of scarlet, doubled with whyte taffla, and 
barred with ermins, with hood therto belonging, re- 
dey '^to attend his Maiesty and hes commissioner* 
Thesse wer the first parliament robes that euer wer 
wssed in this kingdome. 

The 1 day of Julay, this same zeire, S^ George 
Home, Loid T^esaurer of Scotland, came to Edin^ 
brughe, and vpone the second day of the same 
mounthe, he was solemly, by his Maiesties commis- 
sione at Holyrudhpusse palace, in presence of the 
Lords of his Maiesties priuey counsaill and nobili^. 
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tfaer soleml^ created Earie of Dumbar, and Lord 
Beruick one Tueid. 

Saterday the 15 of Junij, ^Iliomas Doagks waa 
comitted to the Tower of London^ bailing uMma one 
him, quho arriued ther some S dayes befor, seat 
prissoner by the Prince Elector Palatj^e of the 
Rhyne; and one Wedinsday the 26 of die same 
mounthe, he 9¥as brought from the Tow^ to the 
Sessions housse without Newgait, and ther arrained 
and condemned of heighe tressone ; and one the 
nixt day was drawin from thence one a hurdle to 
Smith&ild, and ther hanget and quartered. At hia 
deathe he acknowledged all hes indytement to be 
trew, and did professe befor Ood, that none bot 
himselue was acc^sorey to his tressons; the ab- 
stracte quherof I haue heir sett doune. 

Imprimis^ Quheras the last zeire, James Steuarte 
was execute for counterfitting the Kings hand, 
thinking therby to haue procured the grate seall of 
England wnto forged letters patents for conwajring 
a 100 merEes landes by the zeire, of croune land, to 
himselue : this Douglas was hes counseller and co- 
juutor; quho seing Steuart apprehendit, presently 
prepared himselue to gaine wealthe or preferment 
by deuice of forraane imployment. 

And quheras, at first he pretendit to haue obtein- 
ed the Kinges priuey seall or signet from the Lord 
Secretarey of Scotland, by meins of his brother. 
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quho did then seme the said Lord Secretary* Tlie 
said Thomas Douglas confessed, after his conwic- 
tione, that he caussed the said signett be courtefiiit^ 
tedt iuid therwith sealled sex letters to sex seuerall 
Princes of Germaney.

in wich he styllid himselue Robert Gray of the pri* 
uey chabnber. 

The 2d of Jnlay, this zeire, the ministers held ane 
Assembley at Aberdeine, for wich, contrair the Kings 
command, they wer convennd befor the Lordes of 
the priuey counsaill, wich acte of thers they deiendit 
'as, aggreiable to the word of God ; for wich, and de- 
naying of the Kangs supremacey in matters ecclesi- 
astical!, (as then the tenor of ther censure went) sex 
of the ringeleaders, the 10 of Januarij foUouing, wer 
arraind at Blacknes castle, and ccmdemned of heigh 
tressone ^ bot none of them did suffer more for it 
then banishement. 

Ludouick, Landgraue of Luchtenburge, arriues 
in England, with aboue a 100 in traine, ambassador 
from the Emperour Rodolphe the 2d, to King 
James ; and one the 12 of Julay, this zeire, he had 
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audience of the King at WhytehalL Amongevt 
x>thers matters of hes ambassey, thesse wer the 3 
prime artickells; 

Imprimis, A gratulatorey complement from the 
Smperour to his Maiestie, for the peacefiill obtaining 
jand enioying of the kingdomes of England and Ir- 
land, his lawfidl inheritance ; and for the preserua- 
tione of the amitey that hath beine betueene the 
said Emperour and Queine Elizabeth, of good me- 
morey, laitly deceassed. 

Secondly, For the continnatione of the trettey be- 
gune in the citey of Breame, a litle befor the Queine 
deyed, concerning the Hansse Tounes and ther pre- 
uilidges* 

Thridly, For ayde and assistance aganist the 
comon enimey of Christendome, the Turke. 

This ambassador depairted the 22 day of Julay, 
this seire ; and when he tooke his leiue of his Ma- 
iestie, he propynnid him with a cupeborde of sil- 
uer plate, waluridat 1500 pounds starling. 

About the 5 of Nouember, this zeire, that exe- 
crable pouder plote was discouered, quherin the 
conspiratours intendit to blow vpe the parliament 
housse at Westminster, (with gun pouder) with the 
King, Prince, Duck of Zorke, and the quholl no- 
bility of England ; with the conunissi(mers of the 
sfajrres and brughes of the same. Maney of the 
conspirators being apprehendit, wer arrained at 
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Westminster, the 27 of Januaiij, in the foUouing 
seire, befor 'Certain^ commissioners appoynted by 
his Maiestie for that effecte. The partties indycted 

wer: 

Thomas Vinter of Hoddingtone, in Warwick- 

shyre ; 
Guydo Faukes of London-; 
, Robert Keyes of London ; 
Thomas Battes, yeoman. Tbir 4 wer arrain- 
ed for 

1. Plotting to blow ype the parliament housse 
with gmie pouder. 

2. For taking othe and sacrament for secrecey* 

3. For hyring a housse neire the parliament 
housse. 

4. For diging a myne, and finding that faultey^ 
for hyring a seller wnder the pariiament housse. 

5. For bringing of pouder, matche and touchewood 
ioto the seller, to efiecte ther tressone. 

Robert Winter, Thomas brother, 
Jo: Gb'aunt, of Zorkesbyre, and 
Ambrosse Rockewood, of Staringfeild, in Suf- 
folke, wer all three indjrtted one thesse poyntes : 

1. For being acguanted with the tressone after- 
ward; 

2. For giimig ther assents tharto; 

S. For taking ther soleme oath aiid sacrament for 
secrecey. 
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9ft Euerard Digby of Ooth-hurste, in Bncking- 
bame-shyre, being arrained, was indicted, 

1. For being made acguant with the said tres- 
sone; 

2. For zeilding assent; 

S. For taking his corporal othe for secrecey.

The 29 and SO daye? of Marche this zeire, 1606, 
the wind so extraordinarey tempestuous and violent, 
diat it caussed grate shipwracke in Scotland, Eng» 
land, France and the Netherlandes. It blew trres 
by the rootes, mind quholl willages, and caussed the 
sea and maney riuers so to ouerflow ther wountted 
limitts and bounds, that maney people and chattels 
wer droimed and perished. 

Hes Maiesty this zeire, in Appryle, for composing 
of some difference betuix hes subiects of Northe and 
Southe Brittane^ trauelling by seas^ anent the bear- 
ing of ther flagesj and for awoyding all such conten- 
tions heir after ; by his prodamatione of the 12 of 
this mounthe, ordannid the shippes of bothe nations 
to carey one ther maine topes the flages of St Adt 
drow and St (George interlaced; and thesse of 
Northe Brittane in ther steme that of St Androw, 
and thesse of South Brittane that of St George* 

The 24 of the mounthe of Appryle this zeire, Don 
Jhone de Mendosa, Marquesse of St Jermaoiey 
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Capitane Oenerall of Portngmll, accompanied witli 
Don Jhone Blasco de Arragon, of the counsaill of 
Millaine, with vthers, arriued at London, from the 
King of Spaine, to congratulat the King of Eng* 
lands happey deliuerance from the hdt gun pouder 
tressone. He brought a present from the Queine 
of Spaine to the Queine of Grate Brittane, viz. a 
roabe of murrey sattin, imbrodred ouer with amber 
lether, and vpone the lether one euery seame and 
skirt, twysse imbrodred about with gold ; the fore- 
pairt quherof wes adorned with 48 tagges, S inches 
longe, of beattin gold, hollow within, and filled with 
ambergreisse. Tuo large chaines of ambergreisscr 
Tuo carcanetts of ambergreisse ; and a weluet cape, 
with gold buttons curiously inameled lyke the tages ; 
a girdle suttable to the buttons. Eurey of thesse 
seuerally inclossed in ane ouall boxe of gold* Thesse 
wer presented all togider in a large weshell of gold, 
in forme of a bason. He came to London one Tues- 
day; had audience one SlEiterday; the nixt day the 
King feasted them royally; one Monday he deli- 
uered his presents, and returned wpone the Wedins- 
day. 

The Ladey Sophia, daughter to the Kings Maies- 
tie, was borne M Greenwitche, vpone Sunday the 22 
of Junij, at S a clocke in the mominge, and deyed 
the nixt day; and one Thursday foUouing, was so- 
lemly interrid at Westminster. 
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In this same monnithe of Jonij, Mr Jhone For- 
besse, quho had traduced the Lord Chanceler Dum- 
fermling, as one that had approued the lait assem* 
Mey haldin by the ministers at Aberdeine, quher at 
the King was heighly offendit. The Lord Chance- 
ler denayes it altogider, as ane vniust calumney lay- 
ed one him, and hmnbly, by his letters, intreattes 
his Maietie that it might be put to a trayell ; for 
widi the King wreatts to the counsailL They oeitt 
Mr Johne ; he, to verifie his assertione, produces as 
wittiKs, Mr Walter Balcanquell and Mr James Bal- 
four, ministers, and the Laird of Layes, Burnett, 
quho all of them being examined, cleired the Lord 
Chanceler of that asspertione, as the Lordes of pri- 
uey counsaill, with ther depositions sent to his Ma« 
lestie, did wreat of the dait the 14 day of Junij, 
1606. 

The King of Denmarke arriues at London, the IS 
day of Julay this zeire; and one Thurday, the last 
of Julay, the Kings of Grate Brittane and Denmarke 
rod throughe the cittey of London in triumphe ; and 
in Agust therafler they returned home. 

The so often prorouged parliament satt doune at 
Perth, the 9 of Julay this zeire, quherin Johne, 
Earle of Montrosse, was commissioner for hes M&- 
iestie. In this acte passed the acte for restitutione 
of bischopes; and a taxatione was granted to defray 
hes Maiesties debts, by the estaits, of 4 lib. one the 
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pound land ; with the conformable propoitione lo be 
payed by the praelats and broughes. This was to be 
payed in foure zeires compleitly, and the first termes 
payment to begin at Candelmisse nbct. This taxt 
was a large double of the gratest taxatione that euer 
was granted to aney King, of Scotland heirtofor. 

During this parliament, thev fell out a grate sturre 
betuix the Earles of Eglinton and Gkncaime, and 
tber frindes. Maney wer hurte one both sydes^ and 
one only man of the Earle of Glencairnes killed. 
Bot this,, with the olde feeid betuix thesse tuo fami- 
lies, by his Maiesties especiall commandiment, was 
submitted to sex of either syde, to reconceill all mat- 
ters, wich if they could not be reconceilled by the 
mediatione of frinds ; then, did thesse Lordes ab- 
soutly 4ubMitt aU ther debaitts and contrawersies to 
the Kings Maiesties decisione; wich his Malestie 
and couQsaill fully composed and aggried by the in- 
dustrious negotione of the Earle of Dumbar, hes Ma^ 
iesties commissioner for that effiscte, in the mounthe 
of Februarij, in the foUouing zeire; the Earle of 
Eglintone himselue being dead, and Alexander, the 
Lord Settons 3d sone, hauing succidit him. 

George, Earle of Dumbar, hes Maiesties commis- 
sioner for ordering the borders, tooke such a coursse 
with the brokin men and fomers in the borders of 
both kmgdomes, in September, that in 2 justiciarey 
courtes haldin by him, he condemnd and caussed 
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hange aboue 140 of the nhnblest and mostpouerfiill 
theives in all the borders, and quha wer most ob- 
noxius to the publicke peace ; and fully reduced the 
other inhabitants ther to the obedience of hes Ma- 
iesties lawes. 

The phiuge of pestilence raged so extremly in aU 
the comers of this kingdome, this zeire^ so that na- 
ther brughe nore limd in aney pairt was free* The 
brnghs of Aire and Streueling wer almost desolat ; 
and all the judicatories of the land wer deserted, 
exc^t the mettings, now and then, of the Lordes of 
the priuey connsaill, and only for a day at most, to 
keipe some face and countenance of order and go- 
uemiment; — ^thesse are the Lord Chancelers auen 
words to his Maiestie, by his letters of the SO of 
October this zeire. 

Johne, Earle of Montrois, quho^ in the begining 
of the preceidinge zeire, had demitted hes office of 
Lord Chanceler, was made Viceroy of Scotland, 
with a good pensione, and 6000 merkes per an- 
num, conferrid one him and hes, heritably. In his 
place of Chanceler succidit Alex: . Earle of Dum« 
fermling^ President of Colledge of Justice; and to 
him, in that place, succidit S^ Johne Frestone of 
Peneycuke, knight, one of the Senators of the said 
CoUedge. 

In December, this zeire, a Grenerall Assembley of 
the church was haldin at Linlithgow ; quherin^

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araongest other buBsines, hes Ma^, by his letters to 
the sud Atsembleyy (wich they ofrdaniid ther clercke 
to r^ccady) recomendit to the As^embley, with tak-^ 
mg strkke order withe papists, jesmUy and semen** 
rey preists, without exceptione of persons; and that 
tbey should take head that pec^le should not chocke 
tht good seeid of the euangell. Dinersse of the 
More preceisse amongest the ministry tooke this 
pimia and rel^ious admonitione of the Kings as 
treaam and oyle, to softin and soEioiithe hes misteri- 
cos desainges, and daylie adwm^ing of the estait of 
Wschc^Sy with new preuildges^ wich daylie en- 
erotcked more aod more^ to the siqjpressing of the 
firae liberties of this churehe ; as was signified to hea 
Malesty^ the 1§ day of this mottnthe5 by the letters 
of his Viceroy, Montrois, Menmure, Blantyre and 
PimAdent Prestoa, quho assisted at thia Assembky. 
Fof it was notoriously wnderstood, and manifestly 
knowctt to the wyssest, that the Earle et Dumbar^ 
his Mftiesties Tbesaurer of Scotland, distributted 
amongest the most neiddey and clamorous of the 
ministrey, to obteine ther woyces and sufiVages, (or 
eUs motte than U> be neutralls,) 40 thousand merkes 
of m^Aey, to fiieUitat the bussines mtendit, and eausse 
Blatters goe the smouthher one. Wich nusterey of 
stait came therafter to light, by the wiew of the Lord 
Thesaurer Dunbar, his comptes ; a grosse feult in 
hm^ wich, if reueiOied in his lyffbtyme, might haoe 
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odst him hk httfdy for Mi maH prodencei And litle 
dreamspsctioti^ la kttiuli|f MKhe an feem cme re* 
cord to be looked Mw by postetitjf wicb compte ires 
skowttri to Kii^ Charles at the tretley of the 
Bir«ke% long therafter, in Ao 1699. 

T%B Lor^ of ih^ pon^y CDUfi^ill, by iher let- 
ters to his Maiesty, of the 27 of Jmuarij thb seire^ 
I607y that his thesauret of £i^land, contrarir the 
trettey of the vnioB, had takin certaine wynes horn 
a Scotts merchant named Geddes^ one that only 
pretettf that he was not a natiue o( England i wich 
Iras a werey dangeious prepM^atine for hes Maiesties 
Scottcs sabiects in matters of eoimnerssey putting them 
in a vorsse estai^ then they wer in befor the imion 
lastly treUeatted €^ and qnherat hes good subieets 
heir Tniversalley greiud at Therfor they humbley in- 
treated his Maiesty to causse his Englishe thesaurer 
restore the samefi) or the pryce^ to the marchant; 
wich his Maisty canssed speidily to be doune, con- 
forme to his prioey coimsaills letter^ 

The 7 day of tins same monnchy Chimeeler Dam* 
fermling wretts to his Maiesty, that ther was not so 
meikeU us the least talk or discoorsse at this tyme, 
in Scotland, of aney matter omceming the stait, ex- 
e^t some lide of chm*che matters, and of ther dif- 
ferences; wich notwithstanding wer laitl^ maruo' 
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lously settled and qidetted, and by all appeirance 
wold shortley weare to fidl confonnitey, ansnerable 
to his Maiesties princeley and pious desainges. 

Archbald, Earle of Argyle, by his letters to hi» 
Maiestiey, of the 28 a£ Februarij, this zeire^ abowes 
that according to his Maiesties conunand, he had 
contracted his eldest daughter, the 24 of this same 
mounthe, to Oeorgie, Lord Gordone, the Marques 
of Huntleyes^ eldest sone; &Dd therfor besought his 
Maiesty to releasse Huntley for a tyme, and licence 
him to come to the southe, £or .accomplishing, that 
marriage. 

The ancient' lawes^ of Scotland, collected by Gk 
Johne Skeene, Gierke o£ Register, one of the Lordea. 
of the priuey counsalls recommendatione to the 
Sang, by ther letters of the 4 of Marche, this zeire, 
wer ordainnd to be publisht and printed one hes Ma- 
iesties diarges. 

The 26 of this mounthe, the Qandonald of the 
lies, that had shaken offe the yoke of obedience, and 
committed maney villanies and outrages, wer, by the 
Lordes of hes Maiesties priuey counsaill, declared 
rebells ; and George, Marquis of Huntley, employ- 
ed aganist them, to reduce them to their deutey : 
wich imployment he tooke to be adwyssed with, wn« 
till the mounthe of Appryle foUouing. 

The parliament wich was called to sitt doune at 
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£diiibnighe the 18 of dik moimtbe, was continwed 
till the 11 of Agust follouing. 

Tliis same moimdie, Alester dow Mackgilley- 
callran, a notorious tbeiffe and marther, was takin 
by the Laird of Lesse-more, Gordon; his brother 
Jh<Hie was hurt, and 5 of his men killeoL He was 
presented to the Lordes of xounsaill, and therafter 
arrainged and execute. 

In Mai), this zeire, the deadly feid and ininutey 
betuix Haidey of Mallerstaines, and Home of Eo 
des, by his Maiesties especiall command, was recon- 
ceilled by a. comittee from the counsaill table. 

Tlie stricke proclamations ^that had issewed fourth 
in the begininge of this zeire, Inhibitting all hes Ma- 
jesties aubiects, saue hes gaurd, to weare guns or 
pistoUs, was deulie put in executione, this mounthe, 
by the Lordes of his Maiesties priuey counsaill, with 
imprissonement and fyning of the transgressoiis of 
tUs edicte and proclamatione. 

A pariiament holden at Edinbrughe, this zeire, 
quherin Lodouick, Duck of Lennox, satt as hes Ma^ 
iesties commissioner, 11 of Aguste. Tlie 1 acte of 
it was aganist sayers and heirers of messes ; bot with 
all ther was ane other .acte giuing pouer to Mr 
George Gledstains, Archbis: of St. Andrewes, to 
make choysse of 7 persons, beneficed within his dio- 
cey, to be his chapter and counsaill, and so conse- 
quently to all die bisdiopes of the kingdome to doe 
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tbe lyke; wich indeid was liie weregr resdtptioiie of 
bischopesy anent forme of chapters. 

The synpdd of Cfydsdaill was holdin the 18 of 
(this «aioe mounth of Agust, ijuherat, by weitew of 
his Maiesties coniBussione, tiie Earle of Abercomt 
^sMsted ; and by Ms jainacses sod ttoeatts, camsed 
the aaid sjnod confionne ibemseUies to the acte of 
the Generall Assembley of UnUdigow, and ds^ofum 
Ji^bae Spotsiw^oodf ArcUbiscbop^ a( iSosgow^ ther 
aaoderatof ; wijch ebotioQe, diners cfibi^ mxasbsnj 
did ^posse» bot wer so dekemritb byiike Earle, tliat 
they woycedf ^iot polie l:ao of thepi mdidy /oppos* 
aedf Md void Aeuer jcoodesoend, bgt spake pub* 
lickly laganisjt it| in bitter tearmes, inch wer Mf 
Will: SyRttone, minister ^ Dii|aba]:taii, avid Mr 
fduard Byoe, jnbister o£ DriflMi^ as the ^said Eiiif 
ntnessed to hia Hn^ by his ktteraof ibe£6 of tlQ« 
Agwtet 

Thi9 same mounthet £k Beuyiae Buhner^ tWt 
)»ad beifie employed by his Maiesty for die siluer 
inSnnftB nf Hil1dcrg tf^!»ph n^i not beijuf able to man* 
lei^eihe charge of thesse worker m respecte of they 
amall i^tmBCt did by his bond and dtspoatioDfi 
quyte the amds irorkes to S' Thomas {iamiltoiiei 
his Maiesties advocate ther first aoner* 

The 9 of Septembeti this fleinei betqin H and 4 io 
4he morningi ihe aorth quarter^the palaoe of I4bi> 
lidiga/w iell^ roufie andall^ te the cround* It wm 
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dierafier ng^aired, and a oeir bult» by Ym Maiestiea 
directione ; & Gedion Murray of Elibanck, koiigbti 
beii^ Tliesaiirer Deput, in A" 1616. 

The 16 of Nonembert prodamatiooe was made at 
Whytelwll, conceming the suddaine flight of the 
Earks of Tjroae and Tercoiuiell, quha had fled out 
of Irlandy in the monnthe of September laat, wnia 
i^paine. In this proclamatione was dechired the tor 
gitiues purpois and pracdsse, to extirpal; the Eog* 
lishe natione out of Iriand, and to zeilde and con- 
ferre the kii^dcHne of Irland wnto the Pope ; aod 
the £arle of Tyrone soUicitting fiuraine princes to 
attenqpte die conqneste therofie. 

I will not omitte how^ one the 16 day of Bepteayr 
ber lasty the Kinges jdaughter, the Ladqr Marey* 
departed this lySfe^ and was sdemly interrid al 
Westminster^ in the s^nlture of the Kings.

In Jannarij^ 1608, Geor^ Maiquis of Hnntleyy 
was comniandit to prissone, in &reweling castle^ 
this zeire, for refassiag to conforme himselne to the 
orders of the churche; lykwayes, he was command* 
it by bes Maiesties letters of die 15 of Febniarij, to 
send his eldest sone to London, to att^id his Mai- 
iesty, wich he wiilingiy obayed. 

The 9 of Febmarij, this same zeire, Johne Ramr 
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say, Yiscount Hadingtone, married E3izabetlie, eld- 
est daught^ to Roberte, Earle of Sussex. 

By the craftejr deallinng of Mr Johne Spotswood, 
Archbischope of Glasgow, in Febmarij, this zeire, 
the new takesmen d the cngtomes augmetited ther 
deutey, and payed 35,000 merkes more than euer 
was payed for them in former lymes. 

Vpone his Maiesties letters to the comisaiil, this 
zeire, Mr Johae Murray, minister, wes questioned 
befor the Lordes of the priuey counsaiU, for preach- 
ing a sermon, at Leith, and publishing the same, 
quherin some heads of it seimed to implay ane cen** 
sure of his Maiesties gouemiment of the stait ; of 
widi imputatione he deired himselue by the expla- 
naticme of hes auen wordes to the Lordes of the prir* 
uey counsaiU ; and by his humble suplicatione to 
the Elings Maiesty, wnder his auen hand, in Marche* 

The 19 of Appryle, &is zeire, at Whytehall, 
deyed Thomas Sackweill, Earle of Dorsett, Lord 
Thesaurer of England, suddainly at counsaiU table ; 
and in that place succidit to him, one the 6 day of 
Mai] therafter, Robert, Earle of SaUsburrey. 
• In this same mounthe, Odochartee bumes the 
toune of Derrey, in the prouince of Vlster, in the 
kingdome of Irland; quherof the inhabitants adwer- 
tisse the Lord Chanceler of Scotland, and he, the 
Kings Maiestie, by his letters of the 28 of Appryle 
thb zeire. 
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The olde feids of blood and slaughter betuix the 
Laird of Lusse and the Mackfarlan% was, in this 
mounth, by the coiinsaills mediatione, absoliidy sub- 
. mitted to the Kings Maiesties determinatione. The 
Mackfiurlans had killed the Laird cf Lusse farotheiv 
with maney cf his fiindes and feUouers; castin 
doune some of his houss^s, cuttit his woodes^ spew- 
ed his landes and tenants, for widi he had obteinid 
decreitts aganist them for grate soumes of money, 
and bad declared them rebells by law. 

The 20 of Maij, at Vindsore, in England, this 
zeire, George Home, Earle of Dumbar, and Phi- 
lipe Herberte, Earle pf Montgomerey, wer enstal- 
led Knights of the Garter ; and Mr Alexander Hay, 
seevetarey x)f the Seotts a&irs, was knighted by his 
Maiesty. 

One this same ^0 day of Maij, ther was holdin a 
oonyentione of ^the estaits at Edinbrughe, anent the 
affidres of the Qes, quherin the estaits absolutly re- 
fttssed to giue aney taxatione for that purpois ; bot 
condescendit to serue his Maiesty in that warr, con- 
forme to the ancient forme and lawes of the land ; 
wich x^nrsse was not followed. 

Howsoeuer, the Lordes of his Maiesties priuey 
counsaill tooke ane other coursse to lewey 500 men, 
wnder the name of a Guard to the Kinges Leiue- 
tenant, to be designed for that semice, by his Ma- 
iesty ; wiche was the Lord Ociltrey, hes Maiesties 
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comptroUar, to pay tliem 10,000 merkes £ot the 
first moiintfaeg wages, and the fynnes of the rebells» 
to defiray the rest of the charges* 

And with all, the Lordes of the connsaill did 
wreat to his Maiesty, intreattinng him to send 8 or 
4 of his shipes with all speed to the lie of Tranter*- 
ne^se; and to command the capitaDs of them to obey 
his leiuetenant ; and the randezwons of the shoal* 
dioors to be at lUa. 

In this same mounthe of Ma^ 343ime Buchanan 
and his wyffie, Margax^tt Haitesyde, that had laynn 
longe in prissone heire, tor the alledgit steallmg 
some of die Queins Jewells (bot the courtiers talked, 
Ihat it was for reuelling some of the Queins secr«tU 
io the King^ wich a wysse dialmbermaide woid not 
haue done,) was, by ane sentence, cond^nned to per- 
petuall exyie in the lylandes of Qrknay, and de- 
clared to be ane infamous persone^ !n Aguste^ 



The 21 c£ Agust, this eeijpc, his Majesty, by hes 
letters to the Loides c^hes priney counsaiU, ordains 
them to reqnyre the Marques of Huntley, with the 
Earles of Angus and Erole, to »enter ther persona 
in prissone; and that heirafter, they haue noe re- 
leessement nor liberty. Sot so muck as a day^ with 
hes Maiesties espedall command. 

In Junij, this zeire, the King commands his adr 
wocat crimiaaUey to persew Sr Robert Gordon of 
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liodiiiiwarre, for Jcilling off hes auen semant, <^ 
quhom he was too jelous, a3 beinng too fflfn^Kft r 
with his ladeyf (wich by all was esteimed a most vidu 
led ealunmey,) and only by him forged to staine tho 
honor of Us auen ladey, to the iasd he mi^ht eoiplejr 
jiis auen bed, to giue ane other voumet ^f Imm 
worthe th^n h^, of quhom b^ wf^d bwe beineaaMiit 
willingly reed offe* 

His Maiestic^ this same zeire, did wreat to die 
jcommissioners o£ burrowes was eonveined at Edio- 
brughe^ with S^ Johne Drumond, that they wold in» 
hibit ther mercb|int9 to giue aney charitable releifl^ 
or suplie to the banisht Scotts ministers that ware 
in the Netherhmdes ; and ^uit they sboidd npt make 
choysse of a minister for the Sootts mardiants in 
Oampweer without hes adwisse $ ajsp, that they coq« 
£nne fH the former actes of burrowed ane&t the 
^ellimag the Soottes factcurey and staple at Camp* 
weer j and^ lastly^ that they tnke es^ciall notice oi 
the conseruatbr of ther preailidgeSf & Bob^te 
Denistone, (juhom he, by hes auen experi^ioe, had 
found tp be a most fiuthfiiU seni^nt to l^itmlw w4 
to the quhole natione^ 

The S3 of Junijy this zeire^ Thconas Oamettf « 
Jesuit, was execute at T^bume, neifie T^oadon, hau^ 
ing fauor c^Qred him of lyffe, if he wold hwe taken 
dbe othe <^ alk^;iance, widi was proclaimed the 20 
^ Appryle this same edyre, to be ministred to aU 
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persons that should come from beyond the seas; 
only to distinguisse honest subiects from traitors, 
and not for any poynt in religion. All knowen mer- 
chants, and oUiers of honest qualitey, wer exeimed 
from taking this ot^ie. This edicte was made by 
resson Aat maney suspitious persons of basse sorte 
came daylie from beyond ^eas, and Tefussed to take 
this othe. 

The 14 day of Julij, this zeire, James Douglas bf 
Torthorwall was killed one the Heighe Streeit of 
Edinbrughe, betuix 6 and 7 houres in the mominge, 
by William Steuatt, sone io S^ William Steuarte, 
quho escaped. 

The Generall Assembly holdin tliis mounthe, or- 
daines the Earle of Angus to be excommunicat ; he 
being since M aij last a prissoner in Glasgow, as he 
himselue shewes hes M aiesty, by hes letters of the 
iO of Agust this zeire, craning his liberty from pris- 
sone, and that hes M aiesly wold be pleassed to per^ 
mitt him to depairt the reahne to France. 

In the mounthe of October, this zeire, Alex: 

> 

Earle of Dumfermling, Lord Chanccler of Scotland, 
by the people of Edinbrughe wes elected and chosen 
prouest of the said citey ^ of wich electione the toune 
excusses tiiemselues to his Maiesty, as doune out of 
necessity, and for aduancement of his Maiesties ser- 
uice ; quherat the King was extremily incencessed, 
€md the toune, to pleasse his Maiestey, wer forced 
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in Nowember foUouing, to electe a new.Sr Johne Ar- 
nott, ther prouest. 

In Nouember^ this same zeire, the Marques of 
Huntley, and Francis Hay, Earle of Erole, Grate 
Constable of Scotland, for not satisfing the churche 
for ther intertaining of messe prists and jesuitts, and 
not receauing the sacrament of the Lordes supper, 
wer commandit, the one of them himselue prissoner 
in the castle of Dunbartan, and the other to Streue- 
linge; and the Earle of Angus, quho had beine 
longe a prissoner in Glasgow for the same eausse, 
(with his Maiestes permissione) woluntarly exyles 
himselue to France, this same mounthe. 

In this same mounthe of Nouember, James E1-* 

phingstone, Lord Balmerinoche, prindpall secre- 

tarey of estait to his Maiesty for the kingdome of 

Scotland, being this zeire challenged in England 

anent some letters wrettin by hkn in his Maiesties 

name to Yope Clement the 8, befor the King did 

atteine the croune of England; bot he confessed 

(simulatly, as was though by thesse that best wnder- 

tood the courte, and hou matters then went) to li-» 

berat the King of suche grossnes, being examinnd 

by some priuey counsellers of bothe kingdomes : 

that in Ao 1598, he had wrettin to the Pope in his 

Maiesties name, for a Cardinalls hate, to be bestoued 

one Chisolme, a Scotts man, then Bischope of Wea- 

sone in France, brother to the Laird of Crounerigges 
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in PerthsbyTe ; in wich letter (he hanii^ gottin the 
Kinges hand to it) he styles the Pope Beatissime 
Pater, with wdier such j^rases^ wich afanost wrcmg' 
ed the Kii^ honor and repntatione with all the 
protestant princes and states in Europe^ His traj" 
ell and pnnislmieiit (he being a Scotts nobleman) 
was remitted to the Justice of Scotland ; and he sent 
home thither wnder a gaord, from shyre to shyre, 
of all wiche the King adwertisses his priuey eoun*^ 
saiU of ScothuKl, the 21 of the mounthe of Nouem* 
ber, by Spotswood, Archbischope c^ Glasgow. 

After his aninell in Scotland^ he was first im-' 
prissond in Edinbrughe castle, and fix>m thence re« 
moued to the Toner of Falkland, and arraind at 8t. 
Andrewes in the subsequent zeire, and sentenced to 
losse his head ; bot by the Kings secrett commands 
to the Earie of Dumbar, he was againe remitted ta 
the custodey of the Lord Scone, as a closse pris* 
soner, to be keipt at Falkland ; and frcHn thence was 
enhrged and cenfyned to his auen housses in An-^ 
gns shjrre, and Bahnerinoche in Fyffis shyre, quhei* 
he deyed of a feuer and waicknes in his stomache, 
some few moonthes after the death of his arch-eni- 
mey and competitor, Ceicill, Earle of Salisburrey, 
(after quhome) if aney ^^me he had surwiued, {na 
was talked by them that best knew the Kings mynd) 
he had beine in grater crydit with his master then 
ever.

In Jannarij this zeire^ 1609, ther waa a conTen* 
tione of the estaits haldin at Edinbmghe, to wiche 
his Maiestie sent 27 artickells concerning the goner^ 
niment of the chnrche and stait, heir to be traitted 
one; all crf'wich wer receaued except tuo, wich wer 
remitted to the enseuing parliament Fr<»n this 
conventione of the esiaits they sent a letter to his 
Maiesty of humble thankes, for hes gndte caire for 
their weill and peace, of the dait 28 of this momithe. 

The Lordes of priuej coansaill, by ther letters 
ei the 16 of Febmarij, this zeir^ randred hes Ma- 
jesty hnmUe and hartty thankes, for his grate fa- 
tior, respecte and lone to thesse of this natione ; 
especially for that sentence pronunced in fanors of 
the Lord CoUneils grandchyld, in that qaestione of 
post nati, agitat befor all the leamid judges in Eng-^ 
land, and decrdted by the pryme judicatories then 

Alexander, Earle of Dumfermlinge^ Lord Chan- 
cdkr of Scotland, made a priuey counseller of Eng^ 
land, this zeire, the 8 of Februanj. 

The Lordes of his Ma**" priuey counsaill, by ther 
letters f^ the 1 of Marche, this zeire, intreattes his 
Maiesty to adiome the parliament called to be 
holdin in Appryle fbllouing, in respecte of seedtyme, 
wntill the 24 df^of Jnnij therafter; to wich his Ma- 
iesty condescendit 

The Sof Maij, (bis zeire, the Kii^ by his proda- 
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matione, prohibitts all forraine nations to fishe vpone 
aney of the costs of Scotland, England, Irland, or 
the Qes adiacent, without esspeciall licence from the 
commissioners in that behalfie ordained. 

The 29 of Junij, this zeire, the parliament former- 
lie adiomnd, satt donne at Edinbrughe, quherin 
George, Earle Marishall of Scotland, was his Ma^^ 
commissioner. In this pari: were maney aete^ of 
grate importance concerning both churche and staiC 
concludit : — 

As, that no nobleman nor wther shall send ther 
children affe the countrey, with a pedagoge, wnles 
he haue the bischopes testificat of hes religione and 
manners, befor he shall concrydit his chyld to his 
education :— 

That the parents of such children o«t of the coua- 
trey, quho haue left the protestant religicme, a^d 
turned papists, shall not giue ther children aney 
mantinence^ or acknouledge them in more then in 
bringing them backe to Scotland ; and that the pa-» 
rents enacte themselues in the bookes o£ priuey 
counsaill for this effecte :•— 

That excomunicat persons shall not enioy ther 
landes, roumes, offices or possesions :•— 

That bischopes send the names of exconrnmnicat 
persons to the Thesaurer and Director of the Chan* 
celarey : — 

That none resait jesuitts, semenarey prists^ sqr- 
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ers of messe, wnder the priuey consaills censor, 
conforme to the lawes formeriy made theranent; 
and that all judges of the land, and grate and small, 
professe the reformed protestant religion : — 

The jurisdictione giuen to archbischops and .bi- 
schopes anent the spirituall judicatories and comis- 
sariattes:^ — 

Anent the establishment of the ck>missioners and 
justices of peace, first in this kingdome :— 

Anent the apparrelle to be wome be judges, map- 
gistrats and kirkmen :- 

Anent scandalous speiches aganist the King, his 
counsellers and noblemen t — 

Ratificatione of forfaultries of the Lord Maxswoll 
and Laird of Rastalrige : with diners others of lesse 
notte and consequence, as, namley, of 6 elections of 
churche linings in temporalities to particular men* 

In Nouember, this zeir, Mr Johne Fairfull, a 
minister, was punished by the Lordes of priuey 
counsaill, at his Maiesties command, for praying for 
the banisht ministers.

In Januarij this zeire, 1610, 4 extraordinarey 
Lordes wer remoued from offe the Sessione, and 
Tthers put in ther places. 

In Febmarij, this zeire, the Marquis of Huntley, 
prissoner in Streoeling castle, and the Earle of £r-*

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rol% prissoner in Edinbragbe castle, by ther letters, 
hamblejr beseiches hes Maiesty for some inlarge* 
ment, bot in vaine ; for the King (as the treuth was) 
thought that he could not preseme the pnblicke 
peace better, then be teq)ing thesse birdes of prey 
so eaidget wpe.. 

In Junij, this zeire, his M aiestey intendit to haue 
imployed the master of Tullibardin aganist the Clan- 
gregor; bot he hauing drawin ype suche ane ex- 
traordinarey draught of a commissione, that rather 
or his Ma^^® should condescend to suche a one, the 
Lordes of his priuey counsaill, by ther letters, hum- 
bley intreatted the King to^take some other eoursse 
aganist them, then to giue way to that' wich might 
alienat the hearts of his best subiects,^ and wrong 
hes auen foyall authority so muche. 

One Wedinsday, the 30 of M aij, this zeire. Prince 
Henrey was creatted Prince of Walles; and 25 
knights ef the Bathe was made at this solemitey, all 
of them being Englishe, except 5r viz.

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In Julij) this zeire^ the Lordes of oouasaill adwcD- 
tisse lies Maiestey^ that they heiring that some py«- 
rates wer be northe the Scotts firthei sen^ out 3 
shipes imediatley to searche them, quho fand them 
neire the maine land of Orknay ; with quhome they 
had a bloodie feight. One o£ them they tooke of 
200 tmis, and in her 80 able men, and 4 prissoners; 
bot a pinnace of 100 tons escaped them. They de- 
linered them to the Lorda of his Maiesties priney 
connsailli quho caussed arrainge them* and 27 had 
sentence to be hanged; and amongest them one 
named Perkins, the other Randell ; 8 of them wcr 
keipt till fiirder trayell, and his Maiesties pleasure 
was knowen ; for they had reweilld some thinges of 
especiall men of qualitey, that had resait them^ to 
quhom they sold ther spoyles. 

In September, this aeire, his Ma^ sent the Lord 
Volton ambassador to France, to take the othe of 
that King, and of the Queine Regent, his mother, for 
the obseruatione of the leauge newly condudit b^ 
tuix them ; he returned home the 7 of October.

In this moimthe of December, Henrey, Prince of 
Walles, keipt hes courte in werey princeley maner^ 
at his housse of St. James, neire Charing Crosse ; 
setled his household^ and ordained his officers ;> the

The S2 of Appryle, Robert Ker, ^^scount Ro- 
chester, was saome a priney counsdier of England, 

Thursday die 95 of Junij, Robert Crigfatonei Losd 
Sanquhaire^ was indicted at the oourte of Klng^s 
Bendie, by the grate inqnyst of the countey of Mid- 
ellsex, for counselling, abetting and procuringe Ro^ 
bert Carleill to murdier Jhone Turner^ a master of 
fiance, quho at play had strucke out one of die said 
Lordes eyes; for wich he was oonvicte and execute^ 
ooe Monday the 29 of this same moundie, at West- 
'Soinster hall gate, and deyed werey penitent 

In Julij, this xeire, the corpes of Maiey, Qneine 
of Scodand, was translated from Peeiterbtoughe to 
JSt Peiters churche at Westminster; and ther^ in 
ibe mounthe of October fcdlouing, layed wnder a 
staitley monument bult ther, quher shoe now resti, 
by her only sone, K. James the 6, and first of Grate 
Brittane. 

In the mounthe of Julij, this same zeire, the 
Scottes staple was ranoued from Bfiddbrugfae to 
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Campweer, and that by his Maiesties especiall re- 
comm^idatione to the burrowes of this kii^ome. 

Frjday the 16 day of October, this zeire, aboute a 
11a clocke at night, arriued at Grauesend, Frede- 
rick, 6 of that name, Count Palatyne of the Rheine^ 
Prince Elector, &c* being werey princeley accompa- 
nied. 

The 6 of Nouember, this zeir, betueen 7 and 8 a 
clocke at ni^ite, deyed the famons, hopefull prince, 
Henrey^ Prince of Walles, at his courte of S. James, 
(not without suspitione of poysone,) bot as it then 
went, of a malignant pnrpeur feuer* His corpes wer 
magnificently interred at Westminster, in a wer^y 
soleme funerall, the 7 day of December, this aune 
7xkt^% Prince Charles, his only brother, being chdflfe 
mourner, assisted by the Prince Elector Palatyne. 
This noble prince departed this lyffe about the 18 
zeire of his age, and some 8 mounthes and 17 dayes 
more; quhosse death was lamented by the most ge- 
Jierons princes of christindome* 

The 27 day of December, thi^^&eire, Fredericke, 
Prince Palatyne, wes betrothed to the Ladey Eliza- 
beth, the didest dai^hter of Grate Brittanes mi>- 
narche, K. James. 

Ao 47 Ja: 6, et Sal: 1618. 
Vpone the 14 day of Januarij, this zeire, James, 
Marques of Hamiltone, according to his Maiesties 
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JirectioQ, wes admitted and suome a priuey couo- 
seller of Knglaod. 

This same mounthe, ther was a complaint othibit 
to the Iiordes of his Maiesties priuey caunsaill, and 
hj the haill inhabitants of the coste syde of Fyffe, 
«onq)laining vpone ane new impMitioiie layed vpone 
them this zeire bypast, and put in practisse and exe- 
cntione by one Capitane Maisone, ane Englishman; 
viz.' the deutey of excisse heringes, qiiherwith they 
nor zet ther predicessors wer euer at any tyme fbr- 
nterly burdined ; wicb complaiiit the Lordes of pri- 
oey ceunsaill hauing tak^ to ther consideratione^ 
by ther decreit thep did excmere them from iurder 
payment of that deutie; becausse it waa by the 
Lordes weiU Tnderstood, that the compleiners wer 
not able to beare that borden, and that they had 
fidly resdned to leaue that trade rather than be 
sobiecte in the payment of that new exactii 

In the jooonthe of Ajtprjde, this zeire, A 
Mac-loyde^ brother to Mac-loyd of Hai 
^prehend 4 of tiie principall rc^ls et tk 
.and was smnond to exhibit them wiuiler thi ^ 
tresBone, befer the Lordes of hes Ma"" priuey comi- 
saill, befor he wold doe iL 

One Monday the 6 of Mt^j, this zeire, thet was a 
proclamatione at Edinbru^ crosse, discharging the 
coBTsse and passage of all and quhatsfxneuer cooper 
Coyne, except the proper coyne ot thu' kingdtHDs, 
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halting coursse by his Majesties varrand, and actes 
of counsaill* 

The 18^ day of this same mounth, die Losd Ochil- 
trie solemlie, by his grate.othe, purged himseloe (in 
presence of the Lordes .of his Ma^** priuey coun- 
saill)) in being airte or pairt, oreimey ;vcayes acces-> 
sorey, to the murther of the Lord Torthorells fa- 
ther ; and so thay wer reoonceilled by the Lordes^ 
hartily chapen hand% imd jnutoally embracing one 
ane another* 

The 21 day of this monntH, Jdhne, Lord Max- 
woU of Caerlauerock, was takin from the tolbuith 
of Edinbrughe, to the mercat tcrosse of the same, 
qoher, one a scaffold, he had his liead diopped (^ 
firom his bodey, for the slaughter of the Laird of 
Jhonstone. 

The Laird of Kilsythe, (me his Ma^ letter^ is 
made Vice Chamberlaine of Sitotland, by acte of 
counsaill, the 18 of Maij, and suome a priuey coon- 
Seller. 

The 19 day of this same mounth, all his Males- 
ties leidges ar prohibit, by proclamatione, to tran- 
sporte out of the kingdom, aney iron Tre in preiu- 
dice of Sr George Hayes workes. 

In the latter end of this same monnth, the mer- 
chand aduenturers to Pomerland and Prussia, did 
petitione the Lordes of the priuey counsaill, that 
they wdd be pltftssed to vreatt in ther fimores td 
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ttie Duck of Vallegast, quho bad prohibite tber 
trade and trafeque in the toune of Traleaound, and 
in others his territories; for recallipg that edicte 
and mandate^ -wich they [did] eflfeotually ; ther letters 
procuring the reopning of that trade to the Scottes 
traders ther* 

The 15 irf" Jnnij) this zeirey dbe Lordes of his M»» 
iesties priuey ooimsaill, being informed of a werqr 
griuons oppressione generally committed by the 
landlordes, spirituall and tenqporall, of the realoie^ 
aganist ther tenents^ fermooresy and labourers of the 
ground, by exacting jot them^ without varrand <^ 
|aW| grate soumes of money for ther rdeiffe of the 
taxatkms imposed ypone them. The Lords of priney 
eounsaill, by ther proclamatione^ did straitly inhibit 
all suche burdening 4)ffennQurs and laborers of the 
ground ^rith .ney t«catioi>a, » «U Qnue camix« 
wnder grate penalties. 

The 29 of Julij» this zeire^ » Johne Eer of Litle- 
den is sentenced and idkibit by the Lordes of his 
Maiesties priuey counsaill, for taking and assuming 
to himselue the tytill of a lord and baron of parlia- 
ment, (without aney varrant ore allouance from his 
Ma^) in all tyme comings wnder the puoe to be 
lioldin and esteimed ane vsurper of his Ma^^ an* 
thoritie, if heirafter lie shall presume to attooipt the 
lyke. 

One the 15 of Sq)temberi this aekei James Steu- 
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arte, called (^Jerusalem ; and Mr Robert Fhilpe, 
a preist, the one for saying messe, and the other for 
heiring it, <are both of them sentenced (according to 
the lawes of the land) by the justice generally to losse 
therlieades. 

In Nouember, this zeire, S^ Robert Ker of An- 
crum, in presence of 4he Lordes of his M a^^ priuey 
eounsaill, dimits the captane^shipe <f[ his Maiesties 
gaurd in &uors of S^". Androw Ker of Oxenhame, 
quho was preferred to the same* 

The 1 of December, this zeire, Rdberte Erskyne 
was beheadit at Edinbrughe crosse, for the prac- 
tisse of poysoning, quherin lie was a^counseller and 
consenter aganist his anen nephewes, the tua bre- 
thren of the housse of Dyn, in Forfar shyre. 

About this same tyme, a shipe of his M aiestieS| 
48 guns, of wich one Mr Woode was capitane, was 
by negligence blowen vpe in Leith Road by gun- 
pouder, and aboue 60 men lost in her, and the 63 
that escaped wer shiped and transported to Lon- 
don. 

Much bussines, this zeire, hopned anent the setr 
ling of the children of the Clangregor, quhosse pa- 
rents wer ather execute, killed or banisht; and 
anent ther educatione by ther landslords, for wiche 
the Lordes of his Maietsties priuey counsaiU tooke a 
werey pious coursse. 

This zeire, the most pairt of the bams and gar- 
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ners of Dromfireis, being full of comes, wer burned. 
It wa»- thought that one Archbald Harries, sone to 
Harries g£ Terraughlie, was the committer of that 
villaney ; hot being accused,, he compeired befbr the 
Lordes <^priuey counsaill, and solemly cleired him- 
selue* Since no euidenoe could be brought aganist 
him to proue him guiltey, he was- dismissed. 

The 14 of Febmarijy being Shroue Sunday, and 
St. Walantins day, was the Ladey Elizabeth maried 
to the Palsgraue, in the chapell at Whitehall ; the 
brydegroome being then attendit and accompanied 
with the nobility and diuersse of the gentrey of Scot- 
land and England, diuersse bischopes, with his auen 
Bobili^ and gentrey, besydes otheres. The King 
being- ther also in person, the Earle of Arundaill 
bearing the suord, they proceidit from the Kinges 
chamber of presence, and in staite and order march- 
ed throughe the grate chamber,, and so alonge the 
olde gallerey, throughe the new bult roume towardes 
the Banquetting hoosse ; and then discendit to the 
louer new bult gallery in the first courte that led 
wnto the grate hall, and from thence wnta the char- 
pell ; so as maney people might weill behold them. 
After them came the bride, led by tuo batchlers, Tiz» 
^er brother. Prince Charles, and the Earle of 
Northamptone, Lord Priuey SealL Shoe was at* 
tayred all in whyte, hauing a riche croune of gold 
vpone her head ; her haire hanging doune in tressea 
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at fiill lenthe, besett with riche pearles and stones ; 
her traine supported bj 12 virgms in whjrte gar^ 
ments* All the gallant ladeyes in the courts and 
nttney others attendit the bride ; the Queine was el* 
so ther in persone ; the King gane her in marriage ; 
the Archbischope of Canterburrey married them t 
and the Bischope of Bathe preached thebrydill ser- 
mon ; wich endit, they retomid from dinrche in that 
same royall order they went, the bride beinng then 
led by tao married men, viz. the Duck of Lennox 
and the Earle of Nottinghame,. Lord AdmiralL The 
bride and brid^proome, Prince Charles, Counte 
Henricke, with other noblemen, strangers ; all die 
Ix)rdes of the priuey connsaill, the chei£fe ladeyea 
of the courte, and otheres, dynnd that day in the 
new large roume bult for that purpois; wiche roume 
was adomid with staitly hanginges, curiously wroght^ 
representing the sea fight betueen the Englishe and 
l^nishe fleetts in, Ao 1588. 

The tumaments, maskes, reuells, fyre worices and 
triumphes that was at this marriage, I willingly 
onitt, as not pertinent to a AnnalL 

Saterday the 10 of Appryle, the King, Queine^ 
Prince CSiarles, Pahgraue and the Ladey Elisabeth^ 
went by barge from Whithall to Chroinwitche ; and 
the nixt Tuesday they all accompanied the Palsgraue 
and the Ladey Elixabeth to Rochester, quher the 
nixt morning they tooke ther letue of the King^ 
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Queine and Pciiice) and then roade thence to Can* 
tcrburry, and so to Margate, in the He of Tannet, 
quher the Lord Admirall in persone, withe 9 of the 
Kinges shipes and pinaces, attendit ther coming 
to receaue them, and conwey them and ther traine 
oner. They embarqued one Fryday, being St 
George day, intending to s^t saille for Flushing, 
bot were put backe againe by contrarey windes; 
and one Sunday, abomte noone, the 25 of Appryle^ 
they embarqued and came to Flushing the 29 of 
Appryle. The Admirall hauing brought them to 
Campheere^ in Zealand, _then he with the fleeit re-> 
turned to England* 

The King sent with them 4 principall commis- 
sioners to conducte them to Backcharack, a citey oi 
the Palsgraues ; vi& the Duck of Lennox, Aran- 
daill, the Viscount Lislie, and Lord Haringtone, 
quho at the Palsgraues earnest intrettey, did ac- 
companey him into his cheiffe citey of Hedilberge» 

Ther was lykwayes ane other commissione giuen 
wnto the Lord Haiingtone, Mr Henrey Martiene, 
bis Maiesties aduocat and doctor of the law, and 
Mr Leuinus Mounke, one of the derkes of the si^ 
nett, and thesse wer to see the Ladey Elizabeths 
ioynture, formerly in quantitie agreid Tpone, to be 
accomplidied, and assured in forme of law; and 
possesione to be takin according to the same; all 
wiche was weill performed, to the good content of hia 
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Maiestie; and in ther retume homeward, the Lord 
Haringtone deyed at Vormes, a citey imperially 
and his corpes wer brought ouer and interrid in 
England, 

Monday, 25 of October, thiffzeire^ S^ Eduarde 
Cocke, knight. Lord Chei£Pe Justice of the Conrte 
of Comon Pleas, wes remoued to the Court of Kinges 
Benche, and was made Lord Chetk Justice of Eng- 
land ; and the nixt day, Sr Henrejr Hobart, kni^t,. 
and barronet, the Kinges Attumey Generall, was 
made Lord Chefie Justice of the Courte of. Comon 
Pleas; and & Francis Bacon, the Kinges Sollici- 
ter, was made the Kinges Attumey Generall ; and 
Mr Henrey Yeluertone, Esqure, was made the 
Kinges Solliceter. 

Thursday the 4 of ^ouanber^ Robert Ker, Vis- 
count Rochester, was creatted Earle of Somersett 
and Baron of Branspethe f and one the 10 of Julij>. 
in. the foUouing zeire,, was made Lord Chamberlaine 
of the Kings housse* 

The 26 of December, this same 2eire^ Robert^ 
Earle. <^ Somersett, married the Ladey Francis 
Howard, daughter to the Earle of Suffolke, the di- 
uoroed wyffe (by a trick of leiger demaine) of Ro-^ 
berte, Earle of Essex* This wedding was solemniz- 
ed at the courte, at Whithall, and was honored with 
the royall presence of the King, Queine, and Pnace 
Charles, and most of the nobilitie. 
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A« 48 Ja: 6) et Sal: 1614. 

The 11 of Januarij this zeire^ 1614, ther was ane 
oommissione of justicirie past aganist Johne and 
Donalde Cadells, tuo notorious rebells, for flaugli-> 
ter, fyreraissing, and others mischei£Pes and willanes 
committed be them, wpone & Johne Campbell of 
Caldell, knight; knd proclamatione was directed, 
ptohibitting aney of his Maiesties subiects the resait 
of them, wnder the paine of heighe tressone. 

The 18 of Jarij, this zeire, Heu Weire of Clo- 
bome, quho was takin out of the toune of Edin- 
brughe fixun his mothers frindes, a zoung boj of 14 
aeires of age, and carried ouer to Irland, and ther 
married ypone the Laird of Corhousse daughter, 
was, bj S*" James Hamiltons meins, apprehendit in 
Irland, and sent backe to Scotland, and presented 
to the coimsell. He was imprissoned in the tol- 
buith of Eldinbrughe, in a roome nixt the Laird of 
Blaickwood, by quhosse meines the boy was takin 
away, and sent wnto Irland* 

The toune of Perth hauing woodsett ther comon- 
good for fortie thousand merkes, and hauing no 
meins to releiue the same, bot by sdling a 19 zeire 
take of some pairte of ther comon-good to certaine 
of their auen tounsmen ; the Lordes of his Maies- 
ties priuey coimsaill, wpone the said touns hum- 
ble suplicatione to them, did interpone their autho- 
ri^, and giue ther consent to the said take.

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Patrick, Earle of Orknsy, bemg now longe a pris- 
soner ia Edinbrughe castle, (the reuenewes of the 
eigrledome being sequestrat) vpon his petitione to the 
Lordes of hes Maiesties priuey counsaill, hes allow* 
ed to him, the 28 of this same raonnth, 4 lib. Scotts 
per diem. 

This same day ther was a proclamatione publish- 
ed, that ncme of the name of Madc-gregor wsse or 
carey aney other vapone, except ane poyntles knyife^ 
wnder the paine of death. 

In Febmaiij, this zeire, the Lairdes of Gigkte 
and Neutooe, bothe Gordons, are sentenced by the 
Lordes of priuey counsaill to perpetuall exyle^ dar- 
ing all the dayes of ther l3r£fetyme, neuer to sett 
Soote in Scotland, wnder the pune of death, wnlesse 
they submitt thetmselues to the orders of the chnrche. 

The Lordea of his Maiesties priuey counsaill past 
ane acte of the 3d of Marche, this zeire, wpone m 
motione made by Mr Johne Spotswood, Archbi* 
schope of Glasgow, quho affirmed his Maiestiea 
command and his warrant to that efieet, wich he 
should produce ; ordaining ane generall celebradone 
of the sacrament of the Lordes supper, vniversally 
throngfae the haill kingdome of Scotland, vpone one 
day, viz. the 24 day of Appryle nixt to come; the 
absents are ordaned to be notted, and therafter 
persewed and pnnisht, according to the lawes made 
theranent.. 



I, 
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Hie Lordes of secrett coQnsaill^ afler muctt tam^ 
ring with the officers of the mint, ordains 500 stone 
wei^bt of cooper to be coyqned in Tumois, and to 
passe his Maiesdes armes ; and that ther shall be 
25 pennies in the Tnce weigfaiL 

Hie 29 of Appryle, this zeire, Thomas Jhonstone, 
that abussed die Bischope of Brechin^ had sentence 
pronunced aganist him, conforme to his Maiesties 
especiall direction, to be banished his Maiesties do- 
minions, and neuer to retume within the same dur- 
ing his lyffe^me, wnder the paine of death ; lyk- 
wayes to lay in prisscme in the comon jayle of ^re- 
dun, for the space oi S mounths, and to be brought 
to the mercat crosse of Brechin vpone S seuerall 
mercat dayes, and ther to be layed in the stockes for 
certaine houres during the Qnne of the mercat; and 
that vpone eiurey one of thesse dayes, he giue ane 
publicke declaratione and admowledgement of the 
offence committed be him aganist God, the Kings 
Ma^, and the Bischope ; and that he is wprtheley 
punished for the same ; and that his offence deseruid 
a fiur more rigorus punishment nor is inflicted one 
him. 

About this tyme, Ronald Oige, quho called him- 
selue the basse sone to Angus Mack-oneill of Duney- 
wege, surprisses the castell of Dunewege in Ba, be- 
ing keipt by a garissone cS.ihe Bishoope of the Des, 
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and fortifies the same, aganist kis Maiesties autho- 
ritjr 

The north seas and eostes of Scotland, about this 
tyme, wer muche infested with 8 Ehglishe pyrates ; 
to restraine quhome, his Maiestie sends doune 4r of 
his royall nauey, to be commandit and directed by 
the Lordes c^his priuey counsaill of Scotland, quho 
this mounth did prowyde them with all necessarey 
prowisions, also with skilfull pilots. 

In May, this same zeire, Patrick, Earle of Ork- 
nay, is transported from' Edinbnighe castle to Duin- 
bartane, and ther imprissoned; and Robert Steu- 
arte, his basse sone, contraire .to his othe made to 
the priuey counsaill, depairts secretly to Orknay, 
and becomes the causse of much trouble in thesse 
pairtes. 

This same mounthe of Maij, !^ of the Englishepy- 
rattes wer takin in Orknay, and the 2 capitans wer 
sent to Edinbnighe. 

James Lyone, basse sone to the Master of Gla- 
misse, for wenting some speiches, that he wold kill 
the Earle of Kingome, is sentenced for euer to be 
banished the kingdome, and not to returne wnder 
the paine of deathe ; and becausse he was poore and 
naked, the Lordes ordained the Earle of Kingorne 
to giue him some money to clothe him, and put him 
^ off the countrey. Bot the Earle, out of his miser- 
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able peueislmes, did often and still refusse, at t}ie 
counsells desyre, to giue so muche as one pemiey^ 
for wich the Lordes did repeall ther former sen- 
teiioe aganist James Lyone, and sett him at libertie ; 
being ^lacted wnder the paine of 10 thousand libs, 
not to wronge the said Earle* 

Angus Oige Mac-oneill, brodier to S' James 
Mac-oneill, takes the castle of Duneywege from Ro- 
nald O^ and wold keipe the same for his Maies- 
ties seruice^ as he auerrid; bot being required l^ 
the Lordes of priuey counsaill to deliuer it to the 
Bischope of the lies, he not only refussed so to doe, 
bot kills Ronald Oiges 4 men, keips himselue pris^ 
soner, and furnishes the castell with all sorts of.am- 
munitione and prouisione aganist the stait 

In Juni], this zeire, Ganin Drumond of Kildres, 
kiUs Mr Johne Murn^ in the toune of Dumblaine,

The 24 of this same mounthe, the S sisters of the 
housse of Dyn, wer sentenced this day to losse ther 
heades at Edinbrughe crosse, for poysoninge ther 
tuo cousinges, wich was accordingly put to execu- 
tione. 
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In this monnthe, Robert Stevart^ basse sone t0 
the Earie of Orknsj, qaho had come to Orknaj^ 
(oontrair his fiutfa^) couertly raisses sookliefs, and 
surprisses the castells of Kirkwall and Birssa, aod 
fortifies the same with sdl sortes of anninitioiie^ aad 
a garisone, aganist the Kinges authority* 

In the end of this mounthe, some discontents wer 
lyka to failed a grate deall of mischiefife betuix tiie 
Marques of Hamiltone and the Mr. of Ogfluey^ 
anent the pl-euilldge ift haldin^ of Bal^ eomrtes 
within the r^^tj of Aberbrothe; wiche &e Lordes 
of priiiey connsaill wyssly preweined, by causing 
them hefih find souerticf for ke^nng the public peace. 

The 24 rf Jnli^, this zeire, Robert Dongks, sone 
to the persone of Locarmains, shotte£^ the Laird 
of Wachton through the hatt with a fooruUing peiee, 
and with that same shott kills Mr Francis Bothttel 
dead, and Waughtone kills Roberte Bromie, ser- 
nant to Mr Richard Douglas, quho accompanied 
Robert Douglas. 

This same day, the Lordes of his Maiesties priucy 
coutisaill, by Aer acte, ratifies the acte of the synoder 
of St Andrewes, aganist drunkcards and drunken- 
hesse, and ordaines the same to be published at all 
the mercat crosses of the kingdome. 

At this same tyme, lykwayes, the confyned mi- 
nisters bf Fyff*e, quho opposed die bischopes, vp<me 
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Qnftr knmble subnuasicBie, wer, at his Mnienties cob»- 
amtid, by the piiitey cotinBell releassecL 

In Agvste, this zeire, the Earle of Cathnes, by 
his Maiesties commiOTione, is sent Leiuetenant Ge- 
Aerall to s up presse the rebellion in Orknay. He 
aetts si^le with 2 shipes, weill prowidit, from Leitb, 
the 20 of this mounthe, with all necessars for the 



The faaill diet£Gsmen of the lies presented them- 
selues befor the Lords of the priuey counsaill, and 
wer-dimitted wnder bandes for ther zerlie compir- 
ance in the monnth of Jnlij^. for euer heir after, be- 
for the saids Loordes* 

In September, this zeire, the castle of KirkwaU, 
in Orknay, was randred by Robert the Bastard, and 
Patrick Haloro, to the Earle of Cathnes, his Ma- 
jesties leieatenant, after it had beine longe battred 
with ''the cannon; and the cheiffe of the rebells wer 
lent to Edinbmgfae. 

The 26 of October, the Earle c( Cathnes hauing 
performed the semice in^^ncing the rebells of 
Orknay to his Maiesties obedience, one his Ma^^ 
l^ter to his priuqr counsaill, is this day admitted 
and suome a priney coonseller* 

In this same monnthe, * commissione is granted to 
the Earie of Argyle, as his Maiesties leiuetenant,

Sunday, 2d of Jarij, this zeire, betueen the honres 
of 12 and 1 in the morning, Henrey Frederick was 
at Hedelberge, in Germaney, the 1 borne sone of 
the heighe borne Princesse, the Ladey Elizabetfaet, 
eldest daughter to K. James, Grate Brittana Mo* 
narche. 

Tuesday, 29 of Marche, this zeir, S^ Ral£fe 
Vinwood, knight. Master of die Requyste, was 
suome Principall Secretarey of Estait 

In Julij, this'zeire, the King of Denmarke, with 
8 shipes, arriued at Yairmouthe, being royally at- 
tendit with his Lord Chanceler and Admirall of 
Denmarcke, with diuersse others his officers and 
seruants, and about 20 of his gaurde. He cam 
from Yarmouthe by land, in werey priuat maner,

The 27 e^S^t^nber, deyed Lad^y Arabella Sfeii* 
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arte, daughter to Charles, Earle of Lennox, vnckelt 
to JL James th^ 6, m the Tower of .London, and 
was royally interrid at Westminster. 

Monday the 23 of Octot>er, this zeire, Richard 
Weston, yeoman, was indicted and ccmdemned in 
Guildhall, in London, for poysoning of S^" Thomaa 
Ouerberrey, knight, and was execut at Tybume. 

Ther was also ooinlemned and execut, this same 
zeire, as accessor^y to the murther of Sr Thomas 
Ouerberry, at diuers tymes, viz.

The 2 of Jmiij, this zeire, ther was a proclama- 
tione publisht at the mercat crosses of all the cheiffe 
burroghes of this kingdome, declaring at l^ith his 
Maiesties eamist desyre to visit this his ancient 
kingdome, and the naturall longing that hes Maies- 
ty hes had thir many zeires bygaine to come heir; 
and how now all the impediments that hes hindred 
his Maiesties resolutione anent his hdir coming be- 
ing remoued, hes Ma^'^ hes begun and almost ac- 
complished his jomey and progresse, with most com- 
fortable and happey succes. And therfor command- 
ing all his Maiesties good subiects of this king- 
dome to be thankfuU to God for the good socces hes 
M&iesty he^ had in his iorney ; and nixt to be thank- 
full to hes Maiesty for the pains and trauells he hes« 
takin, in hid auen persone to come to this kingdome, 
and in manifestatione of ther thankftiUnes to his Ma- 
iesty^ to shew all tokins of courtisie, cordiality and 
humanity to the noblemen and others of the king-

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Sunday the Id of Julij, in the aftemoone, the King 
tooke away the staffe firom the Lord Thesaurer. 
^This sommer the King created 4 Earles : 

Viscount Lislie was creatted Earle of Leicester ; 

Lord Oomptone, Earle of Northampton ; 

Lord Riche, Earle of Waniicke ; 

Lord Candishe, Earle of Deuonshyre ; 
and the Marques of Buckinghames mother, Ltuley 
to Sr Thomas Comptone, was created Countesse of 
Buckingliame* 

The 17 of October, this zeire, Vzahyne Chiaus, 
attendit with 12 persons, cam ambassador from Sul- 
tan Osman, the Turkishe Emperour; he had au- 
dience one Tuesday the 3d of Nouember. 

About the 28 of October, being Vedinsday, S' 
Walter Rauleighe, hauing bot laitly retumi^ firom 
his Ouiana woyage, and sacked the toune of St 
Thome, was brought from the Touer to the Kings 
B^iche barre, and by the Lord Cheiffe Justice was 
asked, quhat he could say for himselue, quhy he 
should not suffer executione of death, according to 
the judgement of death, for his tressone in the first 
Eeire of the King ; quherwnto he coulde make no 
sufficient anssuer. And from thence being caried to 
the gatehousse, and the next mominge about 8 of 
the clocke, he was brought vpone a scaffold in the 
parliament yaird, quher for more then ane houres 
space, he made sundrey speiches, as appologies to 
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simdrie imputations formerly layed wpooe him S )uid 
about 9 a clocke hes head was strucke ofie. He wa9 
a werey gallant man, and deyed resolutly ; his head 
and bodey wer buried at hes wyffes discretione. 

Inunediady after his execution^ ther was « booke 
published by authoritie, conoeminge the roanifesta^ 
tione of his offence in die breache of p^tce with 
Spaine, and his exceiding the tenor of his palent 

Vedinsday, the 18 <rf' Nooember^ a blazinge star 
begude to be seine in the southe easte, about 6 a 
clocke in the morning, the flame and streame dierof 
enclynd towards the west. I can not bdt make pos- 
terity pertaker of Ae exacte descriptione of this so 
prodigious a star to all Europe, descriued to HU 
James by a werey profound and learnjbd matbematl- 
ciane of this iland. 

The motion of this comet, <8ayes hc^) from my 
first obseruatione, was one Vedinsday mommgi the 
18 of Nouember, 1618, to Vedinsday the 18 of De^ 
cember ; the wiche whirled aboute the eardie entej 
24 houres, and declynn^ed 12 degrees touardes th« 
southe, making his diumall gyve wier that terrest 
trial circkell quherin layes Nona Gumea^ the Ilea 
Timor and Jaua, m the easte ; the n<wth pairt of Si;, 
Laurence, Mosambiq: in Africa ; the nadde of Bra^ 
silia and Peru, in the vest. 

About the 22 of Nouember, it mixed the equi* 
noctiall nlaine ouer the HoUuocas, MaUacca, Subip 
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iBMtira, Abassitt .8« Thomas, Guyana, eurej dajr 
^ascending towardes .our pole articke ; about the 27^ 
entring the tropidke of cancer ; afterwardes passing 
ouer all the regions <^ the earthe, euen ouer the 
vtermoste limitts of the Brittishe empjre. 

About the 11 of December, his declinatione was 
i81 degrees and s hidffis ; and therfi^r passed ouer 
J^ondon in the morning, and so hasted more norths 
wardes, euen als &r as the Qrc^ules. 

i may not ibrgett, that the cornet^ in the latter 
pairt of his period, was northwest after sune sett, 
wich gaue to some, not skilfiiU in astronomey, to 
liffirme a second comett ; bot in the beginning I ibr- 
idid, (wich was no grate matter for to doe) that if 
the comett coatinwed a whyle, it wold aduance neire 
the taile of Vrsa Maion 

He aayd dtat this comet was als fiur aboue the 
moone, as the moone is from the earthe ; and that 
die Comets distance from the earthe wiis not lesse 
than 2,300,000 Englishe myles ; wheras the moone 
(quhen shoe is neirest) is litle more than 2,000,000, 
wich is nothing to the suns eiaculatione of his 
beames wpone the earthe, more then 6,900,000 
.myles. 

The comets buQce was at least ^r of the quhole 
/earthe, and not fully twysse gratter than the moone ; 
lM»t ^ comet compared to the sune, was scarsse 1 
to 8000. So litle is this grate comet in respecte of 
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that glorious laxnpe. And zet the stine bat a poynt 
to the immesse spheure of fixed stars : and all this 
nothinge in comparisone of that infinite circkeU, 
cuius centrum est ubiq: circumferentia nusquam; 
the center of quhosse presence and prescience is 
eurey quhere, and his limitts no quhere. 

Bot quhatsoeuer was the materiall of this comet^ 
howsoeuer compacte and desolued^ I am enforced, 
in conclusione, to lay prostrat at the Almighties 
pouer; in the globositie therof, to admire his wis- 
doome in the motione, and adore his goodnesse in 
the present apparitione. 

Quhatsoeuer eiuell this new comet may presage, 
the seinge be to them that hate ws, and the inter- 
pretatione therof to our enimies. Bot quhatsoeuer 
good it can promisse, the God of Heauen (quho ther 
placed it) confirme them all to his royall Maiestie, 
and Grate Brittans Monarchic ! Amen. 

Since wich tyme, euen from the nixt zeire after, 
ther begane grat§ varrs in Germanic, betueen the 
Emperour and some German Princes, and the 
Prince of Transiluania; betueen the K. of Den- 
mark and the Emperour; betueen the K. of Suden 
and Polland ; betueen the K. of Polland and the 
Turke; quher it pleassed Almighty God to giue 
the King of Polland a grate victorey, wich caused 
the Turke to enter in leauge with the Pollonian. 
The Frenche King made a longe, feirce and tern- 
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ble sedge vpone the citey of Bodbell, dkiersse zeires ; 
wich at l^idie, through extreame famine and misse- 
rej, zeildit wnto the King. 

The Emperour made sharpe rarres in Italie, and 
woime Mantua^ and assayled diuersse others pro- 
uinces. The Frenche King taking pairt with Man- 
tua, inwadeth Sauoy, and made grate spoyle therin. 
The King of Sneden, with a weill appoynted ar- 
mey, stoutly invadit the empyre/ Ther also followed, 
in diiLersse others places, sundrie att^nptes, batells, 
assaults in sundry other prouinces, especially be- 
tuix the Turke and Venetians; betuixe the K.'of 
Grate Brittane and his subiects; the grate and 
creuell massacker of the Scottes and Englishe pro- 
testants, by the inhumane and bloodie Irishe, in Ir- 
land ; wich wnnaturall warre, in all the 3 king- 
domes, after innumerable batelles, continewes to 
this day, the 2 of October, 1648, bot aney appirance 
c{ peace. 

The 25 of Nouember, S' Jhone Digbey, knight, 
Vice^hamberlaine to the King, was created Lord 
Digby of Shirbume, by patent to him and his heirs 
mailes. He had beine formerly 3 tymes ambassa- 
dor to the King of JSpaine irom his Maiesty. 

Fryday, 27 of Nou«nber, the Ladey Elizabeth, 
daughter to the Palsgraue and the Ladey Elizabeth, 
was home at Hedelberge, betueen. 1 and 2 in the 
aftemoone. 
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A> 53 Ja: 6, et Sal: 1619. 

The 15 of Julij, this eeurei» deyed .& AlexaUd^ 

* 

Drumond of Medope, o^e of the Seoators of the 
Colledge of Justice, a werey learned judge. 

The 12 of Jdarche, this same ceire, Thooiat 
Erskyn% liOrd Fenton, one <^ the gentlemeii of 
bis Maiesties bed cbalmber^ wes irreated £arle of 
KeUey. 

And one the 16 of this same motmth, lykwayesi 
Walter, hord Buccleuch, was creatted Earle of 
JBuccleuche, and Lord Scott of Branxholme. 

One the 20 of this same mounth, also, Thomas 
Hamiltooi, Lord Binixige, Principall Secretarey of 
JSootland, and President of the Colledge of Justice^ 
was creatted Earle of Melroa. 

In Maij, this zeire^ Williame Rige of Ederaey^ 
4>ne of the balzies of Edinbrug^iet for censuring some 
«f the ministers :Qf £dinbrughe» and not communi- 
catting conforme to the actes of the assembley of 
Perth, wpone the Bischopes suggestione, and cla^ 
mor to the King, he wjbls imprissondt and p«t in a 
jgrate fyne* 

In October, this eeire, Margarett Hartesyde was 
reponid and restored to her fame and cxydit^ against 
ihe sentence prooouncit aganist her, for stelling 
the Queins Jewells; and her proces ordained to 
be delait out of the recordes ct the justiciarey ge^ 
neralL 
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This some Beire^ througlie all this khigdome, ther 
was a volimtarey contributione giuen to the distress- 
ed protestants of PVance (wich Lewes the 13, ther 
King, prosecutfed with fyre and suord) ; it amounted 
to a grate sowne of money. 

The 12 of Januarij, this zeire, the faire banquett- 
ing housse at Whitball was bumid* 

And about the etki of this same Januarij, the 
Marques of Buckingharae was made Admirall of 
England* 

Vedinsday, the 17 of FebniariJ, Sk George Cal- 
oert, knight, one of the Clerkes of the Counsel], 
was suome Secretary of Estait. 

Tuesday the second of Merche, about 3 a clocke 
in the mominge, died Queine Anna, at Hampton 
Courte; and vpone Tuesday the 9 of Marche, her 
corpes wer brought to Denmarke Housse, in the 
Strand, and ther remaind wntill Thursday befor 
Witsonday, viz. the 13 of Maij, and then was we- 
rey royally and solemly interred in the chapell royall 
at Westminster. Prince Charles was cheifle mourn- 
er ; and the Archischope of Canterburrey preached 
the funerall sermon. 

Monday the 3d of Maij, one Mr WiUiams, a 
barrester of the Midle Temple, was arrainned 
at the Elinges Benche, for lybelling and wretting 
oi bookes aganist the Kinge; and vpone Vedinsday 
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follouing, he was hanged and quartered at Charing- 
crosse. 

In Junij, this zeu*e, & Johne Villiers, knight,. 
Gentleman of the Princes Bed Chahnber, and bro- 
ther to George, Marques of Buckinghame, was ere- 
atted Viscount Purbeck. 

The 31 of Julij, this zeire, 1619, tber was a pro- 
clamatione publisht by his Maiesties especiall com- 
mand, for reformatione and alteratione of diuer^se 
Coynes of gold, with directions therin for weighing, 
the same, and other pices |^of gold, therafter to be 
coyned. The names of the peices, ther weightes,, 
remedies and abattements, doe follow : —

The first tanning of lether in Scotland begaae 
this zeire, by his Maiesties espedail directione. The 
tainned lether, by the Lordes of priuey counsaill, 
wes ordained to be sealled; and eache hyde so 
tainned for the first 21 zeires, shall pay foure shil- 
lings, Scottes money, and therafter bot 12 pennies 
Scottes. 

In the mountbe of Appryle, this zeire, 120 of the 
broken men of the borders wer apprehendit by the 
landslords and vardens of the midell marches, at 
the command of the Lordes of his Maiesties priuey 
counsaill, and sent to the Bohemian varres, with 
Colonell Androw Gray. 

The 10 of this same mounthe, his Maiesties letter, 
by wich hes Maiesty wes gratiously pleased to com- 
mitt to his darrest sone, the Prince, the full admi- 
nistratione and gouemiment of hes auen affaires, 
and liuing of the principalitey, was presented this 
day to the counsaill, and by them allowed, with ther 
eamist wishes and suplicationes to God, to blisse 
hes heighness in that gouemiment; and that he 
may imitat hes darrest Lord and Father, in the 
most blissed and happey coursse of hes goumi* 
ment 

Hes Maiesty, the 8 of Junij, this zeire, did wreat 
to his priuey counsaill, commianding them to cauase 
publishe a proclamatione, and print the same, tuodi** 
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ing obedience to be ^aen by all his Maiesties sub- 
ieeles to the actes of the OeneraU Assembley of 
Ferthe ; wich command of his Maiesties, the Lordes 
of seerett couisaill hauing takin to ther serious 
consideratioiie (the actes of the said Assembley being 
produced to them be the Archbischopes of S. Ax^ 
drewes and Glasgow) ; it was found that aafy tiK> of 
the saids actes concerned the subiectes in ther obe« 
dience ; to witt, the aetes anent the ccMnmemoratione 
of Rebirth, passione, resurrectione and ascentione 
of Jesus Christ, and sending doune of the Holy 
Oost, Tpone the dayes appoynted to that effecte } 
and the repainng^ to church for hetring of sermon 
vpone thesse dayes : and the other acte concerning 
the reuerent reeeauing of the communion with kneeil- 
ing. The rest of the actes, with thir tno^ concernit 
the ministers in tber obedience. The counsaill or-' 
dained ISslu 4d. to be payed by eache of the comona 
that came not to diurche Tpone thesse d^^es ; and 
the ministers to doe ther dewtiea ^pone the same, 
wnder the pmne of the ecclesiasticke censures of 
suspensione, depriuatione and eonfynement; and 
tuoching geniculalione at the receasii^ of the sacra^- 
menty thesse pains wer ordained, by acte of comisaill, 
to be exacted offe the delinquents, viz. offe ane earle^ 
100 lib. ScQttes money, ane lord 100 merkes, a ba^- 
ron or laird 50 libs. «m1 all other persons of quhat- 
smneuer randke SiO libs^ toties quoties, or lesse^ at 
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tbe discretione of the judges, according to the quali- 
ty and conditione of the offender; wich proclama- 
tione concerning the premisses, wes publist at £din- 
brughe crosse, by a herauld, the 14 day of Junij. 

S' Henrey Carey, Lord Deputie of Irland, was, 
the 7 of Aguste, this same zeire, created Viscount of 
Falkland, and naturalized a Scottsman, by letters 
patents, bearing dait at Newmarket, 7 Agost, 1620. 
William, Lord Constable of Halsham, in England, 
was lykwayes created Viscount Dumbar, by letters 
pattents, bearing dait at Newmarket, the 5 of Sep- 
tember this same zeire, 1620« 

Vedinsday the 8d of Appryle, this zeire, arriued 
at LoQdon, Count Soatsenberge, ambassador from 
the Emperour Ferdinando, accompanied with one 
earle, 6 barons, and 60 others in his traine; braue 
in apparell, and riche in Jewells. They wer lodgit 
in Denmarke Housse, in the Strand; and one the 
nixt Sunday he had audience in the vper parliament 
housse, qqher he made ane excellent oratione to his 
Maiesty, signifing the Emperours grate loue and 
hartey desyre of lasting amitey with the King of 
Grate Brittane, for the wniuersall good of christian- 
doome. And vpone Sunday the 14 of Appryle, the 
King feasted him and all hes companey, in the same 
place. In the nixt weeke therafter, they retumid; 
and in a few weekes therafter, S^ Richard Weston, 
Chanceler of the Exchequer, was by the King sent

chalmber to losse his office, to pay 4G(K^ Mb. star* 
ling, and imprissonement ih the Touek* durtttg the 
Kings pleasvr, for adding new preuilidges to the 
charter of London, without hes Maiesties allowance* 

Monday the 4 of Deoember, this 2eire, S^ Hen* 
rey Montagu, knight. Lord Cheitfe Justice rf the 
Kings Benche, was made Lord Thesaurer of l^ig* 
land, at Newmarket ; quher the King gaue him the 
staft, and created him Lord Montegu, Baron of Kim* 
mditone,. and Viscount Mandeueill, and nol loiige 
therafter, ]£arle of Manchester. 

IVyday, 29 of December, this feeire^ arriued iion- 
senr Cidrdonet, Gouemour <tf Caltice, from ^i^ 
Frenche King, being accompanied with tetoey gtate 
marquissea and counts; and the nixt SuWUy ther^ 
after, Ae Kii)^ gaue him audience ia the vpper par^ 
liament housse ; and one Ae Thxirsday therafter, hw 
Maiesty feasted him in the grate chamber of the 
courte of requystes, both wich romnes Wer werey 
st^tley adorned witii riche hanginges. 
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The cde masters one bodi sydes of the riuer 
Forthe^ (for the crjdit of the coontrey and saftie of 
strangers,) trading to diem for tele and salte, does 
fireelie wndertake, in Junij, this zehre, to put maHces 
and beams ome all the craiges and blind rockes 
within the Firthe^ abone Leith roade, wpone ther 
auen charges. 

The 21 of Janij, this zeire, the Kinges ^Maiestie, 
wpon the hmnble snpplicatione of the merchants, 
adnentemrs to France, in this kingdome, to the 
Lordes of his pritiey comisaill, and ther letter of re- 
conmiendatione to his Maiestie, wretts to his leidger 
ambassador in France, that he efibctionaUy deall 
wjdi the Frenche tCinge, that the^ Scotts merchants 
trading in France, and ther fectors, may haae firee 
trade, as formerly, in his dominions, bot aney harme; 
and that they may demand ther debts, conforme to 
the lawes, notwkhstaAding of the present troubles 
betuix him and thesse of the reformed religione; 
wich was granted by the Frenche King, (as himselue 
did declare to his Maiesties ambassador,) for the 
k>ae he carried to the Scotts nation, die most an- 
cient allayes of tiie French croune. 

In this forsatd moimthe of Junij, tuo staitsmen of 
warre, in Leith road, sett wpone a grate warre shipe 
of Dtmldrke^ belonging to the King of l^aine, and 
after ft longe fig^ and maney men killed and 
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woundit, they forced her to rune one the sands at 
the entrey of Leith heauen, and therafber sett her 
one fyre, and brunt her. I^oe was commandit by 
Don Pedro de Vanvomc, a %)anishe caphane. 

The 4 of Aguste, this zeire, ther was a parliament 
holdin at Edinbrughe, quherin James^ Marques of 
Hamiltone, Earle of Acrane and Cambridge, &c 
was commissioner; in wich parliament, amongest 
117 actes and ratifications, thosse of most import- 
ance and gratest concernment wer r*-* 

The ratificatione of the 5 artickells of the Gene- 
rail Assembley of the Kirk, haldin at Perth in A^ 
1618. 

Also, anent a taxatione granted to his Maiestie, 
for assisting his sone in lau, the Prince Elector Pap- 
latyne, in his warres, of 30 sh. termley,. vpone the 
pound land, wich amounted to the soume of 400,000 
lib. Scottes money,, payable at 4 termes, and in three 
zeires ; as also the 20 penney of all annuall rents^ 
wich extendit to aboue tuysse als muche more ; the 
gratest taxatione that euer was granted in Scotland 
heirtofor in aney age : with diuers others actes in fa- 
uor& of bischopes, merchants,, and some for eass^ of 
the subiects ; as aganist the immoderat vsse of ban<- 
quetting and prodigality in apparrell. To this par- 
liament his Maiestie did wreat a werey eloquent and 
lowing letter, wich I thought not wnfitting to be 
hcire inserted, that postritie might behold from him- 
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selue the grate caire he euer had for the mantinence 
t^ the publicke peace of christiandoome ; and that 
zeall that the Defender of the Faith did beare to the 
reformid protestant religione, and the professors of 
the same.

the delay, and assurance of ther affecdone. Wee 
haue hard a kit, that some, ather not veill affiscted 
to the causse, or ignorant of the trew estait of a£p 
faires, haue trauelled to possess our people with ane 
opinion, that since, by trewes procured by ws, the 
charges of warre are diminished, that ther is litle 
neide of eontributione ; bot faithfiill subiects will 
wyssly ccmsider how exorbitimt our bypast charges 
haue beine, and how excHrbitant oure debte con-^ 
tracted vpone that necessitie is, and how it daylie 
groweth by the numbers of ambassadors sent by ws 
to all princes; and that the debt muste ather be re« 
payed, or our crydit and honor so woundit, as quhen 
wee shall haue most to doe, wee shi^l find to such 
supplie as the souerty off our subiects and estaites 
may requyre. Some ther are that dare say, that 
wee, being in peace with our neighbour princes, 
haue no neide to fumishe charges to the warres of 
others, quhom wee take to be no better then traitors 
and atheists $ for since the varre doeth in paiite eon- 
ceme pur seme in law and our grand children, wee 
must disclaime nature, if wee shall not partake of that 
yarre, if by our mediatione we can. procure ther 
peace and restituticme of ther estaites ; besydes, that 
religion being assulted by that varre, and the varres 
in France and the low countries, must we not confesse, 
if they continew to grow-^Nostra agitur tunc res 
paries, cum prosdmus ardet. Others more headie, lur 
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more bold to say, that this coBtiibatione might have 
beine more redey, if in tyme we had embraced the 
varre, quho merite no other anssuer bot— Dolce hel- 
ium inexpertis, et nnlhun bellom iustum, nisi quod 
necessarium ; and since peace must be the end of 
varre, princes haue euer beine thought more wjsse 
and iost, quho haue manteined peace, and preuented^ 
and in tyme pacified varres, nor suche, as after that 
scourge and desolations of Gods wradie, haue not 
dioght of peacCf till destruction of men by 8uord« 
pest and famin ; the dewasticms of tonnes, churches^ 
and quholl coimtries; the violatted chastit^y of 
woomen of all sortes and ages ; and the bloode of 
sucking babes had poluted, desolated and diq^eopled 
the land, of men, goodes, and all thinges necessarey 
for humaine soeietey ; and so disabled thosse bruttishe 
princes, borne for the mischeifie of mankynd^ longer 
to prosecute the wnbrydled and wnbounded malice 
of ther auiffitious and ambitious myndes. The last 
assaiilt giuen to the good a£fections of our subiects 
is, the representing of thepouertie of that our king- 
dome, and the scarsitie of moneyes, quherof wee are 
sorey, and haue directed our commissioner to con- 
cure with you in the meines of rem^ad therof, willing 
you to consider, that it is not so muche the import* 
ance of the soumes wich ze are able to contribute 
that wee respecte, as the tn^ell of yo^r afiections, 
your straining of yoorselues to your wtermost abili-

I can not foi^gett^ how at the ryding of diia par- 
liament, the noblemen and commiasionerp wer fixroed 
to alliglit from ther horses, and sane tibansdues 
from a fearfuU tempest of raine» accompanied with 
fyre^ thunder and darkness, to the grate astoniah- 
ment of all that wer presrat This tempest being 
no qulier ells, made the people (for diuersse respects) 
€9ll thus the Blaclc Parliament 

Mr Alexander Simpsoncs and Mr Androw Dub- 
canci ministers, quho had protested aganist the rati- 
ficatiooie of the S artickeUs of Berths Assembly at 
4his parliament, wer, by his Miue^tiea commissioner,^ 
comitted prissoners to Dumbrittone castle ; hot ther- 
after, one ther suplicatione, by hes Maiesties com- 
mand to the Lordes of hes priuey counaaill, wer re- 
leaased the tent of October this sseire. 

In the mounthe of Aguste, this aeire, ther was a 
voluntarey contributione collected through the haill 
paroche churches of this kii^jdome, for releiflfe of 
Ihe ScoiUs prissosiers in Thunis and Algeires ; wich 
jHpiaonted to a w^iey considerable soume. 

Secaps ther wer a n^ brood and generatione of 
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the-Clan-gregor rissen vpe, tpiho are begune to goc 
in troupes and companies athorte die countrej, 
armed with offisnsine veapons, ther was a proclama*> 
tione pnblisht, this 28 of Aguste, that non quho car- 
ries the name of Mac-gregor shall weare aney ar- 
monr, bot ane poyntlesse Icynffe to eat ther meat 
with, wnder the paine of death. 

Thursday the 80 of Januarij this zeire, 1621, the 
King and Prince, in grate staite, roade to the par^ 
liament housse, being accompanied with the bi- 
schopes and aU the nobility. This session held 
till Tuesday the 27 of Marche, in wich wer tuo sub- 
sidies granted, and the parliament was then adiom- 
ed wntill Tuesday the 17 of Appryle. The cleargie 
gaue also three subsedies, and the parliament conti- 
newed wntill Monday the 4 of Junij, and was then 
hy commissione adicHiied wntill Yedinsday the 14 of 
Nouember, 1621. 

In this parliament S' OeUles Mompeson was sen- 
tenced to be degraded, disnobled, and disabled to 
beare aney office in the comon weill, for practising 
sundrey abusses, in erecting and settinge vpe new 
innes and ailehousses, and exacting grate soumes of 
money off the pec^le, by pretence of letters patents 
granted to him for that purpois ; bot he suddainly 
fled the land, and Sr Francis Midbell, one of Ms 
cheifie agents, was lykwayes sentenced in the same 
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maaer, and to remaine perpetaaUy in Finsbunrey 
goale; vpone qiibome the sentence of degradatxme 
was executted in the Kii^^ Benche befor the Earle 
Marishall. 

Lykwayes in this parliament, Francis, Visconnt 
of St* Albane, Lord Chanceler of England, wes de- 
possed and committed to the Toner, quher he re- 
mained prissoner diuersse dayes, and then was en- 
larged. 

Monday the 18 of Juaij, this zeire. Doctor Wil- 
liams, Deane of Westminster, was snome a priuey 
counscller ; and one Tuesday, the 10 of Julij, he was 
made Lord Keeiper of the Grate Seall of England ; 
and after that, Bischc^ of Lincolne. It was ru- 
mored eurey quher, that hes too grate familiaritey 
with Suckinghames mother, procured him thesse 
grate fismors and preferments one a suddaine. 

This same zeire, in the begning of Julij, the Lord 
Darcey of Essex, was- created Viscount Colchester ; 
and the Lord Hunsdon, Viscount Rocheford ; and 
& Lycmell Cranefeild, knight. Master of the Wardes 
and of the Wardrobe, wes created Lord Cranfeild 
of Cranfeild, in Bedfordshyre. 

Vedinsday, 18 of JuUj, Henrey, Earle of Nor- 
thumberland, was discharged the Touer. 

Vpone Michelmisse eine, Viscount Mandeweill, 
Lord Thesaurer of England, surrandred hes office 
to the King, and was made President of the prii^y 
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cotmaaiU ; end the Becomd day themfttey the Lord 
Cranefeild was made Lord Thesaurer* 

The 10 of October, this zeire, the parliaaieiit waa 
adiomed wntill the 8 of Febmarij in the fcdlowing 
zeire; bot after by a proclamatUme^ aeecnrding ta 
the sumons thero^ they sate againe in parliament 
vpone the SO day of Nouember, and so ocmtiiieired 
wntill the 19 of Decendber this leire, and then brook» 
vpe, of purpois to sitt againe the 8 of Febmarij in 
the fucdding zdre. Botthe 9 of Januarij>theKkig 
by prodamatione dissolaed the parliamait, so thai 
in Febmarij ther was no meitting. 

At 56 Ja: 6, et Sal: 1688. 

The 16 of Junij this seire, 1688, betoix 6 and 7 
houres in the morning, at Pinkie, in Lothean, deyed 
Alexander, Earfe of Dumftmnling, Lord Chanoeler 
of Scotland. Immediatly after quhosse deaths the 
Grate Seall was delinered to the Lordes of hes Ma« 
itsties priney counsailL 

Sr George Hay cl Kinfimns, knight, Crerke of 
R^^ister, in Jal\j this zeire, is made Lord Chanceler 
of Scotland, by letters patents, bearmg dait at 
Woodsiocke in England, this same zeire ; and the 
Earle of Vinton, at the deliuerey Tpe to him of hes 
Maiesties casshett and grate seall, wpone hes peti- 
tkme to the oounaaill, and by hes Maiesties espedall 
ceawnand^ receanes ample letters d* i^robalioiie of 
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hes vnclreU, the fadt Lord Chanceliers good asid fidlh- 
fiiU seruice, wich the Lord Cfaancdier Hay, his suo* 
oessor, did for the firste acte of his office expeed. 

Li Nouember, this zeire> S^ Archbald Naper of 
Merdbistcme, knight, was made Hiesanrer depute ; 
and in the monnthe of December gaues hes odie 
de fideli administratk>ne, and was lykwayes, that 
same day, duome and admitted ^ priuey eonnsdler* 

lliis Eeit^ lykwayes, Johne Marray ot Lodhma^ 
ben, one of his Maksties bed<K;hamber5 and keiper 
of his priuey pursse, was creatted Lkm^ Murray of 
Lochmaben, and Viscomit Animd* 

In the moundie of September this zeire, 1682, the 
Kix^ made foisre Earle^ vizt James Hay> Lord Vis** 
Goimt Doncaster, was creaUed Earle of Carleill^ 
the Lord Viscount Eeildinge was o^eatled Eatle of 
Denhighe; and the Lord Digby was creattod Earle 
of foistow, he being then ambassador from his Ma«- 
iestie to the King of Spaine, and was sent thiUier 
this last summer. Also the Lord Cranfi^ld> Lord 
Tbesauret of England, was at this same tyme creat- 
ted Earle of Midelesex* 

IVyday the 29 of Noaraaber, this zeir^ S^ Johne 
Bennett, Judge of the Prerogatiue Courte^ vas found 
guihey of brybrie and odier foule corrupdons; and 
was sentenced in the star chamber to pay 20,000 
p«ound stailinge; and disabled from bearing aney 
ol6ce te the comt^ireal^ ; aftidto reiuaine prisoner 
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during the Kinges pleasure. His caisserwas 4 quhoU- 
dayes in beiring in the star chamber^ 

A* 57 Ja? 6» et Sal: 1623. 
In Januari} this zeire, 1628, Lord Colueill takes' 
iomey to France, to crane the re-establishment of 
the Scottes Gaurde and Companey <^ Scottesmen at 
Armes^ according te ther first institutioae, and the 
Frenche Kinges promisse oftin tymes made to that 
e£Pecte; wich n^[otii&tione of his, the Lordes of ther 
priuey counsaill eamistly recommends to his Ma- 
iesty ; and that he wold be gratiously pleassed, in 
eamist maner^ particularly to recommend the said 
Lord and hes bussines, not only to hisleidg^r am-* 
bassador in France, bot tdso to the Frenche King 
himselue; wiche hi&.Maiesty willingly performed. 

Li Februarij, this zeire, for the bussines of th^ 
woole, ther was ane commissione giuen by the estaits 
of the kingdome to 

Lodouick, Duck of Lennox and Richmond, 
James, Marques Hamilton, Earle of Arrane 

and Cambridge, &c. 
Thomas, Earle of Kelley, Viscount Fenton, 

Lord Dirltone, 
James, Earle of Caiieill, Viscount Doncaster, 

Sr Androw Murray of Baluaird, knight,and to 
Mr Johne Hay, Clercke Depute of Edinbru^^ 
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to treat with the Englishe commissioners in that 
bussines; for England desyred that all the wool! 
that was not drapped and made vsse off within the 
kingdcmie, should not be transported and sold to 
aney bot to them. This trettey tooke bot small effecte^ 
after much tampring made therin by his Maiesty^ 
nM>ued therto by the daylie and inqportunat clamors 
of the Englishes 

The 9 of Appryle^ this zeire, about sex in the 
morning, deyed Mr Thomas Mnrray, some 12 dayes 
after he was cutt of the stone; he was first master, 
and therafter secretarey to Prince Charles; and be«^ 
causse he lyked not the Prince iomey to ^wine, nor 
matche with Spaine, he was remoued from his office 
of secretarey to the Prince^ and & Francis Cotting-. 
tone was put in his place; a professed Roman, and 
one maney hnndereth degrees inferior to him, bothe 
mloue and int^pritie to his master, and honesty to all 
men; being the Duck of Buckinghames suome slaue^ 
by quhosse meins he was only preferred, as the on- 
lie fitt man he coulde pitche one» quhosse nature and 
breeding did best agree with the l^anishe aire* 

In Junij, this zeire, deyed Cockbume of Qrme- 
stone, kn^ht. Justice Clercke, and one of the Sena- 
tors of the Ck>lledge of Justice ; and to him, in both 
his places, succidit & Archbald Naper of Merchis- 
ton, Deputey Thesaurer. 

Tuesday the 18 of Febmanj, this zehre, CSiarles,

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Prince of Walles, being acccmipamed with George^ 
Marques of Buckinghame, Endimion Porter, a 
groome of the Kinges bed chamber^ and & Francis 
Cottingtone, the Princes secretarey^ sett fbmard 
from Doner, arriued at BoUoinge, and from thence 
be Paris, rode post wnto MadriU in Spainer 

Simday the 5 of October, 1689, Prince Charles, 
with the Ducke of Buckinghame and ther retinew. 
With 11 of the Kinges shipes, and 6 merehantes, ar- 
riued at Portsmouth, aboute 8 a clocke in the eiuin- 
ing* Nixt day he cam to Zorke Housse, in the 
Strand, quher he dyned ; and idx>ute 11a clocke he 
iooke cotche, and went to Roystone to the King. 
That day ther was loy in London, and ouer all 
places quho knew of the Princes saue arriuell, with 
shontting of canons, ringing of bells^ ai^ putting out 
of bonefyres* 

Sunday the 24 of October, this same aseir^ about 
4 a clocke in the aftemoone, a Roman priest preach- 
ed at Hunsdone housse, in the Black Friars, in Lon- 
don, in ane Tpper (Camber, quher wer assembled 
aboue 300 men, woomeii and youthes^ and aboute 
the Inidle of the sermon, a grate pairt of the flooure 
breacke and fell doune, and all that stood ther one. 
It fell doune with suche violence, that it bnlke doune 
the nixt floore wndcr it; the ehei£fe summer therof 
was aboute 24 inches* In wich fall wer slaine the 
preacher, and almost a hunderedi of his auditorey. 
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and sis mmtff iHore hxctte. The nixt in^t tfaert& 
ter, the Frtstohe KQbnssRdpr leidgPTi d^dling in 
Huusdoite housse^ burried 47 of them in his conrte 
yairda md in his gardep; the rest wer bmried in 
snndrey pUceS) l^ th^iriodfs; andcMuentlwtwer 
ther, and had escape^, penabed by aundrie aixidents 
w^bin law dsyes after.

In Jnll) Uiis zeire, 16S4, by his Maiesties e^edall 
eommandiment, ^ prodamafionle was pabU^ht at the 
mercat crosse of EdinbrDgh, inbibitting all conwen.- 
tidcells, and piioay meittinges m boussea by night, 
for ffettgtinng) wich is the only introducer of sehiume^ 
and all sortcs of damnri>le bereaiea in Godea 
cbnrdief 

I did almost foi^att, bow, one the S5 day of Uuj, 
ibis soBie zeire) the toi^ie of DiiinfenniiB& in EVffi^ 
■hyre, iras in fonrs houm space bitrmd. The fyr« 
was werey feBrfoU and teniUe ; &r in that ^me the 
qnholl bodey ctf tbs toime, wicb did consist of 120 
tenements, and S87 families, was bxtrnt and consum- 
ed, vith the qahell furniture of the hoosses, besydes 
the banmea aboote the toone, qaberin wer 500 bols 
ef Tietuall. 

In Jimij, this zetre, 'William Rige, one of the bai- 
zes of Edinbroghe, for beipg refractareytlie chnrcfae 
goaemiaieB^ ^nd fin hulng of priney metttipges 
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and^conuentickells, was comkted to prisone ui the 
castle of Blacknes, fynned in a grate soume of mo* 
ney, and sentenced by the Lordes of ihe prinej 
counsaiU, (at bes Maiesties ecnnmand) for ener inca* 
pable to beare ofiSce in the toune of Edmbnigbe. 

Monday the 16 of Febniarij this xeire, 1624^ the 
King, with the nobilitey, prepared tagoe to the papi> 
liament; bot that morning earlie deyed Lodowick 
Steuarte,' Duck of Lentiox? and Richmond, Lord^ 
Stewarte of his Maiesties honshold,. sodantlie, at hb 
lodgeing at the courte of Whithall*; quhervpone the 
King deferrid his going to the parliament till Tbars- 
day the 19i of Febniarij, quher he made a soleme 
speache to* the barons, knights and burgesses, in 
wich his Maiestie expxsessed the causes of conuinng 
that pariiament ; and vpone Monday the 19 of Ap« 
pryle, the corpes of the said;' Duck with^ ail mi^mfi- 
cence, wer brought from "Eiy housse, in Holbume^ 
to Westminster abbey, and ther homonibley interrid* 

One Saterday the 29 of Ma^ this. SKire, the Eng^

In. this parliament, 
Lionell, Earle of Midlesex, was d^ossed fipom his 
office of Lord Thesaurer of ikigland, and sentenced 
to pay the King 50,000 pound Starling, and impri-^ 
sonemeni during the Eanges pleasure. . This parlia- 
ment granted to the King B subsidies and S fyue^ 
teinea^ and the dergie gaue the King 4 subsidies* 
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. Simday,Sl'ofNoiiember, this zeire,ther was grate 
mirth in Xiondoii, with booefyres, shoottii^ of ordi- 
nance, nnd ringing of hell^ for ioy of the condusione 
of the trettey of marriage betueen Prince Charles, 
IPrmce 6f Walks, ^and liadey Ifarey Henrietta, 
daughter to thelait Frenche Kkig^ 'flenrey the 4, 
and sister to Lewes the 18, that now raingeth. 

In tiiis same mounthe of Remember, lykwayes, 
there was a grate presse ihronghe the most shyres 
in England, and thecitey of London, for thelewinng 
of IO9OOO sonldiers* £y the end of December, the 
qnhole armey mett, and wer assembled at Doner, 
quher Count MansfeSd, the appointed generall, tooke 
dier muster, and trained diem; and in Januarij ther- 
after, they wer transported to Hcdland, quher the 
most pakt of them deyed miserablie with cold and 
hmq^; and thesse that lined wer put in garisone 
tounes* 

The zounge Duck of Brunswicke, being at Chris- 
nusse last made Knight of the Garter, wentleiiiete- 
tenant general of this armey. 

At this tyme, & James Lee, knight, Lord Cheiffe

how tha:t the King bogoude to icensure hipi freely in 
his absence ; and that maney ^oke boldly to the 
Ki^ge iCganist him.; end how the King had intelli-^ 
gence from Spayne of his wnworthey carriage iher $ 
tfnd 4iow the Ma^rques HamiUony y^fOOQ tfae-sod- 
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daine newes of Ae Prince dq^ture, bad ool^ly 
rqpprebeadit the JKong l<>r sending the Prince wilh 
ftuche a jaunge man, vithout experience, and in such 
a priuat and suddain maner, without acquainting 
the nobility andxounsaiU therwith; wrotte a werey 
bitter letter to the Lord Marques of Hamiltooi ; con- 
ceiiied nem ambitious courses (^ his auen ; and vss* 
ed all the deuioes he could.to disgust the Prince his 
mynde o£ the matche with Spayne, so farre intendit 
by the King ; made haste home, where, qufaen he 
came^ he so earned himsehie, that quhatsoeuer the 
King conunaoded in his bed ehahnber, he controled 
in the nixt chalmber ; zea, Teceaued packetts to the 
King from forraine prkices, and dispatched anssuers 
without acquanting the Ki^g dierwith, not in a grate 
lyme therafier. Wherat, peroeauing the JUng 
hisighUe offeoded^ aiid that the Sanges mynd was 
heiginiiig to alter towardes ban, suffiring him to be 
qoarreUed and affironted in his Maiesties presence; 
aod obserwii^ that the King reseruid the Earle of 
Bristow to be a rod for him, vrging daylie his dis- 
patche for Prance ; and expecting daylie the Counte 
of CSondoraar hjs comimig to Enghnd, in his ab* 
sence, feared mue^e that Giondomar, quho as it 
•rimed was gratlie eateeimed, and wounderfully ccy- 
deted by the King, wold second my Lord of Bds*- 
to«ies AcooaatMiiis aganist him. He knew also, th^ 
flie £3ngii«d J«K>^iied9 tiial in deppHe^aU ditedeuilla 
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of Hell, he wold bring the Spanische matche aboute 
againe; and that the Marquis of Enechosa had 
giuen the King bad impressions of him, by quhosse 
artickells of accusatione, the King himselue had ^l- 
amined some of the nobility and priuey oounsaiU, 
andfomid out in the examination, that Buddng- 
hame had sayed, after hes comiBg frcmi l^yne^ 
that the King was /uie did man, it was now tyme for 
him to be at his rest^ and to be ccmfyned to some 
parke to passe the rest of his tyme in hnnUngi and 
the Prince]]_to be crouned. The more the King 
▼rged him to be gone to France, the more shiftes he 
made to stay; for he did eiiidently see that the 
King was fully resolued to rid himselue of the op- 
pression quherin he held him. 

The Kmg being sicke (rf'a tertian ague, and diat 
in the spring, wich was of itselue nener found dead- 
lie, the Ducke tooke his c^portunitie, quhen all the 
Kings doctors of phisicke wer at dinner, vpcme the 
Mounday befiwr tfie King dyed, without ther knou- 
ledge or consent, offired to the King a white ponder 
to take, the wiche the King a long tyme refnssed; 
bot, ouercome by his flatring opportunity, at lenth 
tooke it, drunke it in wine, and immediatly became 
worsse and wor^se, falling into maney soundinges 
and paines, and violent fluxes of the bell^, so torw 
mented, that his Maiesty crayed oute aloud, O this 
white pottder ! this white pouder i wold to God I 
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bad nenar takin it; it iHll cost me my ly£fe. In 
fyke maner the Countesse of Buckingbame^ my 
Lord of Buckingharas mother, wpone the Fryday 
therafter, the phisitians bemgidso absent at dinner, 
and not made acquainted with her doinges, applayed 
a jiAaister to the Kinges barte and breist, wh^- 
▼pcme his Maiestie grew fiunt, short breathed, and 
in grate agcmie. Some of the pbisitians after din« 
ner returning to see the King, by the offi»isiae smell 
of the plaister, peroeaued some ihii^ to be aboute 
the Kinge hurte(ull to him, and searched quhat it 
could be, found it out, and exclaimed, that the King 
wes poysoned. Thai Bu<^inghame aitring, com- 
mandit the phisitiansr out of the roume ; caused one 
te be committed prissonar to his auen chamber, and 
ane other to remoue from courte ; quarreled others 
of the Kings seruants in the seicke Kings auen pre- 
sence, so farre that he oflfred to draw hes suord 
aganist them in the Kinges sight; and Bucking- 
hams mother, kneeling befor the King, with a br»- 
een face<3rayed out. Justice, justice, &; I demand 
justice of your Sfeiestie': the Kingaskii^, for quhat? 
shoe ansuered, for that wich ther liues is no sidEU 
cient satisfiiGti<m : for saying that my sone and I 
haue poysoned your Maiestie. Poysoned me, said 
the Kmg ; with that he, taming himsekie, soundit, 
and shoe was remooed. The Sunday therafter the 
King dyed; and Buckinghame desyred the phisL- 
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tians quho attended the King to seipg vith thor 
haad. wreattsy a testunonie tbat die pouder wich he 
gaae the Kiog, was a j;ood and saue jnadicme, wich 
they reftussed to ik>e, Buckinghaina ^ etures did 
dpred alNTod a rumor an Londo% that Byckinghqme 
was so sorey^t the Kioges^eath, that he-couldiiaue 
iyedf that he wold h^ue kilkd himselAe if they had 
not hindred him ^ hot in effacte he was ao moie 
moued ih&k if ther had neuer ha{H^ either sicknes 
ore death to the Kin^ .One jday 4^&i ^ King 
was in grate extr^nita^ be lode post to Loodon^ to 
persew his sister in law to haue her stand in sack« 
dothe at Patdes, for aduitrey ; aaejother lyme of th^ 
Kinges agonies he was bussie contriuing and c(m^ 
cludiog a macrii^ for <hi^ of his cousins Immedi^* 
atly after the Kkiges deathf the phisitian quho waa 
commanded to his chambi^^ iras sett at libertie with 
a caneat to hold bis pemoe ; the ^others thretned^ if 
they keept liot good tcoiBgs ki ther heades. Bot in 
the meane tym^ the Kinges bodey attd head sudled 
ahooe measure ; his haire, with the «kin of his head« 
stuck to the pillow; his aailles became looase ^^poa 
his fingers and toes. 

He departed this 1^ at his :Mattor of Tlieo^ 
balds. That Bmeae aftemoon^ about 6 a iJocke» hia 
sone» Priaoe Chai^esi was prodaimfid /Kiii|^ both 
at WhjPtdwU and CSiaring CtOM^ Oheapsyda 
Crosse aiid other phH^ 
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His bodey was brought firom Theobaldes one 
Monday the 4 of Apryle, and came to Londoa 
about 10 a clocke at night, being mett one the way by 
Ae ndbiUtie Mid deargie, the Lord Maior and AL- 
d^nnen of L6nd6n^ witli thousandes of torches 
lighted, and was placed in Denmarke housse, in the 
Strand, xpher ihe bodie r^ndbied . till the fiuierall 
day. A passant charrecter of him ae nu^ take £ron» 

a bountry pbet ^ iNir tmeai wr^Uin some ;Beir8 be6)r 
his detthe :*^

As also a more liudy one^ firom a Mndj (qohe 
Wes one bf his infe&iaU seruanta), quho at the -dosse 
of ike Annan bf this Kings lyffe, sent me the subse* 
^ueM charecter wilder his hand^ -and desyred mc^ if 
I sb pleasied, to insert the Baioe mt 'the end of K. 
James the 6 lus }ySk tmi ffaign^ in b^ Annalls ; 
widi yon mgr be fiteased t& oMzioefce, it being a 
w«regr exacte duiecter of Ihatigiate J(afl|^ 
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This Kinges charecter is much-easier to take then 
his picture, ifor he could euer be hardlie made to 
sitt for the taking of that, wich w the xeasone of so 
few good peeces of him; bot hischarecter was ob- 
yious to eurey eye. 

He was of a midle stature, more corpulent throghe 
his clothes th^i in his bodey, zet fatt enouth ; his 
clothes euer being made large and easie, the doub- 
letts quilted for steletto proofe, his breeches in jrrate 
pleits, and full stu£Ped* He was naturally (^ a ti- 
morous dispositione, wich was the gratest reasone of 
his quilted doubletts* {£s eyes large, euer roulling 
after aney stranger cam in his presence, in so 'much 
as maney for shame haue left the roome, as being 
out of countenance. His beard was werey thin; 
his toung too large for his mouthc^ vich euer n[iade 
him speake fidl in the mouthe, and made himdrinke 
wer^ Tncomlie^ as if eattang his drinke, wich ^xaa 
out into the cupe in cache syde of his mouthe. His 
skin vas als softe as tafta sarsnet, wich felt so be- 
causse he neuer washt his hands, onlie rubb'd his 
fingers ends slightly vith the vett end of a napkin. 
His legs wer verey weake, haning had (as was 
diought) some foule play in his youthe, or rather 
befor he was borne, that he was not able to stand at 
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seuin zeires of age ; that weaknes made him euer 
leaniiig one other mens shoulders* His walke was 
ener circular, his fingers euer in that valke fidling 
about his cod peece* He yas werey temperate in 
his exercisses, and in his dyet, and not intemperat 
in his drinking ; howeuer in his old ag^ and Buck^- 
inghamea ioviall suppers, quhen he had aney tume 
to doe with him, made him sometimes, ouertakin, 
wich he void the verey nixt day remember, and re- 
pent Tith teares. It is^rew he dranke werey often^ 
Tieh was rather out of a cnstome then aney delight ; 
and his drinker wer of that kynd for strenth, as 
Frontiniack, Canarey, Heigh Countrey wyne, tent 
and strong al^ that had he not had a werey strong 
braiae, might haue daylie beine ouertakin, altho he 
sddome dranke at aney one tyme aboue foure spoon*- 
fiiUs, maney tymes not aboue one or tuo^ ELe was 
werey constant in all thinges, (his fenorites except- 
ed,) in vich he loued change ; zet neuer cast doune 
aney (he once raissed) firom the height of gratness^ 
thoughe ther counted neitnesse and prmacey, wn- 
lesse by ther auen de&ult, by opposing his change, 
as in Somersets case ; zet had he not beine in that 
foole poysoning busdnes, and so cast dcmne him- 
selue, I doe werelie bddene, not him nather ; for all 
his other fauoritts he le&e grate in honor, grate in 
fiMTtoune, and did mudie loue Mountgomerey, and 
truated him more at the werey last gaqpe, then at 
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the fint miniil c£ his £Biiioritscli%)e« In bis djrelf 
jqiparrell and ioomeysy he was verey conatfmt In 
his apparreU so constant, as by bis good viU he wold 
neuer change his clotheSf till almost vome out to 
ragges; hisftshon neuer; in ao much as one bringr 
ang to him a hat of a Spanish Uock, he oast it fron 
him» suearing he nather loued them nor tber £i>- 
ahiona. Ane other tyme^ luinging him roses one his 
shooes, bo asked if th^ wold make him a ruflfe hctr^ 
ed done, one aard of sexpeni^y ribbond aemedthat 
tnme* His dyet and ioumies was so constant, that 
the best obseruing courtier of our time was wount 
to sayf Wer he asleepe seuin zeires, and then awak- 
|ied, he Told tell quher the King eurey day had 
beine, and eurey dish he had had <me bis table* 

He vas niot yerey vxorious, (though h« had » 
werey braue Queen) that neuer crossed his de*> 
sainges, nor intermedin with stait a£Gures ; bot ^ver 
complayed with him, (euen aganist the natur of 
aney bot of a milde spirite)* In the change of far 
norittes, he was ener best quhen furthest firom his 
Queen ; and that was thought to be the first grounds 
of his often remoues, vich afterwards proued habir 
toalL He was vnfortnnate in the miirriagft of hia 
daughter, and so was all christindome besydes ; bot 
sure the daughter was more vnfortunat in a father^ 
then he in a daughter. He naturally loued not the 
sight of |k souldier^ i(or of aney valiant man; and it 
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was ane obsematiaiie, that 1^ Robert Maasell vas 
tiie onlie valiant man be euer loued ; and him he 
loned so inteirlj^ that for all Bnckinghames grat- 
nesse with the King, and his hattred of Sr Robert 
Mansell, zet could not that alienat the Kinges affec- 
tions from him ; in so much as quhen, by the insd- 
gatione of Ck)ttington, (then ambassador in Spaine) 
by Buckinghams procurement, the Spanishe ambas- 
sador came with a grate complaint aganist 8^ Ro- 
bert Mansell, then at Argiers to suppresse the py- 
ratts ; that he did support them ; hauing neuer a 
fiind ther (thoughe maney) that durst speake in his 
defence, the King himselue defendit him in thesse 
wordes :— My Lord Embassador, I cannot beleeue 
(his, for I made choysse my selffe of him, out of 
thesse reasons; I know him to be valiant, honest, 
and noblie discaidit, as most in my kingdome ; and 
will neuer beleeue a man thus qualified vill doe so 
basse an acte* He naturally loued honest men, that 
wer not ouer actiue ; zet neuer loued any man har- 
tQy, wntill he had bound him wnto him, by giuing 
him some suite, wich he thought bond the others 
loue to him againe. Bot that argued no generous 
disposition in him, to beleeue that aney thing bot a 
noble mynd, seasoned with verteue, could make aney 
firme loue or vni<m ; for mercenarey mindes ar car- 
ried away vidi a grater prize, bot noble mindes 
sUeni^led vith noAing bot publick disgraces. 
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He was werey witty, and had als maney redey 
vitty iests as aney man lioinge, at Tich he wold not 
smyle himselfiS^ hot deliuer them in a graue and 
serious maner. He ¥aB vesey liberall of quhat he 
had not in his auen gripe, and Tolde rather pairt 
with 100 lib. he neuer had in his keeping,, then one 
20 shiling peece within his auen custodey* He 
spent much, and had much ysse of his subiects 
purses, wich bred some clashing^ with them in the 
parliament, zet w(dd alwayes come offe, and end 
with a sweett and plausable close ; and treulie his 
bountey was not discommendable, for his raising 
fauoritts was the worst; rewarding olde seruants,. 
and reteinii^ his natiue countrymen, was infinitly 
mose to be commended in him then condemned. 
His sending embassadors wer no lesse chargeable 
then dishonorable and unprofitable to him and hi^ 
whole kingdome ; for he was euer abussed in aU ne* 
gotiations ; zet he had rathei spend one hunderetk 
thousand pound one embassies, to keepe or procure 
peace with dishonor, then ten thousand pound one 
ane armey that wold faaue forced peace with honor.^ 
He loued good lawes,. and had maney made in his 
tyme ; and in his last parliament, for the good of 
his subiects, and suppressing promotters and prog* 
ging fellowes, gaue way to that Nullum Tempus^ 
&c« to be confinned to sexty zeires, wich was more 
beneficial! to the subiects in respecte of ther q|uiets» 
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hen all the parliaments had giuen him during his 
quhole reign« 

By his frequenting sermons, he appeared rdi* 
gious; zet his Tuesday sermons (if ze will beleeue 
his auen countreymen, that liued in thesse tymes 
quhen they wer erected, and well wnderstood the 
causse of erecting them) wer dedicated for a strange 
peece of deuotione« 

He wold make a grate deall too bpld with God in 
his passion, both in cursing and suearing, and one 
straine higher, vergeing one blasphemie; hot wold 
in his better temper say, he hopped Ood wold net 
impute them as sios, and lay them to his db^ge, 
seeing they proceided from passione* He had need 
of grate assurance, rather tiben hopes, that wold 
make daylie so bold with God. 

He was werey crafty and cunning in pettey 
thinges, as the circumventinge aney. grate man, th« 
change of a fauorite, &c« ; in so mueh^ as a werey 
wise man was wount to say, he beleeuad him the 
wisest foole in Christendome, meaning him wisse in 
small thinges, bot a foole in weighty affidres. 

He euer desh>ed to prefer meane men in grat^ 
places, that quhen he tumid them oute againe, they, 
shoidd haue no frind to bandy with them ; .apd be*; 
sydes, they wer so haitted, by beipg rtussed from a 
mean estaite to ouertope all men, that eurey one 
held it a pretty recreation to haue th^m often tumid

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oate. Ther wet lining in this Kingi time st one 
instant, tuo Treasures, three Secretaries, tno Lord 
Keepers, tuo AdmiraUes, three Lord Cheiffe Justices, 
scat bot one in play. Therfor this King had a pret- 
tey faculty in putting out and in» By this you may 
perceaue in quhat his wisdome consisted; bot in 
grate and weighty afiaires at his witts end. 

He had a tricke to cousin himselffe with bargains 
▼nderhand, by taking 1000 lib. ore 10,000 lib. as a 
bribe, quhen his counsell was traitting with his cus- 
txHners, to raisse than to so much more zeirly ; this 
went into his priuy pursse, quherin he thought he 
had oner reached the Lords, bot cousind himselfife ; 
bot wold als easily breake the bargaine vpon the 
nixtofler, saying he was mistakin and deceaued; 
and therfor no reasone he should keepe the bar* 
gaine. This was often the caisse with the fermers 
of the CQStomes* He was infinitly inclined to peace ; 
bot more out of feare then conscience ; and this was 
the gratest blemishe this King had through all his 
reign, otherwayes might haue beine ranked with the 
werey best of our SLinges; zet some tymes wold he 
shew pretty flashes of Talour, wich might eassily 
decerned to be forced, not naturall; and being 
forced, could haoe wished rather it wold haue re» 
eoOed back into himsdfie, then carryed to that King 
it had concerned, least he might haue beine putt to 
the trayel}, to manteine his seeiming valour. 
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In A wotd, he was^ tike him altogether^ (and not 
in peeoes) sudie a King^ I wishe this kingdome haae 
neuer aney worsse, one the <x>nditioa not aney bet- 
ter ; lor he lined in peace, deyed in peace, and lefte 
all his kingdomes in a peaceabie conditMrne, widi 
his alien motto :— - 

Beat! pacific]*

KiNd^ Charles begatiie his range one Sonday the 
ST orf" Marches 1926^ -with the coaMin ^jplausae ami 
harde loae <rf* all his sabjeotes ; said one die last «lf 
Marche, bdlng Thmreday, at IB a chdk^ jm the atkr* 
mKme^^vms sriemly prodamied King, at Ediabraghe 
Crosse, by the Lerdes «f h» Maiestiea privey 
salL 
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This same day, the King wreatttfs to his priuey 
counsel], and ordanes that pubUcke prodamaticmei 
they- should signifie that it was hia^ will and plea- 
sure^ that aU maner c^ mf^istrattes and officers ia 
his- dominions should hold,, wsse and exercisse all 
suche power and authoritie, as they held of his lai%t 
deir fether, wntill his flirder fdeasur wer showen. 

The 1 of Appryle, this zeire, the Lordes of his 
Maiesties priuey counsell wer all ordained to be in 
mourning, and his Maiesties grate chamber and 
chapell at Holyrudhousse wer hung with blacke 
clothe ; his chamber of presence, priuey chalmber, 
and bed chalmber, with black weluet, fitted with 
clothes of esUutt, and with stoules and cusheohs 
oonfbrme. . His If aiesties seat in the grate churche 
of Su Geilles, at Edinbrughe, was lykwayes couered 
with blacke. 

Aboute the begining of this same mounthe, most 
of the cheifife statesmen of this kingdome, and nobi- 
lity, went to London, not only to kisse the hands of 
ther new King, bot Ukwayes to assist his fathers fu- 
Aeralls. Before ther dqpertur^ Dauid, Lord Car- 
ncgey, was by the Lerdes of the priuey conmaill^ 
(nyne beimig ioynid with him,j ordained by acte to 
fpooeme th^ kibgdoume wntill ther retumt. 
: During thesse prq)$rations for funendlsi the Clan- 
Ean of the We^teme lies betooke themselues to the 
seas, comitting mainey willanies and piracies ; to re^ 
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duce thesse rogues to obedience, the <Lordes of his 
Maiesties priuey coimsaill , commanded Archbald, 
Lord Lome, to leuie 2000 men in Argyle, Lome 
and Kyntire, £or sailing thesse countries from the 
rebells dq)redations* The Laird .of JSilsythe and 
Capitane of the West Seas^ war qomandit to arme 
tuo shipes of llO or 20 guns a peice, and a frigat of 
10 or 12 pice, to prosecute them by sea. 

The 7 of Maij, wer performed the funerall reittes 
for King James, and his corpes with grate state and 
magnificence, in a chariot, wer carried from Den- 
marke housse, in the Starand^ to Westminster abbey 
churche ; K. >Charles himselue being cheiffe mourn- 
er, attended by the most pairt of the: nobility of both 
his kingdomes, with diuersse ambassadors of for- 
raine princes and staites, . his Maiesties quhole offi- 
>cers and seruantes, with maney hunderethes besyde, 
all in mourning habittes. The lyke number Oi 
mourners cannot be said to haue beine seine at once 
in Brittane heirtofor, and his hearsse was more roy- 
ally adomid then hath bein knowen for aneyhis 
prasdicessors. 

Offe our nobility and statesmen ther attended the 
fimerall,

One Thursday the 8 of Maij, 1625, was the La- 
dey Henrietta Maria, sister to Lewes, the 13 of 
that name, the Most Chrisdaa King of France and 
:Nauarre, solemUe e^oused (according to the cer^ 
monies of the Boman Churdie) to the ambassadors 
of C^iariei, K. oi Grate Brittane; the soiemitie 
•wes performed after ^lis manner :-« 

One Thursday the 8 of Maij, Ae Kmg cam ftmrtfc 
into his chambex^ accompanied with his Queine ; the 
Prince, his onlie brother ; my L<»rds the Dockes of 
Nemours and of £lbeu£fe; the Marishalls of Bass* 
ampeire and Vitrey; with others Lordes of his 
courte, and sent fiir the Ladey, his sister, qnho came 
thither accompanied with the Queine, her mother, 
Jthe Princesses of Condie and Countie. 

"The Dutchessese ^f Guize, Chenerusse and El- 
Imffe, with maney wthers grate Ladeyes; her goime 
was of <^the of golde, and siluer, poudred ouer 
with fleur de lices c^gold, enriched with maney dia- 
mondes, and wthers pretious stones ; her traine was 
borne vpe by the young Ladey Borbooe. 

As shoe entredinto the Kinges chamber, with aaa 
maiesty correspondent to hir Urthe, my Lordes die 
£arles of Carleill and Holland, ambassadors for the 
King of Grate Brittane, entred the romne werey 
Tichley cled as can possibly be expressed, giuing

imato the King the contracte of marriage, wich wte 
read and alloued by the Lord Chanceler of France. 
After the King had aggreid to the couenantes, then 
the ambassadors withdrew themseliies to the Ducke 
of Cheuerousse his chabnber, and hauing commmii- 
■cat the contracte wnto him, he forthwith repaired 
to his Maiestie, accompanied with the saides ambas- 
sadores, and maney others Lordes apparraled in a 
seute of blacke, tha paines and poyntes therof all 
garnished and enriched with diamonds. 

Being come befor his Maiestie, he did .present 
wnto him the procuratione and power wich the Kii^ 
of Grate Britane had giuen him, wich was inserted 
at the end of the said contracte, wich the King 
signed, and the Ladey, bothe the Queeines, my 
XH)rde the Duckeof Cheuerousse, and the Lordes 
ambassidors lykwayes« 

This done, my Lord the Cardinall of Rochefau- 
caulte made them sure after the maner accustom- 
ed. 

Nou as svche ane vnione as this could not be per- 
formed without grate pompe, our Ladeyes churche 
was chosen for the ceremonies of the accomplish- 
meiDt of the marriage, and was hunge with riche ta- 
pistry and clothe of gold, and siluer tisshewed. 

Then was tber a faire and longe galerey raissed, 

begining at the entrey of the archbishopes palace, 

' and reached euen vnto the queire of the said churche. 
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This galery was wnderproped widi maney pillars, 
wiche wer couered at the tope with violett coloured 
sattin, embrodred with goldene fleure de lices, and 
below vith fyne lining, trimed withe yaxe. Throuthe 
the same passed alonge all the ceremonies of mar* 
riage, as foUowethe:-* 

First, a 100 Suitzers of the Kinges gaurd, clothed 
in his Maiesties liuerey ; ther drum beatting and 
^er enseinge displayed :

into the archbischopes pdlace (quher the quhole 
courte aiQ^ped) wntill the sendee was endit^ and 
therafter:r6tarnedito th^ King and Queine. 

Prayers miiit^ they retumid all in the lyke order 
as befor, wntd' the archbischopes palace^ to the royr 
all feast, during, wich was hard suche noysse and 
thundring of canon, as men wold hane judged ,hea- 
wen and earthe wold haue gone togider, with bone^ 
fyres, squibes and suche lyke* 

The supper was kelpt in the archbishopes grate 
^all; and the table rached firom the one end theroc 
to the other. 

The King sate in the midest of the table, serued 
by my Lord the Grrate Prior, quho r^resented the 
grate masters persone; befor him ther marched a 
number of drumes, trumpetts and.darions, accompar 
nied with Monseur de Beaumon^ Grate Steuart oa 
the Kinges houss^ and 23 other Steuarts of his Ma- 
iesties houssehold, with ther stawes in ther handes. 

The meatt was carried by my Lordes, Princes, 
Duckes, Peeres, and Marishalls of France, and fol- 
lowed by the gentlemen of the courte, and ther ser* 
uantes.

The marriage being thus solemnized at Paris by 
proxie, the King of Englands shipes attendit Bui- 
loigne the cominge of the Queine; and the weeke 
befor Witson^dey King Charles went to Canterbu- 
rey, quber he stayed her Heighnes arriual at Douer^ 
wich was vpone Trinity Sunday, in the eiuening, 
Wpon knowledge quherof, the nixt morning his 
Maiestie, being attendit by the cheiffe nobilitie and 
others^ rode to Dower, and entertaind her Heighnes 
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with State and kindntsse; and the same day it was 
made knowen in London, for ioy quherof all dmrcho 
es range thet bells, and the streets wer filled with 
bonefyres. 

The nixt Thursday, being the 16 of Junij, they 
came to Grauesend, quher the King, Queeine and 
nobility tooke barge, and arriued at Whithall about 
sex a clocke in the aftemoone. Ducke de Cheae^ 
russe and his traine wer lodged in Demarke housse, 
in the Strand* 

One Saterday the 18 of Juniji thb seire, the King^ 
in persone went to the parliament housse^ quher in 
presence of the estaits of his realme, he shew them 
the seuerall ressons that moued him to smnond thi» 
parliament.

Touardes the end of summer^ befor K. James dey-

The nixt Monday, being the 6 of Febmarij, the 
parliament began at Westminster, and continewed 
wntill January nixt following, and then was dissol- 
ued by commissione* 

The same day, the Earle of Bristol!, Lord Dick^ 
by, quho had fbrmerlie beine ambassador in Spame, 
a suome enimie to the protestant causse and to the 
trew intrest of England, was committed to the Tow- 
er of London, prissoner.

Hie 1 of Julij^ 16^, his Ma^ wreatts to the 
Lords of Session, that it is his pleasure that his ad« 
vocatts plead befor them with conered heades^ 

His Maiestie bayes three shippes, this zeire^ for 
secnring the Scottes coastes, wiche stood him 5200 
Ibb starling, as his warrant directed^ to the Eaile of 
Midisdaill, Collector of the Taxatione, to pay the 
same to S^ James BaLde^ Hiesaiuner of the Naney^ 
beares, 1 Jvly, 1626. 

Second of Julij, his Maiestie wreatts to his priaey . 
couasaill his fiiU intentione^ in efiecte a deelaratione 
<»f his porpois aae&t hb reuocation. 
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His Maiesty, by his letter of the 11 of Julij, 1696, 
to Spotswoodf Archbischope of St Andrewesy 
thankes iiim ibr his paines in his seroiee, in espe- 
cial! for promoueing and wsseing the ^wttermost of 
his lendeuors for efiectuatting of thosse ends wich he 
himselffe had recommendit to him, (as the letter 
iq>eakes) and bidds him rest confident that he re- 
solned punctually to follow and prosocwte the same; 
as also, he wold be myndefull of his paines takin 
in that bussinea. 

The busaines meint in this letter of his Maiesties* 
to the bisdhop^ was that bussines, the so much ad- 
uancing quherof since, hes not onlie rootted out the 
bischopes rotte and branches bot also ruinod the 
King and his haill family. Thir wnhappey bi- 
schopes they wer eiuell counseUers, bot worsse musi- 
tians; for they tempered ther stringes to such a 
deifEb of ambition and superstitious foolriy, that be- 
for euer they seildit aney s<»uid, they burst all in 
peices. 

Hie Earie Marishall, by his Mb^^ commissioner 
is made commander in cheiffis of the S riiippes for 
defending the Scottes coastes ; bot notwithstanding 
of diuersse letters wrettin to him by his Maiesde for 
setting to sea, for preseruing of the merchant trade 
spoyled by Dunkirkers, my Loid wold neoer boate, 
bot gaue trust to Adunutie, Douglas and Mur* 
ray, the 8 capitant of them shippes, qoho dranke 
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and made good cheire, bot wold not offend the eni- 
mey. 

The 12 of JtiUj, this zeire, S^ Jhone Hamilton of 
Magdelands) Clercke of Register^ his Maiesty be- 
mg better adwysed, wes, by warrant, putt againe 
vpone the exchequer. 

His Maiesty, by his letter to his priuy counsaill 
from Wanstaid, the 12 of Julij, commandes that the 
Archbischope of St. Andrewes, Primat and Metrapo- 
litane of Scotland, may haue the place of prseceden- 
cey befor the Lord Chanceler oi Scotland, and so 
consequently befor all others ; wich notwithstanding^ 
the Lord Chanceler Hay, a gallant, stout man, wold 
neuer condescend too, nor euer sujflfer him to haue 
place of him, doe quhat be coold^ aU the dayes of 
his lyffetyme. I remember that K. Charles sent me 
to the Lord Chanceler (being then Earle of Kinoule) 
the day of his coronatione,. in the morning, in Ap 
1633, to shew him that it wes his will and pleasure, 
bot cmlie for that day, that he wold ceed and giue 
place to the archbischope ; bot he retomid by me 
to his Maiestie a werey bruske anssuer, wich wes, 
that since his Maiesty had beine pleased to continew 
kim in that office of chanceler, wich by his meines, 
his Yorthey father, of happey memorie, had bestowed 
wpone him, he was redey in all humility to lay it 
doune at bis Maiesties feete: bot since it was his 
rojrall win, he should enioy it with the knowen pne- 
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uilidges of the same^ neuer a stoned preist in Scot* 
kmd should sett a foote befor him so long as his 
blood wes hoCte* Quhen I had relatted his anssuer 
to the Kinge, he said, weel Lyone, letts goe to buBsi- 
nes» I will not medle furder with that olde canckeied 
goottishe man, at quhosse handes ther is nothing, to 
be gained bot soure wordes. 

Immediady after the letter for Archischope Spots^ 
woods pr»cedencey, ther arriued heu* from courte, 
with Bischope Lindesaj of Rosse, 8<Hne artickells 
subscriued with the King, of the dait at Wainstaid, 
thcl^of JuUj, 1686. 

Fint, You shall declair to your brethrin the 
bischopes and archebischopes, that wee are pleased 
that they suffer suche of the ministry, as being ad- 
mitted therto befor the 5 canons war made at St. 
Johnestoune, and hauing befor that tyme taught and 
instructed ther parishoners wtherwayes, doe noa 
make scruple ta practisse aney of the canons, eap^ 
dally that concerning geniculotion; and that out of 
ther charity towardes ther brethren, and loue to the 
peace of the churche, spare them a tyme till they be 
better resolued, prowyding they wtter no doctrine 
publickly aganist our authority, the church gouemi- 
ment, nor canons therof. 

2« That they shall dissuade no wthers nather pri- 
natly noor publickly, fitmi the obedience therof; nor 
-shall mantcine reasoning aganist the same ; nor shall 
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refusse the commuiiion to aney craning the same^ 
imeelhig. That they shall not receaue aney persons 
of ther neighbours congregatione to the communion 
without the testimoniall of ther ministers ; and that 
for esshewing of schissemes and confusion, pro- 
wyding if aney of the saides elder ministers Uaue 
practissed aney of the saides^ canons at aney tyme 
befor, that they be not exempted from praetizing 
them therafter; that they shall not wreatt aney 
reasons aganist the saids canons ore church gouer- 
niment. 

3* That the brethrin that are banished haue libeN 
tie to returne, and be placed at churches againe ; 
and the brethreen coniynned or suspendit for ther 
^isconformity, be inlarged, and placed againe in the 
ministry, prowyding they all giue security for ol>. 
Beruing of the former conditions, and wee be made 
acquainted therwith, and warrants be prociured from 
WB seuerally in ther fauors, vpoire the petitione of 
the archbischope of the prouince, and bischope of 
the diocey, and his auen. 

4. That you desyre your brethreen to make all 
the ministers that are a^itted within ther seuerall 
dioceis, «ince the 6 canons wer made, to obey 
and pracdsse the same, wtherwajres to censure 
them, according to the tenor of ther bands subscri** 
ved by them at the tyme of ther admissione; and in 
^eaisse aney hftue beine admitted dnce the making of 
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the said canons, without subscriuing ane band of 
conformity, lett ws be adwertissed in quoss6 diocey 
that minister duells, to the effecte ^^ee may eausse 
the bischope therof to be punished for admitting 
aney without a band of ccmformity ; and that the 
said minister be urged to subscriue the band, wick 
at his entrie should haue beine subscriued be him. 

5^ That a comoa band of conformitie be formed^ 
that all the archbischopes and bischopes shall causse 
to be subscriued be eurey minister within ther dio-* 
cey at ther admissione, wiche wee declaire wee will 
haue eurey archebischope and bischope causse be 
done, wnder the paine ef lossing th^ places and be«> 
nefices. 

6» That all bischopes make residence at ther dio* 
cesse at ther cathedrall churchy with diligence, ex^ 
cept suche as shall be employed aboute our seruice 
and publicke employment; and the bischopes not 
resident, ther names to be dilated to ws be the arch- 
bischope of the prouince, to the effecte wee may sig- 
nifie our pleasure concerninge the same. 

7. That you deall with the archebischope, and 
others quhome it may conceme, that the Earie of 
Nidisdaill be not troubled for his rel^on, wnlesse 
he giue some publicke offence^ till wee be first ac- 
quanted therwith» 

8. Tliat all the bischopes and archbischqseswsae 
ordioarey wisitatiwis, and in the tyme therof they 
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|)laiite scooles in eurey parochin, and causse weekly 
eatichize the people, by enrey minister, for remoueing 
igndrance, barbarity and atheisme; and that also 
they take order for intertaining the poore in ilk pa- 
rochin. 

9d You shall desyre Mr Peitter Hay 6f Naughton 
to deliuer his booke to be perwssed by the Arche- 
bischope of St Andrewes and you; and quhen you 
haue reformed suche thinges as you thinke fittings 
that you causse putt the same to the presse and pub- 
lishe it. 

10. Ze shall certifie the ^d Mr Peitter from ws^ 
that wee haue takin notice of his good seruice done 
to our laite deire father, and of his ability and suffl- 
eiencey to seme ws; and quhen fitting occassione 
shall ofier, wee shall not be forgetfull, bot haue a 
eaire of \ds ptefevm^it. Sk subscribitur, 

Charles R"^. 

To this sfflne purpois, and of the same dait, his 
Maiesty wreat a particular letter to the archbischope 
and bischopes, shewing them that he wold haue the 
artickells sent by the Bischope of Roiise punctually 
obserued. 

His Maiesty,' by his letter from his courte at Otte- 
lands, of the 28 of Julij, this zeir, to his priuey 
counsaill wreatts that it is his will and pleasure that 
knight barronetts, at ther creatione, pay no fees to

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the heraulde^; bot that ther eldest sonnes, quhen 
they atteine to perfyte age, and requyres knighthaody 
that they pay[the fees as all wther knights doe in all 
tyme cominge. 

£k William Alexander, Secretarey of Estaity 
wreatts, at his Maiesties command, to the Arche- 
hischope of Glasgow, not to trouble the Earle or 
Abercome and his mother for ther reUgidb, pro- 
wyding the giue no publicke acandell nor offence^ 
wntill his Maiestie be first adwertissed* 

His Maies^ recommends to his comisell the peace 
of the kingdome;: and that the jdosiea betuix the 
Marques of Huntley and the Earle of Murray, anent 
the said earles commission aganist the Clan-chattai» 
and ther resaittets, disturbe not the same; wich wea 
thought diat Murray wssed with too much rigor^ 
contrair his promisse to the King* 25 oi Agust^ 
1626. 

About this same tyme, his Miuesty sent instruc-

Si* Johne Scott, Director of the Chancelerey, 
aboute this same tyme, a bussie man in foule wethel'y 
and one quhosse couetecnosnesse far exceidit his ho* 
nesty, did exhibit some artickeUs to his Ma^ aneiit 
the alteraticme of tenurs and haldkiges, and the 
omissione oP marriages, wich by the King wes re* 
commeBdi(} to & ThcHnaa Hope, one of his liduo^ 
cats, to be put to a trayell, and to prosecut die i^ame 
to his Maiesties profitt and comoditjr. 

Thursday tihe 9 of Nouember, this zeire,' & Ran* 
dall Crew,^ Lord Gheiffe Justice of the King^ 
Benche, was commandit to forbeare his sitting Ai 
the oourte; and the nixt day, by wreat, he was des- 
charged from his office. 

The 10 of Nouember this aehre, 1626, his Maiestf

The €(»nmissioners that wer sent from thesse that 
had intrest in the reuocatione, this zeire» 16S$, wer 
Johne, Earle of Rothes, Alexander, Earle of Lin- 
lithgow, and Johne, Lord London* They wer stay- 
ed at Stamford wnapproching the courte (as I 
wxeat befor) for a tyme; 14 December, his Maies- 
tie stormed at ^er 'petition, as of too heigh a straine 
for subiects and petitioners; bot shortly therafter« 
one the acknowledgment of Aer error, they obetein 
pardon and licience to come to the conrte. 

The 27 of December, Jhone Grhame, Earle of 
Menteith, Lord Kilpont, one his Maiesties'especiall 
warrant to the Lordes of his priuey counsaill, is 
suome and admitted a priuey counseller, and one of 
the commissioners of the exchequer.

'Hie 8 of Februarij, this zeire, his Maiestie directs 
m warrant to his priuey counsaill, that th^ causse 
the 'Earle of Nidisdaill pay to himseUfe, the Lord 
Spynie and £k James St. Claire of Murkill, in Cath- 
nes, the soume of 8000 pound starling, for lewying 
of three regiments of footte, of SOOO men a peice^ 
for his vnckell the King of Denmarkes sendee. 
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Tke 8 of this taae flttountlie, his Ma^ shewet his 
coonsaill, that he is creiSblj informed of the misbe* 
hmiottr of papists, and off the pubiick scandall they 
giue; and commands them to cansse the heigh ooBr- 
missione to take precdsse order with aU Romanists, 
especially witb seroenarie prists and iesoittes, wko 
gNKs pubUeke soaadall ; and that they of his couzw 
saU assist tlia said ccmuaissicHie heirin ; bot withall 
desjres them to spare suche of tihe Rombhe rdiigioif 
as Hues €oiif(Mrme to the l&wett, not gining offence 
publickly, bot caireyes tbemselues doilly and obe- 
dient to our lawes. Our intentione (sayes the letter) 
being rather to sane ther soules than ruine ther 
ostaites. 

Sk James Learmoutk of Balcomy, and S^ James 
Lodcart <£ Lee, being sent comnnssioners by ike 
gen^rie, bayers of tythes, to his Maiesty, and havmg 
pnrcbessed a warrant for ther conneining and meitt- 
ing togider to consult anent matters of tytfaes and 
superiorities, diuersse posses(»v and sellers did in- 
trade themselues in ther meittinges, for ther auen 
^ids; wich his Maiestie being informed off, by his 
letter te his priuey oounsaill, from Ottelands, dit 
prohibit. 

This zeire, at the feast of St George, it was or- 
dained that the Souerainge and Knights of the or- 
der of the Grarter, should weare one the left syde 
and shoulder of ther clockes and ryding coattes, the 
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crosse x>f St George within the garter, and eertaine 
beames of siluer, such as the Knights of the Holy 
Goste in France does weare^ wich beames doe 
spread in forme of a crosse. 

His Maiesty, by his letter of the 3d of Maij, 1627^ 
chydes the archbischopes and bischopes, as men 
woyde of charity, bezond measure timorous without 
a causse, in reapecte they had wrettin a letter to him 
some dayes befor, shewinng that quhat was intendit 
by his Maiesty for a.helpe to the churche, was lykly 
to proue the wtter wndoing therof* 

The bischopes, in Maij this zeire, sends wpe com- 
missioners to the King, Adam Bellend^ Bischope 
of Dumblaine, and Mr Johne MaxswoU, one of the 
ministers of Edinbrughe, all of them be possesid 
with fears that the commissione of surranders wolde 
wndoe the churche ; wherwpone his Maiesty, by his 
letter to the said connnissioners, of the 18 of Maij 
this zeire, explaines the said commissione, and de- 
clairs that his will was and is, that churches allredey 
not suffid^dy prowydit, be suppleid; that eurey 
propriator of lands might haue hes own tjrthes wpon 
A reasonable condition ; as also that his rewenew3 
might be incressed and augmented.

Thb zeire, bis Maiesty causes make a new grate 
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seall for Scotland. Nicoku Briott, a Frencheman^ 
made it, and the old wes brokin, 5 Julij, 1627. 

This bypast sommer, ^ aboue 120 sayle of Scottes^ 
and Englishe shipes, in the Qmie of wintage, went 
vnto sundrey pairts of France^ and being arriued at 
Burdeaux and odier places, the Frei^cbe King cads- 
sed arrest them all ; onlie the Scottes shipes, in ret* 
q>ecte of the a&dent leai^e, wer dbmSssed: quher- 
wpone the citicens of London, according' to lh& 
Kinges command, sent out 20 shipes oi varre, w^ill 
appojnted^ to scoure the seas and< coste% and to 
teke suche Frenche shipes as they could nieitt with 
all ; quho haoing takin a grate maney prizes, and 
endured grate tempests of thunder and lightnings 
one the 4 of Jaauarij, 16S7, they returned.

In i^)prile this zetre, 1627y Doet(Nr Neilly Bt* 
tehope of Durseme, and Doctor Laude, Bisdiope of 
Bathe and Welles, wer suome priuey counsellers; 
and shortly tberafter, the saide Doctor Laude wai» 
made Bischope of London* 

Vedinsday the 27 of Junij, this aeiie, die Dock of 
Buckinghame, with a werey royall nauey, consisting 
of diuersse of the shipes royall and maney of the 
ahipes of warre, to the number almost of 100, with 
10 regiments of Englishe and 1 rqpm^it of Scottes^ 
consisting of 8000 Scottes^ oonunandit by Wi] 
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Earle of Morton* They kmsed from the De <if 
Wight^ and arriiied at the He of Rae, neir Ro<^ieU^ 
and todke it, with the litle tonne of St. Martine, bot 
could not car^ the forte, commandit by Monseur 
de Torax, and a regiment of Frenches. The Eng^ 
lishe possesed the ile wntill the 29 of October, al 
wieh tymci by night, the Frenche did land from the 
Budne into the lie, a grate maney regiments of horsse 
and foote, and forced the DudLe to make a werey 
fonle and dishonorable retrait out of the iland abord 
of his sh^fypes, with the losse of maney braue com- 
manders and souldiers; and so, with diame and dis- 
grace returned to the west of England, aboute the 
19 of the monnthe of Nouember, this same zeire# 
Tlie conrte talked of this woyage as ther afiecticma 
and passions led them; bot the good conntre}aneli 
and Weill sighted statesmen did deirly see the 
Dnckes trecberey and disafifectione to the protestant 
causse and reformed religione : and this Inrauade to 
a£fe sett purposse enlie intendit (and so waickly pro* 
secnte) for the mine of all the professors of the re- 
formed religion in France, and the strenthning of 
the popeische partey ther«

Monday, 17 of Mardie^ 1628^ the Kiiig, with the 
Boldlity and deargk, rode in grate staite trom Whit- 
inU to the pafliaaienl bdaans^ qdbr he signifiad to 
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the nobility and comons the causae of his calling 
them in this present piurMament) in thesse wordes^ 
My Lords and Gentrey, 

Thesse tymes are for actionem quherfor, for exem-^ 
pies saicke, I meine not to spend aney tyme in< 
wordes, eiq>ecting accordingly, that as I houpe your 
good resolutions will be speidey, not spending wn- 
neeessarley tyme, or that I may better say danger-* 
ously, for tedious consultations at this coniuncture 
of tyme, is ak hurtefull as eiuill resdiutions. 

I am sure ze expeote £rom me both to know the 
eausse of your meitting, and quhat to resolue one. 
Zet I think ther is none heire bot knowes that 
comon dangw is the eausse of this parliament^ and 
tbat supplie at this tyme is the cfaei£fe end of it So 
that I neid bot poynt to you quhat to doe : I will 
wsse bot few persuasions ; for if to mateine your ad-' 
wysses as now the caisse standes, by the following 
dierof the treu religione, the liberties of stait, the 
just defence of our trew frindes and alliances^ be 
not sufficient, noe eloquence of man or angeU can 
prewaile; (mUe lett me remember you, that my 
deutey most of all, and eurey one of yours, accor-^ 
ding to your degree, is to seicke the mandnence of 
this churche and comonwealthe ; and certanlie ther 
was neuer tyme ill wich this deutey was more ne- 
cessarly requyred then now.

Thursday the 12 of Junij, this zeire, 1628, Doc-- 
tor Laude, Bischope of London, wes accused by^ 
the Housse of Comons for warranting the printings 
of Doctor Manverings sermons, and the said 
Doctor wes brought to anssuer the comons charge 
aganisthim: 

First, that he laboured to infusse into the myde 
of his Maiestie the persuasion of a power not 
bounding itselue with lawes, wich King James, of 
famous memorey, calls in his speich to the par- 
liament, 161d, tyraney, zea tiraney accompanied 
with periurey : 

Secondly, He endeuors to persuade the con- 
science of the subiects, that they are bound to obey 
illegal commandes ; zea, he damneth them for not 
obaying them : 

Thridly, He robes the subiects of the proprietie 
of ther goodes : 

Fourtly, He brandes them that will not losse this 
propriety with most odious and scandalous tytilles, 
to make them hatelull both to prince and people ; 
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and 80 to sett a diuisione between the head and 
members themselues ; 

Fyftly, To the same end, and not muche vnlyke 
to Fauxe and hes fellowes, he seekes to blow vpe 
the parliament and parliamentarey power. 

One this charge, Manueringe was, by the parlia- 
ment, deseruedly censured, 14 Junij ; bot this cen- 
sure of his proued the causse of his aduancement 
therafter, as ze will heire« 

Tn the mounthe of Appryle, this zeire, James, 
Earle of Carleill, was by his Maiesty sent ambassa^ 
dor to the Duckes of Sauoy, Loraine, Florence, and 
to the republicke of Venice ; he went with a grate 
traine of Englishe, Scotts gentlemen. 

In Maij, this zeire, the parliament continewed 
disputting ther liberties with his Maiesties prseroga^ 
tiue; neuerthelesse they obteined a confirmatione 
both of ther magna carta, and chartter of the for- 
rests, with ane anssuer to the petition of right, as 
they call it. 

In the begining of Junij, this zeire, the Venetian 
ambassador, Contarein, had publicke audience of 
)iis Mafesty at Whithall, in his chalmber of pre- 
sence, at 3 a clocke in the aflernoone. 

This same day, the Duck of Sauoyes ambassador 
had audience priuatly. 

One Fryday the 13 of Junij, one Doctor Lambe, 
a phisitian, a pryme counsellour, and foUouer of the

Docke of Buckmghame» a wicced fellow, form^y 
accussed and arrainged for sorcerey and witchcraft^ 
(by wulgar named) the Duckes Witche, gomg to 
see a play at the fcnrtune, wes assailed by the multi- 
tude at a codces hoosse within Moregate^ quher he^ 
decerning the danger of ther hatred, they hauing 
perseued him in diuersse streites^ and throughe the 
feUdes, espaying certaine saylers, he called them in 
and gaue them money to gaurd him, quho, by stroi^ 
handy gydit him throu^^ Colman Streeit, quher for 
shelter he entred into a taneme, the saylers de- 
fending the dore ; bot the enraged mnhitude^ with 
stcmes and dnrte beatt the saylers, and breacke the 
windowes of the housse, so that the hoste was forced 
to conuay hun fnrth at a backe dore leading wnto 
the Olde Jurey, quher the rolrte mett lum ^^in^ 
and <»ie^ with a grate stone^ strboke ou^ the ey^ 
and feUid him to the ground; and then he arrosse 
vpe to crosse the streitt^ bot with that and th^ 
blowes, he fell into the kennell, quher beii^ still 
beattin and woondit, he remained senssles, and then 
was caried to the counter in the Pouhrie, quher he 
d^ed at night. 

The 17 of this mounthe of Jung, the housse of 
cofiiona prea^ited to his Maiesty, at WhitthaU, a re- 
monstrance aganist George, Duck of Bttddnghatne^ 
consisting of 17 arttckeUa : — 

1. Altaratione of reUgione ; 
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2. AlteradcHie of gouorniment; 

3. Billitingofsouldiers; 

4. For taking of tonage and pounadgt without 
lawy wich was neuer befbr bot by parliament; 

& Disasters in the enterpryses to Cadm^ St

6. M anH fi piil d es iomey, with the kase often thou- 
nmd men to no purpois ; 

7« Of Englishe shyes, to the nomnher of g40y be* 
aydes mariners, lost;

9. The eq>eciall fiuroes of the Idngdome snfired 
to decay; 

10. Placing of papist oflKoers in eqpeciall places of 
atrenthe; 

11. For not piowyding ponder and shotte as 
befbr; 

12. For selling of aboue 400 tunes of ponder out 
<xf die Toner; 

13. For sending for Dutche horssemen ; 
14p. Displacing honest suffident officers ; 

15. FcNT breaking vpe of parliaments^ wiche breides 
nonaticms in the stait;

in one mans hand, viz* in the Duck of Bucking- 
hames, wich was neuer befon 

And with all they humbley desyre, that his Ma- 
iestie will be pleassed to consider thesse thinges, 
and according to his wysse and judidous delibera* 
tion, to helpe diem. 

. After the presenting of this remonstrance by the 
Lower Housse to his Maiestie, in the Banquetting 
housse at Whithall, one the 17 of Junij, his Males- 
tie spoke to them thus : — 

I did litle expecte, Master Speaker, the good an- 
suer I gaue to your last petitione, that you should 
haue gone one with such a remonstrance, the particu- 
lars quherof, (being matters of gouemiment in staite 
and religion) I doe, as I conceaue, wnderstwd better 
then you doe ; and now since you handled them, I 
perceaue that you wnderstand them lesse then I did 
thinke you did. I shall take your remonstrance 
wnto consideratione, and shall doe in it auen tyme as 
it deserues* 

The 26 of Junij, this zeire, the Kinges Maiestie 
cam to the parliament housse, and prorouged it wn- 
till the 20 day of October follouing ; bot it satt not 
doune wntill the 20 of Januarij in the subsequent 
Eeire, at wich tyme it againe begane, and condnew- 
ed till Marche following, bot concludit nothing; 
and vpone Vedinsday, the 2d of Mardie, the King 
by proclamation dissolued the parliament, and on 
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the morrou therafVer went ki stait to the parliament 
housse, by barge, and ther, in presence of the nobi- 
lity and comons, dissolued the parliament. 

This parliament granted to the King 5 intdre 
subsidies, to be payed within a zeire. 

The 9 of Julij, the tuo Damshe ambassadors, after 
ther retume from France, had andience of the King 
at Whithall, and ther dispatche was referred to the 
Buck of Buckinghame, the Earles of P^nbrocke, 
Montgomerey, the Lord Carletone, Secretarey of 
Estait, and to the President of the priuey counsaill, 
quho ather wold not ore could not meitt togider ; 
the imputatione of the ambassadors hinderance be- 
ing layed one the Duck of Buckinghaaies wnwilling- 
nes to fiurder the affiiires of Denmark. 

The 10 of Julij, the King and Duck of Bucking- 
hame being playing at boulles, in the bouling aley 
in the Spring Garden, accompanied with many no- 
blemen and gentlemen of the courte, and wthers; 
the Duck speaking to the King with his hatt one his 
head, (a Scottsman, Androw Vilson by name,) quho 
was laitly robbed by the Dunkirkers, cominge from 
Poland, came in behind the Ducke, and flinges offe 
his hatt, biding him remember himselue with and 
lo quhome he spoke (so presumptuoslie) with his 
hatte one his head ; he departed therafter out of the 
alley, and being asked by some of the by standers 
how he durst attempt suche a thing, replayed, that 
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if he di4 Sf^ ftoey HMO 00 3twdii^ wiUi his Prin^e^ 
Jhe wold toadii^ him better m wers ; and ^qpeeially 
fiuche a one that did wndoe his Maiesti^ quhoU 
dominions^ 90 without mg>r^ hp went ont^ hot ime- 
diatly heing sought fiiTf could not be found. Diuersse 
about the Dnd^ told him that this was a w^ny omi- 
nous thiogy and pfupteadit some gnite disaster to 
fajm ; he did Imu^ at thOTL 

Abc^t the end of Julljf this tdr^ did resolue to 
come to &odand to he crouned heirt and for that 
purpois did wreiitl; letters to die eonnsaill heir, in- 
diting a parliam^t to hold at Edinbra^ei the 1£^ 
day of Sept«»nber9 this same aeire; bot in rcispeete 
his Miiiesties housses and wther thinges necessarey 
aganist that tymet could uot be in vedinease^ the 
Lprd^s of his prlney coiinsaOl intr^atted him lo de- 
fyrx his ipFney wntili May in ^ ftiUooing aaire^ 
lfi89, to wioh his Ma^ condescendit, and sent his 
oommandes for contineuing the parlisment mitill 
that tyme. His desinge was to haue cosne doune 
post ; bot the Lord Chaneelerp Hay» diswadit him 
from thfity as a coursse derogatorey from his honor 
and grateneSf that with a few seruants he should 
goe post to a kingdome he had neuer bean in since 
his chyldhood, and that in a worsse faahcm then hia 
ftdier King James did, in A^ 1617 ; bot radier in 
grater pompe and stait, being ahoute to reoeaue hia 
eroune, as ^Iso to make his first eslrq^ amongest 
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his natioe people. The Ki|^ tooke this adwysse 
werey kyndlie, and iqpphiadit the Lord Chanceler 
heighly £Mr giuing iU 

In the begning of Aguste, this zeire, Endymeon 
ForteTf oBe of the gronmes of his Maiesties bed*- 
chahnber, went to Borne, and then Venioe, with let* 
ters to th^ Earle of Corleile, his Maiesties ambassa^ 
dop ther; bot his commissions tp Qome were pot 
diwulged. 

The nauey royall wes in prq^aring this monnthe, 
and wer mett to the noomber of 160 sayle^ to hane 
gone wnder the command of the Ducdc of Bucking* 
bamci Lord Admi^rall of Engknd, to reliue the 
toune of Bochell, be«eidged by Lewes the 18, ther 
Eingi bot it wes credibly thought, that the Duck 
had some other d^seii^ in his head, then the re* 
leiA of the poor^ oppressed protestants of France, 
in respecte of 6 regiments of footte, quherof ther was 
one of Seottes, commandit by WilUam, Earle of 
Morton, consiiting of 8000 men. 

In the begining of this same mounth of Aguste, 
Buckinghame had out of the exchequer, of thesse 
subsidies granted by the last parliament, 100 and 
40 thousand pound starliag, notwithstanding of the 
protestatione takin by 9 members of the housse <^ 
eenons, tot with they wer committed to diuonse 
prisons. 

The Duckes not giuing order to pay the mariners 
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the wadges, did brdd grate mutines amongest theniy 
sua that he going tbroughe toune of Portesmouthe, 
one Thursday the 21 of Aguste, in his cotche, the 
saylers flocked about, and one that was appoynted 
spokesman for the rest rayled one him, calling him 
traiter, and a betrayer of his King and. countrey, 
and a bloodsucker of the poc»re, in respecte by 
detaining ther pay, they wer almost all starued for 
mantinence. The Duck in a rage stepes ouer the 
coatch, befor the lackey could lett doune the butte 
therof, runs straight towardes the fellow that had 
railled one him, amidest the furious multitude, and 
runs he throughe with hes suord, so that the fellow 
falls doune dead ; they Craying that they wold be 
reuenged on the Duckes persone, quho had killed 
ther speaker. The presse so augmented, that the 
Ducke was forced to retume with speed to his lodge- 
ing, fiar his auen saflie. . The cheifie ringleaders of 
this tumulte, he causses tuo of them the morrow to 
be hanged one a gibett, and sex of them to be shutte 
Tpe in a closse prissone ; his best frindes disapprou- 
ed this temerity of his, since it rather augmented the 
mutiney then appeased it ; and th^ wer of the op- 
pinon, that the Duck had done more prudently to 
haue opined the thesaurey, and distribute a litle 
money amongest them. By this acte of his he shew 
himselue to be a stoute souldier, rather then a wysse 
generaU. 
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One Saterday the 28 of Aguste, betuix Byne and 
ten of the clocke in the momingy the Duck of Buck- 
inghame, being in Capitane Massons housse, quher 
he lodged, and hauing brackfast in the hall, and re- 
teiring himselue to his withdrawing chamber, a co- 
lonell being taking his leiue of him, vnexpectedly, 
Johne Feltone, a leiuetenant x>( foote, watching his 
c^^Kurtunity, comes closse behind the said coloneU, 
and oner the duckes right shoulder, (quho had bow- 
ed his bodey in embracing the colonell,) strickes 
him a terrible blow, a litle aboue the lefte pape, with 
a tuo-edged knyfiPe, made for the purpois ; the bloode 
immediatly issewing out at his mouthe and nosse, 
and putting his hand to the knyfib to pull it oute, 
so sayes, the willane hath killed me; and so stagring 
fell doune dead, being supported by the command- 
ers ther present, his bodey layed all akmge one the 
table in the dyning roume. Feltone, quho had killed 
him, in the midest of so grate a confussione and as- 
tonishment of all that wer present, he quietly with- 
drew himselue doune staires to the kitchin, and in 
his passii^ by the dore crayes, some Frencheman 
heth killed the Duck ; and from thence, not seeing 
aney way to escape, stopes doune into a little gar- 
den, and ther walkes vpe and doune. The fray ar- 
rysing within the housse quho it diould be that ccnn* 
mitted the facte, eurey one woundnng at ane other; 
at last they come to the litle garden, quher they find 
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Fekono walking vpe and doune «n alone, one calls, 
Sira, is it you that hes oonunitted tliis crenel mor- 
ther, in stabing my Lord Duck? qubo replayes, I 
am the man; and with that pulls out his suord, and 
putting his backe to the wall, sayes, Come one, and 
I will dye lyk a souldier; bot they seinng him in 
dispaire, and willing to be killed, with spitts Ceouk 
the kitohin, and some partisans, they beat doune hia 
suord, and takes him, quho without any cunctation, 
ingeaously confesses that he had sett himselue to 
kill him 8 mounthes b^N*, and till now could neuMr 
bane the oportunity* He said that he had often be- 
sought Ood one his knees to diuert him from it^ bot 
the Lord had not hard his supplicaticms; bot sayea 
he, within this fortnight I haue continually, night 
and day, besought Ood to directe my hand aright* 
Sayes one standing by, to tray him^ Hie treuth is, 
my Lord hes gottin a grate wound, set not deadly, 
and I houpe he will recouer: Noe, anssuers Fel* 
tone^ lett that alone, the tume is done, for Ood hath 
hard my prayers. This Feltone was Leiuetenant to 
Capitane Courtney, quho was killed in the He of 
Bees, and according to the law of armes, should 
haue succidit his Capitaine, and had the companey. 
Bot by the Duck being putt by it, and ane other 
placed one the head of the same, the Dudce, togiue 
him content, promissed him the first vaickand place, 
wich neuerlhalesse of his pronusse, he did not per- 
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Sonae. Bot seeing himselne delndit, he did eicposttt'^ 
lat with the Duck of breache of promiBse made to 
him^ from quhome he reseaued no other satisfaction 
then bitter and reprochfuU threatteS) wich cast the 
gentleman in a desperat melancholej, and thinking 
quhen he had kiUed the Duck he should himaelue 
beine finnrthwith killed, did wreat thesse wOTdes obe 
a peioe of paper, and pinne it to the lyning of his 
hatte withfai-^ 

That man is couardlie base, and deseraes nather 
the name of a gentleman ore souldier, that will not 
sacrifisse his lyfFe for the honor of Ck>d and saftie of 
bis Prince and countrej^— **Lett no man commend 
me for doing of it; bot rather discommend them<^ 
seines; for if Ood had not takin away out hartes 
for our sinnes, he could not bane gone so icnge ▼n^' 
punishwL

At this tyme, the King and courte lay at Soutl»- 
wicke, some sex miles from Portsmouthe ; with nuh- 
ney teares be lamented the Duckes vntymous death; 
sset in bis passion, was not hard to wtter anej worsse 
etpmsions then, Quho can Tithstand the band of 
beauen. 

The Ducke of B vckinghamcss corpes wer brought 
to London one Saterday the penult of Agust, by 
torche light, and laid done in Wallingfoord boussc^ 
ouer aganist Whithall, and from thence wer, one the 
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18 of September, by night, interred in the chapelT 
royall at Westminster. 

Immediatley after the Duckes death, the Earle of 
Lindesay was made generall of the fleeit, quho sett 
sayle from the coaste of Elngland aboute the 10 of 
Sq>tember, with resolutione to releiue the distressed 
Rochellers ; bot befor ther approache, the Frenche 
Eling had gained the toune, so that this fleeit, wich 
had stood the stait in a vast soume of money, be 
hudgly shakene with tempests by sea^ returned about 
the midle of Nouember. 

Thursday, 27 of Nouember, Johne Feltone, 
that had killed the Duck of Buckinghame, was 
brought from the Tow«r, and arrainned at the 
Kings Benche, quher he werey pointedly confessed 
the facte, and receaued iudgement to be hanged ; 
wich sentence was executte at Tybume one Saterday 
therafter, and hes dead bodey was sent by cotche to 
Portsmouthe, and ther hanged one a gibett in iron 
chaines. 

At this same tyme, one Mr James, ane attendeF 
one S*^ Robert Cotton, a grate k>uer of his Gountrey, 
and a hatter of all suche as he supposed enimes to 
the same, was called in question for wretting some 
lynes, wich he named a statue to the memorey of 
that vorthey patriot S. Johne Feltone. The lynnes 
wer thesse : — 
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Imoftall man of ^ori«^ iHiose braue hand ' 

Hath once b^une to disenchant the land 

From magiq: thraldome ! one proud man did mate 

The nobles, ^ntles, comons- of tbe staita ;

sia ; his mime was Vassiiowiche D^meta^ewick, quho 
is s^Iedi in the Emperours letter, a gentleman of 
his princely housse, of note, and Weill tcBpected. 
His ambassejr was to congratulat his Maiesdes hap- 
pey succession to his crolms of Chrate Brittane^ 
France and Irland. He was honorablie receaued, 
and his Maiestie did giue him audiwice tbe 7 of De- 
cember this same zeire. 

The 14 of December, the Lord Viscount Gonway, 
Principall Secretarey of Estaif, Was mdde Lord 
President of the Priuey Ck)unsaitl) and in his place, 
the Lord Viscount Dorchei^i' wa^Stfome Secret 
tarey at WhithalL 

A« 6*^ Kegis Carol], et Sal: 1629. 

The 10 of Maij, this ^Mte, 1089, thst delusiue 
warr, so muche destructione to the protestant reli-* 
gion with France, heittg haitched wpe in jMiee, was 
proclaimed with grate solemnity* 

The 13 g£ Maij, the Queine was brought to bed 
of a sone at Greinwitche, quho, by f esson of his 
weeknes, was kcunediatly christned Charles, and 
the same morning deyed, and the nixt day therafter 
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was solemly interrid in the chapell royall at West- 
minster. 

Sunday the 6 of September, at Vindesore, the 
King solemly tooke the othe for obseruing the arti- 
ckells of the leauge with France, and ther feasted 
the Frenche ambassador werey royally. 

Aboute the end of October, this same zeire, S^" 
Francis Cottingtone, knight, Chanceler of the Ex- 
chequer, was sent to treat of a peace, ambassador to 
Spaine* 

Tuesday the 10 of Nouember, 1629, Samuell 
Harsnett, Archbischope of iSorke, William Comp- 
tone, Earle of Northampton, President of the 
Marches, and the Lord Viscount Ventworthe, Pre- 
sident of the Northe, wer all three suome priuey 
CGunsellers at Wbithall. 

1630. 

Vpone new zeires day, 1630^ arriued at London, 
Don Carolo de Coloma, ambassador from Spaine, 
to conclude the trettey, and had audience vpone 
Vedinsday the 12 of Januarij. 

Aboute the end of Februarij, this zeire^ a fleett of 
14 saile, furnished with men, women and children, 
and all necessarieyes, diuersse of them being handey 
craftsmen of good qualitie and substance, to make 
a firme plantatione in thesse pairts of America^ 
called Kew Engkady lyand betaieen the d^eea

In the mounthe of Appryle, 1630, ther wer made 
Knights of the Garter, the Lord Veston, Lord The- 
saurer of England ; the Earles of Excester and Lin- 
desay* 

Saterday, 29 of Maij, this zeire, betueen the hours 
of 10 and 11 in the forenoone, was borne Charles, 
Prinee of Walles, at St James, neir Charing Crosse ; 
the foUouing day being Sunday, the King^ with the 
grate Lordes of his counsaill, came to St Pauls 
diurehe,. by eoatche^ aboute 8 a clodce in the for- 
noone, and was- by the bischopes, prebends and 
queire of Pauls^ receaued at the grate west dore 
with a soleme Te Deum laudamus ; ther he hard 
sermon, and therafter returned to St James* 

At this «une tyme, Lyone King of Anne, being 
at London, was by his Maiesty sent doune with let- 
ters to the Losdes of his priuey counsaill in Scot> 
land, and to the citey of Edinlprughe^ with the newes 
of the l»rth of & young Prince. He cam to Edin- 
brughe one Tuesday the 1 of Junij, quher ther was 
grate ioy and triumphe made by shoutting of canon, 
ringing cf bells, bonfyres and the lyke. Hie Ma- 
gistrates of Edinbrughe made a grate banquctt one 
«he Heigh Stveet to the I^rdes of his Maiestias pri- 
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uey coonsaill, and others of the nobility and iudges* 
The table stood below the crosse towards the Trooet 
and did containe some 200 persons ; they were waitt- 
ed one by the heranldes in ther coattes, and his Ma- 
iesties trumpetts. 

The 15 of Junijy this zeire, being Sunday^ Sr 
James Balfour of Kynaird, knight, was with grato 
solemity crooned Lyone Kingof ArmesybyGeorge^ 
Viscount of Dupkine, Lord Chanceler of Scotland^ 
his Ma^'*** Commissioner, in the Chapell Royall at 
Holyrudhousae ; and after the ceremoney was endity 
the Lyone feasted the Lord Commissionert the 
Lordes of his Majesties Priuey Counsaill, and Se^ 
nators of the CoUedge of Justice, in the Earle of Lin* 
lithgowes housse, adioyning to the palace* 

One Sunday the 2ft of this mounthe of Junij, 
Prince Charles was christned with grate stait and 
solemnity, quher the Lord Maior and Aldermen 
gaue ther attendence ; and the Lord Maior and S^ 
Heneage Finche, Recorder, presented the King with 
a cupe of gold, of 1000 lib. starling walew. The 
godfather was Lewes IS, the Frenche King, quhosse 
deputey was James, Ducke of Lennox ; the other 
god&ther was the Prince Elector Palatine, and his 
dqputey was James, Marques of Haioultone, 

The godmother was the Queine mother of France, 
and her deputey yas the Dntchesse of Richmond. 

The S8 and 29 dayes of Julij, this zeire, ther wat^ 
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a conuentione of the estaites at Holyrndhousse, 
quherat wer present 42 noblemen, 10 bischopes, 4 
officers of estait, 26 commissioners of shyres, and 
18 of the burrowghes ; all the grate matters debaitt- 
ed in this conwentione wer only some courte diuyces 
to tray how the countrey and. itts commissioners 
woldrelishe thesse new dewices wich wer afterwardes 
brought in and enacted in Ao 1633 ; bot being per** 
ceaued by some, they durst at this tyme venter no 
fiirder one them, bot remitted all to a parliaments 
Onlie to suplie his Maiesties pretendit present vrging^ 
necessities, the eonwentione granted ane taxatione of 
SOsh* vpone the pound land, payable at 4 tearmes^ 
of which the Lord Chanceler, Hay, was made collect- 
tor generall. All the good effects the grant of this 
taxation produced, was, that it not onlie stoped the 
mouthea of some penurious noblemen- and courtiers^ 
and purchest a number of frindes to aduance the* 
courte deseinges in the ensewing parliament; bot 
as for the Kinges necessities it neuer supleid them 
one grote, bot rather sharpned his Maiestie to craue 
a fare grater in the foUouing parliament, being en- 
couraged to demand, since he did see (at least was 
made beliue by his parasittes) that suche fleices 
might be so eassily shome off his poore subiects* 
with no more labor and expensse^ then the cuning 
bestouiog of soume courte creame one the comonv

At this same tyme, Mr William Struthers, one 

of the ministers off Edinbrughe, and a conformitane,

he perceauid wer a broching to be introduced in 

the churche and staite; the letter iie wrotte to the 

Earle of Airthe to be presented to his Maiestie, wich 

I thoiight mostfitt heir to insert for cleiring of some 

passages in iesse grate mischeiffes, wiche those po- 

pische ceremonies and all the rest of that tnimprie, 

not longe therafter, wnwysslie and foulishly, aganist 

all the maximes of good policey^ obtruded vpone 

this churche and staite. 

My werey good Lord^ 

I wisit your Lordschipe with this letter^ and that 

for the end 1 spoke offe more largelie in conference, 

euer for the peace of this poore kirke, wich is rent 

so griuoslie for ceremonies. Ther is also some sur- 

misses of further nouation^ of organes, liturgies, and 

such lyke, wich gratly augments the gteiffe of the 

people ; hot the wysser sorte assure themselues of 

his Maiesties i^yall visdome and moderatione, that 

-his Maiesty wold imposse no new thing, if his Ma* 

iesty wer tymously informed of thesse ore the lyke 

Tesaons: — 
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First, becauf K« lames, of hapey memorqr^ made 
the Marquesse of HamHtone promisse, in his Ma*^ 
came, to all tiie estaits of this land, solemly, in fieice 
of parliameot, that this cJmrche diould not be vrged 
with aney more nonations then theise 6 artidxUsi 
that then wer presented to the pariiaraent Vpone 
wich promisse die parliament rested, and gane waf 
the more cheirfiiUy that thesse artickells snookl 
passe in acte of parliament ^ 

2. Nixt, becausse the motione that is said to be 
made to his Maiestie of diease nouations, is made 
by and besyde the knooledge and conscience c^the 
Idrka of this knd, quho are he^faly diqpleassed with 
that motion ; And more, becansse it is aUedged to 
hane bane in dier name, quho knowes nothing ther« 
of bot by report, 

3. Becausse our churche layes groning wnder tuo 
troUndes; die first of erection of bischopes, the 
odier of geniculadon ; bot if a thrid be inflicted^ 
dver is no appeirance bot of a dissipati<me of the 
chnrche. In the first, people wer only onlodcers 
one bisdiqpes stait ; the jM tuodied them more in 
celtbradone of the holy sacrament, bot zet left arbi<^ 
trarey to them ; bot this dd will be gratter, becansse 
in the qnhole bodey of publicke worschipe they 
shall be forced to suffer nouelties. 

4» Becansse the bichopes are alredey puWci odi| 
Tictinue, and borne doune with contempte, and that 
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Texatioiie is intollerable ; quhen they deposte aney 
brother for not conformity, they scarsly can find 
ane expectant to fill the place that is emptey ; and 
that becausse they become so odious to the flocke, 
that they can doe no good in ther ministne ; bot if 
aney fiirder aouaticme be brought in» the biBdi<^>e9 
wiU ftid 10 for one to be deposed, and thatof thoss^ 
qoho haue alredey giaen obedience to the 6 ar- 
tidLells, quho will rather choysse to forsaicke fher 
places, then to enter in a new fyre of combustion. 

5. 4uid lastly, Becausse it is obserued by suche a$ 
are iudidoos, that the former schissmes haue shaken 
the hartes ci the pecqile in religion, and hadi jux)* 
duced odium vatiniannm among brethre^L Popri# 
is incressed in the hind; and if any further come iUf 
it will be sdne that vniversally people will lie made 
susoqptable of aney religion, and tume atheists ia 
grosse. 

Your (Ixn) Imowes, that I am not one of thesse 
quho stand out aganist order; bot doe suffer for 
myne obedience ; and therfor I the more bdidly sug* 
{"est thesse ressons vnto your Lordschipe. I duell 
in the most eminent pairt of this land, and so haue 
the occasione to see quhat is the firuitt <^ a schissitne* 
I professe ane vnspeakable greiffe to see aney thing 
done that may trouble the peace of the churche of 
this kingdimie, and dewyde the hearttes of a good 
and louing people firom so good a King. Our fyre 
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18 SO gnrte alredey, that it hath more nekleof wmtter 
to quenche it, then oyle to augment it. 
Edinbrnghe, 28th Januarij, 1630. 

Smiday the 5 of December, this zeire, the new 
concludit pcface with Spaine vres isolemlie prochiim* 
ed ; at wich solemity, the Lord Maior of London 
and Aldermen assisted, with the Kinges and He- 
rauldes of Armes, in ther cottes of office, mounted one 
horssebacke* The people expressed ther gladnesse 
by bonefyres and ringing of bells* 

S^ Francis Cottingtone being sent to Spaine, am- 
bassador from his Ma^ of Grate Brittane, receaued 
werey sokme intertainment at the taking of the Spa* 
nishe Kinges othe for obseruatione of this.peace^ 
one tb^ 15 day of December, this zeire, one wich 
day the peace was lykwayes proclaimed in the Spa- 
nishe courte ; and the maner of it was this, (as the 
ambassadors auen letters beares record) : Scaffe- 
holds wer erected in 3 places of the toune, one be- 
for the palace, ane c^er befor the churche of St. 
Marey, neir the Ducke of Veedas housse, and the 
8d in a broad stareett called Puerta de Guadelaiara. 

In the first place went 42 Alquazeills, quho are 
certaine ministerial! officers of justice; the 4 He- 
ratddes of Armes; after them 2 Secretaries of the 
Cooneell Royall ; and last of all, 4 Alquazeills: the 
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42 thiit led the rancke remained one horssebacke^ 
quhill the rest ascendit the scaffhold. 

The cheiffe Secretarey deliuered a paper -with 
maney basas manos to the cheiffe Heraulde, quho 
read it aloude ; this was done by sound of drum and 
trumpett, and tlier was fyre workes both for that 
night and tuo nights after* 

One the 17 day, it was agreid that the King 
should sueare the peace, and my Lord Ambassador 
intendit that day to goe to the palace in coatche ; 
bot the Einges will being to doe gratter honor to 
the day, as also to the ambassador, desyred that he 
wold with his attendants come one horssebacke ; and 
to that end his Maiesty commandit maney choysse 
horsses of his auen stable to be sent to the ambassa- 
dors housse for his wsse. Don Francisco Zapata, 
Master of the Ceremcmies, came to his Xiordschipe 
at 2 of the clbcke, and desyred him not to sturre 
till he should retume, becausse that the Kinges 
pleasure was' that he should be noblie accompanied 
to the palace. Soone after, the imibassadors of 
France, Sauoy and Venice, were so ciuill as to send 
diuersse of ther gentlemen to attend one his Lord- 
schipe diat day. 

About 4 a clbcke, Don Francisco Zapata return^ 
ed, and intreatted the ambassador to take horsse, 
becausse the Duck de Gandia, Maior Domo, Maior 
to the Queine, with man^y other grandees, weer in 
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(he Btreett stteiuling for him. As wee pressed for- 
ward, we found the streetts so full one both sydes of 
nobility, as wee had hardly roume to ryde one be- 
tueen them ; amonge wich were the 

Ducke of Gandia ; 

Duck of Medina de las Torres ; 

Duck of Villa Hermosa ; 

Duck of Infantado ; 

Duck of Pastrwa ; 

Dacke of Ixar ; 

Conde de Niclola, sone and heire to the 
Dudce of Medina Sydonia ; 

Conde de Aluade Lista; 

Marquesse de la Puetla ; 

Marqaesse of Alcaniza; 

Marquesse of Torres ; 

Marquesse de Valle ; 

Marquesse Don Fredericode Tolkedo, Ge- 
nerall (rf'the Armada^ the Ocoean; 

Ccmde de Villanes ; 

Marquesse de Troso ; 

Conde de Villa Alua; 

Conde de Mcmteagnado ; 
with a grate maney more titulados. Ther wer also 
diuersse of the Kinges chamber, and maney princi- 
pall officers <^the Kinges housse, and aboue a huti<* 
dereth Caualleros de Abite. Hie Duckes erf* Gan- 
dia and Medina de las Tones wer last^ and tbsgr 
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veoeaned the ambassador in tbe midest betueen 
thenk We came to the palace halffis ane houerbefor 
torche lights bot stayed ther a good space befor vm 
could gett into the Kinges quarter, tor the palace 
being thronged with nobilitey and caualleros striuing 
k) gett entresse to see the ceremoneyi order was 
giuoi that all passages into the Kinges quarter 
should be shutte wntill the ambassadmr had entred. 
He was still conducted by thesse grate person* 
ages wnto the Kinges quarter ; at our entrey into 
the grate roume of presence, wee saw in the front 
therof the King seatted in grate maiesly ; his gran- 
dees Lad placed themselues aboute him ; bot as wee 
diew aney thing neir him, they cqpened a way in the 
mide:^ quherby the ambassador might passe, quhen 
he did reu^ence the King uncouered ; and quhen 
the King had couer, the ambassador couered also, 
and was intreatted to aitt doune in a chaire placed 
one the Kinges syde, with his right hand to the King. 
Right aganist the ambassador, at a litle distance, 
satte the old Cardinall Zapated, in a chaire ; and 
quhen the Secretarey of Estaite read the othe to the 
King, he kneeled, the booke Ia3ring opin befiir his 
Maiestie, with a crudfixe standing by it, and the 
ambassador stood vpe and Tncousrtd; als soune as 
the Secretarey had read it, he judted the ambissader 
ftkmde, witho* he lyked the forme ? to wich he ana- 
sotted, he did; then the Capitane Mdor presented 
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the booke to the King/qoho 'wa^ still kneeling^ wn- 
till the Secretarey had done reading the othe, and 
his Ma^ anssuered, An si lo iuro, (this doe a sueare). 
To this the ambassador anssuered, I accept it one 
pairt of the King of Grate Brittane, my Lord and 
master: this he pronounced so loude as that the 
Cardinall (quho was something thicke of heiring) 
could wnderatand him, and therfor he asked the am- 
bassador quhat he sayd, quherwpone the ambassa- 
dor did againe repeat the same wordes more loud- 
lie* 

The King, in the meane tyme, returned touardes 
his seatt, and drew the ambassador neir him, quho 
first doing reuerence to the King, putt one his hatte 
shortly after, and his Maiesty said this to him; I am 
most cordially glade to haue seine this day, wich I 
haue so much desyred ; and I haue made als .grate 
demonstration of ioy for it as I. could, and I houpe 
in our Lord it shall psoue to the grate glorey of his 
diwyne Maiesty, and to the good of bothe the crounes; 
and the ambassador prayed God that the p^ce 
might 'be prosprous and permanent; and so after 
low ob^sance, he tooke his leiue. 

From thence the ambassador was conducted by the 
Duck of Gandia and the Master of the Ceremonies 
to the Qneins quarter. Wee found the Queene sit- 
tmg in als grate maiesQr as the King. Shoe was 
adorned with Jewells, her ladeyes wer . stand- 
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ing' aganist the hanginges one both sydes of the 
roinne, distant one from ane other 4 or 5 footte, for 
ther verdugadoes, or brimes of ther garments, being 
stiffiied with so muche gold and silaer and riche em- 
brodrey, did spread so large as they could not stand 
Weill neirer. The ambassador, as he passed one, 
did thryce renerence to the Qaeeine, and being 
come neir to her, he bendit doune to kisse her west. 
Shoe was pleassed to hold him ane quarter of ane 
houre. With the Queens Hue, he was conducted 
by the Master of the Ceremonies to all the ladeyea 
one bothe sydes, and his (Lo:) passed some comple- 
ments with the C<»idessa de Oliuares and some 
others of the gratest, and salutted all the rest, one 
by one, as he passed round; wich being done, he 
did againe retume to the Queeine, and shortly ther- 
after doing low reuerence to her, he tooke his leiue ; 
the Duck of Gandia and the rest accompanied him 
home to his housse, and then did the fyre workea 
begin. 

I63L 
Vpone the first of Januarij, 1681, ther was a 
mightie feast made to the ambassador in the Kingea 
palace^ at wiche ther wer non bot grandees and men 
of the golden key, quho are gentlemen of the Kmgs 
bed chamber.. The ambassador sate at the tabeUa 
end, and all suche as had beine weed to aitt with him 
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at his auen table, wer placed aboue all the gran- 
dees ; so that bothe the feast and conducting him to 
the palace, was of the gratest state that euer hath 
beine expressed ther to aney ambassador. 

A* Regni Regis Carolj 7, et Sal : 1691. 

Monday the 25 of Apryle, this zeire, Merwin, 
Lord Audley, Earle of Castleheauen, was brought 
from the Tower of London, and arrained at Vest- 
minster, for a rape and sodomie ; he was trayed by 
his pedres, and found guilty. The Lord Couentry, 
Lord Keeper of the Grate Seall, was Lord Steward 
for the day, quho gaue sentence of death aganist 
him, viz. to retume to the place from quhence be 
cam, and from thence to the place of execution, and 
ther to be hanged wntill his bodey war dead. Hia 
judgement being past, he boued himselue werey low 
to the Lordes, and hmnbley besought ther Lord- 
schipes to be intercessors to his Ma^ that he might 
not dye so basse a death, bot dye the death of a no- 
bleman, and then returned to the Touer. 

Saterday the 14 of Maij, aboute 9 of the clocke, 
Merwin, Earle of Castleheauin, was brought to the 
sca£Rold, one Tower hill, quher with grate meiknesse 
he demained himselue, and with wery temperat 
speiches he spoke to the people and others that wer 
aboute him. He werey reuerently confessed hia 
thms, and (Mrqred werey deuotly for remissione. He 
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gaue his MaiesQ^ all hiunble and heardy duadLes for 
so hcAorable a deathe. He drew a paper out of his 
pokett, and caused a young man with a full woyce 
read it to the assembley. His prayers being endit, 
be layed his necke wpone the blocke, and was b&- 
headit at one biowe. 

Sunday the 10 of Julij^ this zeire, & Francis Cot* 
tingtone, knight, Chanceler of the Exdiequer, was 
creatted Lord Cottingtone, Baron c^ Hanworthe, at 
Greinwitch. 

Monday, 24 of October, this same zeire, & Tho^ 
mas Richardsone, knight. Lord Cheiffe Justice of 
the Comon Pleas, was made Lord Chei£k Justice of 
the Kinges Benche. 

Thursday, 27 of Octi^r, this zeire, S' BxA)eri 
Heath, knight, the Kings Attorney Generall, was 
made Lord Cheiffe Justice of the Comon Pleas; and 
in his place was that leamid antiquarey and lawyer, 
William Noye, Esquyre, made the Kinges Attumey 
GeneralL 

Fryday the fourte of Nouember, this same zeire, 
betueen fyue and sex a clocke in the morning, was 
borne the Ladey Marey, his Ma^^ ddest daughter, 
at Sl James, neir Charing Crosse. 

A* Regni Regis Carol} 8^ et Sal: IttS. 
The 18 of Jwi), liBH^ Francis Windebaack was 
siiovne Secrefearay of Steit, which place was prociir- 
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ed to kimfirmntlie King, by Lade, the ouer-renlinge 
Bischope of London, a prime actor in all the fbllow- 
uige tragidles. 

The 25 of this sasne mounthe of Junij, the Lord 
Thesanrer, Weatone, Earle of Portelands eldest 
sone, was married to the Ladey Frances Steuarte^ 
2d daughter to Esme, Duck of Lennox, and sister 
to James, Ducke of Lennox and Richmond. 

The 2d of December, this zeire, being Sunday, 
the small poxe appeired vpone his Maiesty, bot his 
strenth and vigore ouercame the deseasse wich was 
not violent. 

One: Thursday the 27 of December, this same 
zeire, Thomas, Earle of Arundaill, sett forward in 
his iomey to the Netherlandes, to bring ouer the 
Qneine of Bohemia and her children to England ; 
bot ere he wan the Donns, that faire wether with 
had falowin him from the coorte wes ouer clouded, 
and he recalled. Thesse wer the fruittes of policies 
of the Romishe and Spanishe factions, the onlie direc- 
tors of all the courte cabinett counsailles at this 
tjme. 

Li Nouember this zeire, 1682, James Law, Arch*- 
bischope of Glasgow,, departed this lyffe, and was 
interrid in S. Mungos churche ther, the 8 of this 
same mottnthe, and to him succidit in the sea of 
C^ksgow, Patrick Lindesay, Bischqpe of Ross. 

Touardes the midle of this same mountfa, dyed 
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Ladey Anna Leuingston, Countesse of Eglintone^ 
eldest sister to Alexander, 8d Elarle of Linlithgow ; 
and first wyffe to Alexander, Earle of Eglinton; 
ahoe was interred the 24 of this mountfae* 

The 28 of this same mounthe of Nouember, deyed 
Sr Jhone Hamiltone of Magdelandes, knight, Clerck 
Register, and one of his Maiestfes priuey counsaill, 
at Holyrudhousse, and waa interred in the abey 
churche ther ; and to his place was preferred Mr 
Johne Hay, Tonne Clercke of Edinbrughe, quho 
therafter wrote himselue & Jo: Hay of Landes» 
knight, one altogider comipte, full of vickednesse 
and villaney, and a suome enimey to the peace of 
his countrey, quhom, in the history of King Charles 
the firsts lyffe, I shall haue occasione more particu- 
larly to hold fourth to the world in his aoen colores. 

In December, this zeire, deyed Francis Hay, 8d 
sone to Francis, Earle of Erole, Lord Grate Con- 
stable of Scotland, at Holyrudhousse, about the 84 
zeire of his age, and was intterred in the abey 
churche ther. 

A* 9 Regni Regis Carol), et Sal: 16SS. 
Aboute the 11 of Maij, this zeire, with a goodlie 
traine of attendents, his Maiestie tooke hes iomey 
firom London towardes Scotland. His traine con*

both wich places his Maiesty receaued werey mag- 
nificent intertainiment from the Earle of Vinton at 
Setton, and from the Earle of Morton at Dalkeithe ; 
from wich his Maiesty went directly to Edinbrughe, 
one Saterday the 15 of Junij, quher he entred with 
all his traine, in a werey triumphant and royall 
equipage. 
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fiitd At CittO'Of ttBCiAnudbc» 

Entring at Castle Porte, and marching tbrong^e the 
Citey to hb Palace of Holyrudhoosse. 

For maney ages this kingdome had not seine a 
more glorious and staitly entrey,the streetts bdng all 
rallied and sanded ; the cheiffe places quher he pass- 
ed wer sett outt with staitly triumphal! arches, obe- 
liskes, pictures, artificiall montains,. adorned with 
ehoysse musicke, and diuersse otheres costly shewes^. 
First then went on horssebacke,

Then cam the Kings Maiesty ryding one a bar- 
barey, with ane exceiding riche caparissone and 
footte clothe of crimpsone weluett, embrodred with 
gold and orientall pearles, the bosses of brydle^ 
xurper and tye, being richly sett with emralds^ 
rubies and diamonds, and in his head a panache of 
read and whyte plumes ; 

After the King, folloued James, Marquesse Ha- 
milton, Master of his Maiesties Horsse, rydinng one 
^ horsse richly mounted ; and after him followed 4 
^Gentlemen of his Maiesties Equirey, leading a 
liorsse, richly' furnished with caparisone and footte 
^othe of whyte sattin, embrodred with gold and 
atones, werey beutifidl to behold ; 
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Nixt came the Englisbe noblemen, 2 and 2, werey 
gallantly and richly mounted ; 

Gentlemen of his Maiesties Priuey Chamber^ 2 
and 2, in order; 

Theophilus, Earle of Sufiblk, Capitane of the 
Pentioners ; 

Gentlemen Pentioners, with ther gilded partif ans, 
8 and 2, tn order; 

Henrey, Earle of Holland, Capitane of his Ma- 
iesties Gaurd; . 

Lastly came the Zeomen of the Guard, 2 and 2^ 
with ther partisans in ther handes. 

One the 16 of Junij, the Lord Cornelius Smoski^ 
&c. ambassador from the King of Polland to his 
Maiesty, was receaued this day, beiAg Sunday, and 
had audience, this same day, in the afternoone, i|i 
grate stait, in his Ma*^** priuey chalmber at Holy- 
rudhousse. After this first audience, so longe as 
he remained in this kingdome, he was royally in* 
tertained wpon his Ma*»** charges. 

The 17 day of Junij, this zeire, Ducke de Ar- 
scottes tuo sones. Princes Shemej and his brother, 
tuo proper gentlemen, they had audience of his 
Ma^'* in his priuey chamber at Holyrudhousse, in 
grate staite and brauerey ; the young Prince deli- 
uered his Maiesty a letter, which, after he had read, 
and a complement past, they tooke ther line and 
departed to ther lodgeing, being attendit by a 
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grate maney of the nobility and his Maiesties ser* 
uants* 

The 18 day of this monnthe, cam K. Charles from 
Edinbrughe castle, "quher he had lodged all the 
night past, in grate stait to the abey churche of Ho« 
lyrudhousse, quher he was solemlie crouned; and 
becausse this was the most glorious and magnifique 
coronatione that euer was seine in this kingdome, 
and the first King of Grate Brittane that euer was 
crouned in Scotland ; to behold thesse trimnphes 
and ceremonies, maney strangers of grate quali^ re- 
sorted heither from diuersse comitries* In this 
Annall I haue purposly omitted the particulars of this 
inauguration, in respecte I haue published the same 
apafrt. 

The 19 day of this mounth of Junij, the parliament 
aatte doune, and his Maiesty roade to it in stait, with 
liis nobility and estaites, from his palace of Holyrud- 
bousse, to the olde parliament housse in Edinbrughe, 
^aboue Si. Geilles churche, in wich ther was grant- 
ed to his Maiesty ^0 shilinges termley vpone the 
pound land, at eurey one of sex seuerall tearmes 
following, and the 16 penney of all annuall rents ; 
the 3d and 4 actes of this parliament so much dis- 
pleassed the subiects, that in efiecte they war the 
werey ground stones of all the mischeiffes that hath 
aince foUoued. One quharof was anent his Maies- 
ties royall prerogatiue and apparrell of kirkemen; 
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the other a natificatioiie of all actes made in fonner 
parliaments tuoching religion ; and to bind the anb- 
iects the more to obserue thesse, his Maiesties gene- 
lal remocation was ratified, wich was only intendit 
lo be ane awband ouer men that wold presimie to 
Bttempte aney thing aganist the tuo former actes. 
Bot it prooed in the end a forcible rope to draw the 
affections of the subiecte from the Prince. To be 
uboriy of SI actes and statutes concludit in this par- 
liament, mot thre of them bot wer most hurtefuU to 
the liberty of the subiecte ; and as it wer als maney 
partitions to seperat the King from his pe<^le« This 
parliament was led one by the Episcopall and courte 
fifiction, wich tbetafter proued to be that stone that 
afterwardes crusht them in pieces, and the fewell of 
that flame wich sett all Brittane a fyte not longe 
theraften In this parliament, his Maiesty notitit 
vpe the names of suche as wotted aganist the 3 for- 
mer.actes, with his auen hand, quherin he expressed 
now and then a grate deajl of spleene; this vnseim- 
ly acte of his Maiesties bred a grate hearte burning 
in maney, aganist his Maiesties proceidinges and go- 
uemiment. 

The Marquesse Hamilton, by his Ma^ wasmade 
Collector Generall of this taxation granted by this 
parliament, and had, forbay his fees, a precept of 
Iburtie thousand pound starling to liimt^h^^^ ontt of 
the first therof. 
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The 24 of Junij) be Su Jhone Baptists day, his 
Maiesty went to his chapell royall in stait, and ther 
made a soleme offertorey, and therafler tuoched 
aboute 100 persons that wer troubled with the Kings 
eiueil, putting about eurey one of ther neckes a pice 
of gold, (coyned for the purpois) hung at a whyte 
silk riband. 

The 28 day of this mounthe, the parliament endit 
and read, at wich solemity the Marquesse of Doug- 
las did beare the croime, Rothes the scepter, and 
£glintone the suord, from the parliament housse 
to the palace of Holyrudhousse, befor his Males- 
tie* 

The 1 of Julij, this zeire, his Maiesty continewed 
his progresse from Edinbnigh to Linlithgow, quher 
he stayed one night, from thence to Stirling, tuo 
nights; one Thursday he came to Dumfermling, 
the place of his birth, and from thence to Falkland 
and to Perth, quher he was magnificently feasted^ 
with all his courte, by George, Earle of Kinnoule, 
Lord Chanceler of Scotland. From Perth, his Ma- 
iestie returned tuo nights to Falkland, quher he had 
beine formerlie three. 

The 10 of Julij, being Wedindsay, his Maiesty 
earlie remoued from Falkland to Edinbrughe, quher 
in his passage from Brunt lyland to Leith, he was 
in grate ieopardy of his IjSe by a suddaine storme 
wich did arrysse after a grate raine that had beine 
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^ all the preceiding night and morning, bot q>ent it- 
selue in less then halffe ane houre. His Ma^ with 
no small danger recouered his auen shipe, wich 
awaitted for him in Brunt lyland roade, sauelie land- 
it at Leithe, onlie ther was a litle boate with some 
of the Kinges plate and moneyes, and 8 seruants, 
lost. 

From his Maiesties coming to Scotland, to his re- 
tume for England, he dubbed 54 knights, at seue- 
raU tymes. in diuersse places. 

To honor his coronation, first parliament and 
place of his birthe, he creatted 1 Marquesse, 10 
Earles, 2 Viscounts, 8 Lordes, wich wer : 

William, Earle of Angus, created Marquesse 
of Douglas, in his Maiesties withdrawing^ 
chamber at Holjrudhousse, 17 Junij ; 
George Hay, Viscount Dupleine, Lord Chan* 
celer of Scotland, creatted Earle of Kin- 
noule; 
William Crighton, Viscount of Aire, Lord 

Sanquhare, creatted Earle of Dumfreis ; 
William Douglas, Vicount Drumlanrick, 

Earle of Queinsburrey; 
William Alexander, Vicount Canada, Lord 
Alexander of Menstrie, created Earle of 
Streueling, principall Secretarey to his Ma- 
iesty for Scotland ; 
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Johne Bruce, Lord Killosse, creatted Earle of 

Elgyne; 
David, Lord Camegy, creatted Earle of 

Southescke ; 
John Steuarte, Lord Traquare, creatted Earle 

of Traquaire ; 
Sc Robert Ker, creatted Earle of Ancmm,

The 18 of Julij, his Maiesty did be^ his iomey 
from Edinbrughe to Dalkeithe, quher he stajred one 
night ; then to Setton, and from it to Innerweick, 
quher he was royally intertained by James Maxswoll^ 
one of the Groemes of his Bed-chamber ; and so to 
Beniick, from quhence, with 40 of his most neces- 
fiarey seruants, he tooke post troughe England to 
Greinwitch, quher the Queine then lay. 

Margaret Halybrunton, Vicountesse of Dupleine^ 
departed this lyffe one Thursday, the 4 of Appryle^ 
and was interrid at the churche of Elinnoulei one 
Tuesday, 7 of Maij, this same zeire. 

The 27 of Maij, deyed Collen Mackenzie, Earle 
of Seafort, Lord Kintale, at iiis housse of Braune, 
and wes interrid ther; and to him succidit i 

Mackenzie of Kildun, his brother by the father, and 
was second Earle of Seafort. 

The 29 of October, this zeire, deyed Ladey Mar- 
garett Hamiltone, 2d daughter to James, 2d Mar-> 
ques of Hamilton, and 1 wyffe to James Douglas, 
now 2d Earle of Queinsburrey, at Drumlanricke^ 
and interrid at the churche ther. 

The 20 of October, this same zeire, deyed S' 
James Skeine of Currihill, Knight and Barronetf 
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President of the Colledge of Justice, at his anen 
housse in Edinbrughe, and wes interred in the Gray 
Fryars ther. 

The 25 of this mounthe of October, this zeire, 
1683, deyed Dauid, Lord Camegy, eldest sone to 
Dauid, Earle of Southeske, at Edinbnighe, and wes 
interrid amongest his ancesters in Kynaird churche, 
in Angusse-shyre, the 1 of Nouember. 

The 21 of December, this zeire, deyed Walter 
Scott, first Earle of Buckcleuche, at London, of ane 
apoplexie ; his corpes wer enbalmed and brought to 
Scotland, and solemly layed amongest his ancesters, 
at Branxholme ; and to him succidit his eldest sone 
Francis. 

X find it so necessarey for cleiring the fontaine 
and spring from quhence aU the succiding grate al- 
terations and changes, both of churche and stait, did 
seime to flow, (the vulgar being made beleiue so) as 
a corrolarey of the emergents of this zeir, heir to 
make a digression, and to present to posterity some 
griuances giuen in by some ministers, in Junij this 
zeire, and presented to the Clerck of Register, S^ 
Johne Hay, for obedience to the proclamatione (by 
wich all wer ordaned) to giue in ther bills, griuances, 
&c* to him, befor the sitting doune of the parlia^ 
ment. The ministers, therfor, that stood for the 
{Hreseruatione of the purity of religion in doctrine, 
Torschipe and gouemiment, assayed sundrie meins 
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to haue his Maiesde rightly informed of the estait of 
this churche, bot the successe was not anssuerable 
to ther expectatione ; zet hauing the opportunity of 
his Maiesties cominge to his natiue countrie of 
Scotland to be crouned, and hold his first parlia- 
ment, they adwyssed wpone some griuances to be 
presented to his Maiestie and estaites. It was or- 
dained by acte of parliament 1594, that 4 of eurej 
estait should conweine twentie dayes befor the be- 
gining of the parliament, to consider all artickells 
and petitions wich wer to be giu^fi in, that suche 
thinges onlie might be putt in forme, and pre- 
sented to the Lordes of the Artickells in tyme of 
parliament, as wer resonable and necessarey ; and 
that suche as wer impertinent and friuolous might 
be reiected ; bot it was not determiued quho should 
make choysse of the persons. Zet this was not ob- 
serued befor this parliament ; bot wpone the 16 day 
of Maij, this zeire, intimation was made be procla- 
matione by a herauld, at the crosse of Edinbrughe, 
that such as purposed to giue in aney artickells or 
petitions, should deliuer the same to the Clercke 
Register, Sf Johne Hay, (a suome enimey to reli- 
gion and honesty, and a slaue to the bischopes and 
courte) betuix and the first of Junij, to be presented 
by him to suche of the estaites and counsaill as 
should be appoynted to heire and consider them* 
The ministers fearing not to be hard otherwajefl^ 
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appojmted one of ther distressed brethren, Mr Tho- 
mas Hoge, to present ther griuances to him ; wich 
he presented and deliuered, and tooke instruments 
therewpon in the handes of a publicke notarey. 
Thus went the rubricke of these griuances. 

Griuances and Petitions concerning the disor- 
dered Estaite of the Reformed Kirke within 
this Realme of Scotland, presented vpon the 
29 of Maij, 1633, by me. Master Thomas 
Hogge, Minister of the Euangell, in my auen 
name, and in name of others of the ministrie 
lykwayes greiued, to S' Johne Hay, Clerck 
of Register, to be presented by him to such 
as ought, according to the order appoynted, 
to consider them, that therafter they may be 
presented to his Maiesty and Estaites, wich 
wer to be assembled at this ensewing parlia- 
ment. 
The opportimity of this soleme meitting of your 
gratious Maiesty, and the honourable Estaits con- 
weined in this heighe courte of parliament, and the 
concience of our deutey to God and the reformed 
kirk within this realme of Scotland, quher wee seme 
by our ministerey, constrains ws to present, in all * 
humility, to your heighnes and estaites presently 
assembled, thosse our just griuances and resonable 
petitions fS[illouing : 
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First, Albeit, vote in parliament was not abso- 
lutly granted to ministers, prowydit to prselacies^ 
bot only ¥rpon suche conditions as his heighnes, of 
happy memorie, and the general assemblies of the 
kirke should aggree vpon, wich is euident by the 
remitt and prouision expressed in the acte of pariia^ 
ment holdin at Edinbrughe, in December, 1507; 
and albeit the maner of ther election and admis- 
sione to the office of commissioaarey, and the par-- 
ticular conditions and cautions to be obserued by 
ministers votting in parliament, in name of the kirke, 
after long disputation wer aggreid vpone by his Ma- 
iesty present in persone, and the generall assembley, 
and wer apponted by them to be insert in the bodey 
of the acte of parliament, wich was to be made con- 
cerning that purpois. Some ministers notwithstand- 
ing haue beine, and are admitted to vote in parlia^ 
ment in name of the kirke, als absolutly as if the 
acte of parliament did conteine no suche reference; 
and as if his Maiesty, with the gen: assembley, bad 
not aggreid wpone the maner of ther election or ad- 
missione to the office, or vpone aney limitations 
quherby the kirk hath susteined grate hurte and 
preiudice in her liberties and prasuilidges, and es- 
pecially by ther frequent transgressing the first of 
the conditions, altho grounded wpone the werey 
law of nature and nations ; — ^that nothinge be pro- 
ponid by them in parliament, counsell or conuen* 
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tione in name of the kirke, without expresse war-^ 
rant and direction from the kirke, vnder the paine 
of deposition from ther office; nather shall they 
keepe silence nor consent to the said conuentions to 
aney thing that may be prseiudiciall to the libertie 
and weell of the kirk, vnder the said paine. 

And the second, that they shall be bound at 
eurey gen: assembley, to giue a compte anent the 
discharging of ther commissione, since the assem- 
blie prseceiding, and shall submitt themselues to the 
censure, and stand to ther determinatione quhat- 
soeuer, without appellatione, and shall seike and ob- 
teine ratificatione of ther doinges at the said assem- 
bley, wnder the paine of infamie and excommunica- 
tione. 

Therfor, our humble supplication is, that the ex- 
ecutione of the actes of parliament, off materes be- 
longing to the kirke, to wich they haue wotted in 
' name of [the] kirke, without aney authority or allou- 
ance of the general! assemblies of the kirke, be sus- 
pendit till that the kirke be hard ; and that m tyme 
coming ministers haue no otherwayes vote in par- 
liament, bot according to the prouisione of the acte 
of parliament, and the order of ther entrie to the 
office of that commissionarey and limitation forsaid, 
aggreid one, as said is. 

2. Seinge ratifications of actes and constitutions 
of the kirke, cannot be construed to be a benefitt or

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jfouor to the kirke, vplesse the ratificfttkns pasae 
according to the meining of the kirke, and the tea^ 
nor of the saides actes and constitutions, witlM>at 
omission, addition or alteration of dausses, artickeUs 
or wordes of importance ; and diat in the ratifiea* 
tione of the acte of the assembfey holdin at Glas- 
gow in Ao 1610, wich past in parliament haldin at 
Edinbrughe, 1612, wnder the nameof esplanatione 
of sundrie clausses and artickelk^ wer omitted out 
of the same. 

As the subiection of hischopes in all diinges cob* 
ceming ther ly£Fe, conrersatione, office and benefice 
to the censure of the gen: assembley ; 

Tlie censure of bischopes, in caisse thej stay the 
censure of excommunicatione ; 

The continuing of the exercisse of doctriae weeik- 
lie; 

The necessity of the testificat, and assistamee of 
the ministrie of the boundes, for the admission ci 
ministers, and other clauses and artickells are ad- 
dit and insert, as the different degrees of arc^bifr- 
chopes and bischopes ; 

The pouer of giuing eolation of benefices grants 
ed to bischopes ; 

The disposing of benifices fallinge in ther handes 
jure deuoluto ; 

The appoynting of moderators in diocenaa sy- 
nodes, in caisse of ther absence, and Bome wordes 
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ci Hbe othe are changed. By all wich omissionsy 
addkioiis and alterations, the kirk hathe susteined, 
and doeth susteine, grate hnrte in her jnrisdictione 
and discipline. Onr humble desyre therfor is, that 
the kirke may be liberat frcxn the preiudice of 
thosse omissiiHis, additiona and alterations of the

acte forsaid. 

S. Notwithstanding the generall assembleyes haue 
beine holdin frcnn the tyme of reformation, till the 
zeire 1603, at least once in the zeire or oftner, pro 
re nata; prouinciall synods tnysse in the zeire; 
weekly meittinges for exercisses and presbetries, en- 
rey weeke, for misters to be treatted in them re* 
spectioe, and ther liberties wer ratified in parlia- 
ment in A* 1592, and by that, as a most pouerfbll 
mein^ blissed be God, peace and purity (^rel^on 
wer manteined; and in the assembley holdin at 
Glasgow, 1610, quhen comnussioners, votters in 
parliament prowydtt to proelacies, wer made lyable 
to the censures of the generall assembley, it was 
acknowledged, that the necessity of the kirke craned 
that ther should be zeblie generall assemblies, and 
the ministers wer then assured, that liberty wold be 
granted rpon ther requyste, quherby they wer in- 
duced to condescend so far to the acte then made 
asthey did ; wich acte also beareth in the werey en- 
trey thero^ a requyste to his Maiesti^ that generall 
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assemblies may be holdin, in all tym6s comiiig, once 
in the zeire, or precisely at a sett and certaine tyme^ 
neuerthelesse ihe woimted Ubertie of holding g^ne- 
rail assemblies is suppressed ; the order of the pro- 
uinciall synods confoundit ;^ presbeteries in a grate 
pairt disordered and neglected^ quherby diuisions 
haue entred into the kirke ; ministers are become 
negligent of their callinges, and scandalous in tber 
lines ; the godlie are heartily g^eiued, the weeake 
are scandalized ; erroneous doctrine is deUuered iu 
kirkes and scooles without controlment; the com- 
missioners Yotters in parliament lay untrayed and 
Yncensured; and atheisme and poprie incresse^ 
Our humble desyre is, therfor, that the actes of par- 
liament made in fauors of the assemblies of the kirke^. 
and especially the acte of parliament made at Edin- 
brughe in Junij, 1592, be rewissed and ratified. 

4. Notwithstanding the obseruatione of fsestiuall 
dayes, priuat baptisme, priuat communione, Epis- 
copall confirmatione of children^ haue beine reiected 
by this our reformed kirke, since the begning of the 
reformation, and it hath beine declared by acte of 
parliament, in the zeire 1567, that such onlie wer to 
be acknouledged members of this reformed kirke, 
as did participat of the sacraments as they wer then 
rightly ministred, wich was without kneeling in the 
acte of receauing the sacramentall eliments of the 
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supper, or immediat dispensing of the same to eurey 
€x>mmunicant by the minister ; and that it was sta^ 
tute and ordained, in the same parliament, that all 
Kings shouM giue ther othe at ther coronation, to 
manteine the religion then professed, and that forme 
of ministratione of the sacraments wich ihen was 
wssed. Neuerthelesse, pastors and people adhear- 
ing to the former professione and practisse, are nick- 
named Puritans, and tfarettned not only without 
aney good warrant, bot besyde the tennor of the 
acte of Perths assemblie, wich contineth no stricke 
iniunction, and contrarey to the meining of the 
wotters, and to the proceidings of that assemblies 
wher it was professed that non should be. pressed 
with obedience to the acte. 

Therfor, wee humblie intreat, diat by ratification 
of the actes of parliament made befor that assem- 
blie, and by suche wayes as shall seime good to your 
gratious Maiesty, and honorable estaites assem- 
bled, your Maiesties good people, pastors and pro- 
fessors, may bothe be purged from suche assper- 
tions, and may be freed from all dangers and feares 
wich may occurre by occasione of that acte of 
Perth. 

5. Albeit it be determined by the generall assem- 
blies of this our reformed kirke quhat othes minis- 
ters should take, at the tyme of ther admissione or 
ordination, zet ther is a new forme . of othe dewised 
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And wrged by Ihe admitters, or ordainers wpcm m- 
trants to the ministrie, togider with subscripti(Hie tm 
certaine artickells dewysed by them^ without direo* 
tion or warrant from aney assembley of the kirke^ 
zea, or acte of parliament; qiiherby the entr^ to 
the ministrie is shutte vpon the best gnalifiedf and 
others lesse able are obtruded vpone the people^ to 
ther grate greiffe jmd hazard of ther soolles. Ouf 
humble petiticm therfor is, that suche othes and sub* 
scriptiones^ wrged Tpone ministers at dier entrey 
ore transportation^ be discharged. 

6. Notwithstanding ther be constittttums of th0 
kirke^ and lawes of the oountrie for censuring of mi* 
nisters befor die oidinarey judicatories ecclesiasti- 
call, zet contrarie to that order^ minialciv are su^ 
pendit^ silenced and deprised, and that for matters 
meariie eccleaiastissiU, befor wther jo^catories widi 
are not astablidied by the aothoritie or order of tiie 
countrie and kirke. Therefor^ our humble pedtioQ 
is, that ministers deseruing censure, be no wther- 
wayes censured then the order of the kirke doeth 
prescrine^ and that such as are otherwayes displacedf 
be suflBred^to serue in the ministrie as off bdbr. 

The presenter attendit in Edinbrughe, to compeira^ 
if neid wer^ befbr such as wer to conweene to consi- 
der the artickells and petitioos wich wer giuea in to 
^ Clercke Register; favi ther no ^peurance d 
aaxoey suefa conwentiaBe; the mimftegrt therfor ^ 
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rected the said Mr Thomas Hogge to present the 
supplicatione follouing to his Maiesty, wich he did 
mt Dalkeith castley wpoke die 15 day of Junij ; that 
flont day ys Maiestf was £to] make his entrey into A^ 
cittey of Edinbmghe. Tlie petMone was thes^— * 

This happey occaakme, with stronge desyres Jkxoge 
waiftted tot by your Maiesties most hmnble and kMH 
log subiectSy^ tke pastors and prdfessors of the tefoniH 
«d religion^ within this your Maiesties kingdome of 
Scotland. The grate fione wich haue ofdn fiUed 
our eares of your Maiesties most pious and prince^ 
ly inclinatioB to relijgion and richteousnesse^ quhence 
this kirke and kingdome, from ther singular intresse 
ia your Maiesties birth and baptisme, haue resone at 
Ubiaiyme to looke for a comfortable influence; the 
bodey of this kingdcmie ioyning in hearte with ws^ 
and onlie waHting for the least word bom your Ma* 
iesties mouthe; the conscience wich we haue, and 
wich wee drust is manifest to all men, that wee ar 
seeking nother riches nor honor to ourselues, bot 
UmM the soume asid substance of our desyres is, to 
ptfocure the aduanconent of the kingd<Hne of Jesus 
Ghnste, and to see your Ma^^ flourishing estait in 
your kingdomes ; all thesse and cache of them moue 
wa to intreat, in all humiHty, your gratious Maiestie 
to be fauorable to our petitions, wich we haue deliu* 
ered to the Qerek of Raster, to be presented to your 
Maies^ and estakes of the approaching parliament, 
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that they may be considered and receave a gratioua 
anssuer. 

His Maiesty read this petition at lenth, zet ther 
was no more hard of ther griuances, ather among 
the Lordes of the artickells, or in opin parliament, 
(quher nothing cometb in votting bot that wich first 
must passe the Lorde3 of the artickells,) and wsually 
quhat passes throughe ther handes, is concludit by 
the quole estaits in publick. Not only wer the gri-i> 
nances of the ministers suppressed, hot lykwayes all 
former aptes concerning the complained offe corrup- 
tions in the kirke wer ratified. Howbeit, it was noto* 
riously knowen, that most of thesse actes had wroght 
grate disturbance in this kirke. And now the actes 
of this parliament (as I haue formerly showen,) layed 
the fundatione of ane irreconcilable schisime, and 
proued afterwardes the ruine bothe of King and 
bisphopes» 

As 10 Regni Regis Carolj, et Sal: 1634. 
In the mounth of Junij, 1634, Johne Elphinstone, 
Lord Balmerinoche, then a prissoner in Edinbnighe 
castle^ quher he had beine imprissoned by his Maies- 
ties command, (by the ouer-^reuling pouer of the 
bischopes, and ther wicked and corrupte courte ad- 
herents) indicted befor the Justice Generally commis* 
siont for that tyme and purpois, William, Earle of 
Erole, Lord Constable of Scotland, to wndelay the 
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law cruninally, for the alleged being airt and pairt (as 
our lawyers speekes,) of ane infamous lybell (as they 
named it,) against the present gouemiment and cor- 
ruptions off stait, penned by one Mr William Haige, 
a brother of Haige of Bimersydes, in the Mersse. 

The Lord Balmerinoche, being brought to his ans- 
suer, did humblie petitionee that since he was ac- 
cused by his Maiesties Aduocat, Sir Thomas Hope, 
and the.bischopes, for a bussines that might conceme 
his lyffe, honor and estaite, that ther Lordschipes of 
the counsell wold grante him adnocatts to plead his 
causse. The Lordes of his Maiesties priuey counsaill 
<:onsidering his demand being so squitablcy appojrnt- 
ed him for aduocattes, 

Mr Roger Mowat, 
Mr Alexander Peirsone, 
Mr Robert Mackgill, 
Mr Johne Nisbett. 

From Junijy the business was continewed wntil the 
mounthe of Julij following; and then for diversse 
dayes it was eagerly dispute, during wich tyme the 
Lord Balmerinoche, as if he had beine some noto- 
rious malefactor, was conwayed daylie by a gaurd 
from the castle to the tolbuith of Edinbnighe; and 
after the courte raisse, with the same guard returned 
ther againe. 

Then by a warrant from the court, wiche the bis- 
chopes had purchesed, finding him lykly to eschape 
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ther haacky and wntil tbey had laytd siifer Crapes fbir 
hbukj thebossiness was delayed mitill the tenth of N<h 
uember following, at ¥rkh tpae^ it being dispale for 
18 days, tber came a wafittni from the conrte to 
ioyne fimi* assistants to the Janice Gknerall, widb wer 
men suocne to thebiscfaopes^ and fanorecs of thedor- 
mptioBS of the ^rme, viz. 

Sr Robert l^>at8Wood» President of the Coi- 
ledge ^Justice, 8d sone to Aiehbisdiope 
C^polswood; 
Sr John Hay, Cletcke R^pster j 
8r James LermenCof Balcomie, one of the Se- 
nators of the Colkdge of Justice; and 

Last, after much dispote and faeate at home, and 
tampring betnix the saidss biscfaopes, iudges and 
•courte, they fand the criminaH lybell persewed by 
his Maiesties Aduocat agaaist Jdme, Lord Balme- 
rinoche, vekoant in 3 poynts. 

!• In keeping and conceffih^ the said lyWIf 
contrair the actes of parlittnent and kwes of the 
land, and not reweiHing the same» 

S; In not apprehending off the lybeller, being in 
:his power, bot finrdering his escape. 

8. In being airte and pairt of the said lybell^ as 
<eiiidently appeired by a copey of the saaM^ inlet* 
lymed with the said Lordes hand. 

Hm indg%B fimd him gail^ of tho said» S 
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pc^mles, and adiodged liim to passe to aite assise; 
wich assyse, in the moanth of Marche therafter, did 
condeme him by one onlie woyc^ the Earle of Tra* 
qnarsy qnho durst not woyce otherwayes, (being bot 
e small frind to the bbch(q)es) least he should offend 
diem and covrte. The sentence pronouncing agaMst 
has was delayed^ sore aganist the faiscfaopes wiQf 
(qnho raged lyke a tempestnow sea) therat, wntill 
has Maiestie should be adwertissed how the bnsaioes 
was carried ; qnhoy seing the processes and heiringys 
firomindiflfeieBtmco how the bnsanes went, said he 
wold neaer take aney mans Ijff^ nmdk lesse a no* 
Uemans, qnhohad seimingly lost it by one woyce 
odUe : mo, by the mediatione of Tra^piare, and soma 
tmdfCSf he slrortly dierafter receaned his pardoner 
and was enlarged, to the biscfaqpes grate displeaamre 
tmd ^scontent. The first publisbcr of this lybell 
ore paper, mch made so great a sture, was one Afo 
Mm Dimnnrey a comon scrinener in Dundie, quho 
bemg WBsed by the Lord Babaerinodie with a grate 
^eaU of fasniliari^y had so nrech crydit of him,, to 
looke to aney bookea in n^ Lordes stndey, firnd 
this scriUed paper, wich in his judgement he es-> 
teimed off no snehe concernment, bot (as he thoiif^) 
a dedaratione of his Maiesty and bisdiopea car* 
rh^ at the parliament, 10SS; after his retmne 
home, riiew the same to Mr Peiler Hay of l^ui|^ 
tone, a snome semant to the faicrarchie, aad one 
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quho much malinged the said Lord ; borowed the 
paper from the said Dinmure, (as be professed only 
to copey it) being a paper conteining (as he said) 
nothing but treuthe, and being so weill wrettin ; bot 
he, contrarie to his faith and promisse giuen to Din- 
mure^ finrthwith caried the said paper to Archbi- 
schope Spotswood, quho imediatly sent ane ex- 
presse with it to the courte, exaggeratting to hia 
Maiesty, that if he jsuffi*ed suche ane affi*ont and in- 
dignity, he might not only become ridicoulous to his 
iRibiects, bot his gouemiment wold assuredly be vi- 
lipendit. Hes Maiesty thus being irritat, (by a 
wicked bischope) directes a warrant to the Lordes 
of his priuey counsaill, to caU befor them the said 
Lord, and to committ him to prissone. Haige^ the 
pener therof, escaping to Holland in the meane. 
tyme, left my Lord to abyde the storme, quho read, 
it out as 2e haue haid. 

In the beginng of Aguste, this zeire, a warrant 
was procured from the King, by the Earle of Tra- 
quaire, quho had laitly fallin oute with the Lord 
Chanceler, for procuring the marriage of one.Inglis, 
with a good portione, to one Butter, a nephew of his; 
wich morsell Traquair had formerlie in his conceit 
deuored £>r a cousin of his auoi, with quhome he 
was to haue dewydit the pray ; so finding himselue 
outreached, he raisses all the fufies of the courte 
aganist the Chanceler, and procures a warrant to 
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some priuey counsellers for lieiring the Lord Chan- 
celers comptes of his collectorey of the taxationes 
granted to his Maiesty in the generall conwentione 
of the estaits, in A^ 1630. Bot Traquaire failled in 
his malice, and in persuading himselue to mine the 
Lord Chanelers crydit at courte by this afiront; for 
he cleired his honestie and integritie to his Maiesty 
and all honest men ; and onlie shew his auen basse 
ingratitude towardes him, quho first of all men 
brought him to haue the Kinges fauor and respeete. 

The spring, this zeire, was cold and dray ; no 
raine for sewin weekes, wich in maney places hin- 
dred the halffe of the seed springing. 

The somer, this zeire, was werey bote and pie- 
gant* 

The haruest resonbley good. 

The winter, the most tempestuous and stormey 
that was seine in Scotland thesse 60 zeires past, with 
such aboundance of snow, and so rigide a frost, that 
the snow lay in the plaines from the 9 of December, 
1634, to the 9 of Marche, 1635, almost three els 
heigh in maney places. Many bestiall, both wylde 
and teame, deyed, ouerthrowen with the snow ; the 
flockes of sheepe in the low landes, and the goattes 
in the montans, went al in efiecte to destructione. 

S' Archbald Achesone of Glencairney, Knight 
and Barronett, Secretarey for the kingdome of Scot- 
land, one of the Senators of the CoUedge of lustice, 
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imd a prioey counseller to K* Charles the fint, de- 
parted this lyffe in Irknd, at his auen bousse of 
Glencaiiney, 9 Septembris, 16M, and was ther in^ 
temd* 

George Hay, Earle of Kinncmley Viscoimt Dnp- 
leine, &o. Lord Chanceler of Scotland, departed 
this lyfPe of ane apoplexy, after he had laying qseach- 
les 14 dayes at Londcm, the 16 day of December 
this zeire, 16S4. His corpes wer enbabned aai 
brought to Perth, wher he was solemley layed in a 
fair monument bulte by himselue, the 19 of Aguste 
in the foUouing zeir^ 1636. 

As 11 Regni Regis Carolj, et Sal: 1685. 

Mr Johne Spotswood, Archbischope of St As* 
drewes, in Januarij this zeir, 1635, was create Lord 
Chanceler of Scotland, and as Chanceler in Counsel! 
and Session, the 16 day of this mounthe, hauing in 
counsell receaued the badges of his office, the grate 
seall, measse, &c« 

Saterday the 21 of Fdiiruarij, this zeire, ther hiqp- 
ned a totall ecdipes of the moone, wich lasted firom 
6 till past 8 at night, after wich followed a grate 
mortality of all sortes of people, especially of young 
children, amongest quhom the small poxe n^ed far 
sex or seuin mounthes. 

Ladey Marey Erskyne, 4 daughter to Johne^ 
Eerie of Mar, LcMrd Thesauri of Scotland^ aad 
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wytfe to Thomas, Lord BJnninge, eldest sone to 
Thomas, Earle of Hadington^ Lord Prtuej Seall, 
departed this Ijfie at Edinbrugh, 5 Febmarij, this 
zeire, and was interred at Tininghame, the fonrt of 
Bfarehe, 1685. 

William Keth, Earle Marishall of Scotland, de« 
parted this Ijfie at his castle o£ Dunnotyre, 88 of 
Octobor, 1635, aboute the 50 zeire of his age; and 
was sdemley interrid amongest his antecessers in 
the church ther, the 86 of December, this same 



Johne Ersdrpie, Eark of Mar, Lord Thesaurer 
of Scotland, and Knight of the order of the Grarter, 
departed this lyffe in his anen housse in the tonne 
of Streueling, one Saterday, aboute tuo in the mom- 
inge, the 14 of December, 1684 ; and wes solemley 
interred amongest his antecesters at AUoway, one 
Tuesday, the 7 of Apryle this zeire, 1685. 

Roberte, Lord Malweill, the 8d that did beare 
that tydU, departed this lyfie at Edinbrughe, one 
Monday the 9 of Marche, this zeire ; and wes inter- 
red at Monemaill churche, without aney funerall 
ceremcmey, <m Vedinsday the 15 of Apryle, 1685« 

A» 18 Regni Regis Caro^, et Sal: 1686. 
The 18 of October this zeire, 1686, the King 
wfotte to Archbiscbope Spotswood, Lord Chancefer, 
ttom the courte at Newuerke, as also to the Lordea 
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of his pritiey counsaill, to establishe the practisse of 
the sendee booke in this kingdome. 

Charles Rx, 
Right Reuerend Father in God, &c. quher as, since 
our entrie to the croune, especially since oor laite be- 
iiig in that kingdome, wee haue diuersse tymes re- 
Comtnendit to the archbischopes and bischopes ther, 
the publishing of ane publicke forme of seruice in 
the worschipe of God, quhiike wee wold haue vni- 
formally obserued therin, and the same being now 
oondescendit wpone, that wee doubte not bot all 
our subiects, both clergie and others, will receaue 
the samen with suche reuerence as aperteinethe ; zet 
thinking it necessarey to make oure pleassure knowen 
tuoching the authorisinge the booke tfaerof, we re- 
quyre you to command, by opin proclamatione, all 
our subiectes, both ecclesiasticall and ciuill, to con- 
forme themselues in the practisse therof, it being the 
onlie forme of worschipe quhilk wee, hauing takin 
the counsaill of our cleargie, thinke fitt to be wssed 
in Gods publicke worschipe ther. As also, we re- 
qu3rre you to inioyne all archbischopes, bischopes 
and wthers, presbiters and churchemen, to take caire 
the samen be deulie obserued, and the contrswein- 
ers condinglie censured and punished, and to gine 
order that eurey paroche procure to themselues, 
within suche ane space as you shall be pleaased to 
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appoynt, tuo at the least of the siddes bookes of 
comon prayer for the wsse of the said paroche^ 
quherin ze will doe ws most acceptable seruice; 
and for the quhilk thesse presents shall be your 
warrant Wee bid you fairweell, from our courte at 
Newuarke, 18 Octobris, 1636. 

After the resait of wich letter, the Lordes of pri- 
ney counsaile, by ther acte of the 20 of December, 
this zeire, at Edinbrughe^ did establishe the said ser- 
uice booke, and ordaind letters to be directe for 
chargeing all his Ma'^ subiects, both ecclesiasticall 
and ciuill, by oppin proclamatione at the mercat 
crosses of all the head broughes with this^kingdome, 
to conforme themselues to the said publick forme of 
worschipe, and prowyde themselues of tuo coppies 
of the said booke of comon prayer, for eurey paroche 
within the kingdome, at least. 

The 29 of Marche, this zeire, deyed Dame Sara 
MaxswoU, Viscountesse of Airdes, sister to Johne, 
Lord Harreis, and was solemly interred in the ab- 
bey churche of Holyrudhousse. " This Ladey was 
thrysse married ; first to S' Johne lohnstone of the 
same, and by him had issew lames, now Earle of 
Hartefell, Lord lohnstone, and tua daughters ; and 
after his death, shoe married to her 2d husband, 
Johne, first Earle of Vigtone, and by him had is- 
sew one onlie daughter ; and after his deathe, shoe 
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manied to her 3d husband, Heugh Montgdmerey^ 
Lord yiscount of Airdes, in the kingdome of Ir* 
land, and by him had no issew. 

Vedinsday, the 26 of October, this zeire, deyed 
Alexander Forbesse, first Lord of Pitsligo, at his 
housse of Pitsligo, and wes interred at the churche 
ther; he marled Marey, 2d daughter to WiUiam^ 
Earle of Marishall, and had issew. 

Villiam Hay, Earle of Erole, Lord Grate Con* 
stable of Scotland, departed this lyfTe at Erole, the 
If day of December, this zeire, and was priuatly in^ 
terred without aneyfunerall ceremoney, in Erok 
churche, one Saterday the 18 of the same mounthe. 
He marled Ladey Anna Lyone, only daughter to 
Patrick, first Earle of Kingome, Lord Glamis, and 
by her had issew, Gilbert, now Earle of Erole, and 
a daughter, Ladey Margarett Hay, first maried to 
Henrey, Lord Ker, eldest sone to Robert, first 
B^le of Roxbrughe, and ha issew 3 daughters : and 
after his deathe, shoe was married to Johne, Earle 
of Cassiles, and hes issew. 

A« 13, Regni Regis Carolj, et Sal: 1637. 
The 13 of Julij, this zeire, 1637, the Lordes o£ 
his Maiesties priuey counsaile, by ther acte directed 
letters of hominge aganist the ministers, for baying 
and prowiding for eache paroche tuo bookes of com- 
on prayer, with 15 dayes after they be charged, wn- 
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der the pftine of rdiellion and eschetting of ther 
moaeftble goodes, 8cc« 

Diuersse of the ministerey beuig charged be wer« 
tew of the acte of counsaill of the 13 of Julij, gaue 
in ther suplications to the Lordes of counsaill at 
Edinbrughe, the 25 of Agoste, this same zeire, 
hnmblie craning the letters be suspendit; quher- 
wpone the Lordes did explaine ther former acte of 
the 13 Julij, as fbllowes : 

The Lordes of secret counsaile, wnderstanding 
that ther hath beine a grate mistaking in the letters 
and charges giuen out wpone the acte of counsaile 
made anent the baying of the seruice bookes, de- 
dares, that the said acte and letters extends CMilie 
to the baying of the saides bookes, and ho furder. 
Giuen at Edinbrughe, 25 of Aguste, 1637. 

The 8 mmisters that wer charged with thesse let- 
ters, wer Mr Alexander Hendersone, minister of 
Leuchers; Mr James Bruce, minister at Kinges- 
bomnes; and Mr George Hamiltone, minister at 
Newbime. They for themselues, and in name of 
the remanent ministers of the kingdome, did supli- 
cat, in all humility, the Lordes to grant to them a 
suspensione of the said charge, for thesse followlnge 
reassons :— 

First, Becausse the said seruice booke is not war- 
ranted by the authority of the generall assemblies, 
wich is the representatiue kirke of this kingdome^

and hath euer since the refonnatione giiien direo- 
tione m matters of Gods worschipe, noc be anej 
acte of parliament (widi in thinges. of this kynd) 
hath euer beine thought necessare; by his Maies^ 
and estaites. 

SecondUe, Becausse the liberties of the trew 
kirke, and the forme of worschipe and religion re* 
ceaued at the refbrmatione, and Tniwersally prac- 
tissed sinsyne, is varrranted by actes of generall aSf> 
semblies, and diuersse actes of parliament, 1567» 
and of the lait parliament, 1633, 

Thridlie, The kirke of Scotland is ane independ- 
ent kirke, and her auen pastors should be most able 
to deceme and directe quhat doe best seime our me- 
sour of r^formatione, and quhat may seme most for 
the good of the people. 

Fourtlie, ItisnotwnknowentoyourLordschipes, 
quhat disputing, diuisione and trouble, hath beine 
in this kirke aboute some few of the maney ceremo- 
nies contined in this booke, wich being examined, 
as wee shall be redey at a competent tyme assigned 
by your Lordschipes to shaw, will be found to de- 
pairt far from the worschipe and reformatione of this 
kirke, and in poyntes most materiall for the kirke 
of Rome, for hir hierarchic and doctrine, supersti- 
tione and idolatrie in worschipe, t3rranie in gouemi- 
ment and in wickednesse, eurey way als antechris- 
tian now, as quhen it cam out of her. 
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Fyftlie, The people hath beine otherwayes taught 
by ws, and our7)r8edice8sors in onr places, euer since 
the reformatione; and so it liddy they will be ficmnd 
wnwilling to the change quheneuer t^ey be assi^ed, 
euen quhen ther pastors are willinge, in respecte 
quherof die saideslettersof homeinge, haill effecte 
and executione, aught to be simpliciter suspendit 
in tyme coming. 

AU tibat the tbre ministers obteined, was, that 
die Lordes made die ^fonnor €9q)lanatione of die 
acte of the 13 of Julij, and wrotte to his Maiesty a 
pardcular letter, wich I thought wery fittning heir 
to insert, word by word, for the better wnderstand- 
ing of bussines, that the subsequent zeires will pro- 
duce:— 

lifost sacred Souerainge, 
According to the warrand of your Ma**^ com* 
mandiment, wee haue beine most willing and redey 
to giue all concurrence and assistance to the Lordes 
of the xrlergie for the establishing of the seruice 
booke; and notwidistandingof that barbarous tu- 
saulte, occasioned alenerlie (for an^ thing wee can 
lean^)'as.aet, by a nomber of basse and rascally 
people, wee wer werey hopefiill that in a shorte 
tyme, without aney furder trouble ore importunity 
to your Maiesty, to haue brought to practisse, by 
hauing appoynted a meitting of counsaill wpone the 
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25 of Aguste instaat, in this extraordinai^y tyme of 
vacance, expresly to thinke wpone the best expedi- 
encies for aduancing that seruice booke, vee fimd 
ourselues far surpryssed by our expectatiim with thtt 
clamor and feares of your Maiesties snbiects, &om 
diuersse pairts and comers of the kingdome; and 
that euen from thesse quho hes hertofor otherwayes 
lined in obedience and conformltey to yonjr Males* 
ties lawes, both in ecclesiasticall and ciuill bussihes. 
And this wee fand to be ane matter of so heighe aae 
consequences, in respecte of the generall grudge and 
murmur of all sortes c^pe<^Ie, for wrging of the prao* 
tisse of the seruice booke, as the lyke has not beine 
hard at aney tyme ; zet wee dar not delay it, nor con- 
ceile it from ybur Maiesty, not knowing quherwnto 
the samen may tend, and quhat effecte it may produce* 
Nather dare wee diue aney furder in the trayell of 
the causse of the saides fisares and vem^es iherof, 
intill it shall pleis your Maiestie, in the deipnes of 
your judgement and royall wnderstanding, to pre- 
scrjrue the way, after heiring of all particulars, ather 
by calling some of your Ma^'** counsaile, or Lordes 
of the clergie, to your Maiesties auen presence ; to 
the effecte that ane coursse may be takin for pacefing 
the present commotione, and establishing the said 
seruice booke, ore otherwayes by sudi meines as your 
Maiesty, in your autti grate wisdome, shall thinke 
fitting. And wee haue appoynted th^ 9Q of Sep* 
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•tember for attending yonr Maiesties pleasur ther- 
anent, quhilke wee hiunbley, as becomes faithfull 
subiectes, and thosse quhom your Maiesty hes 
honored with your royall commandiments, will fol- 
low and obey ; and soj with all our most humble 
prayers for your Maiesties longe and prosperous 
rainge^ wee humblie kisse your royall handes, fiH>m 
JSdinbrughe, 25 of Aguste, 1637.

After the tumult in Edinbrughe, m St Geilles 
church in Julay last, at the first reidmg of the ser- 
uice booke, ther by Mr James Hannay, Deane of Ed- 
inbrughe, and Mr Dauid Lindesay, Bischope of the 
said citey^ and after the Lordes of the secrett conn- 
saile had wrettin to his Ma*^ the 25 of Agust last, 
his Maiestie did r^tume them a peremtorey and 
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bitter ansuer thertofrom Otlandes the lOof S^tem- 
ber, this same zeir^ as foUowes e — 

Charies R% 
Rt trustie and weiU beloued, &c. Wee haue con* 
sidered your letter, and wee find that our former di- 
rections haue produced werey shallow efifectes ; na- 
ther doe you heirby prc^ne aney new expedient^ 
bot onlie you desyre some of the clergie and layitie 
should be send for to deall with ws therin, wiche wee 
conceaue not to be fitt ; and by a neidlesse noysse 
make it appeire, that ather wee have a werey slacke 
counsaiil, ore bad subiectes, wich wee will neuer be- 
leiue, hauing had so good a proufie of ther afiecdooe 
heirtofor ; bot rather wills, that a sufficient number of 
you attend still at Edinbrughe, or neir therabout, dur- 
ing the vaccance tyme, till the seruice booke be 
settled. And wee are not weill satisfied nather with 
you nor our citty of Edinbrughe, that after the ser- 
uice wes read wpon the Sunday aftemoone, it should 
haue beine intermitted immediatly therafter, and that 
no delinquents that wer actores and accessories to that 
insolence and ryotte committed in the tumult that 
day, wer aney wayes censured, for terrifeinng of 
others from attempting the lyke; and it doeth lyk- 
wayes seime werey strange wnto ws, that the minis- 
ters of Edinbrughe hauing offired to begin the reed- 
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ing of the sendee booke, prowyding they wer secure 
ed from iniurey, and releiued by our said dttey of 
the said charge within a mounthe therafter,^that the 
said ofier was not accepted and performed ; and it is 
our pleasure that eurey bischope causse reid the said 
seruipe booke within his aaen dyocie, as the Bis- 
chopes of Rosse and Dumblaine haue elredj done. 
As lykwayes you causse wame our burrowes parti- 
cularlie, that none of them make choysse of aney 
magistrats, bot suche as they will anssuer for ther 
conformity* So expectinge that you will extend the 
vttermost of your endewors, by doing quhat is neces- 
sarey, and preuenting aney inconwenient that may 
occur, that wee may haue a good compte with dili- 
gence, wee bid you fidrweill from our courte at Ott- 
landes, 10 Septem : 1637. 

The LK>rdes of priuey counsaill mett precisly at 
Edinbrughe, the 20 of September, this zeire, quher 
they fand his Ma^^** anssuer to thers of the 25 of 
Aguste, togider with a grate maney of the nobilitie, 
gentriey and comons from all the comers of the king- 
dome, with petitions aganist the sendee booke; the 
resulte of this meitting of the priuey counsaill, ze 
will best understand by ther following acte : — 

Apud Edinbrughe, 20 Sept 1637. 
The quhilk day, the LK>rdes of secrett counsaill 
hauing hard and considered his Maiesties missiue 
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and directione to them, concerning the sendee booke, 
the saides Lordes, for satisfaction of his royall plea^ 
sure signified therin, nominatts, apppynts and or- 
daines the Lord Chanceler, Thesaorer, the Earles of 
VintoU) Vigton, Southescke, the Bischopes of Edin- 
brughe and Galloway, the Clercke Register, lustice 
General!, Thesaurer Depute, Kinges Aduocat,, Jus- 
tice Clerck, the Laird of Blackhall, ore aney seuin of 
them; the Lord Chanceler and Lord Thesaurer 
ali^f^yes being tuo, not excluding aney of the 10, 
quho shall be pleassed to be present, to attend ore re- 
sorte heir in this Vaccance tyme, foar performance of 
quhat his Maiesty, by his said letter, hes committed 
to our caire ; lykwayes the Lordes suq>endes to gioe 
anssuer to ther petitione, ginen in this day be noble- 
men, barons, ministers, burroughes and comons, 
aganist the seruice booke, wntill his Maiestie, after 
dew consideratione of the same shall signifie his grfr- 
tious pleasure theranent, wherwith the saides peti« 
tioners shall be tymeously acquainted ; and quherof 
mentione was judicially made to the Earles of Suther- 
land and Wymes, in name of the rest of the petition- 
ers, and for themselues* And wheras the Duck c^ 
Lennox, his Grace, has beine ane eare and eye witl- 
nes to all that was moued or treatted off in counsaile 
concerning that matter, and quho is presently to re- 
paire to his Maiesties royall courte; the saides 
Lordes intreattes the Duckes Grace to remonstratt 
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to his Maiestie the trew estdt of the bussines, with 
the maney pressing difficulties occuring therin; and 
to sollicit his Ma^^ grations resolution theranent ; 
for wiche ordaines tuo or three of the pryme per- 
sones, vich the counsaile shall make choysse offe, 
with a roll and list of the rest, to be deliuered to the 
Dackes Grace, to be represented by him to his Ma- 
iesty at his fitting ccmuenience* Extractum, &c. 
sic subscribitur. 

Ja: Prymrose. 

The Liordes of priuey counsaile, lykwayes, from 
ther meitting at Edinbrughe, the 20 of September, 
sent his Maiestie a particular letter, bearing ane 
accompte of all his former commandes anent the 
seruice booke, electione of conforme magistrats, as 
also the doubles of sextie and eghte petitions, exhi- 
bit to them by multituds of ail sortes of people of 
this kingdome ; they lykwayes sent to the Secreta- 
rey, the Earle of Strilinge, a particular informatione 
of all ther procedure in that bussines, to the end his 
Maiestie should not be prseoccupied with falsse in* 
formations. 

About the 9 of October, this zeire, in place <^ ane 
positiue anssuer to ther humble desyres, the Lordes 
of secrett counsaile resaiues this letter from his 
Mrfte.

R^ Reuerend Father in God, &c. Wee greett yoa 
weeilL Wee haue seine the letter and petitions ze 
sent ws therwitfa, wiche wee thinke not fitt to ans- 
suer at this tyme^ bot will doe it quhen wee shall 
thinke fitt ; and becausse wee are not resolued for 
the present .quhen to doe it, wee command yoa to 
dissolue the meitting of this coonsaile day, in so far 
as it does conceme this bussines; commanding them 
to repaire to ther auen duellings, wnder paine of 
homing, excepte suche persons as shall make knowen 
to you just c^usse of stay, for ther particular af- 
ffures^ and it is our fiirder pleasur, that you take 
especiall caire, and wsse your best endeuors, to find 
out and punishe the steires wpe of the lait tumulte 
at Edinbrughe and Glasgow ; and so we bid yoa 
hartly fistirweell, from our housse of Hampton 
Ceurte, 9 of October, 1637. 

The counsaile hauing mett, the 17 of October, and 
read his Maiesties letter directed to them from 
Hampton Clourte, the 9 of October, by ther acte, in 
obedience to the said letter, dissolued the counsaile 
day, in so far as it did conceme churche matters, 
and commandit all attending for suche bussines to 
repaire home to ther duellinges, within 24 houres, 
(wnles they made ther stay knowen to be onlie for 
ther particular affisdres) wnder paine of rebellione* 
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The 18 of this same mounthe of October, the ge- 
nerall suplicatione and accusatione of the bischopes 
wes drawin vpe and concludit* 

Traquair, the Thesaurer, heiring that ther was to 
be a meitting of grate nombers of dl sortes {^peo- 
ple from all the quarters of the kingdome, at Edin- 
bnighe, the 15 of Nouember, did conveine the coun- 
saile to meitt at Linlithgow the said day, from wich 
meitting the Lordes of priuey counsaile did wreat to 
his Maiesty, after ther retume to Holyrudhousse, 
the 17 of Nouember, with ane other letter to the 
Earle of Stirling, his Maiesties Secretarey for Scot- 
land, with the particulars that had passed heir, to 
informe his Maiesty thetrc^; and wdthall they did 
humblie intreat his Maiesty to take notice of that 
letter wrettin to his Secretarey, at his Ma^^best 
conwenience. 

The Kinges Maiestie, aboute the 15 of Nouem- 
ber, this zeire, sendes done Roberte, Earle of Rox- 
brughe, to Scotland, to tray if he could find «mey 
way to composse bussines, by the adwysse of the 
Lordes of his Maiesties priuey counsaill, with this 
follouing letter to tbem« 

Charles R% 
R' Reuerend Father in God, &c. Quheras ther 
are maney thinges at this tyme consideirable for pur 
aeruice in that kingdome^ wich wee cannot expresse 
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at large be wreat wnto yoo, wee haae takin the oc- 
easion of our tnistie and weill beloned cousin and 
counseller, the Earle of Roxbrughe, his repairing 
thither, that by him wee acquant you with our 
mynd, als far as wee haue conceaued fitting, vpone 
that wiche wee haue alredey hard from you. And 
it is oure pleasure, that in all thinges wich he shall 
coimnunicat to you from ws, ather by word or wrea^ 
concerning the present estait of that kingdome, you 
giue trust to him ; and wee expecte, that in eurey 
thing wich you, or aney of you, haue found, art 
shall find expedient for the vindicating of our honor, 
and quieting of the present disorders within that 
kingdome, ze will all giue that firee aduice, and ioynt 
concurrence, wich wee are confident to receaue from 
our faithfull counsellers, quherof wee will be werey 
sensible, as most acceptable seruice done. Wee 
bid you fairweell^ from our courte at Whithall, the 
15 of Nouember, 1637. 

The tumulte wich was raissed in Edinbrughe, the 
18 of October last, this same zeire, in stoning Tra- 
quaire, and the Bischopes of Edinbrughe and Gal- 
loway, with some others, caussed the King, by hes 
letters to the counsaile, ordaine ther place of sittinng 
to be at Linlithgow, from quhence ther issewed tuo 
proclamations, of the dait the 7 of December, this 
sai^e zeire. 

The first was, his Maies^ hauenng delayed the 
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anssuefing of ther petitions, vpone thesse barbarous 
insolencies that hath beine committed within the 
citey of Edinbrughe one the 18 of October last, to 
the grate contempte of his royall authority, by 
abussing his Maiesties counsellers and officers of 
estait, &c. ; his Maiesty, in a just recentment of 
that foule indignitey, quherin his Maiesties honor 
did so muche suffer, hes beine moued to delay the 
anssuering <^ his good subiectes petitions, as wald 
in equitey haue beine expected from so just and re- 
ligious a Prince. Zet his Maiestie, being wnwilling 
that his good subiectes be possesed with wnneces- 
sarey and groundlesse feares and doubtes, his Ma* 
iesty is pleassed, out of his goodnesse, to declaire, 
that as he abhores all superstitions of pqprey, so he 
will be euer most cairfull, that nothing be altered 
within his Maiesties dominions, bot that wich should 
tend to the aduancement of religion, as it is present- 
ly professed witiiin his ancient kingdome of Scot- 
land, and that nothing is ore was intendit to be done 
therein, aganist the laudable lawes of his natiue 
kingdome. 

The otiier proclamatione was tiie remoueall of tiie 
consaile and exchequer from Linlithgow to Dal- 
keith ; and the session and counsaill, bothe, from the 
mounthe of Tebruarij in the following zeire, to Stir- 
linge, ther to remaine duringe his Maiesties plea- 
sore ; and that from the 7 of December wntil the 
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first of Febmarij nixt, the counsaile and excbeqoer 
shall sitt tuysse a weeke at Dalkeith, in his Maies« 
ties palace ther, from 10 in the fomoone till 2 a 
clocke in the aftemoone, one Tuesdayesj wich the 
saides Lordes appoyntes for publicke bussines of 
stait; and Thursdayes for priuat bussines of parties 
and complaintes. 

The 21 of December, this zeire^ atascdeme meitt- 
ing of the priuey counsaill at Dalkeithe^ the Lord 
Lioudoune, in ane eloquent speache, declared opinly 
the causses of ther desquyetts, griuances, meittinges^ 
fears and jelosies of the most pairt of the subiects of 
this kingdome, and the fontaine from quhence they 
arrosse^ the abettors, manteiners and fosterers of 
them ; wich for the deiring of thinges past, and bet* 
. ter wnderstanding of thesse to follow, I esteimed it 
werey expedient, verbatim, to insert the said speiche^ 
so neire as I could take it from the speakers auen 
mouthe* 

Afler my LK>rd had, in all humility and submis- 
siones, craned the Lordes of his Maiesties priuey 
counsaill, ther audience and patience, in respecte di- 
uerse counsellers of the best sorte wer ther present, 
quho wer not acquanted with the progresse of the 
bussines ; he declared the trew causse of the com* 
pirance of so grate a nomber of the nobility, gen* 
trey, minis trie and comons of idl sortes ther, thus : 

My Lordes, (sayes he,) the subiecte of our com- 
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plaint and coittrawersie is religioner and lawes of the 
kingdome, wpone wiche dependethe bothe the weill- 
faire of the churche and comon wealth e, our condi- 
tion of lyfTe, our libertey and fortoune in this transi- 
torey worlde, and the sBtemall happines in the IjSe 
to come ; our deatie to almightie God, the supreme 
King of Kinges, with our alledgeance and deutie to 
our souerainge lord and master, the Kinges Maies- 
tie. 

The matter of onr regrate and griuance is, the 
alteratione of religione, in publicke forme of Gods 
worschipe, the most soleme action of ws all cretures 
in earth, wich by the innouations complained off, is 
changed in doctrine, sacramentes and discipline, 
without and contrair to senerall actes of parliament, 
and actes of nationall assemblies. 

The innouations introduced, are chiffly the ser- 
vice boolte, the booke of canons and constitutis, and 
the heighe commissione ; in wich seruice booke are 
sowin the seedes of diuersse superstitions and here- 
sies, that the Roman messe, in maney and substantial! 
poyntes, is made wpe therin ; quhiike seruice booke 
and other nouations haue nather warrant of general 
assembly, nor of acte of parliament, bot contrarey to 
bothe, are introduced be the bischopes, quho haue 
caused sett fourthe ane booke of canons, quherin it 
is ordained, quhosoeuer shall affirme that the ser- 
nice booke oontaiDes aney thing erronious, shall be

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excommunicat ; wich booke is the wsher and fornm* 
ner of the sendee booke printed therafter, quhilk by 
the bischopes conwajence was ratified by acte of 
parliament^ and confirmed longe befor it was seine 
and printed, the bischopes for the tyme making wpe 
the counsaile, no nobleman being present tber quha 
did opposse it ; and therafter by publiek proclama-* 
tione cam fourth, chargeing all his Ma^^ subiects to 
conforme therto, as the onlie forme of Godes pub-^ 
licke worschipe to be wsed within the kingdome» 
After this the booke was printed, and as the booke 
was redey for the presse, letters of homing wer di- 
rected to charge the ministers to bay the saides 
bookes for the wsse of the paroche, in Julij, wich 
moued them to giue in a bill of suspentione in 
Aguste follouing. The subiects finding themseloea 
in the lyke danger, wnder one of tuo extremities^ 
(me being feared to be declared rebells and excom- 
municat one the one hand, ore forsaking the way of 
trew religione, one the other hand, contrarir to the 
suome couenant with them, could find out no better 
meine, be ane legall and submissiue way, then to sup- 
plicat the Lordes of secret counsaile. Albeit thir inno- 
nations, by all thosse quho takes Gods worshipe to 
harte, doe wnderstand they wer contryuett to tend 
to the wtter ouerthrow of the trew religicme, and 
lauAiU liberty of the subiectes. Zlet to eschew the 
imputatione of factious conuocations and tamnltouf 
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dealUng, and to testifle ther loyalty to the King, they 
resolued to proceid in the most orderly way of sup- 
plicatting, by electinge one or tuo of the most grau-» 
est nunisters in each presbeterey, and one or tno 
descreitt gentlemen of each shyre, to prefer ther com- 
plaintes, remonstrances and griuances to the coun« 
salle, by quhosse mediation the matter might be re- 
presented to the Kinges Maiestie, from quhosse jus- 
tice, redresse was humblie craued and expected; 
and supplications at diuersse dyetts, giuen in name 
of the nobility, gentlemen, burrowes and ministers, 
to that efibcte, as the petitions themselues, that wich 
was giuen in the 33 of September, and that wpone 
the 18 of October, doeth cleirlie proport At quhilkd 
tyme, by warrant, appeirantly procured by the bis- 
chopes from his Maiestie, our supplicationes wer 
interrupted, and the coimsaile at that tyme discharg- 
ed to medle with churche bussines, and the suppli- 
cants to be discharged cff the toune within 24 
hoores, wnder the paine of rebellione, wich feared 
them to giue in that supplicatione of the 18 of Octo- 
ber, containing ane complaint aganist the bischopes, 
as contriuers, manteiners and vrgers of the booke. 
And the supplicants taking conweniencey of tyme, 
of the doune sitting of the sessione againe ^in Edin- 
brughe, the 15 of Nouember, commissioners wer 
chosen to attend his Maiesties anssuer, and doe quhat 
ells might conduce for furthering of ther lawfiill de- 
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syres. TUS Earle<^ Roxbrug^e being therafier s^it 
from courte, did conweine the counsaile at liolith- 
gow, the 7 of September, quher ther was ane deda- 
ratione for the-King^ hy oppin proclamatione at the 
mercat crosse of Edinbmgh, shocrag that the Kinges 
Maiestie doethe abhore aU superstitions of poprie^ 
and wiolatione of the laudable lawes of the kingdome ; 
and the supplicants wer desyred by the Earle of Rox- 
brugfae and Traquair, Thesaurer^ not to appeire at 
Linlithgow, wnder promisse that ther supplicatione 
should be judicially hard in counsaUe the nixt weeke 
therafter, to the wich* the counsaile wes appoynted 
to sitt at Dalkeithe ; wher die commissioners and di- 
uersse wther noblemen of good sorte, did attend the 
counsell to haue beine hard, bot wer postponit tili 
the 21 of December. 

After this relatione, he subsumed wpon the pro^ 
damatione, that thinges complined one wer supersti- 
tious, full of poprie and superstitione, and wiolatione 
of the lawes of the kingdome, quherwpon he ground- 
it the supplicants confidence, to assist aganist the 
eiuells and the manteiners therof, seing his Maies- 
tie, by proclamation, was cleired from authorizing 
the same. 

After'the fdrsaid relatione made by him, he pre- 
sented a new bill, with a declinatour aganist the bis- 
chopes, and the double of the supplicatione present- 
ed the 23 of September, and 18 of October ; and be- 
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causse no bischopes wer in the counsaile that ds,yj 
some one quho lemoned bimselue befor the com- 
plainers cam m, he protested that the-bischopes heir- 
after should not be permitted to sitt as ther iudges, 
wntill the causse was decydit, beoausse they war 
parties, and albeit they be absent at this tyme, (said 
he,) zet they may be present at ane other tyme, and, 
possible both the most pairt of the eounsaile and 
complainers shall be absent. The Chanceler with 
6 or seuin other bischopes and coram of the counsaile, 
may determine i?pone our caosse and petitions, als 
weill-as they passed ane acte of counsaile, for approu- 
ing the seruice booke befor it was ather printed or 
seine, wich acte, wee persuade ourselues had neuer 
beine passed, if ather ther had beine a frequent coun* 
saile, or if the bischopes had not beinepraedominant 
ingredientes atUiat tyme. 

Afler this, he said, our desyres tend to no oth» 
•end bot the prseseruationof trew religion, the salua- 
tione of our soules, and the subiectes lawful! liber* 
•ties; and quher wee craue the matter to be trayed^ 
and the bischopes and prselats delinquent takin or- 
•der with according to iustice, wee nather craue ther 
•blood, nore harme to ther persones ; bot that the 
^busses and wronges done by them may be trew^ 
iie remonstrat to his Maiesty, that after dew tray- 
^ of the wronges, such order may be takin as the 
-eiuells may be remedit ; and that the power wich 
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they haue takin may be restrained, tliat the lyke 
eiuells may be preuented in tyme to come. 

Loudoun thus hauing endit his speach, Traquair, 
the Thesaurer, preceiding in counsaile, acknouledged 
the treuthe of the relatione and equity of the peti- 
ti(Hi» and so remoued the parties complainers. It past 
to interloquitor, and therafter in ane acte. 

The Lord IjQudons speadbe to the counsaille 
hauing had this sequell, and thingibs, as ze hauehard^ 
ordred thus. Master James Cuninghame, and Mr 
Thomas Ramsay, commissioners from the minis- 
trie, spooke seuerally to the Lordes of priiley coun- 
saile, and first Mr James ^>Qke thus : — 

My Lordes (sayes he), wee account ourselues hap^ 
pey to appeir befor your Lordscbipes, quhom God 
hes honored with hes owen word, calling you Godes^ 
(to lay beefor your Lordschipes) opr deepe griuan- 
ces and just exceptions aganist the bookies of ca- 
nons and comon prayer, and other innowations ohi- 
teined in our former suplications, tending no lesse 
then to the ouerthrow of religion^ doctrine, sacra- 
ments and discipline ; that your Lordschipes wold 
take this matter to ycmr wysse consideratione, be- 
ing a bussixies that concerns the grate and euerlast- 
ing God, the concience and honor of your places 
tayes you to this deutey, in thankfullness to honor 
your Lord^ quho hath honored you more then 
others ; the loyaltie ae owe to his Maiesty^ our 
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Ksred souerainge, anssuerable to that trust you hauo 
from him, seikes that you windicat his name from 
.all wniust aspertions, according as his Ma^ hes de- 
-dared by his lait declaration ; and by trew and full 
inibrmatioine to make his Maiesty know quherin and 
by qnhom his honor is wronged, and this is the on- 
lie way to your (L's) honor and happines. Feare 
God, and he will buld your housse. So muche the 
more your Lordschipes wold lay this to harte, quhen 
j^ou remember that woonderfuU way of his mercey, 
by your noble antecesters, the instruments of refor- 
matione, wpone the hazard of ther lines and landes, 
by quhom God brought his gospell to this land^ 
jmd from quhom it had beine continowed to your 
(L's)f and wnto you by the quhoU bodey of this king^ 
dome, with a speciall blissing, to the grate admira- 
•tione of the quhole world ; and quhat shidl more be- 
come your (L's) then to transmitt the same in puri- 
ty to your children, and to the ages to come, with- 
out all mixtour off humaine traditions acquyred in 
the confessione of iaith and couenant of the quhoU 
land. The euerliuing and setemall God, quho sitts 
in your assemblies and iudges among you, his eyes 
4ire ¥^one you one by one, quho will not thinke it 
aenenche that you be not his enemies, if you shall 
not shaw your testimoney at this tym^ 

Remember, my good Lordes, that Meroz was ao« 
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cursed quhen he cam not out to helpe the Lord 
aganist the mightie. Our humble requyste is, that 
your (L's) walde afterward mal^e petitions for ws ta 
our King, and if (as God forbid) your (L's) should 
refusse, conforte and deliuerance shall ecnne to this 
kirke by other meins, not diought wpone by your 
(L's) or ws ; and I pray God saue your (L's) from 
the sequell, as the wordes goe. Bot wee shall be 
hopeful], and hartily wishe that your (L's), in a 
deeipe and jdewyne prowidence, maybe appoynted 
for this tyme. Wee haue to doe with a good and a 
just King, and wee will rest assurid, from the influ* 
ence of his bountie and fatherlie respecte to this his 
ancient and natiue kingdome, especially in a matter 
of this importance, wich concerns the honor of his 
Maiesties name, and quho (wee are persuadit) ac^ 
comptes this honor and happines to kisse the Sone^ 
and serue him with feiure and trimbling ; and that 
wee shall receaue a comfortable anssuer, by wich 
our hartes shall be filled with the praisse of the ho- 
ly name of our good and gratious God, and wee en^- 
rouraged more and more to poure out our hartes 
in hartie and ^amist prayers and supplications wn- 
to the Lord, luid that his Maiestie may haue maney 
happey dayes to rainge ouer ws. And for your (L's), 
as the blissing of the land, wnder quhosse shadoip 
wee may lead a quyett and peaccfible ly0e. 
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Mr Thomas Ramsay, minister of Drmnfries, spoke 
werey pathetically to this same sence, and in werey 
eloquent tearmes. 

After all thesse speiches, the bill of declinator 
aganist the bischopes, formerlie presented to the 
Ix>rdes of secrett coonsaile; this conclusi(m fol- 
lowed at Dalkeithe, the 21 of December, 1637 :— 

That the Lordes of secrett counsaile, hauing read 
and considered the tuo suplications and petitions 
giuen in by the noblemen, barrons, ministers and 
burgeses, and finding the matter in them conteinned 
to be of that waight and importance, that they can- 
not determine therin wntill his Maiestie be acquant' 
ed with the same, and his royall pleasur returned 
theranent. Therfor, the saides Lordes, for ans- 
saer to the tuo suplications and petitions, declared 
that they present the same to his Maiesties royall 
consideratione, and that without preiudice of the 
declinator giuen in by the saides suplicants, quher- 
wpon they shall be hard in tyme and place con- 
uenient; and in the meane tyme shall receaue no 
prssiudice ; quherwpone the saides supp1icants[asked 
instruments. 

1638. 
The 14 of Februarij, 1638, the counsaile being at 
Stirling, ther issewed fourth a proclamation par- 
donmg by past conuentions, as done out of a pre* 
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pofiterous zeall^ rather then out off aney disloyaltie 
ore disaffectione to souerainitie. 

His Maiestie, by this proclamatione, takes one 
himselue the seruice booke^ canons^ &a and assures 
his subiectes, that that same booke will be the re- 
dey meines to manteine the trew religione ahredey 
pr<^essed, and beat out all superstitione, wich he 
doubtes not, bot in his auen tyme, in a faire coursse, 
to satisfie all his good subiectes theranent And, 
finally, he inhibitts all such conwentions heirafter, 
to aney place quher ather counsaile ore session sitks^ 
without leiue askit and giuen. 

Aganist this proclamatione at Streueling crosses 
the Earle of Home and Lord Lindesay, in name of 
4ill that subscriued the couenant, ore ^old adheare 
to it, did solemly protest, and gaue the double ther^ 
of to the herauld wich proclaimed hb Ma^^ proda- • 
matione* 

In the mounth of Februarij, 1687, deyed Ladey 
Anna Lyone, Countesse of Erole, onlie daughter to 
Patrick, first Earle of Kingome, and widow of Wil- 
liam, Earle of Erole, Lord Grate Constable of 
Scotland. Shoe departed this lyffe at Erole, 8 dqr 
of Febrij, and without aney funerall ceremoney, 
was interred by her husband in Erole churche, one 
Saterday, the 10 of this same mounth. 

Ladey Elizabeth Douj^as, seccmd daughter to 
Daqid, Earle of Angus, and widow of Johne Mazr 
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8W0II9 Earle of Morton, and mother to Roberte^ 
Earle of Niddisdaill, 8lc. departed this lyffe at Edin- 
bnighe, in Febmarij, this zeire. Her obsequies wer 
solemly celebrat at Edinbrughe, one Monday tha 
So of Marche, this zeire, and therafter her corpes 
wer translated and interred at the collegiat churche 
of Linduden. 

D. Juliana Ker, eldest sister to Robert, Earle of 
Scmiersait, Viscount Rochester, 8d wyfie to Thomas 
Hamiltone, first Earle oi Hadingtone, and widow of 
Home, Laird of Folirarte, in the Mersse, departed 
this lyfie in the begning of Marche, this zeire, and 
wes interred the penulte of this same mounthe, with- 
out aney fiinerall ceremoney, at the abbey churche 
of Holyrudhousse. 

Ladey Cathreine Cliftone, Duchess of Lennox, 
widow of I^me, 2d of that name, Duoke of Lennox^ 
and mother to James, now Ducke of Lennox and 
Richmond, hauing marred to her 2d husband, James 
Hamilton, Earle of Abercome, departed this lyffe 
at Pasley, 21 of Agust this zeire, 1687, and was 
ther solemUe interred. 

About the letter end of Agust, this same zeire, 
& Anthoney Alexander, knight, 2d sone to Wil- 
liam, Earle of Streueling, and Master of his Maies- 
ties Workes for the kingdome of Scotland, depart- 
ed this lyffe at London, 163T, from quhence his 
corpes, beinng enbalmed, wer bn^ht by sea, and 
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by toj^che light priuatly interred in Boims lyle, im 
the churche of Streuelinge. He maried one of the 
daughters of S^ Henrey Wardlaw of Pijttreuie» 
knight, in Fyffisahyjre, and had no issew. 

A« Regni R^ Carolj 14, et Salatis 16S8. 

About the 27 of Marche, this zeire, Traquaire 
makes for 'courte, hauing wndertakin to negotiate 
effectually for the peace of the country, and vnih 
8 demandes from thesse that had subscriued and 
adhered to the couenant, wich he was to deall for 
his Maiesties assent too, befor aney pacifications of 
iixe present commotions could be looked for. 

First, It is certaine that the present not wrging 
or present discharging of the seruice booke, the 
bookex)f canons, and off the last heighe comissiohe, 
cannot satisfie our supplications, complaints, pro- 
testatione and cofession, cannot remeed the present 
eiuills, nor prewine the lyke in tyme coming. 

2. Experience showeth the necessi^, that this 
kirke must be assured, by ane acte of firee general! 
assembley, and of ane parliament, that shoe shall 
neuer be vrged heirafter with aney alteratione in 
poyntes of doctrine, diwyne worschipe, or churche 
gouemiment, bot that wich shall be first aggreid 
wpon in a lawfuU and firee generall assconbly, wich 
is order appoynted be God^ obserued and praescrib* 
ed in this xhnnche since the refincmatione, and the 
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princ^all meine to giae satisfiEu^one to all mens 
myndes m matters of reHgion^ as far so as is possible. 
3. Pastors and professors can neuer be free of 
troubles or feares^ so long as the terror of the hdigh 
commksiott standes ouer ther heades, wick cmnot 
be limitted, bot quyte discharged, 

First, Becausse it was introduced and exereissed, 
xibt only with the lawes of this kirke and kingdome^ 
bot aganist the expresse acte of bothe* 

2. Itis [a] courte]of ciuile and ecclesiasticke persons^ 
hauing pouer to inflicte both spirituall and temporall 
paines, and therfbr, being in the constitutione therof 
wnlawfuU, cannot be qualified with aney limitations. 
3« A commissione for ecclesiasticke persons to 
inflicte spirituall censures, cannot proceid from the 
King, bot from the generall assembley of the kirke ; 
and a comissione to ciuile persons to inflicke tem- 
porall paines for ecclesiastick causes, cannot pro- 
ceid bot from the parliament, at the desyre of the 
assemblies. 

4tly. It subuerteth all other judicatories of this 
kirke and realme, and indangereth the liberties, 
estaites and persons of the quholl leidges. 

4o. The yrginge of the artickeles of Perth, wnder 
ecclesiasticke and ciuile paines, hath caussed grate 
trouble and dissention in the kirk, made way for 
all ther subsequent innouations and superstitions, 
and zet is nather warranted be the acte of assem* 
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bley, wich doeth nather conteine aney penaMe, hot 
inojn'd by way of praec^t, necessarly to be obayed^ 
bot by way of counsaQe, freelie to be obserued ; and 
that wpone this ressone, seing all memorey of by* 
gane superstitione is past, wich being anima legis) 
inferreth via contrarionun, by way of contraries, the 
necessity of our not obseruing, seing the memorey 
of bygaine superstition is now reuiued and presse9> 
according to the last claus of the 21 artickell of our 
large Confession of Faith, ratified in parliament, and 
according to our promisse in our lait confession; 
nather is itzet warranted by the actes of pariiament, 
wich doeth ratifie the actes of this assembley^ with- 
out aney desjrre from the kirke ; zea, contrarey to 
the suplications and protestations of maney godlie 
and learnid of the ministrie, bot neuer intendit, nor 
could change the free voluntarey obseruance in 
matters ecclesiasticke of ane churche counsaile, wn« 
to the necessarey obedience of a penall statute, and 
therfor the vrging of the Perth artickells must ceasso 
and desist 

5o. Ther is no appirance of staying the present 
commotions and combustions in the kingdome, of 
satisfieing the Kinges honor and mynd, misinformed 
by our aduersaries, nor of cleiring of the subiecta 
pious loyaltie, in ther legall and peaceful! proceid* 
inges, from all calumnies and misconstructicms, ac- 
cept in a free general assemblie ; the pres^it ardi- 
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hischc^ies and biscliopesy the authors and caiisse of 
all the innowations compleined vpon, and of all mis* 
informations aganist the compleiners, be trayed and 
censsured according to the actes of the generall 
assembley; for it is aganist all law and reasone^ 
that they should be, without dew censure, sufired to 
reuelle at ther pleasure ; and ther auen acte of the 
assanbley at Glasgow, quherby they haue ther 
pouer appoynted them, to be censured in ther lyffe, 
office and benefice, by the generall assembly, sick- 
lyke that ministers be trayed in ther office and con<*> 
uersatione, and censured according to the actes of 
the assembley. 

6. For keiping the purity of religion in this kirk, 
and establishing a firme peace in this kingdome in 
tyme onning, generall assemblies must be haldin at 
die ordinarey tyme, for the commissioners appojrnt* 
ed by K. James for the assemblie, a Linlithgow, 
1606, and wthers acquanted withe his Maiesties in* 
tentions, declaire that his Maiesty was neuer of ane 
other mynde, bot that the holding generall assem- 
blies at certane competent tjnnes, was and is a most 
necessarey meine for preseruation of piety and 
vnion in the kirke, and for exterminatione of heresie 
and schisime, (quhilk our dolefull experience, and 
innumerable einells follouing wpon vant therof^ 
doeth wndenayablie confirme) ; and therfor it was 
is will, that the acte of parliament should stand in 
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force for conweinng the general assemUey once in 
the zeire, lyke as it was acknouledged in the affor- 
said assembly of Glasgow, 1610, that the necessity 
of the kirke did crane, that for taking order with 
the comon enimney, and for other afiaires of the 
kirke, ther be zeirlie generall assemblies, and ther-^ 
for that assembley requysted his Maiestie, that ge« 
nerall assemblies xmght be haldin once in the zeire, 
ore at least at sett tymes, in all tyme coming. 

7o. The least can be sought for die present con«- 
ceming ministers wottersin parliament, is, that Aey 
be limitted by the particular caueatts aggreid one 
in the assemblie, 1600, at Montrose,, and by aney 
other cautions to be made, as the assembley shall 
thinke meitt and necessarey, (fjrom oure 37 zeires ex-* 
perience of the fruittes and consequences therof,) as 
it was appoynted at that tyme ; for so longe as they 
wotte in parliament, absolutly without the limitation 
of ther cautions, they can neuer be thought to wotte 
in name of the kirke. 

8o. Ther can be no houpe of continuance of reli<* 
gione in the kirke, (altho wee are deliuered from all 
other eiuells) except some better couTsse be takin 
for the free entrey of ministers, without wnlawfull 
othes, and with the consent of the presbeteries and 
of the people ; for this end it wold be remembred, 
that it was declared, acte 114, pari. 1502, that God 
had giuen to the spiritual! office bearirs of the 
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colatione and depriuatione of ministers, and therfor 
the commission granted to bischopes, in Ao 1584, 
to receaue the presentatione to benifices, wes de- 
dared to be null in all tyme coming ; and it was or- 
dained, that all presentations to benefices be direct- 
ed to particular presbeteries in all tyme coming, 
with full pouer to giue colatione therwpone, they 
being the lawfiiU office bearirs of the kirke, to quhom 
God hadi giuen that right, wich therfor nather was 
Bor can be takin from them absolatly, nor giuen to 
bischopes exclusiue. 

Bot all Traquars grate wndertakinges, bowsoume- 
euer he cam to courte, turned wnto smouke, and 
euanished quyte. Fear of the Kinges and bischopes 
displeasure, one the one hand, and preferment on the 
other, did altogider extinguishe that professed zeall, 
(if aney was in him) to the peace of his natiue coun* 
trey. 

Nou the fyre being throughlie kendled, and the 
flames therof bursting fourth in eurey corner of the 
kingdome, and with such vnexpected furey and im- 
petuosity, as it was past both the skill and pouer of 
his Maiesties priuey counsaill to quenche it ; quher- 
for, they resolued to send wpe to his Maiestie S«^ 
Johne Hamiltone of Orbeston, Justice Clercke, one 
of ther noumber, to acquant his Maiestie fully with 
all bussines, and the consequences of them, with

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thesse foUouing instnxctions, of the dait at Streae^ 
ling, 5 Marche, 1638. 

In the first, you are to receaue from the cleicke 
of the counsaile all the actes since our meitting one 
the I of Marche instant 

Item, you haue to represent to his Ma*»% that this 
dayet of counsaile was appoynted to be keipt solem- 
ley, by adwisse of the Lord Chanceler and remanent 
XfOrdes of the clergie, beinng at Edinbrughe for the 
tyme, quho assurid ws that they wold keepe the 
dayett preceisly ; bot at our meitting at Stirlinge, 
wee receaued a letter of excusse from the Lord 
Chanceler, wich forced ws to proceid without his 
presence, or aney other of the Lordes of the dergie, 
except the Bischope of Brechin, quho attendit with 
ws three dayes, bot remoued befor the closinge of 
our oppinion anent the bussines. 

Item, imediatly afler wee had resolued to directe 
you with a letter of trust to his Maiestie, wee did 
send our letter to the Lord Chanceler, acquanting 
him with our proceidinges, and desyring him to 
consider therof, and if he approued tlie same, to 
seinge them, and causse the remanent Lordes of the 
clergie, being ewest to him, and namlie, the Bischope 
of Brechin, quho was ane eare and eye wittnes to 
our consultations, to signifie the same to his Maies- 
tie, and by his letter to signifie hes approbation 
therof; or if his Lordschipe did find aney other 
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way mord conuenient for his Maiesties honor, and 
peace of the countrej, that his Lordschipe, by his 
letter to the (L'S) Thesaurer and Pruiey Seall, wold 
ficquant them therwith, to the effecte they might 
conweine the cowisaile for consulting theranent. 

Item, that ze show to his Maiestie, that the 
counsaile, all in one woyce, findes, that the causse 
of the generall combustion in the countrey, are the 
fears apprehendit of the innouation of religion and 
discipline of the kirke, established by the lawes of 
the kingdome, by occasione of the seruice booke, 
booke of canons^ and heighe commission, and formes 
of introduction therof. 

Item, yoil are to represent to his Ma"« our hum- 
ble oppinions, that seing, as wee conceaue, the ser- 
uice booke, booke of canons, and heighe commis- 
sion, (as is sett doune) are the occasione of this com- 
bustion ; and that the subiects offers thenl to proue, 
wpone perrill of ther Hues and fortuns, to cleir that 
the said seruice booke, and wthers forsaides, con- 
teine diuersse poyntes contrarey to the trew religion 
presently professed, and lawes of the kingdome, in 
matter and maner of introduction ; that the Lordes 
thinkes it expedient, that it be represented to his 
Maiesties gratious consideratione, that his Maiestie 
may be pleassid to declare, as ane acte of his singu- 
lar iustice, that his Maiestie will take trayell of his 
subiects griuances, and reasons therof, in his auen 
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tyme, and in his aaen way, according to the lawe9 
of the kingdome; and that his Maieslie may be 
pleassed gratiously to decliure, that in the meane 
tjrme he will not presse nor vrge his.subiectes ther- 
withe, notwithstanding of aney acte or warrand made 
in the contrarey* 

And in caisse his Maiesty shall be grationslie 
pleassed to approue of our oppinions, you are ther- 
after to represent to his Maiesties wysse and gra— 
tious consideratione, if it shall be fitting to consulte 
his Maiesties counsaile, or some suche of them as 
he shall be pleased to call, ore allow to be sentfr<»n 
the table, both anent the tyme and way of doing. 

Item, if his Maiestie (as God forbid) shall dislyke 
of quhat wee conceaue to be most conducing to his 
Maiesties seruice and peace of the kingdome, yoa 
are to vrge by all the arguments you can, that his 
Maiestie doe not determine vpone aney other 
coursse, wntill some at least of his counsaile bota 
this be hard to giue the ressons of ther opinions; 
and in this caisse you are lykwayes to represent ta 
his Maiesties consideratione,^ if it shall not be fitting 
and necessar to call for his informers, togider with 
some of his counsaile, that in his auen presence he 
may haue the reasons of both informations fully de- 
latted. 

Item, you shall show to his Maiestie, that his 
counsaile, hauing takin to ther consideratione quhat

iwder was to be done, for ^x>inpes8ing and settling 
4ihe present combustion within the kingdome, and 
dissipatinge ^of the ^xmiiocataons and gatheringes 
within the sam^i, seing that proclamations are al- 
redey made and puUished, discharging all suche 
conuocations and widawfiill meitdnges, the (L's) 
after debaitting, findes they can doe no furder then 
16 alredey done heirin, wntill his Maiesties pleasiur 
be returned to ihir our humble remonstrances. 

After Orbestons ^urriuell at couvte, «nd addresses 
made, being diuersse tymeshard by his Maiestie, 
and diuersse consultations had with such Scottes 
counsellers as wer ther present, and with suche of 
die Engiiflhe as his Maiestie thought fitt to commu- 
nicat that bnsdnes wnto^ it was at last resolued to 
send the Marques of Hamilton doune, with die 
£ill pouer of a heighe commissioner ; and quhill this 
was in deboit, fir Johne Hamilton of Orbeston was 
dispatched liome to giue nodce therof, bothe diat 
thinges might be carried in a peaceable and quyet 
maner, wntill his Maiesties heigh commissioner his 
coming, from quhom they wer to expecte his Maies- 
ties pleasure, with all &uor wich might consist' with 
loyall authority ; as also that they might, befor the 
6<»nmissioners deperture firom the courte, haue tyme 
to make his Maiestie fiilly acquanted with the wter 
most of ther griuances, that so accordingly his com- 
jnissiiNQer might receaue his instructions from his 
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Maiestie, far giuiog wnto ]bis subiectes all just aatia? 
&ction. 

. Notwitbstanduig of all this faire wether a^d siieet 
creame Intendit by the courte, zet my Ixndes of th^ 
dergey labouring still at all handes to mone bis Maf 
iiestiey io prosecutt, by stronge hand and yiolenoe^ 
quhat he had intendit by ther sugestions, to ad? 
uance themselu^s to ouer-reule both churcbe and 
staite, contrarey to the Lawes of God apd this na? 
tione* Bot tbenoblemen> counsellers and wtbers 
Hireill diq)o$ed about his Maiesty, louing the peace 
and tranquillity of the countrey^ did in werey plaina 
tearmes shew his ^(aiesty, that most of his subieota 
demandes wer reasonable and just; and that it was 
best to heire and remeed ther gjriuanfies in the orw 
dinarey way; that is, churche matters in a nalionall 
assembley, and matters of the comonweahhe in a 
parliament, wber matters being thus trayed, ike 
trew authors of all thosse ei)>el]s will be found oat 
and censured, an,d the eiuells rquressed and re^ 
moued. 

They lykwayes shew his Maiesty, that it was hard 
to him to denay this ; being requyred be most pairt 
of his subiectes of that kingdome, they did affirme 
lykwayes, that his Ma^ could nather oontinew the 
thinges petitioned aganist, nor inq>osse aney thing 
ia a violent way, becausse they qubo haue alredey 
petitioned, and theme quho being of dier judgraia^ 
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aad will concur in that causse, are fyue for one, and 
far aboue that small nomber that haue not petition- 
ed, the gratest pairt are in suspence, n<rt being in- 
formed of the estait of matters ; and zet daylie some 
of them coming in to ioyne with the rest, as they re- 
ceaue informatione; thus putting his Maiestie out 
of houpe of aney intestine diuisione, or in aney po»- 
sibility to make the subiects differ amongest theniF- 
aelues. They did quhat in them lay to gett bussir 
nes pack'd wpe in a legall way, and in the moat 
peaceable maner could be. 

To all this, the bischopes blouing the bellowes, 
.and still craying fyre and suord, especially Mr 
Jolme Maxswoll, Bischope of Rosse, (one that did 
fiiuor Rome too muche) suggests it to be a shame 
for his Maiestie to receid from quhat he formerly 
had determined anent the seruice booke, booke of 
<»n<ms, &C, shewing by maney arguments, that his 
Maiesty may gett them established by force, if so 
his Maiesty wold effectually deaU with the Earles 
of Seaforte and Finlater, Lord Rae, Lairdes of 
Grant and Mackintoche ; as for the Lordes Mar- 
quisses of Hamiltone, Huntley and Douglas, they 
wer his auen alredey sure, togider with suche as 
wer popischly affected, as Niddisdaill, Wintone, 
Simple, Harries, &c* and thus makinge some con- 
siderable parties of the countrey, then might his 
deall with some papvts in the north of 
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En^and to ioyhe with them^ qaho, as he auerred, 
wold be able to beat thesse supplicants from the 
desyres, and therafler hauing all in his power, his 
Ma^ might imposse vpone this natione quhat he 
pleassed. , 

Thesse being the courte consultations all Aprjrle^ 
dcme comes the Marques of Hamiltone in the let- 
ter end of Maij, Lord Heighe Commissioner, with 
a werey ample oomission, (in shew,) daitit at Vinde- 
sore, 20 Maij. He cam from Dalkeith (quher he 
had receaued his comissione, sealled, from the handes 
of his Maiesties priuey counsaile) to Holyrudhousse, 
the 8 day of Jonij. H[e was mett betuix Mussil- 
brugbe and Leithe with neire 20,000 people of all 
sorttes, thesse of quality wer weill horssed; some 
ministers intendit to haue saluted him with a speache, 
but he intreatted them that they wald be pleassed 
not to doe it publicklj, bot in priuat; wich, wpone 
the Lord Commissioners desyre, they delayed wn- 
till the morrpw, being Saterday, qoher a grate 
mfmey of th^m w^t to attend him as commissicm- 
ers from the rest of the ministrey. He gaue them 
audience .in th(3 withdrawing chamber; and Mr 
William Leuingstone, minister of Xanricke, in name 
of all, spoke to him thus :— 

Pleis your Grace, our brethreen of the ministrie 
had a mynd that some few wordes should haue b^e 
spoken zesterday . publickly, and since your Chrace 
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'Cboyseed rather to heire ws in priuat nor in pub* 
licke, this is that wee haue to say shortly* 

Wee, the semants of the Sone of God, and the 
preachers of the peace that passes all vnderstanding, 
being sensible of that ftarfuU wrathe of Gode that 
persewes this land, for our sinns and the sinns of 
the people, wherthrow our kirke is rent by schisime, 
the worsdiipe of God defylled by superstitione, the 
quhole kingdome in a fyre, quhilk is lyklie to con- 
sume all if it be not quenched, hauing humbled our- 
selues to our God, as wee could, renewed our coue- 
nant with his Maiestie, and made supplicatione to 
our souerainge ; wee giue your Crrace ane hartty wel- 
come as his M aieeties commissioner, and the mes- 
akiger of the God of Heauin; by quhilk blissing 
your Grace may be ane happey instrument, by do- 
ing the best worke can be done in this earth for the 
honor of God, contentment of the King, good of our 
kirke, peace and tranquillity of our kingdome, and 
ioy of all the reformed churches of the world ; as 
hauing power in your Graces handes to quenche 
this diuisione, and putt away the causse of this com- 
bustione, purge the housse of God, minister ius- 
tice, and giue satisfactLone to griued souilles in ther 
iust supplications ; quherby your Grace shall proue 
a worthey patriot, faithfull counseller, good Chris- 
tian, and compassionat member of this mother 
churche, mourning wnder maneyfold mismes, and 
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shall reape the fruittes of aiie sueet rememberance 
in after ages, and ane vounderfoll peace and strange 
consolatione quhen it comes to the breacking of 
the eye^tringes, and gining of the last gaspe ; for 
qubo liues and shall not see death ; quhen all the 
pleasures and honors of this world shall stand in 
in no steade : and this wee and our people ezpecte 
at your Grace handes, and humblie and hartly 
craue it in his name, quho shall judge quicke and 
deadt 

The 23 day of Junij, this zdre, bdng Saterday, 
the noblemen, barrones, burgesses and ministers^ 
that had subscriued the couenant, in ther au^i 
names and in name of all that adheared to them, 
presented this foUouing supplication to the Lord 
Marques Hamilton, his Maiesties Commissioner, 
at Holyrudhousse : — 

To his Maiesties Commissioner, the supplica- 
tione of the noblemen, barrons, burgesse, 
ministers and comons, heir attending his 
Maiesties gratious anssuer to our former 
petitions, complaintes and desyres, humblie 
shewing. 
That quheras wee, expecting from your Graces 
as his Maiesties Commissioner, ane gratious anssuer 
to our former suplications, compliuntes and just de- 
syres, haue presentit to your Grace ane petitionee 
humUie crauing a free generall assembley and par- 
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Uament, as the ordinar remedy of our griuaaees, the 
onUe meine t0 put this kirke and kiugdome t3 qayet* 



It pleased your GiBoe to shov that his Mftiestie, 
finom his prineely jcaire of this kirke and kingdoia% 
walde be most willing to indicte a firee generall as^ 
^mUey, and call ane parliament for thesse good 
endes ; bot that your Grace, as his Maiesties, hatk 
eoQceaued the Confession of Faith and coueDanly 
kutly renewed by ws his Maiesties subiects, to be 
ane \ailawfall combination agaaist athority, therby 
io cast off our dentifidl obedienoe, and not ane co« 
uenant fcnr manteining of the trew religion, of his 
Maiesties persone and authority, and of the lawea 
^d liberties of the kingdome ; and wee being most 
willing to remoue that impediment, as the maine hin- 
derance for obteining our desyres, therlbr, and for 
dfilring of our loyaltie and windicating ourselues 
firom so grate ane impntatione, wee doe now, in all 
humility, remonstrat to your Grace, as his Maiesties 
commissioner, and deolairs brfcnre God and men, 
that wee ar heartily griued and sorey, that aney 
good man, bot most pf all that our dreid souerainge 
should so conceaue of our doing, and that wee wer 
and still are so far from aney thought of withdrawing 
Qurselues from our deutifull subiection and obedience 
to his Maiesties gouemiment, wieh by the discent, 
and wQder the raingeof 109 kinges, is most eheirful- 
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ly acknoidedged by ws and our prsedioenors. That 
wee neoer had nor haue aney intentione ore desyre 
to attempte aney thing wich may turne to the dis- 
honor of Gbd, ore to the dindniitione-of the Einges 
gratnes and anthoEity ; hot »one the contrarey wee 
acknonledge our quietnesse, stability and happiaes, 
to depend wpone the saftie of the Kinges Ma^stie, 
as Tpone Gods vicegerent sett oaer ws for manti- 
nenoe of religion and administratione dfjustice, haue 
scdemlie suome, not only our mutuall concurrence 
and assistance for the causse of religion^ bot also to 
the wttermost of our power, with our means and our 
liues, stand to the drfeiice of our dread soueraingey 
the Kinges Maiesty, his persone and authority, in 
the preseruatione and defence of the tiew religion, 
lawes and liberties of the kingdome; and therfor 
wee, his Maiesties loyall subiects, free &om that and 
all other imputations of tfaat-kynd, mosthumbliebe- 
seiches your Graee -to esteime our ^Confessione <^ 
Faith and couenant, to haue beine intendit, and to 
be the largest testknoney of our fidelity toOod, and 
loyaltie to our Kinge; and that hinderance being re- 
moued, most still siqpplicat your Grace wald be 
pleased to indicte a firee generall assemble^ ami par- 
liament, quhilk will Yndoubtedly redresse all our 
eiuells, sothe the peacex>f diis kirke and kingdome, 
and procure that cheerfulnesse of obedience, quhilk 
is dew to be randred to his Maiestie, carrinng with 
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k the ofiSn* of our fbrtons and best indeuors fyt his 
Ma^^ honor and happines^ aa ane reall testbnonej 
of our thankefbUnes, praying God that his Maiesty 
may long and happily raing over ws. 

After this supplicatione wes solemly presented to 
his Maiesties commissioner, and pecwsed by him, he 
still inskted to haue the couenant randred to him, 
wich, if they wold doe, then should all ther de^ 
mandes be granted; bot the Lordes coueoanteri 
and ther adherents stood fast to ther reftisall of his 
demand, and gaue in thir foUouing reasons^ qaiiey 
they could not obey his desyves. 

The conditione and ofieria that we shall haue all 
wee desyre granted ; it may be, he onlie meins the 
desyres conteined in the supplicatione, ore all wee 
desyred in the artickdlsisent wpe to courte,>genefal- 
ly all wee deayred for reformatione. 

Bot wee cannot, wpone aney condition,, rander the 
subscriued couenants, becausse subscription is a tes- 
timoney for the subscriuers, quhilk to rander is a 
hynous sin be£or God, and a shame befor all the 
world. Our suering, by holding wpe our handes, 
wes a testimoney for the present tymej bot subscrip- 
tion is a durable testimoney, and the present tyme, 
and not transient with the acte of suerinnig. Our 
subscriptions is a testimoney and monument to the 
posteritie, and example to be imitat wpone the lyke 
oocasione. 
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If ^y be randred, the subscriuers will be knoweii^ 

bbA may be delt with particularly to zeild to anney 
nouation in tyuK to come; the sabscnptions cannot 
be produced to be a wittnes aganistthem^ formaney 
may deny that after they, haue snbscriued it, withers 
may be troubled if they zeild not. 

Suppose all wer granted, quhilk wee wald craue, 
that perhaps may be performed for the present tym^ 
and wee may be depryued afterward of all that shall 
be granted for. the present^ by such as be in authori^ 
1y for the present ; ore such as shsIL succeid, of 
quhome wee haue no assurance. 

The dondition was neuer embraced by aney na- 
tion, and so exposae ourselues to ignominey b^r 
all forreners. 

Glue o£Eer wer granted, to grant the prof^^sione 
of religione in the grattest purity that euer aney 
enioyed it since the apostalls dayes, wpone condi- 
tion that euery man wold rander his lybell, to 
bume it, ore destroy it, wald aney man rander hia 
lybell, howbeit he had not subscriued to tbe contents 
of it; and suppose he might haue other lybells for 
byimng ? Bot wee haue subscriued the couenant, and 
no wther subscriued couenant shall be had. As for 
the present couenant, it will be alledged that they 
are not authenticke, ore that they are falsefied, ore 
may be dischargeit wnder the paine of treasone ore 
confiscation of goodes, and so may not be producit 
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for a testmioney aganist the knowen subscriueird, bot 
shawed to posterity with freedome and liberty. 

The 29 of this mounthe of Junij, the ministers did 
present a second supplication to the Lord Comis* 
sioner, intreatting that he wold giue a testimoney 
of his affection to the treuth, in subscriuing the coue- 
nanty and in doing some thing tymeously, by express- 
ing his tender caire to the causse of Christe, now 
calling for helpe at his handes. 

This same day, the Lord Commissioner receaned 
a command from his Maistie, to causse publishe his 
declaratione ; bot he durst not adwenture to doe it, 
in respecte some of his best freindes assurid him, if 
that he did so, he wold both endanger his Males- 
tes honor, his auen sauetie and peace of the pub- 
licke, and therfor willed his Grace not to make aney 
declaration wich wndoubtedly wald be encountred 
with a protestation, and that in such maner as wold 
be displeaabg to him, and make the publishing of 
it be disserniceable to his Maiesty, his master. 

The Lord Commissioner, being perplexed with 
thesse wnexpected difficulties, resolned to spin otit 
that weebe to a lenthe, with courte flourishes, therby 
to gaine tyme, wntill he might make his Maiesty ac-^ 
quainted with the posture of affaires as they then 
stood, and receaue furder instructions concerning 
them. 

The Lord Commissioner, iU his letters of ddwlce, 
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acquanted his Maiestie with the danger threatned> 
if he should publishe his declaratione. He intreatU 
ed his Maiestie, if neids he wold haue ^is decbira-* 
tione published, that he wold sueittin it with the re« 
storing to Edinbrughe the seattes of justice as for- 
merly ; as also, that he wold be gratiously pleassed 
to giue him leiue to take a iorney to his Maiestie,. 
(thoughe he should returne presentlie) to the end he 
might acquant his Maiestie with the new emergen- 
cies of bussines, and suche other thinges as could 
not be Weill and conueniently be exprissed in let* 
tersr; and so accordingly receaue instructions from: 
his Maiesty for his carriadge. 

To wiche letters of adwice, his Maiestie, by ane 
expresse, speedily retumid this ansuer. That he 
wold haue his declaration no longer delayed, bot 
commandit him presently to publishe it, becausse 
he wold not (quhateuer should be the euoit) haue 
his people barred the knouledge of his gratious in- 
tentions and fauors towardes them. He was con« 
tented, lykwayes, that all the courtes of iustice 
should presently begin to sitt againe at Edinbrughe, 
for the reasons conteined in his letters ; and in off 
reclaiming that cittey, wich otherwayes, by ther 
misdemanour, had no ressone to expecte aney suche 
fauor from him. Lastlie, his Maiestie was content- 
ed, after the dispatche of thesse tuo, that according 
to his desyres he should^ quhen he thought it oon«

B^ent, repaire to him, taking first order with the* 
counsaile, for keeping all thinges in order vntill his 
retume. 

The Lord Commissioner, hauinge receaued this 
order from his Maiestie, conueined the counsaile, 
and acquanted them with it, quho seimed to be so 
Weill satisfied with bringing backe the courtes of 
nistice to Edinbrnghe, that presently, in one woyce,- 
they send this follouing letter of thankes to his Ma- 
iestie. 

Most sacred Sonerainge, 
Thq Marquesse of Hamilton, your Maiesties 
Commis«(ioner, hauing imparted to ws yorir Maies- 
ties g^atious pleasure and allouance, that the Judi- 
catories of the Counsaile and Session, and others, 
should be returned to the cittey of Edinbrughe, 
therwpone the Lord Commissioner being present, 
order was giuen for publicatione, at the mercat 
crosse of Edinbrughe, with all solemities requisite, 
and that the lyke publication should be made 
throughout the quhole kingdome, at all publicke 
places. Tliis hath giuen so grate contentment to 
all your Maiesties subiects, that wee can expresse 
with quhat deutifull respecte, and hartey prayers fbi^ 
your Maiestie, they haue embraced this grate mtd 
wndeserued fauor. In consideratione quherof, wei

The Sd <^ Julay, thia leire^ accords^ to his Ma- 
anties pxodamation,, the Session sate doune in Edin- 
Ingheb. At tier donne sittings the Marques of 
HamiltOA, his Maiesties Conunisskmer, being Iher 
ia^ persone, spoke to the ludges thus :— 
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My LordeSf 

I was yarranted from bis Maiestie to recall the 
Session againe to Edinbrughe; tbe cbeiffis tbing 
that moaed him tberto, was the sense of the manej 
incommodities wich bis subiects in generally and tbe 
Judges in particular, did sUsteine by tbe remoneing 
of it; that bis sacred Maiestie and Master bad re- 
quyred him to desyre and command the ludges to 
grant all resonable dispatche to Maiesties subiects 
in tbe administratione of iustice, that so sometyme 
wich was lost, might be regained. Lykwayes, my 
Lordes, (said be) I must requyre you to be werey 
eairfoU and circumspecte, that in thesse troubdsomt 
tymes, no order nor decree may passe from you^ 
wich may be prceiudiciall to bis Maiesties croune or 
semice. 

Tbe 8 of Julij, bis Maiesties Commissioner caused 
solemlie proclaime tbe Kings declaration (or a pro* 
cbunatiooie of bis fauor and grace, as in bis auen 
letter be named it,) at tbe crosse of Edinbrogb^ 
quberin bis Maiestie declairs bimselue to be free of 
aney staine of poprey, that be will manteine the 
religion presently prc^essed within the kingdome^ 
without aney innouatione: That be walde not, in 
aney tyme beirafter, euer wrge bis subiects with the 
practisse of the sendee booke, booke of canons, ore 
aney tbing of that nature : That be wold not make 
Mey alteratkm stber in lawes ore gouemiment: 
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That he wold in no wayes wronge the liberty of 
the subiecte : That be wold recdfie the heighe c<mi- 
mission, by the helpe and adwice of his priuey coun-^ 
saile^ that it shall neucF impunge the lawes, nor be 
a just griuance to his loyall subiects : That at his 
conweniencey he wold indicte a hee generall assem- 
bley and parliament, quherin all the iust griuances 
of his snbieetes should be remedied. Greinwitcb, 
the 28 of Junij, 1638. 

Nasouner was the proclamatione endit, bot lohne^^ 
Earle of Cassiles, in name of the noblemen ; Mr 
Alexander Gibsone^ younger of Durie, in name of 
the barrons ; lames Fletcher, prouest of Dundie, ia 
name of the burrowes ; Mr Jo: Ker, at Sallpeston, 
in name of the ministers ; and Mr Archbald John* 
ston, reider of the protestatione, (wich from a scaf- 
fold neir the crosse, to that purpois rer-ected) in 
name of all quho did adhere to the confessione of 
fiEiithe and couenant laitly renewed, tooke instru* 
ments in the handes of three nottaries present, at 
the said crosse of Edinbrugh, being enwironed with 
numbers of noblemen, barrons, &c. befor maney 
hundreds of wittnesses; and craued the extracte 
therof : and in tokin of ther deutifull respecte to his 
.Maiestie, confidence of the equity of ther causse, 
and innocencey of ther carriage, and houpe of his 
jMaiesties grampus acceptance, they ofFred, in all hu- 
fttilty, with 8ubmi§sQ reuerence^ a copey of ther said. 
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protestatione to the herauld quho had proelaimed 
his Maiesties proclamation. 

The Marques Hamilton, his Maiesties Commi»^ 
sioner, takes his iomey to eburte, aboutethe midle 
of Julij, and returns 4iither, according to his pro» 
misse, aboute the 6 of Aguste, this same zeire, . with 
new iniunctions ; and befor he wold indicte a ge- 
nerall ^assembley, he deliuered to the Lordes that 
stood for the oouenant, his Maiesties demandes, (aa 
he called them) in ten artickells :— - 

Firste, That all ministers deposed or suspendit 
by the presbeteries, since the 1 of Febrij last, with- 
0ut warrant of the Ordinarey, shall be restored to 
ther auen places, till such a tyme .as they shall be 
legally conuicted* 

2. That all moderators of presbeteiies, deposed 
since the Ibrsaid day by the presbeteries, without 
warrant of the Ordinarey, be restored ; and all mo- 
derators appoynted by the said presbeterey, without 
warrant forsaid, to ^desist from executting the oflSce 
of moderator. 

3. That all ministers admitted by the presbete- 
des, since the forsaid day, without warrant from the 
Ordinarey, shall desist from exercissing the function 
of ther ministrey in that place to wich they haue 
beine so presented and admitted* 

* 4. That all parishioners shall frequent ther autt 
^rhurches, and heir ther auen ministers ; and that the 
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elders assist the ministers in the sessione, sohI <^lher 
exercisses of the discipliiie of the church) as form^u 
lie they wer wssed to doe* 

& That all bischopes and ministers hane Umbt 
vents and stipends, deulie and thanlcfiiUy payed 
th^n* 

€• That al ministers be presently appoynted lo 
ropaire to tfaer auen churches; that none of them 
corne to the assembly^ ore to tibe f^ee qidier tiia 
samen shall be held, hot snche as shall be ehoseil 
commissioners fixmi Ae presbeteries. 

7. That according to the acte of aaaemfalie 1906$ 
modegpators of pred:ietries being found necessarejF 
members ai the assembUe, enrey cne of the said 
moderators be appoynted to be cdwiiiakiner from 
tthe presb^rey quher he » modeerator. 

& That biadK>pes and other miinstera qniv> shall 
attend the assemUie, may be secured in ^iv peraow 
from trouble and molestatioBew 

ft. lliat the commissioners from presbeteries be 
chosen by the ministers of that preshiterey eidy; 
and that no lay persone quhatsomeuer medle in the 
choisse^ nor no minister without his auen {»resfai* 
terey. 

10. That all conoocations and meittings bede* 
solued) and that eur^ man repahre to his aoea 
hettsse; that 1^ countrey be not coqlie made peace- 
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^jMei but also al sudie actes bdinr boorM as nuqr 
jaake it appeire to be otherwajes. 

And smce his Maiosiie is still ^spleossed with 
the co y wiaiit y 'wisdotne and our deiitifiiU obedienoa 
^•Otir soucraiiqpe^ requyre that some siidie coorssa 
should be takin qaheilyfr his Maiestie may nceaue 
aatiifiuAioiie therin; and in the meaneQane, that 
'thcr be no pressing) threttning, ore penniading rf 
fMQ to sobaerifie the conenant^ nor jjio m e a t i o a 
jnade therof aney more in pnlpitts. 

To ihease ten^atiokells of his l^esties Gommis* 
.'riaiier% die lordes, barrons, burgesses and mirns^ 
imrsf rctumtd thedToUoning anssners :— * 

Hanii^ seriously considred with ^ursdnes, tbat 
meAmg kk diis worid is so fMretious, and ought to be 
so deir wnto m» 4ui our sreligion ; that the deseases 
^the chavdie after longa toleration did threttin no 
lease then the wtter mine and expyringof the^treodi 
4f£ rdigion at last; and that a free generall assem- 
Uey was the ordinarie remeid appoynted by diuyad 
^ ^aothorityy and Missed by dewyne pronidence in otfaer 
^diurches:; and after a speciall maner in tiie-church 
4Ji>Qoo&m»d9 weehaneoftmandeamistlysiqpplicated 
£>r flie same, and hane laboured to remene qidiat 
laras oUectedy or quhat wee could conceaue to be 
Jm^ hinderanoe to the obteining of our desyres* 
Lyke asuow wee haue for the same good end n^ 
'Mokd to retome this anssoer to the particulars pro* 
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ponded to be performed by ws, befor lliat Aney as« 
sembley be indicted* 

The particulars proponded are ather conc^eming 
matters ecclesiasticall or ciuill. Ecclesiasticall or 
churche matters are, the first, concerning .ministers 
suspendit ore deposed by the presbeteries, since first 
of Februarij last, without warrant of the Ordiiiarey^ 
that they be restored to ther auen places. The se-* 
cohd, concerning moderators of presbeteries depos- 
ed since the forsaid day, to be restored, and all mo^ 
derators a^poynted by the said presbeteries without 
warrant forsaid, to desist from executting the office 
of moderator. The thrid, concerning ministers ad- 
mitted since the forsaid day, that they desist fi'om 
exercising the function x)( the ministrey in that 
place to wich they haue beine adoiitted. 
c Thesse 3, doe conceme the proper deotey and 
particular &cts or faults jof presbeteries, quherin 
wee haue no pouer to judge or determine, wither they 
haue proceided lawfully or not ; far lesse can wee 
wrge or command them to recall quhat they haue 
determined ore done in the suspending, deposing or 
admitting of ministers, or moderators, they beuig 
properly subiecte to the superior assemblies of the 
churche; and in this caisse and conditione of the 
churche, to the generall assembley, quher, if that 
they shall not afW tryall justifie ther proceidinges 
from the good varrants of scripture, reasone and the 
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actes and practisses of the churche, they ought to 
susteine dier auen deserued censure. And since, 
one the one syde, ther be maney complaintes aganist 
the prselats for the Tsurpatione ouer presbeteries in 
the lyke particulars; <and, one the other syde, ther 
be suche complaintes of the doinges and disorders 
«f the presbeteries, to the offence of the praela^ ; 
we trust that his Maiesties Commissioner will not 
esteime iMs to be aney hinderance of the indictipne 
of a generall assembley, bot rather a pouerfull and: 
principall motiue with speed to xonueine die same, 
as the proper judicatorie, quherin to determine such 
dangerous and vniuersall differences of the churche, 
Nather doe wee heire that aney ministers are depos- 
ed, bot suspendit daring this interim, till a generall. 
assembley, for ther erronious doctrme, .and flagi- 
tious lyffe. So that it wer most offenciue to God,, 
didgracefull to religion, and scandalous to the peo- 
ple, to restore them to ther places, till they be tray- 
ed and censured. And concerning moderators, none 
of them (as wee wnderstand) are deposed, bot some 
onlie changed, wich is werey ordinarey in this 
churche. 

The fourte, concerning the repairing of parition- 
ers to ther auen churche; and that elders assist the 
ministers in the discipline of the churche, ought to. 
be cognosced and judged by the particular pres-. 
beteries to wiche the parischeomers and elders are

siiice the caiisse iQsy be in the nnni^ersy no 
lesse then in the ptaiachoa&n and elders ; and ift 
eaiase th^ find no redresse ther^ to assent till thef 
come ^ a generall assembkjr, the want qufaerof mak« 
eth disovders to be nmltipliad, bothin presfaeteries 
and in partkolar parishes. 

To the seKty that ministers TStt wpone ther anea 
chnrdbes, and that none of them come to theassem^ 
liiegrore place qnher they same is keipte^ bot sndie 
as dtsU be chosen commissioners JEmn {ffesbeteries; 
vee anssaer^ that none are to come, to the place of 
the assembky^ bot sndie as aduer alloned l^ conip 
misuim to hane Totcef or odierwayes hane soche 
.^ntresse ms they can jnsdfie to his Maicaties Cca^ 
missioner^ and die assembly conweined. 

To die 7f conceminge the appointing of modera^ 
tors of presbeteries to be commissioners to the ge» 
aefsli asscmUey; onlie constant moderators) qnha 
hane cessed longe sincei wer found in the assembly 
1606, {wkh ncmt was tqrattcd by the chmvhe t» 
be a lawfiill nationall assembley) to be nectssarey 
snendbers of the generall assembler; and if both die 
snoderatorsy who, if diey be necessarey m^nber^ 
neid not to be chosen, and the dmsen commission* 
«rs repaire to the assemibl^, die asstmbl^ itsehie 
«m judge best of the members thenif it am|ht te 
consistr 

To the 9^ diat no lay persons qularisu i iwil i r 
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medle with tke choyui^ of oonmusttoners firom tlie 
presbeteries, and no minister without his auen pr«8- 
beterie ; wee say, that according to the order of our 
diurche discipline, non bot ministers and elders of 
churdies ought to haue woyces in choysing of com- 
missioners from presbeteries ; and that no f»^*^W^f 
ore ^er should haue royce in electioiie» bot his 
anen {nresbetecey* 

The rest of the particulars are eoncemiag ciuile 
matters; as thefyf^coiicttiiingpigriii^<rf'reiitsand 
atipendes to ministers and bisdiopes, coDceming 
wiche wee can say no ibrder, bot that the kwes are 
patent for them, as for his Maiesties other subieotes ; 
and that the Generall Ass: ou^t not to be delayed 
wpon aney complaint of that kynd* 

Tie ^hte^ requyriiig that bischopes and minis- 
tors be secured in ther parsons^ wee think so ra« 
aonabk, that wee wiQ promiase eur^ one of ws» for, 
eur aacn pairts^ they shall suffer no wi(denoe frimi 
ws ; and that wee diall hinder other% so fkre as weoi 
may; and if aney trouble them otherwayes, ora 
make them anqr kynd of molestalione in that attend- 
ance^ bot by ordtr of law, the parties are justlie 
pvnishaUe according to the degce^ ^ th^ fikuU^ 
as other subiects arew 

To the 10, conoeming the diasoluiag of all con- 
nocations and meittinges, and the peaceabksaes of 
liie oomtrcgr ; thesae meittinga hmg heyt for no 
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6ther end^ bot for c<nsulting aboute lawfiill reme- 
dies aganist suche pressing griuances as thretdn the 
desolatione of this churche and staite, cannot be dis- 
isolued till the eiuells be remoued. And wee trust 
that nothing in thesse our meittinges hath escaped 
ws, wiche carrieth in it the smallest appeirance of 
wndeutifufaiesse, or wiche may seime to tend to the 
breache of the comon peace. Bot altho our aduer- 
sarieg haiie heirin calumniatted ws, yet wee haue 
alwayes so behaued ourselues as beseimed his Ma- 
iesties most humble and loyall subiects, petitioning 
his Maiestie for a Iqgal redresse of our just gri- 
uances. 

To the last, concerning the couenant, the Com- 
missioner, his Grace hatiiug mahey tymes, and most 
instantly pressed ws with that poynt, wee did first, 
by inwincible arguments, make manifest, that wee 
could not, withoute sininge aganist God and our auen 
consciences, and without doing wrong to this nation- 
all churche, and all posteritie, reschind ore alter the 
same ; and therafter did at large cleire the same of 
all wnlawfull combinatione aganist authoritie, l)y our 
last supplication and declaration wich his Maiesties 
Commissioner, accepted as the most redey and pow- 
erfull of all other meins, wich could c<Hne widiin the 
compasse of our thought to giue his Maiestie satis-

faction; the subscriptione of this our Confisssion of 
Faith and couenant, being ane acte sfoeuid&rtl]: 
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tending to the glorie of God, the Kinges honor and 
happines of the kmgdome, and hauing alredy prou-* 
ed so comfortable to ws in the inwarde of our hartes. 
It i» our ardent and constant desyre, and readie 
wische, that both his Maiestie and all his good sub- 
iects may be pertakers of the same comfort, lyke as 
wee find ourselues bound by concience, and by 
the couenant itselue, to persuade all his Maiesties 
good subiects to ioyne with w^ for the good of reli- 
gion, his Maiesties honor, and the queittnesse of the 
kingdome ; wich being modestly wssed by ws, with- 
out pressing or threttning of the meinest, wee houpe 
shall neuer giue his Maiestie the least causse of dis- 
content. 

Seing therfor, according to our power and intresse, 
wee are most willing to remoue all hinderances, that 
thinges may be carried in a peaceable maner, wor- 
they our profession and couenant; doe aime at no- 
thing bot the good of the kingdome, and preserua- 
tion of the churche, wich by consumption or com- 
bustion is lyke to be desperatly deseased, except re-, 
medey be some way speeidely prowydit ; and wee de- 
light to wsse no other meines bot such as are legall 
and haue beine ordinarey in this churche si^ce the 
reformation. Wee are confident^ that without fur-r

der delay, for praeuenting of gratter eiuells and mise- 
ries then wee can expresse, our just desyres shall be 
granted^ so shall, wee be encouraged. in the peace aS 
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oar Mmik, ttill to pray for his Maksde, alt incrttse 
of trew honor and happines. 

The Marques Hamilton, his Maiesdes Coimnis^ 
aioner, takes a second woyage to the conrte, in Agust 
this aeire, and finds the King then at Otelande% 
qaher he stayed onlie eighte dayes, and retnmet 
some thre or foure dayes befor the tyme i^^inted 
to the Lordes couenanters, and ccmiieines the conn- 
saile at Holyrudhousse, the 22 of September 1688> 
and producis tno missiues firom his Maiesde, and 
signed with his hand; quherin, as the onlie meinea 
to setle peace within this kingdome^ he enioynes the 
snbscriaeing anew the Confession of Faithe, and 
band subioyned therto, as it was seigned by his royaU 
father at Edinbnighe, 28 of Janij, 1580, to be Psnew- 
ed, (wich as he wreattes,) he hes commandit his Com- 
missioner, with adwice of the Lordes of his priaey 
comisaile^ to setle and order, qnberby the sud Con- 
fession of Faith and band may be a new subscrined 
by the qnholesnbieots within the kingdome; asapro- 
claniati<me for that same porpois was proclaimed at 
Edinbmghe crosse the 2S of September, seigned with 
his Maiesties hand, at Otelandes, in England, 9 Sep- 
tember. The wther letter IxNre, as he was bothe in 
judgement and concience satisfied of the reformed 
Protestant rdiigicm now established, and aganist the 
Roman, so he purposed, by Gods grace, bodi to 
iiae and die in the practisse therof ; and to preseme 
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ttid manteine the same in fnU strenth and integrity, 
according to the lawes of that his ancient kingdome. 

After the forsaid proclamation had issewed fourthe^ 
finent the subscrioing of the Confessione of Faithe, as 
it was dohe in Ao 1580, the Kinges Commissioner and 
Lordes of priaey counsaile, both did sneare and sub«- 
sctine the same, and past ane acte of the 22 of Sep* 
ttsmber, for the subscriuing therof by all the subiects 
within the kingdome. Bot thesse that had suome 
and renewed ther couenant alredey with the minis* 
ters, diought that the subscriuing of this enioyned by 
bis Mai^ Comiaissioner, was not only praeiudiciall 
to th«m and ther causse, bot lykwayes did inferre a 
manifest periuriey one them, and a breache of ther 
couenant, and therfor dissuadit eiiery one from sub. 
scriuing it 

One this same 22 of September, ther issewed 
feturthe ane other proclamatione, for the indictione of 
the generall assembley, to be holdin and keipt at the 
cttteyxif Ghisgow, the 21 of Nouember foUouing, this 
same seire* 

- Immedlatley aifter this proclamatione of the indie- 
tion of die generall assembley, ther folloued ane 
other of the same dait, ordaining the heighe courte 
of parliament to sitt doune lit Edinbmghe one the 
15 day of Maij following, #ith continuation of dayes ; 
and lastly, after the parliament wes called, ther was 
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publissed the commissione of the'Lordes of secrett 
counsaile, by wich they appoynted and designed se- 
uerall commissioners for reqnyring and taking the 
subscriptions of the subiectes to the said Confession 
and band, (called the Kinges couenant,) througjie 
the seuerall shyres within the kingdome. 

Vith all this courte creame and smonthe flou- 
rishes^ the Lordes of his Maiesties priuey connsaill 
heir^ seimed not onlie weill pleassed, bot satisfied; 
and werilie thought that this courte h(dy wajtter 
wold haue extinguished all the former flames and 
combustions, as appeired by ane acte of counsaile^ 
and a particular letter directed by them to his Ma« 
iestie, wich heir doe follow :^* 

The Lordes of secrett counsaite, hauing read 
and maturly considered his Maiesties letters, and 
particular declaration othis pleasur anent the asmll- 
ing of the sendee booke,^booke of canons and heighe 
commission, dischargeing the ptessing of the prac- 
tisse of the 5 artickells, making all persons ecdesi- 
asticke and ciuile, of quhat title and degree soeuer, 
lyable to the trayell and censure of parliament, Ge- 
nerall Ass: and other judicatories competent, anent 
the not administratting to ministera at ther entrey 
aney other othe than th^t wich is contined in the 
acte of parliament, anent the subscriuing and renew- 
ing the confession of fiiith, subscrioed by his Males-

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tifis fiitlier, (of blissed ihenof ie^) aijid Us faonsAoldy^ 
in Ao 1580, and band fi[^inng therwpone ; anent 
the indictione of a generaH assembley to be faoldm 
at Glasgow, 21 of Nouember, 1638, and parliament 
at Edinbri^he the 15 of Maij, 1639 ; and anent his 
gratious goodnes in forgetting and forginmg all 
buyganes, and indfction of a fast, for crauing of 
Gods blissing .to this assembly; find themselues 
so fully satisfied therwith, and the same to be so sa- 
tisfactorejr Jbr nemouekig all the feares of the sub- 
iectes an&ailt intiouation cf religion or , larwes^Mhat 
wee hold ourselues bound in deutiey, not onll^ to 
acquiesse thferi^ith as the best jneine tp secure both 
religion {cnd liawes, bot also to wsse our best ihde- 
uors that all his Maiesties good subiects may lyk- 
wajes rest satisfied therwithe; and that they with 
wsy and wee with them, may testifie our thankfuU- 
nea for so grate a grace and goodnes, with all the 
heartie expressions of deutifullnesse and loyalty; 
and that oure trew sense hdrof may the more cleir- 
lie appeire to our sacred souerainge, wee doe by 
thesse humblie and hartily makie offer of oure lines 
and fortufis in the defei^ding: a&d aasistulgof his M&- 
i^tie^ sacred persone and authorityy in the manti*^ 
nence of the forsaid religion and confession of £uthy 
and repressing of all suche as shall heirafter prease 
to disturbe the peace of this kirke and kingdome*

The pi^amadons of the 22 of Sept: thii^ zeire, 
for indkrtiug a generall assembley and' parMam^it, 
not anssuering the suplications,.petidQns and arti- 
ckells exhibit to the Kinges Commissioner, was re- 
ceaued' by the' noblemen, barrons and burgesses, 
ministers and* comons, with a protestatione of Ae 
same dait, for ther auen vindicatione, liberties <^ 
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dmrche imd kingdone) wiGh« after the reiding ther- 
<tf M the mercait cEosse of Edinbrughe, James, Earle 
^fJtfotttrcHB, in name of the noblemen ; Mr Alex«« 
t^er GftisoDe^ younger of Durie^ m name of the 
barrons; George Porterffiild, merchant burges of 
Glasgow, in name of lite burrowes; Mr Henre/ 
RoUook, iiinifi^er at Edinbrughe, in nabie of the 
Bumsters; and Mr Archbald Johnston, i^eider of 
the said protestation, ux name of all thesse quho 
adhered to the confession of faith and couenant re- 
newed within this kingdome, tooke instruments im 
the hands of three notaries present at the said mer- 
eai Crosse of Edinbrughe, being enwironed withe 
grate nnmbers of noblemen, barons, gentlemen^ 
biirrowes, ministers and comons, befor maney htoH 
<^eth wittnesses, and craued the extracte therof | 
and in tokm of ther dewtifiill respecte to his M»4 
iestyy confidence of the equity of ther causse and in<* 
noc^nc^ of ther carriage, and houpe of his Maie»* 
ties grattoas acceptance, they did offer in all humi* 
lity, with snbmisse reuerence, a copey of the said pro*i 
lestaiion to the herauld. 

Befor the doune sitting of the generall assemUey^ 
the Kkiges Commissioner and the other deputted 
commissioners be acte of comisaile, wer werey dili^ 
gent in procuring the Kinges couenant to be sub* 
acRued; allnring s<»ne with £ure promisse% and 
^others with threttnings, notwithstanding the 9^ 
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teine reasons wsed to the contrarey, by die coae- 
nanters, in ther protestation aganist the subscriuing 
of that confession of the Kinges, (called the Kinges 
couenant) in respecte that Episcopac^e, abiured by 
the first couenant, might snbsist by that off the 
Kinges^ as also ane other maine reason wa^ that 
his Maiesties meining, now intimat by his commis- 
sioner, That the innouations introduced in this 
kirke since the zeir 1580, (vrich is conceaued to re» 
pugne to the genuine and trew sense of that coue^ 
Bant, as it was then made,) may subsist with the for- 
said couoiant as it was then subscriued, in A^ 1580 ; 
this last was the main ressone cjuhy S^ Alexander 
Gibsone, elder, & George Erskyne^ S' Johne Hope 
and Sr Johne Scott, foure senators of tlie CoUedge 
pf Justice, refiissed to subscriue th^ Kinges coue^ 
nant, ^uhen the remanent Lordes of the Session did 
subscriue it, in the begnin^ of Nouember, this zeire* 
wntill the generall assembley indicted* should giue 
ther interpretation of that couenant^ since it proper* 
lie belonged to them to cleire all such doubtes and 
wthers grounds of distractions quhilkes has laitly 
iallin out in this kingdome ; and being wrged to sub- 
scriue the Kinges couenant, they absolutly refused 
for the formentionat reasons ; quherwpone, in pre* 
•ence of his Maiesties Commissioner, they tooke in- 
struments in ther dercks hands, for windication d 
themselnes, and that ther procedure should not be 
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constrned to proceid from aney disloyalty or 
bedlence to authoritie* 

The Sd of October, this same zeire, also, the 
Lordes couenanters wreatt to his Maiesties Com- 
missioner, being then at Hamilton, complainng one 
thesse quho forced men to subscriue and sueare the 
Kinges couenant, contrair to his promisse made to 
them at Edinbrughe, as followtethe:— 

Please your Grace, 
Wee wer glade of the indiction of the ane assem- 
bley, as the means to bring our complaints to ane end; 
and as wee promissed for our pairt to doe our en^ 
deuore, that all matta*s might be carried in a peace- 
able way, and no man troubled in any sorte till that 
tyme, so did wee certanlie expecte, that no violence 
or molestatione should haue beine wssed aganist 
aney of thosse quho had subscriued the last coue- 
nant ; and set, far contrarey to our expectation, are 
brought hither almost eurey houre griuous com- 
plaints fr(Hn maney of the people in diuersse pairts 
of the kingdomei that they are by the threttninges 
and (^pin violence of some^tatsmen, and counsellers, 
and barrons, constrained to subscriue a confession 
of fidthe and band; some with blind and doubting 
mynds, and others aganist ther conciences, to the 
grate trouble of ther sotdles, and grate distorbanoe 
of the peace of the countrey, contrarqr to suche 
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peaceable prepamrioiw aa should hafue psoeeidit s 
perfyte pacification at a general! ataenbley. * if 
wee bad bard bot some compkints of tbis kynd, wee 
wold baue spared, hoih your Gxaoes paines and our 
aaen; bot compkints being multiplied moie and 
viorey wee could not bot of deiUiey makp 
represeatatioDs th^of to your Gmee, diat

Maxswcdl ; to wich petione the presbeterey gaue no

(qnho sate one a throne, being eminently ndssed

In respecte tbe tyme of this nationall assembley 
and synod of Glasgow, wich sate from the 21 of 
Nouember, wntill the 21 of December this aeive» 
1688^ so maney busdnes wer handled ofheighecon* 
eemment, I will heir, for |he readers rnqoioreyt 
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onBe sett doune a diar^ of the most importttit and 
memorable thinges and passages^ that hapned in 
this so much longed for generall assetobley. 

81 Nouember, Sessio I. 
Vednesday, a sermon preached by Mr Johne Bell^ 
minister of Glasgow. 

• The rollers of euery pi esMterey called, and the* 
commissions delinered. 

22 Nouember, Sessio- 2. 
Thursday, after much adoe, Mr Alexander Hen^ 
dersone, of the presbiterey of St. Andrewes,^ and mih 
nister of Leuchers, was elected, with applausse of Ae 
haill a^sembiey, moderater. 

23 of Nouembei^ Sessio 8. 
Friday, Mr ArchiWld Ihonston wes elected 
clercke. He produces the bodkes, and registers of the 
generall assembley, wich wer thdught athei^to^ hau^ 
beine destroyed by the ptelats or lost. They wei* 
deliuered to sundrie learnid ministers and lui^ryers^ 
to be perwsed and adwysed ff they be authentioke. 

24 Nouember, Sessio 4. 
Saterday, thewalidity of the commissions wer 
trayed. 

' 26 Nouember, Sessio 5. , 
Mondf^, Mr Thomas Mackenzie, minister, con»- 
missioner for the Cfaanrey of Rosse, presented a pro^ 
testatione f^anist reulinge dders ; and being requy- 
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ted if he wold adhere to it, he itela firoai. it in the 
end, being conuinced by Mr Androw Ramsay. 

27 Nouonber, Sessio 6. 

The regbters of the assembley afqpronen as ao- 
thentidce* 

Fjrfteine ioyned with the moderator, for ordering of 
business that wer to be proponed to die assembley. 

A priuey conference, proposed by the moderator, 
anent bussinesse, and alloued by his Maiesties Com- 
missioner, one condition it should not wronge the 
Kinges intrest; altogidder reiected by the assembley, 
onlie it was left arbitratrey to the moderator to call 
for aney of the ministers of the assembky, to assist 
and consulte with him* 

Protestatione in name of the archiscbops and 
bischopes, &c. and ther adherents, presented by Doc- 
tor HamUtop, the preceding day, read at the Com- 
missioners efumist desyre ; the Lord Montgomerey 
and young Durie tooke instruments (wpon the pro- 
duction of this protestation, and declinator,) that they 
refused to compeire, and protested quhat passed aga^ 
nist them, should be als walide and pouerfull as if Aey 
wer present, they being lawfully smnond ; and that 
Doctor Hamilton should attend. The Commissioner 
protested, in ther name, aganist euery particular, 
and that they should suffer no preiudice* 

Resons read by the dercke for reuling elders. 
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28 Nouember, Sessk> 7. 

Vedinsday, the Commissioner caussed read his 
Ifaiesties comimissions, discharging the semice 
booke, bocdce of canons, heighe commissione, 5 ar« 
tickells of Perth, wnlawful othes at the entrej of 
ministers, &c. and all actes establishing the same; 
as also allotting the assemblies, so ofte as the kirke 
shall requyre, and that bischopes shall be layable 
to the£ censure ; he lykwayes reqnjred all present 
at the assembley, that they should subscriue the old 
Confession of Faith and Band of Mantinence. 

The Lord Commissioner said, that the assembley 
was not free, as he instanced from tua papers, di- 
rected from the tables at Edinbrughe, (wich wer 
read,) and so he could not giue ather consent, ore 
assent to the conclusions of the same, and threttnid 
that he wald depairt firom the assembley. 

The' Commissioner mainlie opposes aganist th« 
ouer-ruling pouer of reuling elders, (as he called it,) 
quho hauing beine out of possesion for maney zeires^ 
and now intrudit themselues, wich should not haue 
beine, without suplicatting his Maiestie befor ther 
repossesion ; then he arraysses from his seatt, and in 
the Kinges name discharges the courte, and protests 
that nothmg done therin should preiudyce or be 
aney wayes obligatorey to the subiects, nor prasiudi* 
dall to his Maiestie. 

The assemblie caussed read ther protestation by 
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the dercke, one the contrarej ; and therafter directs 
ed some of tbe young heblemen and wthers com- 
plflOB^CS, qnho wer mot monbers of the aasemblcj, to 
th^ Qiercat cxmse to reid t&at protestation, Wich waci 
accordingly done ; add so his Maiesties Commission*- 
er departed. 

After the Lord Conmiissioners departure, all, ex- 
cq^t foure dr fyue members^ did aclgsoaledge dw 
biwfaUnes of tl^ assembley, and did adheare to thef 
l^rotestation made ; and acknouledged the assemble^f 
to be competent iudge to die jarselats and ther ad^ 
hei*tot8, aotwith standing of ther protestation and de- 
diiiator* 

ThiS L9rd Erakyne subseriuesr die couenant in 
face of the asscxobleyy with tears* 

29 Nouember, Sesdo S^ 
Thursday, the minkters qoho irer excepted aganist 
the bischopts declinator, as being wnder the cen- 
sure of the kirke in Irland, gane in ther reasaons fi>r 
deiring dker innocencey, and shewed die Irishe bis- 
diopea prbceidings aganist them* They wer ap- 
prouen and accepted as members of the assembley. 
Ther was somediing said aganist Mr Robert 
Blare in the proclamation, Tiz. that he was ane eni- 
mey to monarchicall gouerniment, wich had b^ne 
the reasson quhay he was remoued out of Glasgow 
colledge ; bot he cleired himselue, and was admit* 
ted as ft member of die assembley. 
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Mr Dauid Dicksone, Mr Samnell Rutherfiird, 
and Gordon, Laird of Earleston, in Galloway, being 
excepted aganist, as wnder the censure of the heigh 
commission, cleired the iniustices of the proceidinges 
aganist them, and ther auen innocencey^ and wer 
acknouledged to be members of the assembley. 

Some ministers^ with thre noblemen, 3 barons 
and three burgesses, wer appojmted for sighting 
the actes of the assembley, for cleiring and expond- 
ing the couenants, and to report in wreat ther dili- 
gence to the assembley.

A committee ordanid for examinatione of the ser- 
vice booke, bookes of canons and ordinatione, and 
lleighe commissioner 

30 Nouember, Sessio 9. 

^y<^y9 the dercke was des3rred to take notice 
that the Lord Theasurer, Traquaire, was present 
and assisted at the election of Peiblis ; and conse- 
quently allowed the reuleing elders, altho he did 
opposse the same in face of the assembley. 

The sumonds aganist the bischopes was read, and 
the caueatts quherto they wer bound, wich they had 
brokin notoriouslie, and it was thought expedient 
that they should be prowin, for deiring the assem- 
bley, and all that should heire of it; wich caueatts 
they pretendit a freedome fra« 

Some ther presoit did auerrc, that Lindesay, 
Bischope of Edinbrughe, should haue said, that a 
letter assembley had freed them from suche ca- 
ueatts. 

And Archbischope Spotswood, of St Andrewes, 
epinly did say and professe, that they had neuer a 
mynd to keepe one of them ; and that they wer on- 
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Me made for the fashon, and to giue contentment to 
some turbulent and contentious heides. 

Reasons wer also read for the nullities of the as- 
semblies of Linlithgow, Ao 1606 and 1608, Glas- 
gow 1610, Aberdeine 1616, St Andrewes and 
Perthe 1617, and a comittee appoynted to reuisse 
and report the nixt daj. Sundrie brethreen de- 
clared the wnlawfullnes of Perths assemblej, by the 
woycing of them that had no commissione, and out 
putting of them that had commission; at wich as- 
sembley the Archbischope of St Andrewes forbad 
them to woyce aganist kneeling in receauing the sa- 
crament of the Lordes supper* 

1 December, Sessio 10« 
Saterday, the Archdeane of St Andrewes, Mr 
Dauid Michell, and Mr Patrick Panters processe 
wer giuen in and read in assembley. The Arch- 
deans accusatione was dninkennesse, sacraleidge in 
detaining 600 libs, wich was collected for support of 
the dewynes of the Palatinat, &c. He wssed the 
crosse in baptisme, and did forgett his text through 
drunkennesse. 

3 December, Sessio 11. 
Monday, lybellit crymes aganist Mr Dauid Mi- 
chell, minister of Edinbrughe, wer sufficiently pro^ 
win, and be, by the ioynt woyces of the assemhley, 
depriued, wich sentence the moderator pronnnced 
Aganist him« 
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4 December, Sessio 12. 

Vpon complaint of the commissioiiers of Edin* 
brughe, ther past-ane acte of assembley, fincbig Mr 
Alexander Thomsone, Mr James Hannay and Mr 
Danid Fletcher, to deserue depositione for ther de» 
clinator and protestatione aganist the asssmblej, 
and wther waighty crymes, &c. Commissione gi- 
uen after the ryssing of the assembley to 12 mmis* 
ters and 12 reulmg elders, noblemen, barons and 
burgesses, to conweine at Edinbnighe, and pro* 
nounce sentence of depositione aganist them. 

The Ardibiscfaope of St. Andrewes proces -pro- 
wen, and he, by the wnammous woyces of the as- 
sembley, deposed. The crymes alledgit aganist 
him wer breache of the caneatts, adulteries, breaohe 
of the Siabothe, drunkennesses incest, &c. 

They that wer vpone the nuUities of the lait as^ 
semblies gaue in ther report in wreat, wich beinng 
read and considered, the assembley, after full deli- 
beration, all in one woyce did find the same assem- 
blies null, fbr the reossons by them cleirlie seine and 
wnderstood. 

5 December, Sessio 1% 
Vedinsday, Mr Johne Crightone, minister at Pas- 
ley, being found by witnesse that he was aiie pn>- 
fessed Arminiane, and popeische diamptone ; him the 
assembley, all in one woyce, deposed- 
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6 December^ Sessio 14. 

The comittee for the bookes ^ seruice, canons 
and ordmatione, ^aad heighe commiseione, makes 
ther report in wreat, wich being read, the saids 
bookes, by full consent of the assembley, wer re- 
iected and condemned as popesche, erronius and 
altogider destructiue to the discipline established in 
the churche of Scotland, and^Jnrthers -of the best re- 
formed churches of Europe. 

7 December, Sessio 15. 

Mr Thomas Sydserffe, Bischopeof Cralloway,Tor 
poprne, deposed by all the woyces of the assembley, 
and excomnnmicat. 

The complaint aganist Mr Walter Wh3rtdurdy 
Mr Danid Lindesay, Bischope of Brechin, and pro- 
badone therof, was read, and all in one woyce did 
ordaine him to be deposed and«excommimicat. 

v8 December, Sessio 46. 

Saterday, lifter much reiding of papers and dis- 
pute anent the lawfullnes of Episcopacey in this 
churche, at last the questione was stated thus:— - 
Quhither Episcopacey was abiured in our kirke by 
the confession thefo^ and could be remoued ? All 
in one woyce remoued the same, as abiured^ neuer 
keirafter to be established. 

M) December, Sessio 17. 

The 6 artickelis of Perth is, by the * assembley^ 
in one woyce totally abiured and remoued. 
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The Bischopes of Edinbrughe, Aberdeine, Rosse 
and Dumblaine, wer all of them depossed from anej 
function in the kirke, and exconmiunicat. Dum- 
blaines crymes, by thesse that wer generall to all 
the bischopes, wer Arminianisseme, poperej and 
drunkennesse. 

11 December, Sessio 18* 

Tuesday Mr George Grhame, Bischope of Or- 
€ades, his lybell read, and he deposed ; Ho excom« 
munication aganist him, becausse of his submission 
to the assembley. 

Mr Johne Guthrie, Bischope of Murray, dqxMK 
ed ; and if he acquiessced not with the said sen* 
tence and made his repentance, to be excomoni- 
cat. 

Mr Patrick Lindesay, Archbischope of Glasgour^ 
his lybell read, and he deposed and excomunkat. 

Mr James Fairlie, Bischope of Argyle, his lybell 
read, and he deposed ; and if he did not acquiesse 
with his sentence and repented, to be excommuni* 
cat 

Mr Neill Campbell, Bischope of the lies Hy- 
brides, his lybell read, and he deposed. 

12 December, Sessi6 19. 
Vedinsday, after the depriuatione of Mr Thomas 

Forrester, minister of Melros, Mr Alexander Lin- 
desay, Bischope of Dunkeld^i, his lybdi being read» 
the assemUey did deposse him from the olBBca of bit* 
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cbope, and suspendit him from the office of miiiis* 
trie, and exercisse therof ; bot to be receauid ther^ 
to againe vpone his repentance, manifested to the 
presbeteries of Dunkelden and Pearthe, and wpone 
his prowyding of the kirke of Dunkelden at the 
sight of the presbeterey. 

After Dunkelden, Mr Johne Abemethy, Bis- 
chope of Cathnes, receaued sentence of deposition 
firom his office of episcopacey, and he to be receaued 
in the office of the ministrie wpon his publicke re- 
pentance, to be made in the kirk of Jedbrugh. 

The sentence of excommunicatione, aganist di- 
ners of the bischopes, wes publickly read, and by 
ftcte of the assembley, ordained to be pronounced 
tomorrow by the moderator in the heighe kirke^ 
and therafter to be intimat by the ministers and 
readers of all kirkes. 

13 December, Sessio 20. 

Noe more done this day, bot the sentence of the 
bisdiopes excommunication solemley pronounced by 
the moderator, Mr Alexander Hendersone, after a 
sermon preached by him, one the 1 versse of th6 
110 Psalme. 

14 December, Sessio 2L 

Ther came this day, a letter to the assembley 
from the Earle of Vigtone, directed to the Earie of 
Montrosse, wich read publickly in the assembley, 
desyrinng him to declare in his name, that he suk* 
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scriued to the confession of religion, in doctrine «ndL 
discipline, as it was in Ao 1580, and that he wold 
defend the same with his bloode.

Order takin thb day by the assembley, for com- 
missions in all quarters of the kingdome, for cog- 
noscing of proces presentlie depending befor the 
assembley aganist ministers, and to deceid therin ;

cember instant, 1638 ; and at St. Andrewes, the 20 of 
Januarij therafter, in Ao 1639; and from thenice 
to Dundie, the 4 of Febrnarij, 1639. 

17 December, Sessio 24.

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18 December, Sessio 25* 
Ther was giuen in to the assembley, ane anssuer 
to the declinator and protestation of the bischopes, 
also to the Kinges Commissioners protestation. 

Three commissions, anent complaints aganist mi- 
nisters in the southe and northe, exped this day. 

Acte, that all tytills of dignity, as deans, sub- 
deans, chanters, flowing from the canon law and 
pope, are^ abolished in tyme cominge. 

Acte, that no marriage be without thrysse proda^ 
mation, as the booke of discipline bears, wich is not 
absolute, bot exc€|>ts in knowin necessity* 

Acte, that no interments be in kirkes ; and that 
ther be no funerall sermons, as tending to supersti- 
tion. 

Acte, anent the maner of trayell of the expectents 
of the ministrie. 

Mr Archbald Jhonston, dercke of the assembley, 
elected to be procurator for the kirke, and Mr Ro- 
bert Dagleische to be agent; and fees appoynted for 
them. 

19 December, Sessio 26. 

This day was read the draught of a suplication 
to be made by the assembley to the Kinges Maies- 
tie, for his approuing, in the ensewing parliament, of 
ther procidinges and decrees. 

Commissioners appoynted to the parliament, fix>m 
the general! assembley of ministers ; noblemens eld* 
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est sones and barons from all quarters, with thesse 
follouing propositions : — 

First, That the praeuilidg^s of the kirke be ratti- 
fied, and ther power in holding ^nerall assem-* 
blies.

7o. That some few lynnes, by authority of parlia- 
ment should be addit to the couenant, to be sub* 
scriued by all suche as heirafler should enter wn- 
to the same. 

Acte declaring ciuile places of kirkmen in coun- 
saile, session, justice of peace, &c. woydnng in par- 
liament, &c. all to be wnlawfull, and they recindil 
imd anulled all former actes making the same law- 
fulL 

Acte restoring kirke sessions, presbeteries, sy- 
nods and assemblies, as they wer in A^ 1580, in 
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all respectes, and in ther members and elders, tber 
numbers and powar. 

20 Decembris, Sessio 27. 

In tbis session, ther was diuersse actes past, and 
transportations of ministers* 

Acte ordaning the generall assembley zeirlie, and 
oftner pro re nata ; as also ordaning the nixt generall 
assembley to be in Edinbrughe the Sd Vedinsday 
of Julij, 1689. 

Therafter the moderiitor discoursed of the werke 
of reformation in this kingdome, and Gods workes 
therin, and of the coursse and progresse of the at* 
aembley ; to this same purposse spake eache of them 
After ane other, 

Mr Androw Ramsay, 
Mr Dauid Dickscme, 
Mr Robert Blaire, 
Mr Androw Cant. 

The Earle of Argyle, also, by occasicme of 
speeiches wich fell from the moderator, spoke to 
the assembley of his longe delay and bydinng out, 
and not ioyning to the couenanters, not (siud he) 
for want of affection to the good causse, bot to doe 
more good ; wich, quhen it failled, he could byde 
no longer oute fh)m them with the other syde, ex* 
cepte he had beine a falsse kni^ue. He exhorted 
ministers to doe ther dewtiey, and to be respectiua 
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of authority; alao the ministers to peace and vnitj 
ftmongest themseliies* 

Therafter the moderator clossed the assembley 
with prayer, and singinge of the 133 psabne^ wpone 
the 20 day of December, 1038, being Fryday, about 
6 a clocke at night. 

After his Maiesties Commissioners d€{>ertiire from 
the assembley, one Wedinsday the 28 of Nouem- 
ber, he presently, that same night, assembled the 
coimaell; only tuo wer absent, the Earle of Argyle, 
qnho did excnsse his not coming, and the Lord 
Amont, quho was then seeike. At this night meit- 
ting of his Maiesties priuey counsaill, tuo thinges 
wer condudit ; one was, to wreat a letter of thankes 
to his Maiestie, fcff ^e ^rations profers his Com- 
missioner had made in his name at the assembley ; 
the other was, the emitting .a prodamatione for dis- 
soluing of the assembley^ Ther letter heire fol- 
lowithe. 

Most sacred Souerainge, 
In obedience of your Maiesties royall command^ 
wee haue attendit your Maiesties Commissioner 
heire at Glasgow, since the 17 of this instant; and 
acGording to our bound deutie, in so exigent ane 
occasion, haue not bein wanting with our humble 
and best aduices ; and altho wee doe remitt the par- 
ticular relation of quhat is past to his Graces selQ

as best knowen to him, zet we cannot, for treuthes 
saick, be so silent, as not acknowledge to your Ma- 
iestie, that neuer seniant did with more industrie, 
caire^ judgement and patience, goe aboute the dis- 
charge of so grate a trust. And albeit the successe 
hath not anssuered his desyres, nather zet his ex- 
traordinarey paines, and (as wee may confidently 
affirme) most dexterous and advised courses takin 
to compasse the iust command of so gratious a 
Kinge; zeC his deseruing heirin meritts to be re* 
membred to posterity. And since your Maiestte 
hath beine pleassed to renew to ws your former acta 
of grace, expressed in your proclamation and decl»< 
ration anent the mantinence of the trew religion ; 
and in the defence and profession therof, wee doe 
all, in humility and harty acknouledgem^it of so 
grate goodnesse, retume to your Maiesty the offsr 
of our Hues and fortouns- in defence of your sacred 
persone, and mantinence of your royall authority, 
and shall in all our actions approue ourselues your 
Maiestie» most loyall subiectes, and humble ser^ 
nants.

This letter the Earle of Argyle did refbsse to 
fubscriue. As for the Lord Commissicmers procla^ 
matioii for disscduing of the assembley, and ther 
protestation aganist it at the mercat crosse of Glas- 
gow, 29 of Nouember, wich I haue formerlie spclkin 
off in ther auen place, I will not heir againe repeat. 

The 8 of December, this same zeire, his Maies- 
ties Commissioner, hauing obteined his Maiesdes 
Hue for his retume to courte, and herinng maney 
eiuell disposed persons to haue wented abroad that 
his Maiestiey neuer meind to performe qvhat hes 
Commissioner had promissed in his name, (as he 
pretended) ; bot the treuth was, that he hauing made 
snche bussines at Glasgow, and endeuored by al 
meins to raisse the assembley ; coming imediatley 
therafter to the citey of Edinbrughe, fand the same 
not onlie in a grate sturre, bot the castell therof 
stronglie gaurded ; wich moued him, befor his de- 
perture from his Maiesties palace of Holyrudhousse, 
to emitt a proclamation, of the dait at Whithall, the 
eight day of December) ahewiog his proceidings at 
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Glasgow, wich was mett with a protestation, solem- 
lie made at the mercat crosse of Edinbrughe, the 
18 day of December, 1638. 

Obittes this zeire. 

In the mounthe of M arche this zeire, 1638, deyed 
William, Lord Alexander, eldest sone to William, 
first Earle of Streuelinge, Principall Secretarey of 
Scotland, at London. His corpes, being enbalmed, 
wer brought home, and priually, in the night, en- 
terred in Boweis He, in Streueling churche. He 

inaried Ladey Douglas, eldest daughter to 

William, first Marques of Douglas ; and him hes 
issew one onlie daughter, now liuinge. 

The 16 of Maij this zeire, 1636, deyed Ladey 
Dorothea Grhame, 3d daughter to Johne, Earle of 
Montrosse, and wyffe to S^ James RoUocke of 
Dencrube, knight, in Perthshyre ; and by him had 
no issew. Sho was solemlie interrid at the abbey 
churche of Holymdhousse, the 8 of Junij, this same 
zeire.

Shoe departed this lyffe at Olde Aberdeine, and 
wes interred in the cathedrall churche ther, with- 
out ancy funerall ceremoney. 

Aboute the midle of Aguste, lykwayes, this zeire»

1638, died James Steuart, Earle of Murray, Lor£ 
Doune, &e. at his castell of Tamuay, in Murray,., 
and wes interred in his auen buriaU ther, without 

>aney funerall ceremoney. He mariied Ladey 

Gordon, eldest daughter to George,, first Mar- 
ques of Huntley,, and had issew, James^ now Earle 
of Murray, that succidit to him. 

Ir' the mounthe of Nouember this znre, IGSSy 
deyed' Ladey Isabella Setton,. at Lithington castle^ 
in Haddintonshyre,^ wyffe to Johne Maitland, first 
Earle of LauderdaiU, and daughter to Alexander^ 
first Earle of Dunfermlinge, Lord Chanceler of Scot- 
land, and had issew. Shoe was interred at the ab- 
bey churche of Hadingtone. 

Abeute the end of the mounthe of December^ 
this same zeire, deyed Ladey Jeane Drumond^ 
countesse of Sutherland, wyfie to Johne Gordon^ 
now Earle of Sutherland, Lord Strathnauer, and 
hadissew* Shoerwas the onlie daughter and heire 
of James, Earle of Pearth, by Ladey Isobella Set- 
ton, his wyfie, daughter ta Robert, first Earle of 
Winton, at the Canowgaite, neir Edinbrughe, of a 
hectick fewer; and wes interred at the coUegiat 
churche of Setton, without aney funerall ceremoney^ 
by night. 

A« Regni Regis Carol] 15, el Sal: 16S9. 
The castell of Edinbrughe wes takin by the 
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Lordes cbuenanters, betuix foure and fyue a clocke 
in the eiuening of the 21 day of Marche, 1639; Mr 
Archbald Haddan, vnckell to the Laird of Glen- 
eggies, bemg constable of the san>e, wnder the Earle 
of Marr, quho refussed to rander it* They forced 
the wtter ^ite with a pittard, and the tuo iner- 
most gaittes with iron hamers. The thre leaders 
of this dance wer^ S*" Alexander Leslie of Balgoney, 
General ; S' Alex: Hamilton, Generall of the Ar- 
tellizrie, and Generall Maior, Robert Monro, with 
some Colonells, and a 1000 commandit musquetiers. 
They entred, and found in it some pices of grate 
ordnance, 25 feild peices, some ball, and about 
fourtie musquetts. 

One Saterday the 22 of Marche, some of the 
cheiSe couenanters, viz. the Earles of Rothes, 
Home, Louthean, with the Lordes Zester, St. Claire 
and Balmerinoche, went to Dalkeithe, and with 
them a 1000 commandit musqueteires. The} no 
souner presented themselues befor the housse, bot 
the Lord Thesaurer Traquair, keiper therof, furth* 
with deliuered it to them. They searched all the 
toumes therof for armes, and at last found in a sel- 
ler, dowcat, and a drawwell, and in some other ob- 
scure places, 48 barrells of pouder, 24 barrells of 
small shote, 6 carte load of musquetts, and 2 of 
pickes, wich the brou^t to Edinbrughe castle, one ' 
Monday the 24 of this same mounthe; lykwayes

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from Dalkeithe they brought the royall ensdnges 
of the kmgdome, croune, siiord and scepter, and 
that with grate solemnity and pompe, and put them 
wpe in Edinbrugh castle, one Saterday at n^ht, 
that same day. 

The 20 of Marche, this same zeire, the castell of 
Douglas was randred to the couenanters. In it wer 
nather armes nor aney kynd of amunition. Befor 
ther coining, the Marques of Douglas himselue wa& 
fled to Englaitd ; and his Ladey did intreat them^ 
that toinng shoe was bige with chyld, and could not 
trawell wther quher, that they wold permitt her to 
lodge in some comer of the castle ; to wich desyre 
they assented, and so placed a garisone in it. 

One Sunday the 23 of this same mounthe of 
Marehe, 1639, Dunbartan castle lykwayes was takin 
by suche a stratageme as followes : — The capitane 
therof, S^ Witliame Steuarte, vith his Ladey, and 
some 15 of his souldiers, not suspecting aney sur- 
prysall came to the toune churche, it being a fast- 
inge day, and hauing hard both sermons, wer aboote 
to goe home to the castle. The prouest of the toune 
eomes to him, and desyres him, that seeing he had 
fasted all day, he wold now goe with him and take 
some refreshement The capitane anssuered. No, 
he wold goe home to the castle ; and intreated him 
Aat he wold haue him excussed. Then, sayes the 
promesty for die better to yourselue, I requyre you 
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goe ttith me | and so 40 armed men hurles capitane 
and all to the housse ; at wich the capitane being 
astonished, the prouest sayes, Feare not, ze must 
deliuer me the keyes now for the countries saftie. 
That will I neuer doe so longe as my lyffe is in me, 
anssuers S' William* Weeill, replayes the pro- 
nest, be not foolishly obstinat ; for if ze send not 
presently and causse deliuer me the keyes, I woue 
to Grod to send your heades that are heire to be a 
tokin to deliuer them. The capitane thus catched^ 
to saue his lyfFe, sent for the keyes, and deliuered 
them to olde Johne Semple, the prouest^ 

The 30 of this same mounthe of Marche, S^ 
James Amott of Ferney^ and some gentlemen with 
him, and 60 musqueteirs, coromandit by one St. 
Claire, marched from Couper in Fyffe to Darsey ; 
the Laird therof, being the Archbischope of St. 
Andrewes sone, wes gone ; his Ladey caused opin 
to tliem the gattes, and mett them herselue. They 
told her they wer sent to see quhat armes and omu- 
nitione she had within. Shoe caussed oppin to 
them all the dores, they searched all the corners of 
the housse, bot nather found armes nor ammuni- 
tione, bot onlie seuin fouling peices, and some 16 
lan^s, wich they brought with them, without aney 
other violence offred. This searching of Darsey 
was done at the Earle of Rothes command, the day 
prseceiding. 
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Ih Appryle and Maij, thb zeire,. the couenanters 
did raisse a werey gallant armey, esteeimed to be 
betueen 26 and 30 thousand horsse and foote^ of 
wich-diey made S'' Alexander Lesley of Bolgoney, 
knight,. Gejierall. They marched with fleing colors 
to Duns-Law, in the Mersse, and pitched ther tents 
in sight of the King and his armey, quho wer en- 
camped one the southe syde of Tueed^ at a place 
called the Brickes, some 3 miles from Berwick, vpe 
the riuer, with a far less armey, (for he was not 12,000 
men, horsse and footte) of wich Thomas^ Earle of 
Arundaill and Surrey, was generall. 

The 6 of Junij, 1639, Charles, Earle of Dran- 
fermlinge, presented to liis Maiestie, ih his campe art 
the Brickes one Tueed, the humble petitione of his 
Maiesties subiectes of Scotland, as foUowes : — 

To the Kinges most excellent Maiestie, 
The humble petitione of his Maiesties subiectes 
of Scotland, humblie shewing, that quheras the 
former meins vsed by ws . hath not beine effectuall 
for recouering your Maiesties fauor, and the peace 
of this your Maiesties kingdome, wee fall doune 
againe at your Maiesties feeitte, most humbley 
suplicatting that your Maiesty wold be gratiouslie 
pleased to appoynt some few of your Maiesties ma- 
ney wortbey men of your Maiesties kingdome of 
England, who are weill affected to the trew religion 
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and comon -peace, to heire by some of ts of the 
same affection, of our humble desyres ; and to make 
knowen to ws your Maiesties gratious pleasure, that 
as, by the prouidence^of Ood, wee are heire ioyned 
in one Hand and one Kinge, so by your Maiesties 
grate wisdome and tender caire, al mistaking may 
be speedily remoued, and the tuo kingdomes may 
be keipt in peace and happines vnder your Maies- 
ties longe and prosperous rainge ; for the wiche wee 
shall neuer ceasse, as becomes your Mtuesties faith- 
full sid)iectes, daylie to pray for your Maiesties 
longe and happey rainge ouer ws. 

This petitione receaued anssuer the 8 of Junij, 
and the Earle of Dumfermling receaued a sayfe 
conducte to thesse that should treatte, seinged with 
die Kinges awen hand ; for the Scottes Lordes re- 
fussed to take the hand of aney Secretarey for the 
sayfe coming and retume. 

Tuesday, the 11 day of Junij, wes apponted for 
ther first meittinng, and the place to be in Anm- 
daill the Inglishe Generalls tent, in the Englishe 
campe* This same day ther came to treat firom the 
couenanters campe,

Johne, Lord Loudone ; 

£r Villiam Douglas of Cauers; 
wich, after a werey longe conference and full heir- 
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ing of all ther griuances by his Maiestie^ acoompar 
med with 

James, Ducke of Richemond;

Thomas, Earle of Anmdail ; 

Heorey, Earle of Holland ; 
Earle of Essex ; 

Sr Harey Vaine, Thr: of his Ma^ Houshold 5 

S«* Jo: CookQ, Principal] Secretarey of Estait ; 
all of them of his Maiesties priuey consaill. Tha 
conference endU, the Scotts commissioners wer all 
of them feasted by Jthe Lord General! Amiidaile^ in 
his auen tent, and immediatly after dinner, the Scotts 
commissioners returned home to ther campe at 
Duns, with a kisse of his Maiesties hand« 

Ther second meitting wes in the English^ QencH 
is^ tent^ vpon Thursday the IB day of Joni]. From 
the Scotts armey came this d^y to tre«te with RplheSf 
X'Oudone and Cauers, Mr AlexcQ^er tf^vd^rwne, 
and with him Mr Archbald Ihonston, clercke of the 
generall assembky. They, after maney houres con- 
ference in hm Maiesties presence) at last endend 
this dayes trettey with a kisse of |u9 MaiestifiS bands 
the 2d tyme. They wer this day lykwayes feasted 
by the Englishe GeneralU 

The last meitting was af^ynted to be one Sat- 
tardoy the 17 df Jus^j ; bot lor diuerasQ resacms and 
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respectes, it was contmowed wntUl Monday the 19 
day of this same mounthe, at wich tyme dier from 
the 3cottes campe, Sothes, Ix>udone, S^* Villi^m 
Douglas ami Mr AlesamiW nendersope, ^nd ther, 
iQ presence of his Maiestie, in the Earle of A^ UQ- 
dells tent, the artickells of peace wer ginned, first 
hy the King^ Maiestie, and then by the cppmiis- 
sioners one both sydes. 

1. The forces of Scotland to be disbanded and 
■discharged withii^ twenty four houres after the pub- 
Uciitiqne of his Maies^s declaratiope, now aggreid 
wpon. 

S* He« M^iesties castells^ forttesand ammiitiones 
47f all sortes, imd royall honors, to be deliuered a& 
ter the publicatipne, so squne as his Maiestie gbol 
send to receaue them. 

S« His Maiesties shipes to depairte* presently a& 
ter the deliuerey of the castells, with the first &ire 
wind) and in the ineantyme no intemipdone of trade 
or fishing. 

4. His Maiestle is gratiously pleased to ciiusse 
tp be restored all persons goodes and shipes, de- 
t^iimd or arrested since the first t>{ Noaember lust 
psstt 

5. Ther shall be no meittinges, treatties, consnl- 
t^tipns or convocations of onr leidges, bot suche as 
.are v^rrant^ble by actes of parliament. 

6. All fortifications to desist, and no fiirther work« 
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ing therone, and they to be remitted to his Maies^ 
ties pleasure. 



7. To restore to eurey one of our good subiectes 
ther liberties, housses, liimlafi, gondes and meines 
qufaatsomeuer, takin and detained from them by 
quhatsomeuer meines, since the forsaid tyme. 

8. The assembley to be indicted to the 6 of 
Aguste, and parliament to begin the 20 of the same 
mounthe. 

Forby thir eght artickells, ther wer thre or foure 
others seigned by the Kinge, wich wer deliuered 
to the Scottes commissioners, one conditione not 
to be published, least the world should thinke his 
Maiesties honor therby to be aney wayes impared. 
A copey of wich paper was therafter, by the perni-* 
tious counsaill of Laude, Archbischope of Canter- 
burey, and of the Earle of Strafford, Deputey or 
Lord Leiuetenant of Irland, solemly brunt at 
Cheapesyde Crosse, by the hand of the hangeman 
of London ; his Maiesties honor neuer receauing 
such a vound, then by his assenting to so vnwor- 
they and dishonorable ane acte, as in so scuruey a 
way to disclaime and disawou his au^i concessions, 
seigned by his owen hand, befor so maney famous 
vittnes of both nations. 

One Vedinsday the 21 of Junij, according to the 
artickells of peace, the Scottes anney begane, a& 
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ter tueljSe a clocke, to raisse ther campe and dis- 
bande. 

One Thursday, 22 of Junlj, Lyone King of 
Armes, wes sent by his Ma^ to the Scottes campe, 
accompanied with the Earles of Morton, Linlith- 
gow and Kinnoule, S' Edmund Vamey, Knight, 
Marishail of England, £k Johne Burrowghes, Gar- 
ter Prindpall King of Armes, and S' Henrey 
Myldmie, Mr of his Maiesties Jewelles, commission- 
ers to publishe his Maiesties declaratione ; bot be- 
for ther atriuell, most of the armey wer disbandit, 
onlie one regiment, commandit by Monro, and some 
5 or 6 companies of other regiments, with a grate 
maney noblemen and commanders attending Gene- 
rail Leslie, then going to break&st in th^ castlehall 
of Duns. 

The Lyone went out to the greine one the north- 
i^de of the castle, and ther, in presence of the said 
noblemen, commanders, regiment and companies, 
published the follouing declaratione ;— * 

Charles R\ 
Wee hauing considered the peapers and humble 
petitions presented wnto ws by thosse of our sub- 
iects of Scotland, quho wer admitted to attend our 
pleasure in the campe, and after a full heiring by 
cHurselffe, of all that they coulde say ore alledge 
tbervpon; hauing communicated the same to our 
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counsfule of both Idngdames^ vpoii mature ddibe- 
ratione, with the vnanimos adwisse, wee thought 
fitt to giue them thi^ iust and gratious anssuer. 

That althoughe we^ camiot condescend to ratifie 
and appTQue the actes of the pretendit generall as« 
sembky at Glasgow, for maney graue and yaighty 
copsid^riitionsi much Importing the honor and se« 
curity qf that trew monarchical! gouflmimwit linL- 
ally d^sQendit vpon ws from so maney of our ant'* 
centers ; ^et such ia crnr gratious pleasure, th^ not* 
lyithstanding the maney disorders committed of lai^ 
vfee pleassed not only to confinue and make good 
quhatsqmeuer our Commissioner hath granted and 
promissed in our name ; bot also, wee are furder 
grfitiou^Ue pleassed to declare and assure that ao^ 
cording to the petitioners humble desyres, idi mat- 
ters ecplesiasticaU shall be detemdned by the assem- 
blies of the kirke, and matters ciuile by the parlia- 
ment, and ptber inferior judicatories established by 
law; wich assemblies, accordingly, shall be keept 
once a zeire, ore as shall be aggreid one at the ge* 
nerall assembley. And for setling the generall dis- 
tractions pf that our aupient kingdome, ourViU and 
pl^asur 1^, ^9t a fr^ generall a$sca»bley be keipt 
at Edinbrugb^, tb^ fi day of Agqst; mxX ensevingt 
wher wpe intend (God willing) to be personaly pre^ 
sent ; and for the l^all indicti<Mie therof, wee haue 
^mn, ordar and command to ovji coobs^; and 
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in religion or lawes, bot that both shall be mantein- 
ed by ws in ther ftill integrity ; we expecte the per* 
formance of that humble and dewtifuU obedience, 
wich becomethloyall and deutifull subiects, as in ther 
seuerall petitions they haue often professed. 

And as we haue iust resone to beleiue, that to our 
peaceable and weell affected subiects this vill be sa^ 
tisfactorey ; so wee take God and the Torlde to witt- 
ness, that quhatsoeuer calamities shall ensew by our 
necessitated suppressing of the msolencies of such as 
shall continew in ther disobediente courses, is not 
occasioned by ws, bot by ther auen procurement.

Imediatley after the declaratione was by the Ly- 
one published, the Earle of Cassiles, in name of 
the nobility, gentrey, burgeses and comons, did 
adheare to the generall assembley haldin at Glas- 
gow in the mounth of Nouember 1638 ; and in pre- 
sence of them offred the Lyone a copey of the said 
protestatione, wich he called a paper ; bot the Lyone 
reftissed it Aft^r wich the comissioners and the 
Lyone, aboute fourte in the aftemoone, returned 
to his Maiesties campe, and ther made relation of 
quhat had past; wherat the King did not seime 
much to be moued, in req>ecte they had not read 
aney protestatione, bot onlie offired a paper. 
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Aboute the 24 of Junij, the Khig commandit the 
Lyone to post to Edinbrughe, and ther to publishe his 
declaration, wich he did the 26 day of this same 
mounthe, with werey grate solemnity^ assisted by 
the magistratts of the citey. The Lyone had no 
souner assendit the crosse^ bot he found standing 
ther the Earles of Rothes, Cassiles and Louthean, 
with the Lords Lindesay, Boyde and Balmerinoche ; 
the publicatione finished, and the Lyone about to de- 
pairt, the Lord Lindesay said, that he was come ther 
in name of the nobility, gentrey and comons« to 
giue his Maiesty most humble and hartey thankes 
for his gratious declaration, and withall did desyre 
the Lyone to take notice and adwertisse his Maies- 
tie, that he, in name of the rest, did adheare to 
the assembley of Glasgow, in so ^ar as wes com- 
muned betuix his Maiesty and the connnissioners 
in his Maiesties campe at the Brickes one Tueede; 
and then offired him a paper wiche be refussed, and 
so departed. 

The King almost wntill the midle of Julay, re- 
seided in Berwick, and disbandit his armey; cache 
horsseman had foure pound, and euery foote soul- 
dier fourtie shilling starline to carey them home, 
wich amonted to a werey grate soume to his Maie&- 
tie, altho bot a small pittance to euery one that had 
so far to goe. 

While the courte remained at Beruick, ther was 
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a Conrte trape la3re€l to catche some of the pryme 
couenanters. The King is made, by the corrupte 
counseUers aboute him^ to wreat letters, full of al- 
luritig and kynd expressions to Argyle, Cassiles, 
XiOUthean, Balmerinoche and eghte more, to repaire 
to his Maiesties oourte at Beruick, in respecte he 
had diners bussines of grate consequence, con<^ 
teming the peace of his kingdomes, to adwysse whh 
them ; bot they smelling the ratt afar offe, wer se<- 
cretly adwertissed by ther frindes to looke to them*- 
aelues, and to come no neirer Bemicke at this tyme, 
as they wolde euitt and eschew ane wn&Uable aid 
most certaine destructione. The Lordes, by ther 
letters, did excusse thetr not attending his Maiestie 
at that tyme, fbr diuersse respectes. The King and 
t^ourte seing ther plot reueilled, and themselues of 
ther expectatione disapoynted, wer heighly displas** 
ed that ther gin had not taken better hold; wich 
teade his Maiestie, one Fryday the 19 of Julij, to 
send to the Lordes couenanters a paper contaning 
18 gireeuances* 

1» Englidie shipes abussed at Leithe. 

2. Ammunition not at all restored. 

S. Forces not dismist, especially Munro's regi- 
ment still keipt vpe one foote. 

4. Generall Leslie, his commissione not giuen vpe. 

5. Fortifications not so much as begune to be 
delnolished. 
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6. The wnlawftill meittinges still kept vpe, whet 
our good subiects are dayly pressed to adheare both 
to ther wnlawfilli couenants and assembley of Glas- 
gow. 

7. Protestation aganist our gratious declaration 
€>f thie acte of pacificatione at Duns. 

8. Protestation made publickly in Edinbrughe, 
at the indictione of the assembley. 

9. Protestation at our commanding the session to 
sitt doune. 

10. Whay seditious ministers, quho in ther ser- 
mons preache seditiously, are not takin order with. 

11. Whay our good subiects are deterred and 
threttned, if they shall come home to ther auen na- 
tiue countrey and housses. 

12. Our subiects are requyred to subscriue the 
actes of the lait assembley, or the couenant with the 
additione. 

IB. Order is not takin with the persons, quho 
haue committed inscdencies wpone our officers and 
others our good subiects. 

14. None are allowed or admitted to be members^ 
ore chosen to this ensewing generall assembley, ex- 
cept such as doe subscriue to the ratificatione of th6 
former assembley. 

15. Our good Bubtect% quho have stand by ws and 
our seruice, are publidcly rallied one in the streetts 
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and pulpitts by the name of traitors and betrayers of 
ther countrey. 

16. Ministers are daylie deposed for not sub* 
scriuing the ordinances of the lait aesembley and 
couenant. 

17. Whay Baknerinoche and his associatts did 
keepe our good subiectes from coming to us, quhen 
they wer re(^ and willing to obey our command. 

18. The paper diuulged, and if they will awowe 
the same. 

Thir eghteine griuances, or I'ather exagerations 
of the Kings Maiesties, receaued from the commis- 
sioners of cache estait at Edinbrughe, thesse ensew- 
ing ansuers, by ane expresse. They wer sent to his 
Maiesticy togider with a letter full of humility and 
submissione ; and to the first they anssuered : — 

That the proces led befor the bakies of Leithe, 
and the parties and vittnes depositions ti^dn befor 
Capitane Feildinge, 22 of Julij instant, will cleire 
this, and wittnes aganist them, that they haue con^^ 
tradicted themselues, and so are not wortbey to be 
beleiued. 

To the seccmd, the canon that wer at Leith are 
deliuered wnto the castle alredey ; and all the rest 
shall be deliuered in with possible diligence, at fiu*- 
dest befor Saterday nixt. As for the musketts, all 
that we conceaue wer takin are alredey deliuered, 
and if the Lord Thesaurer can proue that aney of 
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our society did receaue aney more, the same AsM 
be restored, or thapryce thefof ; and the 54 barrells 
of pouder sail be payed, and for the ball, they wer 
not made Wsse of, bot ar laying still quher they 
wer. 

To the 3dj since hes JMaiestie will haue that regi- 
ment disbandit, the same shall be done presently ; 
bot wee humbley beg that his Maiesty wold be pleas- 
sed to dismisse the garisons of Beruicke and Carlisle 
and the rest of the borders. 

The 4t is obayed by the Generall, his surrender, 
wich he pressed maney tymes befor. 

The 5t neides not to be anssuered, in respecte 
ther was no fortificatione made* 

To the 6t, it is denayed that aney meittinges are 
keipt, bot suche as are aggriable to the ^ictes of par- 
liament ; and altho wee must adheare to our most 
necessarey and laufull couenant, (to our knowledge) 
none hathe beine vrged to subscriue. 

To the 7t, it is denayed that aney protestatione 
was made aganist his Maiesties gratious declaratione 
of the pacificatione ; bot be the contrarey, both at 
Duns and Eldinbroughe, publicke thankes wer giuen, 
with a declaratione, onlie that wee did adhere to the 
assembley. 

To the 8, it is anssuered, that wee could not passe 
by the citatione of the bisshopes to the assembley^

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without protestation ; seing our silenee ndglit hi 
inferred ts to haue acknouledged them to be mem* 
bets of the assembley. 

To the 9, ther was nothing protested aganiflt ti» 
session, to inferre aney claime that aney subiecte 
hes pouer to hinder or discharge them ; bot onlie 
in re^edte of the tymes, for Bather the lekiges 
could attend^ nather had they the wretttages m re»-> 
dinesse to persew or defend ; they behcmed to pro* 
test for remeid of law, in caisse aney filing should be 
done to ther prseiudiee. 

To the 10, vee know no such seditiooa ministers^ 
^imd quhen aney ministers alledged seditious sail be 
called befor the ludge Ordinar, Aej shaU be po- 
^shed accordinge to iustice. 

To the 11, we know none of his Ma^^ good sub* 
iectes, quho are now deterrid ore thretned, nor doe 
wee alldw that aney should be troubled; and if 
aney feare tliemselues, ther is ane ordinarey way in 
iustice qnhilk they may wsse ; and if wnder the name 
of good subiects is meined excommunicat persona, 
quho be the lawes of this conntrey should be rebells

To the 18) the resons that the magistrats of 
Ediabrughe did not goe one in the strickest way of 
iustice in that bussines, was becausse the Liord The- 
aaurer thought, that the too stricke goinng one in 
that matter might hinder his Maiesties better ser- 
luce, lykas the magistrats wsed all possible dili* 
gence to tray quho wer the actors, and hauing ex- 
amined diuersse of them, quho wer alledged to be of 
that jnomber^ they all denayed, and no prouffe could 
be hafi aganist them, vi& jthe wyffe at the Nether- 
bou, und one Litle, a barber. 

To the i4ij this is, denayed, becausse to our knou- 
ledger no suohe -ei^ceptione hes beine made at aney 
of thesse aganist aney such persons. 

To the 15j dier are none quho are alledged to 
baue raylled, ather in the streetts or pulpitts, quho 
shall not be made anssuerable, and lyable to the law 
for quhat they haue spokin, quhen they shall be ac- 
cused befor the ludge Ordinarey. 

Tp the 16, it is altogider denayet. 

To the 17, Balmerinoche was alredey cleirit, that 
he was jio(,the causse of ther stay, and thesse that 
did stope them, did it for the ressons contined in the 
papcor heirwith giuen in. 

To the last, as we are most wnwilling to fall vpon 
aney qaestiQn» wich may seime to import the least 
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contradiefeioBe with his Maiestie ; so if it had not 
beine the trust wich wee gaue to the relation of our 
commissioners, quho did report to* vs his Maiesties 
gradous expressions relatted to yb day lie at Duns^ 
and petitionet by maney of our nomber, vich wer a 
grate d6aU more satisfactorey to ws then thb vret- 
tin declaration, the same wold not haue beine ac-^ 
ceptable, vich did call the assembtey pretendit^ our 
humble and loyall proceidinges, disorders, our 
courses disaggriable to monarchieall goumimoit ; 
nor the castle of Edinbrughe randred, wich was onlie 
takin for the saftie of the toune of Edinbrughe, sim* 
plie without assurance by wreat for the indemptnity, 
except for the trust we reposed in ther relation, and 
confidence in his Maiesties royaU word, wich wee 
beliue they did not forgett ; bot wald bring thesse 
quho did adheare to the trettey to the right re- 
membrance therof, wich paper wes onlie wrettin for 
that cans, least atber his Maiesty or his subiects 
should differ that they spake aney thing without war- 
rant 

With thir anssuers to his Maiesties griuances, 
the lords, barons and burgeses, &c. sent by ane ex- 
presse, tuo papers, one of them contined some 
few ressons for staying the noblemen and others 
named by his Ma^*^ from repairing at this tyme 
to the courte at Beruick. The other conteined 
some sex griuances to be remoastrat to his M^^- 
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The resons wer, that his Maiesty hath not beine 
in wsse, at aney Qrme of the gratest security, to call 
aney jof his.Maiesties subiectes out of the kingdome 
after this sorte ; and at this tyme, wich is so full of 
feares, to call so maney of suche sorte, without aney 
command ore warrant sent to themselues, it seimeth 
to ws strange ; and may wee not say, was euer his 
Maiesty or his royall father wount to doe so to ws 
since ther going into En^and wnto this day. Al- 
tho his Maiesties declaratione at Duns, contrair to 
our mynd.and merit, did call the lait assiembley a 
pretendit assemhley; our humble and loyall pro- 
ceidings, disorders ; our courses disagreiable to mo- 
narchicall gouemiment; and did thretdn ws with 
the terrors of his vrathe ; zet our desyre is 4o.liue a 
quyet and peaceable lyffe, voder his Maiesties go- 
uerniment; and our zeall to his Maiesties honor, 
(altho with some aspertion putt vpone ourselues be- 
for the worlde) moued ws to receaue them, becausse 
tof diuersse gratious expressions Jrelated to vs from 
Jiis Maiesties mouthe by our cixnmissioners, wich 
.wee did heire gladlie, and nott diligently for our 
^uen content ; and that wee might be, able to satisfie 
others, and without wich the artickells of pacifica- 
tione ^ad neuer beine accepted. Zet wee now vn- 
derstand, that all or the gratest pairt of thesse yer* 
ball expressions are denayed; wich makes our 



houpes to wttweff giueth ws gitit^ caivse of jdosie 
and suspitions, aud rnooeth wi to call in qpesdon 
all other reports made to ws from his Miaestie. 

His Maiestie knowetli^ that ^pifaat- is so instaadji 
pressed at this tyme, ^es none of die avtiokeUs i^ 
greid wpone at that tyme ; atid i^ bes^e dbe mtiM 
tuticme of gtid^s, the randring of the casteHs^^ th« 
disbanding of ttie anney, it had beibe them reqoytw 
ed that thesse M) should then haue beiQe sntt to- die 
campe or to Beruick, the condition had: beine &avd* 
er then diat wee could haue zeildit to it; boeauBse 
wee cannot Judge of the u^tentions of myndes and 
dispositions of hartes» bot by tii$t wioh wee hem 
withe otii* eares, and dpefli appeip^ in* actions* Ye 
desyre to be considered, that all ^tpr^esimnr of S^ 
nor are putt vpo^e o|iy aduersar)^ ^ tkey eatdmed 
and called his Ma^^ good sid)iecte%atid therpraedatk- 
es his Maiesties seruice. Vpdn the joontr^ii^ whole 
Tolumes are spread (and euensiA^ thet^ie^Bttey putt 
in all handes) aganist ws^ not onUe stuffed wilk 
suohe i^pfoches aganist almost the quhole kk^dbme^ 
and pairticulariy aganist the persons now sent for, 
that it wer a dishonor to die King to haue suche a 
kingdome, and a shanvs to be selt ouer suche sob- 
ieetes as wee are descryued to be ;- bot also oonteiung 
thvettningtes and wouea of exemplar punishneat w]^ 
one suohe as they are 9^pt«ed to bA» Tbfll die tnoo- 
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Ues of die nortbe pairts of the Vingdowie are not 
ceassocL That garvsons Are keipl; in Beruick and 
wt&ers places of the hordera. That the castle of Edin- 
brughe is .fcrtified end furnished aboue aney thing 
&at hathe beine hard oSe at aney tyme be£br« 
That some creuell blodie wordes aganiat some Scotjtea 
Lordes haue beine ouerhard at Beruick» and wich 
wee conld not haue beleiuedt bot iikal the same ia 
testified by so maney letters sent heithec mistour 
4rindes and voiimtrymen in Irland not oolie, bot 
^uen now m England alao^ are not onlie stopped 
in ther trade, bot castfai in prisson for ther modest 
jrefussing to take othes oontrariey to ther couenant 
^wich diey haue suome in ther auen countrey ; a vio- 
lence not wsed b^br A/e trettey </ pace, and contrahr 
4o the law of ^nations, to the reule of comon equiti^ 
of doing llMit to others quhilke we woM they should 
jiot doe to vs, and to the artickells of padficatiQH 
jiggreid one with his Maiesty. 

Thesse And die lyke <x)nsiderations doe so worke 
Tpone ws, except wee doe aganist our auen hartesp 
And denay xKur auen a^ice, wee cannot giue way to 
so maney eminent persons to repaire to Berudcke^ 
wich wee trust his Maiesty will nather inteirprett to 
be disobedience, since wee haue all beine cairfiiU t9 
aee all the conditions performed to the wttermost one 
our pairt ; and ther is not one of that nomber, or 
of ws ally bot shall be redey for our auen pairts to 
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giue the most ample testimonies of our obedience to 
his Maiesties comm^idiments, and <^ our confi-^ 
dence in his M^esties iustice and goodnes, as his 
Ma^ shall really find by experience at his caonng, 
and during his aboade in the kingdome •; for wee are 
assurid quhat hath beine comitted to aney since the 
begune pacification, contrair to aney of the artickells 
di^of, hath proceidit from the dispositiiHie of wick- 
ed instrumentts about his Maiestie, quho are the 
enimies of his Maiesties honor and our peace, and 
haue beine the authors of all our woefull diuisions, 
wiche wee beseche the jLord to bring to ane end by 
ane hap^ and euerFasting peace^ 

The 6, griuances sent with the fimner paper to lis 
Maiestae to Beruick, wer tfaesse >— 

1. The prouisione layed in the castle of Edin- 
brughe, extraordinarey, as granadoes, polpices and 
vthers of t^e lyke sorte, being ofi^nsiueand not de» 
fensiue. 

2. Protections giu^i widiout payment of annual! 
rent 

3. Insdlencies committed in the nordie. 

4* Othes ministred to Scottesmen, especially skipr 
pers and merchants, wich is contrarey to the lawes 
of nations, and to the lawes of Scotland; will bring 
men in inconveinences, stope the trade, and begett 
a number of wnspeackaUe euills. 

5. Justice denayed to all thesse that persewes for 
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iuat debtes in England, if the partey shall alledge 
that they haue subsciiued the couenanu 

e. Priuat mens outfaUinges and broylesare ques- 
tioned as nadonall jquairells. 

Befor I take a surway of the most remarkable 
passages of the generall assembley, holdin at Edin- 
bnigli^ the 12 of Aguste, this zeire, quhenn The- 
sanrer Traquaire satte Commissioner for the King, 
I will onlie exhibit to the reiders wieu a letter from 
the Lordes couenanters to the Eazlea of Essex, (^ 
the dait the 19 of Apryte, 1639, sent by ane ex- 
presoe ; as also siane instructions setit by P<^ Vr- 
bane the 8, and oongregatione De Pni^>aganda Fide | 
(as they name themselues) at Rome, to his NunUo^ 
Seymor Georgio Cone, then reseidlng at the courte 
of Eoglasd, both of wich I haue resented for this 
place, quhek'by ane wysse man may judge the better 
of some former passages ; and ^xst take the letter ;. 

Our most Doble Lord, 
As in all thesse a&ires (wich haue beine so much 
noysed abroad) of the Uberdes of our churche, our 
cheiffest caire hath beine to walk warantablie, aCr 
cording to the lawes that wer still in force for that 
effecte, so wee are certanlie persuaded amongest 
onrselues, ther is non that can ctnnplaine justly of 
that wich hath passed. And for thesse of our coun- 
txqnmen now in England* if they be of that number. 



ss tliey are eiMtt subiectes t» our grati ta Som^ 
rainge, and worsM compatriotta to ws, so of ail die 
worst goests amoBgast you, wUH tbey endenor to 
make the remedey of ther eiaells^ and the escape of 
ther deacmed punisbment, llie brining of ane in- 
ciiraUe deseasae betuiK the too natJons, to qohom 
the quanrell shoohl no wayes extend. K the infor- 
mations and protestations made by ws for this end, 
and the bond of our conenant soome to God and 
man, bath not deired all scmplea in tbe mynd of 
enr grations King beithertills, and of all good sid>- 
iects wid) yon, it is not our faulted bot rather our 
loynt misfortnne with you, that ther is too ma* 
ney amongest you also, in gratest place and crydil^ 
qnhosse priuat bayas runs quyte wyde and contra- 
rey to the publicke good; and quho are thesse 
Ticked ones rysing earlie to poysone tbe pnbUcke 
fontaine, and to sau the teares of vnhapey jelosies 
and discordes betuix you and ws, befor the good 
seed of our loue and respecte to our neighbour na- 
tione can take place in your harte. Amongest aU 
the eiuells of this kynd that daylie imertakes ws, 
nixt to the present wndeserued di^leasure of our 
Prince aganist ws, (wich God in his mercey to bothe 
will take off in his auen tyme) ther conlde nothing 
be&llin more strange and wnexpected to ws, as the 
drawing of your foroes togider vpone your border,

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00 ptepete and g«tber Aeue elondes wich tlirettm 
a scire tempest to bother We fcnr our pairt wisiie 
that they may first perkhe in the sUpvrmcke, quho

ficme and qtudity, the honor and reputatione of yosr 
former iyfk^ may gvue ws some assurance that yom

for our saftie. God is tmt wittnes, that we desyre 
no nationall quarrell to amtysse betufac ws^ or to 
taste of that bitter fhiitte, wich may both sett yours 
and our childrens teithe one edge ; bot rather hold 
ourselaes oblidged, hi eondenee of oar deutey to 
God, our Prince, and all yovtf nation €fwe brethno^ 
to tray all iust and lawfull nMhies liar the remotieall 
of all causses of ^fferences, betuix too nations quho 
are 2et hnkit togider^ Md should be still in the 
strongest bond of alfection and eomon Intrest; and 
to be alwayes redey to ofler the occasion of grater 
satisfaction in this kynd of deiring our loyaU inten^ 
tkOB tonardes oar prinoe^ to all qrikoai it may eon- 
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ceme^'aod namlle to jiMi Lordilchipe^ in r^ard of 
your, place and command ^ this tyme, by aney 
meins quhatsomeuer should be thought expedient 
one both sydes. This far wee thought good to re- 
present wnto your Lordsdiipe, being occasionally 
togider so few of ws as are in this pl^u^e^ for our- 
selues, and in name of the rest of our nomber, quho 
togider with ws, will expects your (Lo:) anssuer, 
and j:^t

Senior Cone, the Popes Nuntio, as I shew for- 
merly, after he had remained at the courte of Eng- 
land 15 mounthes, contrair the lawes of England, 
about the tyme of the Kinges preparatione for his 
expeditione aganist Scotland^ receaued from Rome 
thesse instructions, with expresse command to ac- 
quant the most eminent catholickes of England with 
•the same :— • •* 

. 1* You ase to command the catholicks of jBng- 
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land in general!, that they sudandlie desist from 
making snche oflFers of men touardes the northeme 
expeditione, as Te heir they haue done, litle to the 
aduantage of ther descretione ; and lykwayes it is 
requjnred, considring the penalties alredey imposed, 
that they be not too forduard with money, more 
then that law and deuty eniojmes them to pay, with- 
out aney innouation at all, are now in making them- 
selires rather pillars of the kingdome, then tHey wer 
befor. 

2. Informe the proidncialls of eurey order, that 
It is expreslie prohibitted no more assemblies of 
quhat nature soeuer shall admitt of the laijty to 
haue ather woyce ore assertion in it, seeinng quhat 
will be yrged for a praesident is bot ane usurpation. 

3. Declaire wnto die best of the peeires and gen- 
tlemen, by word of mouthe or letter, that diey 
oght not at this tyme to expresse aney auersment in 
caisse the heigh courte of parliament be called; 
nor shew aney discontent aganist the actes wich doe 
not poynt blancke or aime at religion, being in ge- 
neral the most fundtonentall lawea of that king- 
dome. 

4. Adwertisse the clergie to desist from that fou- 
lishe way, rather illiterat and chyldishe distinctione 
in the protestant and puritane doctrine. Especially 
this error is muche the grater, quhen they wnder- 
take to prone that protestanistisme is a d^pree neirer

I cannot ibot remember a letter, at this same tyme 
almost;, wrettin by I^ord William Howard to his 
nephew, the Earle of Amindaile, his Maiestie being 
•then at Zorke^ in his iomey tpwardes the northe, 
baching his Lordschipe to (take to harte.the bussines 
of Scotland ; for if they take armes, (sayes he) the 
northe of England will ioyne with them ; and ther- 
Hor he intreatted his nephew to be ane eanust solU- 
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oiter of kb Muesty to take some peaoeitMg ooonsey 
Slid not to constraine by violence to doe that wick 
no fi>Fce bot onlie loue can perfbrme, by all qipeir* 
ance; wich was a werey wysse and honorable ooim- 
aailly weQl beseiming die nobiltt]^ wiadome and 
grauity of hun quho adwyssed it. 

Itf ondvir the 12 of Agnste, 1€39, Johne Steuarte, 
Earle of Traquair, receaned bis ccnnmisBtoDe wnder 
iite l>road seall in oonnsaile, about 7 a olocke in the 
morning, at Holyrudhousse, and therafter in coatche» 
Bttendit by iHae Lordes of the priuey coansaile» came 
¥pe to Edinbroghe, and went all of them doune to 
die Thesaurer-deputts lodgeing, and ther stayed 
till aboute 9 hoores, at wiche tyme the last lieU did 
ring to sermon ; then marched he wpe the streelt 
one &ote from the head of Netherries Wynd to the 
churche, in this order :— 

First went the Seriants of ihe tomie of Edinbni^e, 
in ther liuereyes, wncoaered» with partizans in ther 
handes. 

The Prouest and Magistrattes of Edmhmghi*^ 
wnconered.; 

S6me sextie G^tlemen, wncouered^ followed 
diem*; 

Mis M aies tie s 2 Gentlemen Vshers, wnconered ; 

Lord Linton, the Commissioners sone, earring in 
hkrhand his Maiesties Jcommissione, in Actanuitiam 
iFduet bage ; 
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Then came tbe Commissioner, Traquaire, one 
footte ; one fais right hand the Marques of Hnntlqr» 
and one his left hand the Earle of Roxbmghe, Lord 
Priuey Seail ; 

After them followed the Lordes of his Ma^*^ Pri- 
uey Counsaill, couered ; 

And last of all, a nomber of jroung Lordes, Earles 
and Priuey Ck>unsellors sonnes : and in this order 
went the Kinges Commissioner to churche to heir 
sermon,' befbr the dounsittkig of the assembley. 

This day being the first of the assembley, and 12 
of A gust, ther wes sermons in ail the churches of 
Ekiinbrughe, with publick humiliatione and fiisting, 
for the happey successe of the said assembley. None 
of the Lordes conenanters did attend the said Com- 
missioner in his triumphe this day, except some few 
quho wer priuey counsellers. 

The 13 of Agust, and second session of the as- 
sembley, this day Mr Dauid Dicksone wes cho- 
sen moderator of the assembley ; and this day his 
Maiesties Commisioner tolde the assembley, that al- 
tho he might iustlie except aganist diuersse of ther 
proceidinges, zet he wold not; bot to the contrarey, 
he was warrented from the Kmges Maiesty, his ms^ 
ter, to gine them all resonable contentment, that 
the worlde might see that his Ma^ intendit no no- 
uations one them, bot onlie to goueme them accord- 
ing to the lawes of the kingdome ; and this was the 
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smne of the Commissioners speiche, the 2d day and 
session of this assembley. 

The 17 of Agu^e, in the eghte session of this as- 
sembley, being Saterday, episcopacey was, by the 
assembley, totaUy remoued out of the chnrche of 
Scotland, and the 5 generall assemblies establishing 
them, declared nTtll, and ther office contrarey the 
Consdtutione of this churche at the reformatione. 
The acte being drawen wpe and read, some contra-' 
wersey did arrysse anent some pass(ages in it, re- 
flecting one the assembley holdin at Glasgow, 1638, 
wich being omitted for his Maiesties satisfaction, 
Traquair eondescendit verbally to the said acte, and 
promissed to giue wnto the clercke, in wreat, the 
declaratione of his consent, and that he ^onld ra- 
tifie this acte in the ensewing parliament* 

This assembley sate from the 12 of this mooAthe 
of Aguste, wntill the SO day o( this same at night, 
wich wer eghteine dayes ; and Traquaircj his Ma- 
iesties Commissioner^ assented particularly to eurey 
one of ther actes, and continewed with them to the 
end of the last sessioii. 

The nixt Gen: Assembley was indicted by his Ma- 
iesties Commissioners consent, to be holdin at Aber- « 
deine, 28 of Jttlij, in the follouinge zeire, 1640. 

The assembley now endit, the parliament sate 
doune the 31 of Agust, 1639, altho by his Maiestie 
indicted to the 20 day, and continued 3 seuerall 
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d&yetts to this day^ one vich it was sokmlie xiddin 
in this following order ; wiche becausse it was the 
last parliament held in this kingdome after the an- 
cient forme, (the royall prasrogatiue in show being

zet enteire,) I esteeimed it not wnfitt to represent 
the same to posterity, in its maiestie, with the names 
of suche as wer members of the same..

Mr Alexander Hendersone preached to the par- 
liament; and after the sermon was endit, the Com- 
missioner made a shorte speiche, shewing hisJSfaies- 
ties gratious goodnes to his people in conuocatting 
this parliament, for establishing of peace and tranr 
jquillity in this kingdome ; then Mr Alex: Gibsone, 
one of the derckes of the parliament, read his conir 
missione aloude* 

Therafter they arrosse and remoued to the grate

The parliament satte at the monnthe of Septem- 
ber, wntill the fourthe day of October, and conclu- 
dit nothing. Wiche day, intimatione was made at 
the crosse of Edinbrughe by a heraulde, that the 
parliament was to ryde, and doase the 8 day of 
October. 

Then wes it againe continued from the 8 to the 
14 of October; then from the 14 to Thursday the 
17 ; fourdy, from the IT day to the 22; fyftly, from 
the 22 day to the 25 day ; 6ly, to the 28 day; 7ly, 
to the 30 day ; 8ly, to the last of this mounthe of 
October ; and 9ly, by this same Ross^ herauld, the 
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parliament wes continued till the 14 day of No- 
uember. This last warrand, as all the former wer, 

was subscriued) 

Traqnair, Com""*. 

The last of this mounthe of October, three new 
created Earles wer called befor the priuey coon- 
saile, and rcoeauid ther patents ; viz. WHlkmi Ha- 
miltone, 2d brother to James, Marques of Hamil- 
ton, created Earle of Lanrick ; James, lA)td Ogil- 
u^, creatted Earle of Airlie; and Robert, Lord 
Dalzeell, created Eark of Camwathe. This same 
day, S^ Johne Camegey receaued a patent to be 
Lord Ethay, and Sk Patricke Ruthuen, Lord Rnth- 
uen of Etricke. 

Traquaire, finding the 14 of Nonember (the day 
by his prodamatione he hade ordained the parlia- 
ment to ryde) to approche^ was now at the last 
ibrced to put ane end to all his luglijE^ ; and with- 
out oonclnding aney thing all this ^me, to the grate 
^dishonor of the Kinges Ma^, and pnuudice of the 
kingdome, at last to adiome the parliament the 
tent tyme, to the 2d day of Junij, 1640; and that by 
ji commissione wnder the priuey seaH, without aney 
fffockraation ore other order at aU, (the lyke never 
being practissed in this natione)«^ Tins warrant wes 
i>r6ught to the holisse quher thesse of the Artickells 
4e*e^ a&d wes offired to the dercke, Ifr Alexander 
XitibaoM ofDiirie, toseid; quhorefoaseditr Bat 
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by all the members of parliament ther was a protes* 
tatione read aganist both the forme and maner of it^ 
in presence of the Lord Friuey Seall, and a copey 
therof offired to him ; and immediatly they di&solued. 
The parliament no sooner dissolued, bot the 
Commissioner, Traquaire, posts wpe to courte^ 
fraughted with sinistrows informations aganist the 
proceidings of the couenanters, and in eloquent 
tearines befbr his Maiestie and his priuey counsaill 
of England) stiflie denayes all, with grate othes, he 
liad done in assembley, ore that he had assented to 
aney thing; bot to the contrarey, exageratts all the 
conenanters deportment and actinges, as tending to 
the destruction of the fundamentall lawes of the 
kingdome, and ouerthrow of monarchical! gouerni- 
ment ; and makes eurey molehill a montane. Nfr« 
verthelesse his Maiestie was pleased to signifie to 
the Lordes heire^ that he wold keepe one eare opin 
to ther just griuances and oomplaintes ; wiche moued 
the estaites to send wpe the Earle of Dumfermling 
and Lord Loudon, to enforme his Ma^ of aU ther 
proceidinges, both in assembly and parliament, and 
quhat was treulie acted ther bothe by his Gommis* 
«ioner and them ; bot they coming to London^ con« 
trair hb Maiesties promisse, fand the bee of the 
cotute altogider changed^ and they debarred from 
accesses not beinge so muche as admitted to speake 
in ther auen defence ; quherof the estaites of this 
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kingdome being adnertissed^ conueind at Edin- 
bnighe, the 22 of Nouember this zeire, and sent one 
Mr William Cnninghame with this foUouing re- 
monstrance and suplicatione to his Maiestie, and 
tuo letters, one to Traquair and the other to the 
Liord Marques of Hamiltone. 

To the Kinges Most Excellent Maiestie, the 
Remonstrance and Suplicatione of the No- 
blemen and Commissioners of Shyres and 
Burrowes, his Maiesties good subiects of 
the Kingdome of Scotland : — Sheuinge, 
That quher the grate want of his Ma^^ royall 
presence at this heighe courte of parliament as we 
haue at other tymes experienced, hath beine appre- 
hendit by our aduersaries, for a fitt opportunity to 
ther informations and hard impressions aganist our 
proceidinges in parliament, as trenching ypone his 
M^esties sacred and inviolable authority; as not 
warranted by the fimdamentall lawes, and laudable 
practisses of this your Maiesties ancient and natiue 
kingdome, ore as contrair to the promisses and re- 
monstrances wich wer made to your Ma^ by hum- 
ble subiectes in the treuthe of ther hartes, and wer 
in the same sense gratiousUe accepted by your Ma- 
iesty. And altho, to our comon r^prate, and the 
suspending of our hopes and humble desyres, your 
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Maiestie hath thought meitt to^ giue order to your 
Heighe Commissioner to prorogat the parliament; zet 
suche hathe beine your Ma^*** yisdom^ goodnes and 
iustice, (wich in all humble thankfulnes shall euer be 
remembred by ws,) that your Maiestie hath keipt 
one eare for ws, and wold not harkin and giue place 
in your royall harte, to the suggestions and oblo- 
quies of our enimies, till the resones of our proceid- 
inges wer made knowen from ourselues ; and wee 
should haue the fauor of full heringe ; and for this 
end, it was your Maiesties royall pleasiire to permitt 
and allow the estaittes of parliament to send some 
of ther nomber to giue your Maiestie trew informa- 
tione ; wich being conceaued by them for a sufficient 
varrant, made them to directe tuo noblemen, the 
Earle of Dumfermling and Lord of Loudoune to your 
Maiesties courte, instructed with full commissione 
to that effecte. Bot since your Maiestie did iudge 
it not conuinent, to grante wnto them accesse and 
audience at that tyme ; wee now, fix>m the sense of 
the distracted conditione of your Maiesties natiue 
kingdome, wich wee nothing doubte bot your Ma- 
iesty will, in your tender and fatherly caire compas- 
sionat, doe in all eamistnesse desyre, and in all hu- 
mility suplicat, that your Ma^ may be pleassed 
▼pone this our declaradone, that wee intend nothing 
bot quhat shall meritt approbatione at the throne of 
your Maiesties justice, to giue commandiment for 
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the proceiding of the parliamesit, that thertr^ our 
eiuells may be cured befor they be past remedey; 
maney dangerous consequences may be preuented ^ 
and the troubled estaite of this kirke and kingdome 
speedily settled; wich is the longinge desyre an4 
Tniversal expectatione of all your Maiesties peacea* 
ble subiectes. Ore if your Ma^*^ shall thinke it ne» 
cessarey for your furder satisfactione, aganist all ex*- 
ceptioDBi to make particular enquyrie, and take no«^ 
tice o{ the reasons of our proceidinges and demaades 
from our auen mouthes, wiche wee shall be most 
willing to rander. In that caisse, wee are confident 
that your Maiesties royall eares will be in the meane 
tyme shutte f^anist all the sinister informations of 
suche men as are fallin oute with the tymes, and 
think our comon calamities a mitigatione of tiler mi&at 
inste sufiringes ; and doe humblie intreat, that your 
Maiesty may be pleassed to giue significati<m of 
your royall will heiraa^it ; and to grant warrand to 
send some from ws to your Mioesties presence^ that 
so soune as may be, the parliament longe since be- 
gune by your Maiesties indiction» may^ by your Mfr* 
iesties wisdome and goodnes, haue the wished coit* 
elusion, to your Maiesties honor, and the ioyfuU ao» 
damatione of the qubole kingdome. 

.To his Maiesties Commissioner, then at oovrte^ 
Traquaire, (least they should seime to neglecte 
the couenanters wreat this subsequent letter :— 
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Pleis your Qrace^ 
Least wee should omitt aney deutie that becomeA 
humble and loyall subiectes, we haue sent ype our 
humble suplication, that if his Maiestie shall not be 
pleassed to giue commandiment for the proceidlng 
of the parliament, his Maiesty may be pleased, by 
his royall warrant, to allow some of our nomber to 
come to his royall presence, that wee may make 
knowen from ourselues, the reasons of our proceid- 
inges in parliament ; wiche wee conceaue not onlie to 
be the fairest way for ws, bot also to be most aggria- 
Ue to his Maiesties intentions. We expecte more 
kyndly and wnpartiall dealling from your Grace, by 
your mediation with hb Maiestie in present, th^i 
wee haue found this tyme past heire in his Maiestiea 
'abseence ; and that you will labor to remone impedi- 
ments, if aney can be imagined, and procure not 
onlie accesse, bot a gratious anssuer to the gentle* 
man, tbe presenter. So mnche yo«r Gr«!e oueth 
to your natiue countrey, wich in this is the siipU* 
cant ; so muche with the Kinges Maiesties honors 
least, contrair to his Maiesties wonnted benignity, it 
be noysed abroad that his Maiestie hath r^elled a 
supUcatione of this kynd; and so muche to yo«irselue^ 
and your auen place, for wiche youre Grace knowedi 
it is no lesse proper to see that our humble desyret 
be brought befor his Maiestie, then it wes incimK 
bent to your Grace to receaue them yooi8dae> 
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quhill you wer heire. Thus, as it is the eamist de- 
syre, so it is the confidence and expectation of 

Your Graces frindes and soruimts.

The Lord Loudoun, in name of the estaites, wes 
connnandit to wreat to the Lord Marques Hamilton, 
with Mr William Cuninghame, this subsequent let- 
teir:— 

My most hronored and noble Lord, 
Albeit the Earle of Dumferraling and I could not 
haue the happines to be admitted to his Maiesties 
presence; zet now the paiiiament being prorogat 
by his Maiesties Commissioner to a lange day, and 
the dangerous and deplorable conditione of this 
kingdome requyring a spedey remedey, wich so far 
as our iudgement cau reache, can be no other then 
by determination of the parKament; Mr Willkun 
Cuninghame is sent wpe with a petition, humblie 
craueing that his Maiestie may be graCiouslie pleas- 
ed to command that the parliament may proceid 
and determine to ratifie the actes of the assembley, 
and for doing of suche other thinges as may con- 
duce for the good and peace of the kingdome ; or 
if his MMestie be informed that ther is aney thing 
demaadit in parliament, quherat his Maiestie takes 
exceptione, or hes scruples, that his Maiestie may 
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allow siiche as diall be sent from hence to come to 
his Maiestie to deire the lawfiiUnes of ther pro- 
ceidingesy and the reasons of ther demandes ; for 
procuring quherof (befor eiuells grow to the extre^ 
metie of irreparable loss^) I am confident your (Lo :) 
will be ane intercessor at his Maiesties handes*; 
nather will I wsse ahey argument to persuade your 
(Lo:) wther then the faithfidl and trew afiSsctiwi you 
Carrey towardes his Maiesty, and the good and 
peace of this his ancient and natiue kingdome, wich 
in this perplexed conditioner is treulie the suplicant 
that doeCh implore his Maiesdes fisUherlie Mid royall 
compassion, and your (Lo:) mediation ; and quhat 
I presume to wreat to your (Lo:) for this end, is not 
from myselue alone, bot also in name of the quhcde 
noblemen and gentlemen quho are heire, of quhom 
no man shall be more redey to doe your (Lo:) ser- 
nice then

Obitts, this zeire, of eminent pe]*sonages, wer, 
first, in the mounthe of Januarij, 1639, Robert Doug- 
las, Wiscount Belheanen, sometyme Master of the 
Horses to Henrey, Prince of Walles, quho depart-

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ed this ly£fe at his duelling housde, neire Glasgoil^, 
the d day of this mounthe ; to qiihosse memorey his 
heires Hes ereeted a staitly monament of vrhyte 
marble in the abey churche of Holymdhousse. 

The 13 of Maij, 1639, deyed Ladey Anna Mar- 
ray, Wisconntesse of Stormont, 3d sister to S^ 
Androw Murray of Balwaird, knight, and wyffe to 
Mnngo Murray, Wiscount of Storinont, Lord Scone, 
by quhon^e shoe had no issew. Shoe wes interred at 
Scone, without aney fimerall cefemoney, the 23d of 
this same mcnmthe. 

' ThoiHas Efskyne, first Earle df Kelley, Wiscount 
Fehton and Lord Dirletohe, First (Gentleman of 
the Bed Chamber to K. Ja: the 6, and Knight of 
the Order of the Gaiter ; he departed this lytk at 
London, in the mounthe of Junij, this zeire, 1639, 
aged 73. Hes cprpes being enbalmed, irer brought 
by sea to Scotland, and interred at Pittinweeme 
abey, idthout aney fbnerflll ceremoney, 23 Julij, 
this same zeire. 

In this same mounthe of Junij, deyed Ladey 
Margarett Balfoure, wyfie to Roberte, 2d Lord Bal- 
foure of Burlie, and onlie daughter and heire to 
Michaell, Lord Balfoure of Burlie, at Edinbrughe. 
Shoe wes interrid in the buriall of her antcesters, at 
Orwell churche, without funerall ceremcmey, this 
aeire, 1639. 

Aboute the midle of September, this zeire, 1639, 
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deyed at Edinbrughe, of a spotted fewer^ Oeorge 
St Clare, Master of Berridaille, grandchyld to 
and heire apparent to George, Earle of Cathnes ; 
and wes interried at the abbey churche of Holymde* 
housse, without aney funerall ceremoney. 

The 14 of September, this same zeire, 16S9» 
deyed Robert, Lord Semple; and wes interrid 
amongest his antecesters, without aney funerall ce- 
remoney* 

The 7 of Nouember, this isame zeire, deyed at 
Edinbrughe, Ladey Margarett Erskyne, Sd daugh- 
ter to Ihone, Earle of Mar, Lord Thesaurer of 
Scotland, Countesse of Kingome, wyffe to Ihone 
Lyone, 2d Earle of Kingome, by quhom shoe had 
issew diuersse childrene, bot all of them deyed be- 
for herselue ; her corpes wer enbalmed, and solem- 
ley interred in the comon sepulture of that fami- 
ley, at the churche of Glamis, in the mounthe of Fe» 
bruarij, 1640.

The 25 of the mounthe of Februarij, 1640, the 
magistratts of Edinbrughe receaued a letter from 
his Maiesty to be assistant to Capitane Slingesby 
and Capitane Shipeman, quho had brought by sea 
from London 300 souldiers, and a grate dealle of 
all sortes of amunitions, to put in Edinbrughe cas- 
tle. 
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Charles R^ 
Trustie and weell beloued, wee greit yofa weeD. 
Quheras wee haue thought fitt to send some men 
and amunitione to our castle of Edinbrughe, wee 
doe heirby will and command you, vpone your al- 
legiance to ws, and vpone the paine of incurring the 
punishment of heighe treassone,^ not onlie to suffer 
the said men and amunitione to be furwith landit 
and sauely conwayed to our said castle» by suche 
number and parcells^ and at suche tymes as the 
bearir heirof shall directe ; bot lykwayes to be ayd- 
ing and assistinge in the said sernice to Capitane 
Slingesbey and Capitane Shipeman, and suche 
others to quhom wee haue committed the charge of 
^*ansporting and deKuering the samen. And to this 
purposse wee doe heirby straidy charge and com- 
mand you to causse boattes to be immediady sent 
from Leithe to oure shipes, to receaue and bring 
one shore the said men and amunitione ; and quhen 
they shall be landit, to causse a strong gaurd to con- 
way them sauelie, and see them putt into our said 
castle ; and to snppresse and resiste aney insolen* 
cey ore oppositione that shall be made to this oure 
seruice ; the disturbers quherrf wee doe heirby re- 
quyre you to punishe exemplarlie, as in a caisse of 
heighe trcssone ; and wee doe heirby will and re- . 
quyre you to glue ws a spedie accompte <rf your di^ 
ligence and proceidinges, and that ze faill not in 
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aney of the premisses, as ze will anssuer the contra^ 
rey at your wttermost perrill. Giuen at our courte 
of Whytehall, the 22 of Januarij, 1640. 

Capitane Shipeman, with three himdereth soul- 
diers, and Patrick, Lord Etripke, (formerlie ci^ed 
Generall Ruthueo) with them as gouemour, with a 
werey grate quantity of ajumiitions of all sorter, entred 
Edinbrughe castle without aney lett ore impediment ; 
the estaites giuing way to thex entrey, not onlie to 
pleasse the King, bot lykwayes to saue themselues 
from the x>bloquie of ther enimies. Bot jtnaney 
mountbes wer not past quhen they did repent quhat 
they had done; quhen, as Etricke, with hes grata 
ordinance, begude to thunder one the toune. 

Aboute the latter ^id of Maij, the estaites did b^ 
gin to beleauguere the castle of Edinbrughe, and 
blocke the samewpe around; and in the begining 
ef the mounthe of Junij, the castle did begin in hos- 
tile maner to shoote at the toune ; and in ten dayes 
therafter, the toune^ from all ther fortes, did 
shootte.at them, and diuersse wer killed ope bothe 
sydea* 

The deuenthe of this mounthe, of Junij, the par- 
liament mett at Edinbrughe, and did electe Robert, 
Lord Burlie, to be ther president in this sessione 
of parliament, in respecte of the abscence of the 
Kiuges Commissioner. This sessione of parlia- 
ment sate onlie eghte dayes, and in it wer 39 sta- 
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tutei^ enacted, all of them priBted, some qvherof 
wer of werey grate consequence ; namlie, the seccmd 
acte anent the constitutione of that parliament, and 
all subsequent parliaments. By this acte, bischopes, 
abottes, zea all maner of clergiemen quhatsomeu^, 
(formerlie caUed the thrid estait) wer forener ex- 
cludit from being one of the three estaits of parlia- 
ment ; and the 3 estaites, by this same acte, are de* 
clared to be nobkm^i, harroQS ore the commission- 
ers of shj^^es imd burrowes, in all tyme cominge; 
this acte lyke anuUs and rcscindes all former actes 
quherby churchemen, wnder quhatsomeiier tytle, 
wer declared the Sd estaite of the kingdome. Bot 
least I should ouerwearey the reader, I haue heir 
sett doune ane index of thesse aisles wicbe are of 
gratest concernment. 

' Thrid acte, anent choysinge committees out of 
eurey estaite ; this is the first positiue law for com- 
mittees. 

Fourte acte, ratifing the acte of the genaraU as- 
sembley, haldin at Edinbnighe, in the mounthe of 
Aguste, 1639, made wpone the 7 day of the said 
mounthe» and in the 6 session of the assembley, in- 
tituled, anent the sex causes of our ]|)ypast eiaells. 

Fyfte acte, anent the ratificatione of the couenant, 
and of the assemblie of Edinb^rughe, haldin Aguste, 
1639; ther supplication^ acte of counsaill and acte of 
assemblie, concerning the couenant. 
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Sexte acte, recissorey ; so called in respecte it re- 
sdndes all former actes of parliament, wich grantes 
to the kirke ore kirkenlen of quhatsomeuer sorte, al- 
ioued or disponed, as representing her or in her 
name, the preuiledge of ryding and wotting in par- 
liament, as prseiudiciall to her liberties, and incom- 
patitible with her spirituall nature ; as also the said 
acte declares, that the sole and onlie power and 
jnrisdictione within this kirke, standes in the kirke 
of God, as it is now reformed, and in the generall, 
prowiQciall and presbeterian assembleyes, with ses- 
sions of the kirke, established by acte of parliament 
in Juni] 1692, cap. 14Q, &c. 

Seuinthe acte, wes a discharge of the Christmisse 
▼acance, with ane ordinance appoynting the sessxm 
to sitt doune the 1 day , of Nouember, and rysse the 
last of Febmarij ; and therafter to sitt doune the 
first day <^ Junij, and rysse the first of Julij, zeiriie* 

Eghte acte, aganist the Kinges Maiesties large 
nianifesto, condemning it as fallse in maney thinges, 
full of wntreuthes and lyeies, derogatorey to hii^ 
Maiesties honor and prasiudiciall to his loyall sub^ 
iectes; and in efiecte a fyrebrand to incensse the 
princes furey aganist his people, &c« In it is coil* 
teined the proceidinges .of James, Duck Hamil- 
tone, his Maiesties Heighe Coilunissioner in the 
zeires 1638, wntill the mounthe of Agust 1639, 
penned by Doctor Walter Balcanquell, Deane of 
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Purseme^ quho did attend the Duck as his ciiap- 
|eine all the tyme he was in S^tlwd^ in show; bot 
indeid he was Canterbunes spay, pnt »a a inratche!- 
man ouer die Commissioners acticms^ and dqiort- 
ment^ by him fmd the courte fiu^don. This sam^ 
Baloanqii^ll did communicat intelligence of all that 
past in this kingdoi^e, with Segnior Georgio Con, 
the Popes legat, then resident at the courte of Elng*- 
jand also, as son^e of his jnterpeptcyl leUe^ caii 
beiire repo^d^ 

Nynthe acl^ called statutarie^ ordaining pariit!* 
nients tp be holdin euery three zeires. 

Tenthe acte, anent the keepers of the castells of 
Edinbrughe, Streiieling and Punxbartane, wich 
ought not to he comitted to aney, bot to suche per?> 
sons a$ are knowen and approued, by the quhole 
^oursse of ther lyffe, to be trew and faithfiill subiecta 
to his Miaiestie, and tmstie and weill affected coon?* 
trymen, louing and tendring the peace, prosperitie 
and good of jthe quhole kingdome, and^the preserua? 
done and ^uancement of the trew reUgione reformed, 
now therin, by Godes prouidence, established and 
professed, and intertainipg of vnititie l^tuix the King 
and his snbiectes. 

ELeuenthe acte, anent the producticm of the pub* 
licke registers and recordes of parliament, the first 
session of cache parliainent* 
. Threteinthe acte discharges the granting of pror 
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tections by the Lordes of his Maiesties priu^y coun- 
sell and exchequer. I haue omitted the 12 acte, in 
i^specte it pnlie does discharge aney proxie to haue 
wott in parliam^t for euer heiraftef ; as also» that no 
forraine nobleman haue place and voyce in pari: 
wnlesse they haue ten thousand merkes of land rent 
within the kjngdo)^le• 

Fourteinthe ^cte, anent the exchequer, declaring 
tlie same to be onlie judges to matters cooceminge 
the managing of th^ Kinges r^its and casiualties^ 
This acte was made to crube Traquairei then Lor4 
The8a^rer3 quho had assumed to himselue a bound- 
le^se libertie of mealing and disposing wpone m^is 
estaites, q^her he or his foUouers and supports 
could alledge the King to pretend the werey least 
intresse, to grate prseiudice and wtter wndping of 
the subiecte^ 

Fy^iitfhe acte, aj^yntes all griuances to be giuen 
in in plaine parliament, and no other wayes, in re- 
fpecte of the grate hurte and damnage the leidges 
receaued formerly, by giuing in ther griuances to 
the clercke register* 

Sexteine acte^ suppressing the distinction of spiri- 
tual! and temporal! l.ordes of th^ Sessiop^. This 
act^ lescind^t a|id anulled that artickell of the 5 
pari : of King la : 5, anent the institution of the 
CoUedge of Justice ; and for euer heirafter excludit 
^il churchmen from being Lordes of the Session. 
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• Seuinteinthe acte, agonist leiseing-makers of quhat* 
someuer quali^, office, place or dignity. This acte 

was purposlie made to catche Traquaire, the TTie- 
saurer, & Johne Hay, Clercke Register, & Robert 
Spotswood, President of the Session, Maxswoll, Bis- 
chope of Rosse, and otheres, qufao by rantring and 
lying had done muche mischei£Pe to this kingdome ; 
and in effecte had gioen maney bad informations to 
his Maiesty and counsell of England, contrarey to 
the^reuthe and quhat was really done and acted by 
the couenanters. 

Eghteine acte, anulling wnlaufiill proclamations 
made vnder the paine of treason, commanding 
thinges vniust and vnlawfuU, tending to the ouer- 
throw and preiudice of the lawes and liberties of 
kirke and kingdoume. 

Nynteinthe acte, explaning the preceidinge actes 
of parliament made aganist bandes and conuentions 
amongest subiects ; as also declaring the bandes and 
conuentions made and keept since the begining of 
the present trowbelles, to be legall and lawftill. 

The 38 acte, and 19 of this index, is ordaining 
the quhole subiectes and leidges of this kingdome to 
obey, manteine and defend the conclusions, actes 
and constitutions of this present session of parlia- 
ment, and to subscriue the band appoynted for that 
effecte. 

The session of parliament satt egbte dayes, and 
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amongest maney other statutes, enacted thir 19, or 
rather 20, aboue wrettin, wich are thesse most me* 
morable to be recommendit to poster!^, as exhibitt- 
ing the reall grattest change at one blow that euer 
hapned to this chnrche and staite thesse 600 zeires 
baypast; for in e£fecte it ouertomed not on]ie the an- 
cient state gouemment, bot fettered monarchic with 
chynes, and sett new limitts and marckes to the 
same, bezond wich it was not legally to proceide* 

This sessione of pari: being at ape end, the pari: 
by acte wes declared to be current (as the laweyers 
speikes) to the 19 day of the mounthe of Nouem-» 
ber, 1640, this same zeire ; wiche day it was againe 
appoynted to sitt doune at Edinbrughe^ or quher it 
should happin to be appoynted to be holdin for the 
tyme. 

In Jul^, this zeire, die spur of Edinbrughe castle 
wes blowen wpe, and a resonable breache made; 
bot the losse of eghte men, and the wounding of 2 
commanders, made the defendantes to take courage, 
and to make the place good againe with basketta 
filled with earthe. 

In this same mounthe, the lyne of drcumvallatione 
being finished, and the castle now quhoUy blockett 
wpe, they played hard wpone it firom three werey 
stronge battries ; the first quherof was at Robert 
Dauisons housse in the Castle hill ; the second in 
the Grayfiryar churcheyaird ; and the 3d at the 
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West kirke. The peices of batrie wer brou^ 
from Hollandy some of wich shote 36 and 24 pound 
baU. 

It must Bot be forgettin how diat the Earle of 
Argylc in the begining of this same monnAe, with 
5000 men, tooke the housse of Airlie, (fix»n wich 
the Lord Ogilaey, tuo dayes befor hes coining, had 
fled). This housse he flighted, destroyed all the 
planting, and plundred the quhole poore tenants 
and landes bdonging to the Earle of Airlie. 

Argyle, in his dounecomii^ throi^he Athole, so 
terrified thosse that formerlie stood for the Kinge, 
by taking the Earle of Athole, young Gairntilley, 
8^ Thomas Steuarte, and Mr Jo: Steuarte, sone to 
the Commissarey of Dunkelden, and aboote a dis- 
sone more of the most actiue and ]eadinge men in 
Athole. The E)arle he s^it prissoner to Stirling 
castle, and the rest to Edinbrughe^ onlie one Jo: 
Hendersone, Chamberlaine to the Earle of Athole, 
he caused fetter 'with irons. He made the Athol- 
ians pay ten thousand pound for the charges of his 
armey, with the tent and tuentie pennie of ther es- 
taites, as the rest of the kingd<»ne had formerlie 
done ; as also to s^id southe to the armey a regi- 
ment of 500 men, wnder the command of the Earle 
of Athole himselue. In this expeditione he tooke 
nothing bot quhat he payed for, except from suche 
as stoode out agamist the couenant*' So he returned 
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and disbandit his aitney, aboute the 27 of Julij, this 
same zeire. In this expeditione he wssed exaete 
discipline, and the day befor he disbandit, he caus-» 
sed execut for or 5 for robing and stealling. 

At this same werey time that Argyle wes scurging 
the beighlanders^ Colonell Robert Monro was com^ 
mandit north, with the tytle of Maior General!, and 
with him a thousand footte; bot quhen he cam to 
Aberdeine, he was recrutted with ane addition of 
500 footte more, and tuo troupes of horsse, com-' 
mandit by C^pitane Forbesse. His first exployt 
was the apprehend ot 26 aiticens of Aberdeine, that 
wold not subscriue the couenant; thesse he sent 
prissoners to Edinbrughe, wnder agaurde, quher 
they wer all shutte wpe in closse prissone; then 
tooke he the housse of Drum, and sent the Laird 
therof, and his brother Robert, bothe prissoners to 
Edinbrughe* Thenar he tooke 15 or 16 barrons 
and gentlemen, that wold not subscriue the coue^ 
nant, and sent them wnder sure gaurdes prissoners 
to Edinbrughe, to be taught by the committee of 
estaites to speake ther auen countrey language. 
Monro manteind his armey one thesse gentlemens 
estaites ; and for the superplus of the samen, he 
was conqjteable to the committee of estaites at Edin- 
brughe. 

After this Monro crossed Spey, and lay doune 
beibr the castele of Spynie, wich at his .first coming 
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he tooke, and the Bischope of Murray prissonec 
therin ; the place being wnfumished bothe of men 
and amiinitione. He tooke the Bischope with him, 
and putt a garisone in his castle. 

From Spynie, Monro recrossed the riuCT Spey, 
and with all hostility plundred the Marques of 
Huntlies landes, tooke the castle of Stradibolgie^ 
and putt a garisone bk it. He tooke offis Huntlies 
landes tua thousand horsse and catle» forby tnaney 
thousandes of sheepe, and therof keept ane opin 
markett at Stt'athbolgie, and solde them backe to 
ther ouners at 54 sh. Scottes the peice. From 
Strathbolgie he marches, the 2d of Agust, this same 
zeire, to Bamffe, quher he playes the deuill, and de- 
molishes the Lord Bamffes housse, wich wes both 
fisdre and staitly, and a grate ornament to that pairt 
of the kingdome. Heire I leue him plundring and 
destroying the policey of the land ; and reducing all 
thesse that formerlie danced after Huntlie and 
BamfiSss fidling (quho called themselues the Kinges 
frinds) to the obedience of the conenant. 

The 28 day of Julij, this zeire, the generall as- 
sembley sat doune at Aberdeine, quherin Mr An- 
drow Ramsay, one of the ministers <^ Edinbrughe, 
wes chosen moderator. It satte wntill Wedinsday 
at night, the 5 of Agust, quherin was no bussines of 
aney consequence handled, bot onlie a persecutione 
aganist al suche ministers as did not rellishe the 
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couenant weill, was raissed ; and the execution ther- 
of remitted to a comittee of ministers and reuling 
elders. 

The 21 erf* Aguste, this zeire, die Scottes armey 
crossed the riuer Tueed on Fryday, and entred 
England in the eiuning ; and one Saterday in the 
morning they wer mustered, 200 companies of feotte, 
4000 hdrsse, and 2500 bagagers. 

& Alexander Leslie, of Balgonie was G^irall ; 
Ix>rd Amont, Leiuetenuit Oenerall ; 
Balzie, Maior Generall ; 
8^ Alex: HUimilton, Gen; of Artylyzrie ; 
Col: Jo: Leslie, Gen: Quartermaster. 
Ther was in this armey of noblemen, colonells 
hauing old experimented souldiers, to ther Jeiuete- 
nants and maiors, the Earles of

Dumfermling,

Loutheane,. 
Dalhousie. 
And of Lordes and Earles eldest sones that had 
regiments, ther wer,

The Earle of Montrois had tua regunents, one of 
Perthdhyremen, the other of Forfarshyremen. 

The anney crossed the riuer Tyne one Thurs- 
day tlie 27 of Aguste, 1640 ; qahat hapned wnto 
them 2 dayes befor ther arriualt ther, and ther yic- 
torey st Neubume, take for the surest informatione 
a letter wrettin by die comittee with the armey, to 
the committee of the estaites at Edinbrughe :— 

The day befor die armey came to the Foord of 
Tine, called Neubume, the Generall and Comittee 
sent tuo letters, one to the Maior of Newcasde, and 
ane other to the Oouemour, desyring a free passage ; 
wich being caried by a drumer, was refitssed to be 
receaued, and so returned wnopined. Quhen the 
armey cam to their night leauguei^ vpone Thursday 
in the eiuening, the 27 of Aguste, aboute wich tyme 
the Generall, the Leiuetenant Generall, the Earle 
of' Montrois, Lord Ker,^ Generall-Maior Lesley and 
some others,, going aboute thef feildes towardes the 
watter, ane Englishe troupe appeired aboue the 
watter brae, within a shorte distance of them ;* both 
haldt, while some more of our horsse came vpe, and 
then the Englishe retumit againe ouer the watter. 
It was laite that night hefor the armey came to ther 
quarters ; vpon the morrow, the generall command- 
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it that the shouldiers should beTefireshed with wi^^ 
tualls, wich was done according to the prowisione 
they had. In the aftemoone, foure pices of ordi- 
nance wer sent to a litle hill one the northe syde of 
the riuer, ouer aganist the Englishe workes ; and 
trinches wer cast wpe one the other syde of the 
foord, planted witli musqueteires to stope the pas-* 
sage; the Englishe leaguer wes'one the wther syde 
wpone a hill, aboute one myle from the watter5 
quher the bodey of ther atmey wer reckoned to be 
2500 horssci and about 5000 footte^ The horsse 
wer stronge and lustie, and the men weill armed. 
The Englishe, aboute 12 houres of the day, drew 
wpe all troupes of horsse in a heughe, a litle be 
east the fbord, quher they stood in order till 8 
houres in the aftemoone. They had 4 peice of or^ 
dinance, wich did begin and play vpone our people 
quho cam neire the watter syde. The musqueteirs 
shotte wpone our souldiers aboue 3 houres befor 
they did shootte one shote at them. The first of 
ours wer tuo of Colonell Hamiltons traines, wich 
so amazed thosse at the worke, that they £^ doune 
flat one the ground, as they had beine dead. After 
this, some of our grate ordinance, and some of our 
feilding peices wich we planted in conuenient places 
aboute, did discharge vpone the foottemen that wer 
in the workes, and hauing killed aboute 20 of theni» 
«did so affiright them, that all the foottemen fled con- 
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hmedly ; the hx^rssemen coming to second theoi, yer 
9o beattin with the grate ordinance, that a grate 
maney of them wef made to flee* This so animatted 
our souldiers, that horsse and footte yith all possi- 
ble baist went ouer the watter, and tooke them all 
prissoners that stajed in the trinches. Maior Bd- 
lintjne, with a few of our horssemen, so resolutlj 
eharged the Englishe horssemen at the other syde, 
and they fled at the first charge, and oures folloued 
Aem to the hillsyde, quher, after they had drawin 
themselues vpe to some order, they mounted the 
hiU^ and charged the Englishe cauallrie^the 2d time. 
The Generalls ExceUencey being one the head c^oure 
troupes, by his grate caire and proudence so manag- 
ed the bussines, that quhill some o( ours wer in dis- 
order and redey to giue backe, he gaue the first 
ehfurge bimselue, and put the rest too it in suche a 
maner, that the Englishe wer put to the route. All 
our horsae did not win vpe, bot suche as cam vpe 
behaued themselues so couragiouslie, that wee know 
not quhom to comend most 

8r Thomas Hopes troupe being charged by the 
Eng^he in a straite passage, did so acquyte them- 
selues, that they beatt backe ther enimes, killed 
maney of them, and tooke some prissoners. Colo- 
nell Ramsay, assisted by Colonell Leslie, did second 
diem with ats grate courage and resolution as could 
Iwe; iSr Patrieke Macgie and his troupes did ther 
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parte tnanfiiilie ; zea, all that cam foruard acted ther 
pairts resolutely^ that if ther had beine more houred 
of day light, by all appeirance ther had beine more 
of the enlmey killed and takin. It is not certaine 
how maney of them are slaine and hurte, nather of 
quhat quality ; bot ther are maney of ther armes 
found. One Charles Porter, . sone to Endymion 
Porter, quho wes coronett to the Lord Conway, is 
killed, and the standard found. S^ Jo: Digbie, 
commander of die horsse, and Mr Wolmett, eldest 
sone to the Lord Wolmett, Seriant Maior Grenerall, 
or Commissarey Generall of the Horsse, and Seriant 
Maior Oneill, and a grate maney more horsse and 
footte dre takin prissoners. One oure syde, sundrie 
wer hurte ; Sk Patrick Macgies sone, and one Tho* 
mas Dauling, wer killed, with tuo or three of other 
troupes. The persutte was so hotte and suddaine, 
that it wes endit befor our foottemen could come 
vpe^ notwithstanding they made all possible haist. 
Wpone the morrow after the conflicte, the generall 
and comittee resolued to wreat a letter to the maior 
and aldermen of the toune of Newcastle, to craue 
from them prbwisione for the armey; bot in the 
meane tyme, getting intelligence that all persons of 
aney not, had abandoned the toune with bage and 
bagage, some by sea and some by land, they tooke 
ane other resolution ; wherwpone they directed the 
Shriffe of T^euiotdaile, with a trumpeter, to speake 
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with the magistrats of the toune, to craue entrej 
and prouisione, wiche was granted. The generall 
and comittee entred within the tonne one Sunday 
in the morning, being mett by the maior and al- 
dermen, and conwayed to the maior his housse. 
After they had planted some horsse and footte to be 
gaurd within the toune, they desyred the magistrats 
to prowyde wictualls for the armey. Mr Alexander 
Hendersone was appoynted to preache in one of the 
toune kirkes^ and Mr Androw Cant in one other, 
wiche diey did accordinglie. After sermon, the 
conunittee mett, and ther gratest difficultie was to 
gett present wictualls for the armey, in respecte the 
Kinges armey had spent quhat was redey, and the 
bakers and millers had fled from the toune* 

One the morrow, being the last of Aguste, the 
comittee mett againe, and appoynted a searche to 
be made for all the magazins and gamaries in the 
toune, quher they found grate store of cheise, some 
bisquett, aboundance of raij, beanes^ peasse,. and 
werey much amunitione. So wee houpe in God, 
ere wee depairte heire, our souldiers shall be suffi- 
ciently refreshed, and a competent prowisione fur- 
nished for a furder marche. The Earle of Lothean 
is appoynted gouemour of the toune so long as wee 
stay heire. The prissoners of the comon souldiers 
wer for the most pairt pressed men, are lett fr^e ; 
the 3 pryme officers are to be disposed one^ as ze 
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shall know heirafter; die horssemen wer putt ia 
prissone wntill they be ransomed. 

Thir tuo grate workes, in passing the riuer aganist 
suche forces and preparations, and in getting entrey 
into Neucastle, are so miraculously wroght by Gods 
prouidence, beyond all expectatione, that you and 
wee haue reasone to giue thankes for it solemly, and 
it ought to be thankfully remembred to all posteri- 
ty. In the meane tyme, wee must wsse all ordina- 
rey meines, and prowyde for all inconveniences 
that may arraysse ; that wee losse not that throughe 
our negligence and laicke of prouidence, wich it 
hath pleased God to giue ws, so far beyond our 
merite and expectation. And becausse maney off 
our souldiers haue rune away, wich may be ane oc- 
casione to die quhole armey to mutonie, wherof 
some run away in quholl companies who wer brought 
backe, and the tent man hanged ; as also our horss^ 
men quho haue had the conflicte are thereby weak- 
ened. And in respecte dier was so grate neglecte 
in not putting out the horsse according to therrent, 
wee therfor eamistly intreate your Lordscfaipes to 
causse haist thither with aU expeditione, als maney 
horsse and footte for a recruit to^s, als weill for 
strenthing the armey as securing the passages ; and 
if aney of diem vant armes, ze may send als maney 
with armes as may secure ther passage heither, and 
l«>tt the rest come without armes, quho shall be pro

wydit heir sufficiently. Lett the men come alonge 
with the Earle of M arischalls regiment, quho is ap- 
poynted to come wpe in all haist ; and) if Ha[]^pes- 
fiaild haue aney men at ledbnighe^ or one they 
way, lett them with aU haist Wee intreat you to 
wsse all poissiUe meines to haist Grenerall Maior 
Monro to the Borders, quher he is to receaue or- 
ders ; the exp^ditione he is to be imployed in con- 
cemetfae the countrey; ze wold therfor with all 
speed habt hun heither, and especially ze wold be 
cairfttll that all that haue run away, and gooie backe 
to Scotland, m^ be sent hither to the armey.with 
the first quho come, for wnlesse tbesse cowardly 
rascalls be sent backe, it will mightily discourage 
the baill armey, and giue occasione to thesse that 
are hdre to make a mutinie and run away. Your 
Lordschipes wold also causse the noblemen aixd 
wthers quho hau^ gottin commissions for managing 
the shyres, put ther commissions in execution, esr 
pecially in putting all men betuix 60 and 16 in re^ 
giments and companies, that they may be exercissed^ 
and made in readinesse ather to defend themselues 
or supplie ws quhen neid shall requyre. 

And becausse wee should neuer leaue offe to bege 
for peace, wee haue therfor resolued to send a supr 
plication, to be presented to his Maiestie by the 
Earle of Lanrickes meines, ore & Jiunes Crallowayes^ 
to quhome wee haue wfeattin a letter, and the sup-

plication therio inclosed ; the copey of both w^ haue 
sent to you. The colonells of the regim^ents of the 
armey will send you a list pf all the runawaye% 
whom you shall causse send backe or punishe as^they 
deserue; and that they may be die beMerknowet^ 
wee desyre diat ther names may be printed, with 
ther designations of the paroches and shyres quher 
they duell, as a marke of in&mie wpon them, as 
they justlie deserue; and after they are pnntedf 
causse send them to the seuerall presbeteries of the 
kingdome, and affixe the same one the mercat cross- 
es aind wther publicke places. All other thinges 
wee remitt to a fiurder occasioned and restsy

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The Kinges forces thus defaitt, die genendl and 
ccmiitte haning gained the tonne of Newcastle with- 
out a blow, refresht ther armej, and wreat a letter 
tO'tfae Earle of Lanricke, laitly made Secretarey for 
the Soottes «£faires, the Earle of Stirling being lait- 
ly deceassedy and therin they indosse a werey hum- 
ble* petitione to be by him presented to his Maies- 
tie« To the?

As wee hane euer professed and declared, als weiS 
by our wordes as actiones, that the boundes of our 
desyres are, and euer shall be^ the redresse of our 
vronges and reparation of our losses; and that wee 
vill neuer leaue offe in all humility to suplicat his 
Maiestie for" the same; thir hes moued ws now 
hauing come this lenthe, zet againe humblie to pe- 
tition his Maiestie to take our causse ta considera* 
tione,^ and grant our desyres. Wee are debarred 
from sending or earring our suplications in ane or- 
dinarey way. wich makes ws to haue adresse to your 
Lordschipe, eamistly intreatting your (Lo:) ia our 
names ta present this our petition heirin inclosed to 
his Ma% and in hunriKty to bege ane anssuer ther- 
wnto, to be sent with the bearir to ws, quho shall 
endeuor to approue ourselues his Maiesties loyall 
subiectes, and most unwilling to shed aney chris«^ 
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tian blood, far lesse the Englishe, quherof wee haue 
giuen werey good prouffe, by our bygane carriadge, 
to eurey one quho widi violence hath opposed ws ; 
zea euen to thosse that entred in blood with us, and 
wer takin prissoners, quhom wee haue lettin goe 
with meat and money. Notwithstanding that dl 
thesse of oures, quho did debord from ther quarters, 
are miserablie massacared by thesse wee can tearme 
no otherwayes then cutthrottes. Our behauior to 
thesse that are in Neucastle can vittnes our intent 
tions, wich is to liue nt peace with ail, and rather 
suffer then offend. Wee bought all with our mo- 
ney, and they extorticme ws to the triple walew. 
Ther panicke feare made the most pairt of them flee 
the toune, and stope ther auen trade ; bot wee haue 
studied to solue ther doubtes, and all our actions 
shall tend to that wich is iust and right ; so wee could 
wishe they wer so interprett to a trew sence; and 
quhateuer be the euent ci bussines, wee hope the 
blame shall not lay wpone ws.

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Th^ Earle of Lanrick reoeftuid this letter at 
Zorke, and incontHient, after the resait of the same^ 
deliuered to his Ma^^ the petition therin inclossed, 
seat him from the generall and oommittee of the 
estaites of pailiajn&at, widi the 3cottes armey, 8$ 
foUoweth: — 



To th^ Kinges most excellent Maiestie, tiie 
Peti^n of the Commissioners of the kdt 
Parliament^ and wthers of his Ma*^ loyall 
subie0ts of die kingdome cf Scotland :*«- 
HurnbUe shewethe^ 
Tliat quher after our maney snflBringes this tyrae 
past, extreame necessity bath constrained ws for our 
releiffi^ aud obteining our humble and iost desyre^ 
to come intill Eugland, wich, according to our in- 
tentions formerlie declared, wee haue in all oiir ior- 
ney lined wpone our auen meines, wictualls and 
goodes brought alonge with ws ; and nather troub- 
ling the peace of the kingdome, nor harmelng an^ 
of your Maiesties subiectes, of quhatsomeuer quali- 
ty, in ther persona or goods ; and haue carried our- 
selues in a most peAceable maner, tillweewer press- 
ed by strenth of armes to put suche forces out of 
the way, as did^ without our deseruing, and as some 
of them, at the poynt of death, hath confessed, aga- 
nist dier auen conscience^ oposed our peaceable pas- 
sage at Neubume one Tyne, and haue brought ther 
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auen blood vpone ther auen head, aganist our pur- 
pois and desyre exprest in our letters sent to th^u 
at Neucaatle, for preeuentiiig the lyke or grater in* 
conweniences ; that wee may without all iurder op* 
position come to your Maiesties presence, for ob* 
teinii^ fr(»n your Ma^^~ iustice and godnesse, sa- 
tisfactione to our just dema&des. 

Wee, your Maiesties most loyall and most hum* 
ble subiectes, doe still insist in that submissiue way 
in petitiiming, quhilk wee haue keipt since the be» 
ginin^ and fra wich no prouocation of your Males- 
ties enimies and ours, nor adoersity we haue befor 
susteined, nor prosperous succes can befall WS| 
shall be able to diuert our myndes; most htun- 
blie intreattii^ your Maiesti^ wold, in the deipne^ 
of your royall wisdom^ considei* at least of our 
pressing griuances, prowyde for the repairing of our 
wronges and loss, with the adwysse fmd consent of 
the estaites of the kingdome of Ikigland^ eonweinet 
in parliament, satle ane firing and durable peace, 
aganist all innouations by sea and by land; that wee 
with cheirfullnesse of harte pay wpto your Maiestie, 
as our natiue King, all deutifull obedience that can 
be expected fra loyall subiectes ; and thdt aganist 
the maney and grate eiuells quhilk at this ^tne are 
thretting both kingdc^es. Quherfor all your Ma- 
iesties good and Iquing subiectes tremble tp. think 
pfii^ and quhilk wee beseiche, God Alndgbty in mer- 
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cey tymouslie to auert ; that your Maiesties throne 
may be established in the midest of ws in ^religion 
and righteoumesse ; and your Maiesties gratious 
anssuer wee humblie desyre, and eamisUy waiit 
Sot. 

The 30 of Agust, this zeire, 1640, being Sunday, 
the castle of Dunglas wes blowen wpe, wither by ac- 
cident ore otherwayes, is not werey certaine ; bot 
by all probability, it was done of sett purpois : for 
the £arle of Hadingtons peadge,' ane Englisheman, 
Ednard Paris by name, wes supposed to be the iic- 
tor of this moumfuU tragidey ; "for he had in his 
custodey the keyes of the waulte quher the pouder 
jay, nadier wold my Lord, his master, trust aney 
with the key bot him. He perished ther amongest 
the rest, tio pairt of him was euer found, bot ane 
arme, holdinng ane iron'spoune in his hand. In this 
-catastrophe, ther perished men of most accompte :— 

Thomas, 2d Earle of HLadingtone ; 

Robert Hamiltone, his brother ; 

Mr Patrick Hamilton, his basse brother ; 

C!oll: Alex: Erskyne, 2d sone to Johne, 2d 
Earle of Mar, lait Lord Thesaurer of Scot* 
land;

Sr Gideon Balzie, of Lochend ; 

James Inglis, of Inglistoune 
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Johne Coapare, of Gogar ; 

Sr Alexander Hamilton, of Innerweick ; 

Alexander Hamiltone, his sone ; 

Johne Gattes, Minister of Bunckell ; 

Leiuetenant Johne Stirlinge ; 

George Waughe; 

Dauid Pringell, Chirurgian ; 
and about 54 comon seruants, men and women ; the 
wer about 30 gentlemen, aud others wich wer gri- 
uously woundit, most of wich recouered* 

One thing wounderfull hapned, befor this misera- 
ble accident, wich was, that about eighte of the 
clocke, one the Thursday at night befor the blou- 
ing vpe of the housse of Dunglas, ther appeired a 
verey grate pillar of fyre to arrysse from the northe 
easte of Dumbar, as appeired to them in Fyffi?, who 
did behold it, and so ascendit towardes the southe, 
wntill it approached the verticall poynt of our heme- 
spheare, zeilding light as the moone in her full, and 
by litle euanishing wntill it became lyke a paralaxe, 
and so quyte euanished aboute 11 of the clocke in 
the night, 

Befor that the Scottes armey, and committee of 
parliament with them, had petitioned his Ma^® aboute 
2 dayes befor, some of the Englische nobUitie did 
present wnto him the foUouing petitione : — 
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The humble Petition of your Ma**** most loyall 
and obedient subiects^ whoes names are 
wnderwreattin, ih behalffe of tfaemselues, and 
diuersse others. 

Most gratious Souerainge, the sence of that deu- 
tie and seruice wich wee owe to your sacred Ma*^, 
and our earnLst affection to the good and weilfaire of 
this reaUne of England, hath moued ws in all humi- 
lity to beseiche your royall Maiesty to giue ws leiue 
to offer to your princely wisdome, the apprehensione 
wich wee, and others your faithfuU subiectes haue 
conceaued of the grate distemper and danger now 
threatting the kirk and staite, and your Maiesties 
royali selue ; and of the fittest meines how they 
may be prewented and remoued. 

First, the eiuells and dangers wherby your Ma*** 
may be pleased to take notice, are thesse ; that your 
sacred persone is exposed to hazard and danger in 
the present expeditione aganist the Scotts armey; 
and by occasione of this varr, your rewenewes much 
wasted ; your subiects much burdenit with aide and 
conducte money, billitting of souldiers and Tther 
militarey charges ; and diuersse rayottes and disor- 
ders are committed in seuerall pairts of this your 
realme, by the souldiers raissed for that seruice ; and 
your haili kingdome is fiill of feares and discon* 
tents. 

Secundly, the sundrie innovations in mater of re- 
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ligion, the othe and canons liutiy imposed vpon the 
cleargie and others your Maiesties good subiects. 

Thridly, the grate increasse of poperey, and the 
imploying of popeisch recusants, and others disaf- 
fected to religion, (and by contraire to law establish- 
ed,) in places of power and trust, especially of com- 
manding of men and armes, bothe in field and in 
sundrie countries of this realme, wheras by lawes 
they are not permitted to haue armes in ther housse. 

Fourtly, the grate mischeiffe that may fall vpone 
the kingdoome, if the intentions wich haue beine cre- 
dibly reported of bringing Irishe forces, should take 
effecte. 

Fjrftly, the wrging of shipe money, the persecu- 
tione of smne shriflfes in the star chamber for not 
leueing of it. 

Sextly, the heauey charges vpon merchandice, to 
the discouraging of trades ; the multitude of mono- 
polies, and wther patentees, quherby the commodi- 
ties and manufactories of the kingdome, are much 
burdenit, to the grate and vniwersall greiuance of 
your people. 

Sevintly, the grate grei£fe of your subiects, by the 
longe intermissione of parliaments, and the laite and 
fi>rmer dissoluing of suche as haue bein callit, with- 
out the effectes widi odierwayes they mi^t haue 
produced. 
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For remedey wherof, and preuenting of the 
dangers to yoiir royall persone, and to the 
haill estaite, 
They doe in all humility, and faithfullness, be- 
seiche your Maiestie, that ze wold be pleased to 
sumond a parliament within some shorte and conve- 
nient tyme, wherby the causse of thesse and other 
grate griuances wich your people lay wnder may be 
takin away, and the authors and counsellers of them 
may be brought to suche legall trayell and condigne 
punishment, as the nature of ther seuerall offences 
shall requyre; and that the present varr xnay be 
composed by your Maiesties wisdoome, without 
blood, in such a maner as may conduce to tlie honor 
and saftie of your Maiesties persone, the conforte of 
your people; and the vnity of both your realmes 
aganist the comon enimies of the reformed religion ; 
and your Maiesties petioners shall euer pray, &c. 
Francis, Bedford^ Robert, Ess^x; Warwick, 
Rutland, Billingbrooke, Excester, Say and 
Seall, Mandeweill, Eduard, Haward. 

This petitions receauid from his Ma^'* the ans- 
8uer, that befor the resait of ther petitione, he did 
Weill forsee the dangers that wer threattning himselue 
and his crounes ; and therfor resolued, by the 24 of 
this mounthe, at Zorke, to sumond all the peires, and 
with them to consulte quhat in this caisse is fittest 
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1o be done for his auen honor, and the saftie of the 
kingdome, wher they with the rest may offer aney 
thing that may conduce to thesse endes* 

As for the Scottes petitione, sent by the commit- 
tee of parliament vith the armey, it receaued onlie 
this shorte anssuer from Secretarey Lanricke ; that 
his Ma^^® ordained them to send the particular of 
ther demandes, Wherwpone, by & William Fle- 
minge, 2d sone to Jolme, Earle %>f Vigton, the sent 
to Zorke, the 8 of September, ther demands, in a let- 
ter from the committee to the Earle of Lanrick, oon* 
tainii^ sewin artickells ;^ 

First, that the actes of parliament, hakUn second 
of Jimij last, be proclaimed in his Maiesties name. 

Second, that the snipes with all danuu^ea by iea» 
be restored* 

Thrid, that the castle of Edinbrughe be prowydit 
and keipt for the defence of the kingdome, and not 
for the hurte of the same* 

Fourte, Umt a coursse be takin for satisfeiog the 
charges that the kingdome hes beine put to* 

Fyfte, that the authors of our troubells be censur- 
ed, and punished as they deserue. 

Sext, that our compatriotts in England and Irland, 
be not wrged with aney new othes, contrarey to the 
othe of ther couenant. 

Seuint, that a solide peace be concludit betueen 
the tno nations, in the parliament of England ; and

Thir 7 demandes being delivered by the Secreta- 
rie to his Maiestie, he commandit Lanrieke to re- 
sume them this anssuer, wich he did by letter of the 
U of Septr : 

My Lord and mneh respected fireinds, 
Yon hauing, as his Maie»tie ordained, sent the 
particulars of your demandes, his Ma^ hes com- 
mandit me to lett you know, that vpone the meitting 
of his peires, (as was by his Maiestie formerly men- 
tldBedy) he wiU eommunicat your petitione vith that 
grate eoimsaile ; and after ther aduice^ speedily re- 
taime such ane anssuer a» shall be inst and reasona- 
ble* And furder, I am commandit, in bis Maiesties 
name^ to demand svche officers and others ef his sub- 
iectes as are detained by you, wich was omitted by a 
mistake of S' William Barclay^ This is all I haue 
in* charge to impairte vnto you, so I continew

The 15 ef this September, tlie castle of Ed&i- 
bmghe was surrendred, and one the 18 of the 
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same nfotinthe^ ther marched out of it sofne sex 
score and seuinteine men, with fleeing colors ; hot in 
iher monthe bage and bagage, the most of them all 
being seike. Ther wer killed and deyed in it, dur- 
ing the seedge, about some tuo hundereth. of all 
sortes^ 

Ruthuen, Lord Etricke, the Gouemour^was spoyl- 
ed with the scurwey, his legges suelled, and money 
of his teith faltin oute i for frcnn the 6 of Junij, thiey 
bad bed no freche watter at alL 

They left in it 50 barrell of pouder, a grate quan-' 
tity of ball of all sortes, With a budge prowisiones of 
meall, peasse, beiffe, bacpn and fishes of diuisr^ 
sortes, bothe dray and pickled^ 
. From the castle gaite to the toune of Leith, diey 
wer conwayed with a gaurd of thre .companies of 
musquj^teires, and shiped for Beruick, the 19 of 
Septr : Etricke, the Gouernour, liimselilie going thi* 
ther by coatche. 

The 19 of September, this same ^etre, the com- 
mittee of estaites caused publickly, at the mercat 
crosse of Edinbrughe, sumond thre score and iyf- 
teine ju>blemen, officers of vestaite, bi3ch(^e^ and 
gentlemen, &c« by William Steuarte, Kjmtire Pur- 
suevabt at Armes, to compeire befor the parliament 
the 19 day of J^ouember, 1640, to anssuer to ther 
misinfoirmations and seditious stiring vpe of his Ma- 
iesty aganist the subiectes of his natiue countrey.

xnitt ane delay^ so longe as must be of necessity 
jdledged for the assembling ane parliament This 
being our conditione at this tyme, and ane armey of 
jrd^ells lodged within this kingdome, I thoght it 
jnost JStt to confioutne myselue to the cu$tQme of mf 
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]>r«dices8ors in lyke caisses, that with your adwysse 
and assistance wee m&y wyslie proceed to the chesr 
dsment of thesse insolencies, and seipuring x>f my

goo4 subiects* In the first place, I must lett yon 
know, that I deqrre no more then to be rightly wiv 
dei^tood of my people, and to that end I haue re- 
solued to call ane parliament, haoin^ aked^y giu^i 
order to my Lord. Keq>er to isshew the wreat in- 
stantly ; so that the parliament may be assembled 
be the 3d o£ Nouember nixt, wither, if my sttl>- 
4ectes bring thesse good afiectums that becomes 
them towardes me,. I shall not fiiile one my pairt to 
make it a happey meitting*. In: the mean tyme, ther 
is^tua thinges quherin I shalC desyre your adwice, 
wich indeid wer die cheiffe causses ofyour meittmg. 
Firste, what anssuev to giue to the petitione of the 
rebdls, and in what maner to treat witkthem.. Qf 
vrich, that you may giue a sure iudgement, I haue 
ordred^that your Lordschipes treulie and deirlie be 
informed of the stait of the haill bussines, and wpon 
quhat^reasons the adwysse of my priuey counsaile 
was groundit. The Sd is, how my armey shall be 
keiped togider one footte, and manteined wntiil the 
suplie of ane parUament may be had ; for so longe 
as the Scottes armey remains in England, I thinke 
no man will oounsell ipe to disband myne ; for that 
wold be wnspeakeabie losse to all this pairt of the 
kingdome, by subiecting them to the greidie apper 
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tyte of the rebells, besydes the wn^eakeable disho* 
nor that will iherby fall wpone this natione. 

The grate A^ounsaijil of the EngUshe peires adr 
wyssed the King to appoynte a trettey with his 
Scottes subiectes, wich was ordred to begin at Rip- 
pon» in Zorkeshirei the first of October, this same 
zeire. The <x>mittee with the armey,' reqnyred a 
sane conducte to ther commissioners, not onlie wn^ 
der his Miuiesties hand, bot lykw^iyes wnder the 
handes of the peeires ; t^ich by them was anssuered 
in a letter directed to the committee of the Scottes 
parliament, that it was not the custome of England 
that aney should ioyne with the Kmg in gijiing a 
safie conducte, bot onlie his auen hand was sufE,^ 
cent; to wich they acquiesced by ^er letters to the 
counsaill of peeir«, and to the Earle of Lenricke, by 
Sr Peiter KiUegray, of the daijb th^ ^ of Sep* 
tember.

6. If the Earle of Traquaire come to the meitdn^ 
as one appoynted to treat, you are to dfsdyne him, 
as one wee are to challenge for the eiueU offices done 
to the natione, especially in his malewersation 
anent the proceidinges of the parliam^it and assem^ 
bley at Edinbrughe. 

7. You ar to giue informatione to the Englishe 
of all our proceidinges, and lett them particularlie 
know our bypast actions, deportments and resolu- 
tions, conforme to our printed declarations; and 
withall let them know, how ill wee haue beine delta 
with by our enimies, als weill some of our auen coun- 
treymen as ther prselats, who haue beine too bossie 
in our a£Gedres for way to erecte poperey. 

8. If the trettey goe one, you are to shew that 
wee must dispersse^some of our troupes, horsse and 
footte, in the countrey ; and if they desyre you shall 
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goe no further into England, you shall anssuer, you 
shall not goe be southe the riuer of Tease ; so that 
none of the Klnges forces com^ one this syde of the 
same. 

9. If the Englishe auerre that they haue a full 
pouer to treatt and conclude, and requyre the lykp 
of you, you are to anssuer, that the granting of our 
demands will be satisfisictorey to ws ; bot if ther hfi 
aney alteration desyred, or new denwids, or ou^p. 
tours proponed, you are to heire and reporte; anid 
in respecte you are to treatt by wreatt, you may gett 
ane more ample commissione, or otherwayes quhat 
is to be treatted and aggreid one be ratified heire. 

Of the Englishe peeires ther mett at Rippon, to 
treatt with the eight Spottes copimissioners, tl^e

Ther first n^eitting, wich was appoynted to be ai 
Northalertoune, was, at his Ma*^ desyre, againe or- 
dained to be at Rippon, wher they all mett the 8d 
of October this zeire, 1640. The effects of ther 
first meitdngs, I find exprest in a letter wretlin 
ih)m the Scottes commissioners to the committee 
with the armey, fix>m Rippon, 8d of October* 

R^ Honorable^ 
That wee came to Rippon one Thursday at night 
laite, ane houer after some of the Englishe Lordes. 
This day at 9 of the clock, wee mett all in one 
housse besyde the churche, and sat domie aboute a 
table, whervpone was layed paper, pen and incke 
for eurey man. The Earle of Bristol! was speaker, 
who caused ther commissione wnder the grate seaU 
of England to be read, and gaue ws the copey ther- 
of, subscriued by S^ Johne Burghowes, wherof re* 
ceaue the double. Our commissione wes also read, 
and ane copey deliuered to them. Wpone oure 
demandinng ane anssuer to our demandes, the Elarle 
of Bristoll, in name of the Lordes, desyred to know 
if all our demands wer conteined in that letter to 
the Earle of Lanricke ; quherwnto wee anssuered. 
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and at ther eamist desyre dytit to the dercke, as 
ae will find in the inclosed paper ; lyke as he shew 
that the Lordes had appoynted his Maiestie to ^>. 
poynt some to infonne them anent our bussines and 
lawes of our kingdome, wherof they professed they 
could not be bot ignorant; and that the Kinges 
Maiestie had named thosse that wer present, (the 
Earles <rf Traquare, Morton, and Lenricke, with 
Sk H«irey Vaine, to infbrme and assist them in the 
trettey) whervpon wee gaue in, in wreatt, the de- 
clinator of the Earle of Traquare, and debarring of 
the rest from the trettey, quherof the inclosed is a 
copey, wich they haue sent away to the Kinges 
Ma**« for to know his will, befor they gaue ws our 
anssuer. After some remouealls to a priuat roume 
appoynted for that end, (as ane other is for ws 
quhen wee haue to doe) they wrged ws to lay doune 
the last zeires pacification as the ground worke of 
liie ensewinge trettey ; quheras we wrged that the 
cHrder of our demands, wich wes the subiecte of ther 
and our commissione, might be followed. The 
Earle of Bristoll proponid, that according to the 
maner accustomed in all treatties, ther might be a 
presadt cessation of armes, and desyred to think 
vpon all particvdars conteined in the inclosed, wher- 
in quhen wee had proponed that clausse anent the 
imertainment of the armey, with this narratiue that 
they thoi^it it expedient that armes should ceasse 
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in the accustiunad maHer <rf* trsatties ; th^ eamiaHly 
dealt ws to change that exjnresslone for poynt. <^ 
honor, and conceaue it rather conditioiially as it is 
sett doune. They desyred also ane copey of thesse 
particulars for to send them presentlie to his Ma- 
iestie, with our declinator of Traquare, and delayes 
all furder meitting till they gett the Kinges anssuer, 
quhilk they expecte at 9 or ten houres to morrow ; 
therfor your Lordschipes wold giue ws your best 
adwisse in all caisses you can^coniecture of his Ma^^^ 
anssuer, quhat shall be our carriadge if the Einge 
discharge the Englishe Lordes to proceide withoute 
the assistance of these Scottes Lordes, and of & 
Lewes Steuarte, quho is ioyned with them to reasone 
in all publick debaittes, as wee heire. Wee had 
wrettin this for zester night, bot attendit all this 
day to see if wee could receaue the Kinges anssuer 
to our particulare demandes, wherof ther is no ap- 
peirance as zet. Lyke as wee haue this fomoone 
from the Lordes, the petitions of Northumberland, 
Durhame and Newcastle, indorsed be S^ Johne 
Burrowes, quherof wee haue sent your Lordschipes 
the coppies to be anssuered by your Lopp*. The 
Shriffe of Teviotdaile hath anssuered the declara- 
tion giuen in aganist him. Wee could wishe your 
(Lo:) to send heither tuo or three good wreatters, 
of quhom wee stand in continuall neide; and tor 
faulte of ane clercke, wes forced to ^poynt Mr 
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Johne CIei& Als soune as w6e rieceaue the Kinges 
anssnef , wee sliall take a tyme to adwysse with your 
Loi^P*, and so rests.

In re^pecte that his Maiestie^ in SepteiXiber last^ 
had called a parliament to meitt at Westminster 
the 8d of Nouember, this same zeire, this trettey 
was adiomed from Ri{>pon to London, betueen the 
Seottes and Englishe commissioners. New com- 
missions wer giuen, and some persons addit, and 
wtheiis changed one bothe sydes, as ze may behold 
in the subsequent commissions : — 

Wee, the commissioners of the parliaraetit of 
Scotland, being a fdll number of both <][uonims 
tberof wndersttbscribing ; forasinuch as the Kinges 
Maiestie, Our dread Soueraign, hath beine gratious- 
lie pleased, vpon our humble supplications, to ap- 
poynt a treaty and conference at Bippon, betuixe 
our commissi(mers chosen and sent by ws for that 
effecte, and a number of the peeres of Ikigland, who 
accordingly met, and haue accorded vpone certaine 
artickells, als Weill anent the mantinence of our ar- 
mey^ as anent the cessation of armes during the 
treatie. And becausse the tyme for the ensewing 
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parliament of England could not perraitt the treaty 
to come to the wished oonclusione tber, hit Moics- 
de was therfor lykwayes pleased to tnmsfinrre the 
said treaty to Liondon, quher the said parliament is 
to hold ; that ther, thesse entrusted by his Maiestie 
and estaites of parliament may haue the better tyme 
and place to treat and conclude theranent. 

Therfor wee, the said commissioners, being a full 
number of both quorums therc^ [wndersubscriuing, 
by wertew, and conforme to the commissione grant- 
ed to ws by the estaits of parliament, doe not onlie 
approue the said artickells alredey aggred Tpon 
and subscribed by our said commissioners at Rip*- 
pon; bot also doe, by thesse presents, giue full 
power, warrant and commissione, to Ihone, Earle 
of Rothes, Lord Lesley, &c«; Charles, Earle of 
Dumfermling, Lord Vrquhart and Fyuie, &c; 
Ihone, Lord Loudoun; S' Patrick Hepbume of 
Wachtoun ; & William Douglas of Cauers ; Wil- 
liam Drumond of Riccartoun; Johne Smithe of 
Edinbrughe; Mr Alexander Wedderbume of Dun- 
die ; and Hugh Kennedy of Aire, as members of 
the estaites of parliament : and becausse maney 
thinges may occure concerning the churche and as- 
semblies therof, therfor, besydes tliesse of the es- 
taites, wee nominat and appoynt Mr Alexander 
Hendersone and Mr Archbald Ihonstoun, whom 
wee adioyne for that eflfecte, with power to them^ or 
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aney sewin of them, ther being alwayes tuo of eurey 
estaite, to passe to the said citie of London ; and 
ther, or at aney other place comienicnt, (mutually 
to be aggried vpon) to meitt and conueen with aney 
who shi^ be appoynted by his Maiestie and estaits 
of parliament of England for the forsaid treaty ; 
giuing, granting and committing, lyke as wee, by 
thesse presents, giue, grant and committ to them in 
maner forsaid, full pouer, warrant and commission 
to treat, consulte, adwisse, determine and aggree^ 
als Weill anent the satisffieing of our demandes, as in 
obteining and securing a setled peace for all tyme 
coming, conforme to the instructions giuen to them 
beirwith, or wich shall be sent to them heirafter, by 
Y8, or aney one of the said quorums at the eampe or 
Edinbrughe theranent With pouer to them, as 
said is, to doe euery thing wich may conduce for the 
better and eassier obtaining of our saides demandes^ 
and establishing a settled peace, conforme to the 
said particular instructions ; in such lyke maner as 
wee might doe, if we wer all personally present our- 
selues in full number. Promissing to hold firme and 
stable, all and euery thing our said commissioners, 
in maner forsaid, sail doe in the premisses, conforme 
to the said instructions. And in caisse it shall be 
found expedient or necessarey to adde aney more 
commissioners to the forsaid persons, thesse who

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shall be sent authorised wnder our handes, ore the 
full number of aney of the said quorums, shall haoe 
a lyke power and commission, by wertew of thesse 
presents, with the fornamed commissioners, in such 
lyke maner as if ther names wer particnlarUe ex- 
prestheirin. In vittneswherof thesse presents are 
subscriued at Newcastle and Eklinbrughe, the kst of 
October and 4 of Nouember, 1640.

las of Caiiers; William Drumond of Riccartoun; 
Jofane Smith, Baliy of Edinbrughe; Alexander Wed- 
derbume, Clerck of Dundie ; Hu^ Kennedy, 
Bui^ges of Aire; Alexander Hendersone and Arch- 
bald Ihonstoun, or aney of them, or aney other de-

Per ipsum Regem» 

The parliament of England mett at Westminster 
the 3d day of Nouember, to wich it was called, to 
quhome his Maiestie :spoke thus :■ — 
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If I had beine beleiued in the last parMamenl oon- 
ceming the present affaires, wee wold not now be 
quher we are; bot men are slow to beliue that so 
grate seditions wold rysse one so small groundes. 
Nou the honor and saftie of this estaite is in dan- 
ger ; and I put myselue freelie and cleirlie one the 
affections of my Englishe subiects ; and so I hai;ie 
declared myselffe in the north, as the Lordes who 
wer at Zarke may remember. I will not speake so 
much to strenthen my auen interest by your support^ 
as to haue the comon secured. The charges I haue 
beine at for securing it are grate, tho the successe 
haue not anssuered our expectatione. I leaue to 
you to consider the best way for sauetie and securi- 
tie. Tuo thinges I recommend to you — ^the chasing 
out of my rebells. Secondly, the redresse of your 
just griuances* I must also mentione tuo other 
thinges ; that the money had from the citey will on* 
lie suplie my armey for tuo mounthes from the tyme 
it was demandit* Now consider the disorders and 
misdieiffs may happin befor the rebells be putt out. 
Secondly, consider the calamity of Northumberland 
whill as this treaty is one fi>otte, wherin also the 
quholl kingdome suffers ther auen share ; and for 
ordering thesse affaires, take into your consideration 
the loue and caire of the kingdome. I will not li* 
mitt you quher to b^n. I haue ccmunanditmy 
Lord Keeper to giue you ane accompte of that quhilk 
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halh hapiied during, this interim since die last nmt^ 
ting. If tkis relatione be not satisfiictorie, or in 
aney tiling imperfecte, it is for want c^ tyme; and if 
afteniard jee desyre to be informed more particnlar- 
y^ order shall be giuen* One thing nMure I mnst 
lemember, thatze lay assyde all ielosiea and suspi- 
tions one of ane other; so it shall not be mj fimk 
if this pariiament haue not ane happey end. 

The treaty being laitly adiomed firom Rqppon to 
XxMidon^ the Sootts commissioners arrined at the 
place appoynted^ the tenthe day of Nouember ; and 
one the morrow tber cam to them the Lords Whar* 
ton and Sauile, firom ihe Lordes that wer at Rip- 
pon, and shew them of ther oairfoU perfonninge of 
the artickells aggreid ane^ especially anent the man* 
tienence of the armey, and that the parliament had 
aggreid to raisse als much money, to easae the taio 
aofunties and toone of Neucaade^ as to pay tiie oo»» 
ditioned proportione for tno mounthes. 

The Kinge, in his first qpeiche to the parliament 
at its donne sitting, named his Scotts sabiects re*^^ 
bells ; wherat the pryme men of both bousses of parw 
Hament wer both o£bnded and greiued, bot espe* 
eially thesse of die lower housse; wich moued his 
Ma^ to call the speaker of the Housse 4^ Comons 
to him, the 5 of Nouember, and tber to smoathe his 
rigide expressions formerlie wssed aganist his Scotts 
snbiects, as also anent tibe tretty with thenu 
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Mr Speakeiy — I expecte that you will haistily 
make a perfyte relatione to the Housse of Comonsy 
tx wich I haue called yoa at this fyme, and of the 
trust I reposse in them ; and now 1 have put my** 
lelue freelie on ther loues and a£Eections at this 
tyme. And how that you may know how to doe^ I 
ahall ezfdaine myselue in one thing I spake the last 
day* I told you the rebells were to be put out of 
this kingdome; it is trew I might caU them so, so 
loDge as they haue ane armey to inwade ws ; wmd 
also I am now rnder a trety with them, and wnder 
my grate seaU doe call them aubiects^ and so thej 
are too. Bot the effecte of my affiiires are shortly 
thesae. It is trew thati dideoqiecte quheni called 
my Lordes and grate ones at Zorke, to haue met! 
you at this tyme, onlie to haue giuen you a gratious 
anffffw*^ to all your grluances ; for I was in some 
hope^ by ther wisdomes and assistance, to haae 
made ane end of thesse bussines ; bot I must tell you^ 
that my subiects of Scotland did so delay them, thai 
it wea ther [faults. Therfor I can no wysae Uame 
the Lords that wer at Rippon, that the tret^ was 
not oidit, bot must thanke them for ther industry 
and pains; and certainly if they had had ala rnnoh 
power as affecticm, I should by this time haue beine 
read of thesse affiiires. Bot now the tretty is trans* 
ferred to I^ondon, quker I shall conclude nothing 
nthout your knowledge and approbatione, for I 
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doe not de^rre to haue diis worke done in a comer; 
so I shall oppin all the stiopes of miswnderstanding, 
and coursses of thesse grate differ^ices betoix me 
and my subiectes of Scotland ; and I doubte not 
bot by your as^tance^ make them retome wither 
they will ore not. 

The eleuenth of Nouember, the King sett out a 
proclamation, commandhig all popeishe recusants 
not to come neire the courte^ or widiin 10 myles to 
London, bot to repaire to ther auen duellinges, 
without especiall licence ; also that all recusants be 
disarmed as the law requyres. 

This day, lykwayes, ane other prodamatkme is* 
sewed out at the court gate, cmmnanding a generall 
fast to be keeipt througheout the realme of England. 

It is to be remembred, lykwayes, that one the 19 
day of Nouember, this same zeire, the partiament 
sate doune at Ediiibrughe, to wich day it was coi>- 
tinowed. Mr William Scott, one of the dercks of 
parliament, did publickly intimat, by a measser, in 
fiice of parliament, that if ther wer aney to respre* 
sent aney thing from his Ma^, ore in his name, or 
•exhibiting is warrand to the estaits of parliament 
now conweined, that they presently con^ire. None 
compeiring, the pari: in cme woyce elected Robert^ 
Lord Burghlie, to be president of that session of par- 
Mament ; and the same was by actecontinewed wntill 
the fourteine day of lanuari), 1641, following; and 
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in the meane tjrme, tiie parliament declared 'Current 
to that day. 

I cannot omitt how Sk William Withrington, a 
member of the House of Comons, the 11 of No- 
uember, spoke some wordes to the preiudice of the 
Scotts armey, and wes presently takin by one Mr 
Hollies, and hardly escaped the censure of the 
housse ; for then our good brethren wold not hane 
ws called rebells, bot houpit that ere long the Scotts 
armey should be called the Kinges armey. So 
hotte wes ther affectione to ws then. 

The parliament, as I said, being continowed till 
the 14 of Januarij following, from the 19 day of 
Nouember; the King wreat ane letter of the dait 
from Whitehall, the last of December, this zeire, 
quherin he altered the harshe tytile of rebells, wnto 
that of weiU beloued :-^ 

Charles R% 
Rt trustie and weill beloued cousins and counsell- 
ours ; Rt trustie and weill beloued cousins ; R^ trus- 
tie and weill bdoued, &c. Wee greete you weill. 
Wheras, for sundrie grate and waightie occasions, 
muche importing the good of our seruice, wee cannot 
with conuenicencey be present in our royall persone, 
nor send our commissioner at this tyme for holding 
the parliament in that our natiue and ancient king- 
dome of Scotland ; as lykwayes, by reasone of the ab^

sence of maney of the nobility, and otbers, of quhosse 
iudgement and fidelity wee haue grate confidence ; 
and quho cannot, without muche difficnltie, repaire 
so suddaintly thidier. It is, therfor, our pleasmr, 
that you continew and prorogat the parliament wn* 
till the tbrettenth day of Apryle nixt to oome, with 
continowation of dayes, to the effiscte that Wee may, 
in the meane tyme, maturlie conclude and resolne 
yptm suche thinges as may most conduce for the 
good of our seruice» and peace smd trew happines 
of our kingdome^ wich alwayes hath beine, and still 
is^ one of our cheifiest caires. Quherin, expecting 
your redey obedience, wich wee will acknouledge 
as werey acceptable seruice, wee bid you fedrweilL 
From our courte at Whytehall, the last day of De* 
cember, 1640. ^^/ 

And this muche for the pryme emergents and 
bussines of gratest consequence, concerning this 
kingdome, acted in the 16 zeire of this Kinges 
rainge; onlie lett it be remembred, that befor the 
tretty was transferred firom Rippon to London, the 
parliament alloued the Scottes armey the manti- 
nence of tuenty fyue thousand pound starling, 
mounthly. 

Obitts, this zeire, of eminent personages^ wer, 
first, in the mounthe of Januarij, this) sdre, \6¥^ 
James, Earle of Buchan, Lord Au^terfaousse, eld- 
est sone to Ihone, Earle of Mar, Lord Tbeasiurar 
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of Scotland, by liis second wyffe, Lad^ Marey 
Stewart, 2d sister to Lodouick, Ducke of Richmond 
and liennox. He departed this lyffe at London; 
his corpes wer enbabned and brought home by sea, 
and interred priuatly in Aughterhousse chorche, 
amongest his antcesters of that family. 

In Febmarij, this zeire, also^ Jeyed William, 
Earle of Strending^ Viscoont Canada, Lord Alex- 
imder, Princqpall Secretarey fior Scotland to King 
Charles the First, at London. Hes bodey wes en- 
bahned, and by sea tnmsported to Streweling, and 
ther prinatly interrid by night in Bowies lyle, in 
Strewelinge churche, the 12 of Apryle, 1640. 

The 8 of Marche, this zeire, 1640, deyed Wil- 
liam Donglas, first Earle of Queeinsburrey, Viscount 
Drumlanrick; and wes interrid without aney fiane- 
rail ceremoney amongest his antcesters. 

The second of Maij, this same zeire, deyed Ladey 
Anna ^skyne. Countess of Rothes, dd daughter to 
lohne Erskyne, 2d Earle of Mar^ Lord Theasurer 
of Scotland, and Knight of the Garter. Shoe lefte 
issew tno daughters and one sone, lohne, now Earle 
of Rothes, Lord Lesley, Shoe deyed of a hecticke 
fewer ; and her corpes wer interrid in the new iyle 
of Lesley churche, the 25 day of this mounthe of 
Maij, without aney funerall ceremoney. 

The 17 of Aguste, this zeire, 1640, deyed Ladey 
leane Gray, Countesse of Weemys, eldest daugh- 
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ter to Patrick, Lord Gray of Fowilles, wyfie to 
lohne, first Earle of Weeymes, Lord Elcho, at Eas- 
ter Weeymes ; and wes interrid in the buriail place 
of that fiunily, in the church ther, without aney 
fnneridl^eremoney, the 25 day of this same monnthe. 

In September, this same zeire, 1640, at Londcm 
deyed lohne Muray, first Earle of AnnandaiH, Vis- 
count Anan, Lord Muray of Lochemaben, of the 
stone ; and to him sucddit his onlie sone, lames, now 
Earle of Anandaill, &c. His corpes wer inbalmed 
and brought to Scotland in cotche by land, and inter- 
rid amongest his antcesters, at Hoddam churche, ia 
Anandaill, without aney funerall ceremoney, 18 of 
October, diis same zeire. 

The 19 of the mounthe of Nouember, this z^re, 
1640, deyed lohne Boyde, Lofd Boyde^ aboute the 
24 zeire of his age, of a burning feuer, and wes ia- 
terid amongest his antcesters. He maried Ladey 
Marey Fleminge, 2d daughter to I(^e, Earle of 
Wigtone, Lord Meming, &c. and by her lefte no 
issew to succeid him ; bot his estait fell to a cou- 
sin german of his fiitfaers, who lined married in Eng- 
land.

Gentle Reader, you ar to be aduertissed that 
one of my reasons, amongst maney, for wich I 
haue not in this 2d wolume of my AnanaUs brought 
the actiones of this Kings lyffe furder then to 
the end of the 16 zeire of his rainge,'is> becausse 
that the 17 zeire of his rainge, wich is the 1641 of 
our redemptione, will require a grater wolume by 
itselffe ; the face not onlie of affaires being quyte al- 
tered, bot the werey iundamentalls of gouemiment, 
both of churche and stait, werey muche altered, if 
not ouertumid from quhat they wer, both in his 
fathers tyme, and in his auen till that zeire. Wher- 
foF I haue resolued to begin with that zeire in ane 
other wolume, becausse I must speake in ane other 
language, and in other tearmes now then I did for- 
merly, befor the raines of gouemiment wer slacked, 
and the bodey did begin to call itselue the estaites, 
without anney mentione of him who was the head- 
politicke of that bodey.
